THE  WORKERS'  MEETING. 


The  Workers*  Meeting  on  Wednesday  morning  was 
fully  attended  by  delegates  and  workers  from  every 
New  England  State.  Mrs.  Hunt,  of  Augusta,  Me., 
vice-president  of  the  Society,  presided  in  her  usual 
acceptable  manner. 

The  following  "Hows"  were  discussed,  with  the 
resulting  conviction,  as  one  has  aptly  expressed  it, 
*  *  that  the  right  *  How  '  is  not  anyhow,  but  a  definitely 
and  carefully  thought  out  somehow." 

How  to  attend  meetings :  Prayerfully,  informally 
(parlor  and  tea  meetings),  joyfully,  with  a  good  word 
for  somebody ;  from  principle,  because  it  is  the  Master's 
business  ;  with  some  sister  who  is  not  in  the  habit  of 
going,  but  goes  at  your  invitation. 

How  to  gain  members  :  Invite  them,  and  give  them 
something  to  do  in  your  circle  ;  make  meetings  inter- 
esting ;  have  membership  fee  *  *  as  the  Lord  enables 
one  to  give." 

How  to  give  :  **  As  the  Lord  has  prospered  "  ;  mite- 
boxes  ;  personal  solicitations ;    monthly  contributions ; 
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collect  from  every  sister ;  every  sister  should  give 
intelligently  ;  envelope  system.  This  last  point  brought 
out  a  bright  and  vigorous  discussion  as  to  the  expe- 
diency of  placing  the  Woman's  Societies  on  what  is 
called  the  '*  Hancock  system  "  envelope. 

How  to  report :  Fill  blanks  promptly  and  send  to  the 
proper  person. 

How  to  organize :  The  discussion  was  mostly  on  the 
matter  of  Young  People's  Societies  and  Bands,  and 
whether  the  missionary  work  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and 
Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  Societies,  Juniors  included,  were  taking 
the  place  of  Bands,  both  as  to  giving  the  desired  mis- 
sionary instruction  and  as  to  raising  money.  Many 
said  the  card  issued  for  Endeavor  work  did  not  give 
sufficient  attention  to  Home  Mission  work,  and  the 
following  resolution,  offered  by  Mrs.  Howatt,  of  Maine, 
was  unanimously  adopted  : 

That  the  Workers'  Conference  held  in  connection  with  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sion Society,  assembled  in  Providence,  May  5,  1897,  request  the 
United  Society  of  the  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  and  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  to  give 
Home  Mission  an  equal  representation  with  Foreign  on  the 
topic  cards,  both  Senior  and  Junior,  for  1898. 

How  to  send  boxes :  Do  not  send  boxes  thinking 
they  will  be  your  part  towards  supporting  the  teachers 
of  the  Society.  Teachers  are  paid  in  money.  The 
boxes  must  be  additional  gifts  to  help  these  teachers 
in  their  missionary  work.  Put  in  them  anything  that 
would  be  helpful  to  your  own  sister,  if  she  were  at  work 
on  the  field.  Workers  were  referred  to  the  leaflet, 
*•  Please  do." 

How  to  instruct  the  young:  Through  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
and  Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  Societies  when  there  are  no  Bands 
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bring  them  into  contact,  if  possible,  with  workers  from 
the  field;  commence  with  the  youngest  children,  and 
do  not  let  go  of  them  when  older;  cases  cited  where 
the  Alaskan  pictures  and  letters  from  the  Alaskan  chil- 
dren had  done  much  good.  ^ 

How  to  pray  :  Definitely ;  broadly,  for  all  the  world  ; 
answers  to  prayer  cited ;  expect  the  answer  to  come, 
''look  up  **  for  it;  pray  in  the  missionary  meeting  es- 
pecially for  the  subject  studied.  Sentence  prayers  were 
regarded  as  most  helpful  in  getting  used  to  one's  own 
voice  in  public.    Above  all,  "pray  without  ceasing.** 

Mrs.  Alice  B.  Coleman  closed  the  meeting  with  a 
most  helpful  and  tender  petition,  remembering  each 
subject  that  had  been  up  for  discussion.

NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


A  BRIGHT,  sunny  day,  with  just  enough  of  an  easterly 
touch  in  the  atmosphere  to  act  as  a  tonic ;  a  beautiful, 
spacious,  well-lighted,  and  well- ventilated  auditorium ;  a 
large  audience  of  New  England's  brightest  and  most 
consecrated  women,  and  our  beloved  President  in  the 
chair.  Such  were  the  auspicious  circumstances  under 
which  opened  the  nineteenth  annual  meeting  of  the 
Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  in 
the  Cranston  Street  Baptist  Church,  at  Providence,  R.I., 
Wednesday,  May  5,  1897,  at  2  p.m.  Graceful  and  cor- 
dial words  of  welcome  to  Providence,  and  to  the  church 
in  which  we  met,  were  spoken  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Hinds,  of 
Providence.  She  brought  out  the  interesting  fact  that 
the  first  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  of  America 
was  formed  in  the  city  of  Providence  in  1803.  This 
society  is  still  actively  engaged  in  home  mission  work.

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Our  State  oflScers  distinguished  themselves  this  year 
by  their  businesslike  and  pointed  reports.  No  less  than 
fourteen  reports,  nine  from  State  vice-presidents,  and 
five  from  assistant  Statfe  vice-presidents,  were  read  in 
fifty-two  minutes.  All  reported  a  great  increase  in 
interest  among  the  circles,  and  although  the  effect  of 
the  **  hard  times  "  had  been  felt  by  all,  many  reported 
a  decided  gain  in  contributions. 

Mrs.  David  Bentley,  of  Bridgewater,  Mass.,  in  a 
paper  on  **  The  Mother's  Power,*'  graphically  showed 
how  a  mother  could,  influence  the  whole  life  of  her 
boy  for  good  or  ill  in  his  early  years,  by  sketching 
the  lives  of  two  boys  with  mothers  of  very  different 
types. 

At  this  point,  Miss  Lilian  Eastman  was  invited  to 
the  platform.  She  spoke  briefly  of  our  work  at  Provo, 
Utah,  as  she  had  seen  it  during  her  labors  there,  and 
urged  us  to  develop  and  improve  it.  A  thoughtful 
paper,  entitled,  **  How  to  Meet  Objections  to  Mission- 
ary Work,"  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Parker, 
of  Torrington,  Conn.  She  declared  the  great  com- 
peller  to  missionary  work  to  be  an  enlightened  and 
awakened  conscience,  and  urged  the  wide  diffusion  of 
missionary  intelligence  through  the  established  forces 
already  at  work,  and  through  individual  effort.  Many 
definite  suggestions  of  great  practical  value  were  also 
given. 

An  audience  that  taxed  the  capacity  of  the  church  to 
its  utmost  greeted  the  speakers  of  the  evening.  Mrs. 
Amanda  Miller  Coleman  was  introduced  as  a  *'  Product 
of  Hartshorn  Memorial  College,"  and  completely  capti- 
vated the  hearts  of  her  hearers.  If  there  was  one  woman 
in  the  room  who  did  not  believe  in  education  for  the 
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colored  people  of  the  South  before  she  began,  there  was 
no  such  one  when  she  closed. 

The  happy,  informal  tone  of  Mrs.  Coleman's  address 
was  continued  by  Rev.  Arthur  C.  St.  James,  of  Worces- 
ter, Mass.,  who  spoke  of  **  The  French  in  New  Eng- 
land." He  declared  that  it  is  no  credit  to  us  that  we 
are  Americans,  for  we  were  born  such,  but  that  it  is  a 
credit  to  him  that  he,  born  a  Frenchman,  is  an  Ameri- 
can, for  he  is  one  by  choice,  education,  and  principle. 

An  inspiring  season  of  prayer  was  enjoyed  by  a  goodly 
company  of  ladies  before  the  regular  programme,  Thurs- 
day morning.  Then  followed  the  annual  reports  of  the 
officers  of  the  Society,  which  had  been  awaited  with 
eager  expectancy. 

A  pleasing  variety  in  the  programme  was  afforded  by 
three  sketches  of  life  in  Alaska,  among  the  French,  and 
in  Mexico,  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  Alaskan, 
French,  and  Mexican  woman.  They  were  given  by 
Mrs.  Grace  Coleman  Lathrop,  Miss  Minnie  M.  Picker- 
ing, and  Miss  Gertrude  A.  Rausch. 

The  session  closed  with  a  lively  open  parliament  on 
the  mistakes  of  presidents,  members,  and  other  officers. 
So  great  was  the  interest  in  this  parliament  that  when 
the  meeting  was  obliged  to  adjourn  earlier  than  had 
been  anticipated,  on  account  of  local  arrangements,  the 
ladies  unanimously  voted  to  meet  half  an  hour  earlier  in 
the  afternoon  in  order  to  finish  the  discussion.

The 
opportunity  afforded  by  the  Chinese  among  us  for  doing 
foreign  missionary  work  at  home,  and  for  raising  the 
best  recruits  for  foreign  missionary  work  abroad,  was 
urged  very  strongly. 

In  charmingly  quaint  fashion  did  Mrs.  J.  L.  Petit,  of 
Worcester,  Mass.,  tell  of  a  **  Personal  Experience." 
She  spoke,  with  a  child-like  simplicity  that  touched 
every  heart,  of  her  conversion,  the  persecution  she  suf- 
fered at  the  hands  of  her  family,  and  of  the  work  she 
had  undertaken  in  Worcester  for  little  French  orphans, 
making  "  good  little  Protestants  of  them."

Resolved,  That  in  the  event  of  the  serious  illness  of  our  be- 
loved brother,  Dr.  Morehouse,  Field  Secretary  of  the  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  with  whom  we  have  been  so 
happily  associated  in  the  work,  we  bespeak  the  heartfelt  sym- 
pathy and  praj'ers  of  this  body. 

Resolved,  That  the  circles  in  our  churches  be  urged  to  coop- 
erate with  our  Board  in  the  matter  of  making  quarterly  pay- 
ments.

that  we  emphasize  more  strongly  our  work  in  their  behalf,  and 
that,  in  addition  to  our  work  for  the  Chinese,  we  take  up  the 
work  among  the  French  population  of  New  England  at  the  ear- 
liest practical  moment.  Let  American  Christians  save  America 
for  America's  sake,  as  well  as  for  the  world's  sake.

A.  M.  Coleman,  followed,  on  **The  Colored  Problem.*' 
Rev.  H.  M.  Bixby,  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  closed  the 
session  with  earnest  words  of  encouragement  and  com- 
mendation. Thus  closed  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Meet- 
ing, declared  by  all  to  be  one  of  the  be^t  meetings  the 
Society  has  ever  held.

NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


One  of  our  State  officers  began  her  annual  report 
for  1894  as  follows:  **  It  is  worth  a  thousand  pounds  a 
year  to  have  the  habit  of  looking  on  the  bright  side  of 
things."  These  words  have  helped  us  over  many  hard 
days  since  that  meeting,  and  have  acted  as  a  tonic  amid 
perplexities  and  discouragements.  During  the  last  part 
of  this  fiscal  year  the  magical  words  have  lost  their 
power.  It  seemed  as  if  the  increasing  calls  for  help, 
and  the  depleted  treasury,  made  it  necessary  to  look  on 
the  dark  side.  A  saying  of  a  missionary  came  to  us 
not  long  since  :  "If  you  have  no  bright  side  to  look  at, 
polish  up  the  dark  side  and  look  at  that."  We  have 
been  polishing  up  the  dark  side,  and  as  a  result,  this 
report  will  be  on  the  sunny  side  of  our  work  and 
prospects.  The  polishing  has  not  made  the  dark  side 
all  bright,  but  it  has  very  tenderly  brought  to  mind  the 
Saviour's  precious  words,  "  Lo,  I  am  with  you  all  the 
days." 

The  Board  of  Directors  have  been  at  their  post  during 
the  twelve  months  of  the  year.  Our  President,  with 
restored  health,  has  been  with  us  at  our  Board  meetings, 
freely  giving  of  her  time  and  strength.  Our  Treasurer 
has  proved  to  be  the  right  woman  in  the  right  place, 
and  has  made  510  Tremont  Temple  a  sunny  corner. 

During  the  year  one  of  the  constituent  members  of 
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our  Board  has  passed  to  her  reward,  and  left  a  vacancy 
which  can  never  be  filled.  Mrs.  D.  E.  J.  Durant  has 
left  us  a  rich  legacy  of  prayer,  and  the  memory  of  a 
saintly  life,  which  will  be  a  continual  inspiration. 
Mrs.  E.  B.  Earle  has  been  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
Mrs.  B.  F.  Sturtevant  felt  compelled  to  resign,  early  in 
the  year,  because  of  pressure  of  work  in  many  directions. 
The  Board  voted  to  retain  her  as  an  honorary  member, 
and  we  are  glad  that  her  cheery  presence  will  not  be 
wholly  lost.  Mrs.  J.  B.  Thomas  has  again  been  wel- 
comed to  our  ranks,  not  as  a  new  member,  but  as  one 
who  knows  the  burden  of  work. 

PI^AN   OF   COOPERATION. 

The  new  plan  of  cooperation  between  the  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  and  the  Woman's  Ameri- 
can Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  (into  which  the  two 
Societies  entered  April  i,  1897),  proposes  no  break  nor 
radical  alteration  in  the  relations  hitherto  existing.     It 
aims  rather  to  make  them  more  complete,  with  a  view 
of  unifying  and  rendering  more  effective  the  benevolent 
activities  of  both  bodies,  and  awakening  new  interest 
in  and  securing  larger  contributions  from  the  churches. 
Our  Society   will    still   retain   its   separate    existence, 
elect  its  own   officers,    conduct    its    annual   meetings, 
and  publish  its  own  report.     Instead  of  presenting  be- 
fore the  churches   the   educational  work  solely  of   the 
parent  Society,    the   representatives  of    the   Woman's 
Society   will   bring    before    churches   and    circles    the 
church  edifice  work,  and  also  missionary  work.     Money 
for  our  work  of  Christian  education  will  be  needed  as 
before.     No  change  in  the  Constitution  has  been  made. 
We  need  funds  the  same   as  ever  for  our  distinctive 
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work.  By  this, change,  however,  we  hope  to  give  the 
women  of  New  England  an  all-round  view  of  Home 
Mission  work,  and  also  to  work  in  harmony  and  with- 
out friction  with  the  parent  Society. 

ECHOES. 

Because  of  this  plan  it  was  necessary  to  remove  the 
Home  Mission  Echo  from  Augusta,  Me.  We  could  not 
remove  the  editor,  w^ho  has  so  ably  filled  her  place  for 
eleven  years,  but  we  were  glad  to  secure  her  services 
in  conducting  the  Young  People's  Department,  and  she 
is  winning  golden  opinions  from  our  young  people. 
The  change  has  involved  much  anxiety  and  much  hard 
work.  We  bespeak  the  cooperation  of  each  New  Eng- 
land woman  in  securing  twenty-cent  subscriptions,  so  we 
can  make  it  a  financial  success.  All  who  are  interested 
in  Home  Missions  will  be  willing,  if  financially  able,  to 
give  twenty  cents  for  the  paper.  Some  cannot  give  but 
ten  ;  but  do  not  withhold  the  larger  sum  unless  com- 
pelled to  do  so. 

STATE   OFFICERS    AND    DIRECTORS. 

The  State  Ofiicers  and  Directors  constitute  the  bone 
and  sinew  of  war.  Without  them  we  should  be  power- 
less. Gifted  consecrated  women  are  filling  these  pK)si- 
tions,  and  their  personality  is  felt  upon  their  respective 
districts.  One  of  our  State  workers  is  not  with  us 
to-day,  although  she  sends  her  report.  With  other 
April  flowers  a  tiny  little  daughter  has  been  welcomed 
to  her  home,  whose  voice  is  raised  so  valiantly  in  the 
cause  of  Domestic  Missions  as  to  make  of  slight  im- 
portance, for  a  time,  the  work  of  Home  Missions.  May 
this  dear  child  become  a  consecrated  mission  worker. 
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YOUNG   people's  WORK. 

Our  hearts  have  been  cheered  by  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  young  people  in  our  churches.  **  Farther  Lights" 
Societies  have  shown  their  interest  in  our  work  by 
liberal  gifts,  and  your  Secretarj'  has  had  frequent  in- 
vitations to  speak  before  Christian  Endeavor  Societies. 
The  needs  of  North  America  must  appeal  to  our  young 
people  during  these  days  when  the  Old  World  is  sending 
its  tide  of  sin  and  error  into  our  national  life. 

The  *'  Precious  Jewels"  have  awakened  from  sleep, 
refusing  longer  to  be  silent,  and  we  hope  this  year  will 
witness  a  list  of  Life  Members  of  goodly  length  from 
the  winsome  little  people. 

LITERATURE. 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  published  ten  new 

leaflets  and  thirteen  reprints.     The  new  ones  are:   "A 

Study  on  Missions,"  **  Mr.  Coe's  Letter  from  Alaska," 

"Our   Foreign    Populations,"    "The    French    in    the 

United  States,"   "The  Germans  in  America,"   "The 

Swedes  in   America,"   "Work  Among  the  Italians  in 

America,"    "  Spelman's  Benefactors,"    "A  Story  of  a 

Mite-Box,"   and    "A  Call   for  Help"    (Mission   Band 

Exercise).      Also    three   new   studies   for   our    j^oung 

people:    i.  Slavery;    2.  Anti-Slavery;   3.   The   Freed- 

men. 

A  letter  has  been  prepared  by  the  Finance  Committee 
on  quarterly  giving,  for  use  in  the  local  circles.  A  new 
closed  mite-box  has  been  prepared,  decorated  in  red, 
white,  and  blue,  with  gold  stars.  It  is  bright  and 
dainty,  the  national  colors  indicating  its  purpose.  We 
think  few  people  realize  what  it  costs  to  print  and  send 
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out  the  literature  which  is  so  eagerly  demanded  by 
circles  and  individuals.  Seldom  does  any  one  ordering 
leaflets  or  packets  send  money  to  pay  the  postage.  Uncle 
Sam  evidently  believes  in  woman's  right  to  pay  postage, 
as  a  large  bill  has  to  be  paid  each  month.  When  order- 
ing leaflets,  enclose  postage,  or,  if  the  amount  is  printed 
on  the  outside  of  the  packet,  send  it  along.  The  cost 
of  printing  2,000  copies  of  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report 
was  $296.75. 

We  have  received  a  cordial  invitation  to  hold  our 
next  annual  meeting  with  the  Old  Cambridge  Baptist 
Church,  Mass. 

We  are  disappointed  in  not  bringing  to  you  a  French 
woman  who  will  act  as  Bible  woman  in  New  England. 
Dr.  Williams  has  searched  far  and  near  for  a  suitable 
person,  but  has  not  as  yet  succeeded.  The  money  for 
this  worker  has  come  to  us  from  many  sources,  espe- 
cially from  the  women  of  Maine  and  Rhode  Island. 
A  needy  field  lies  right  at  our  doors.  We  have  the 
money,  but  not  the  woman.  Sisters,  pray  for  the 
right  woman  to  be  sent  to  us.  It  is  hard,  and  often- 
times dangerous  work,  but  the  magic  phrase  **  In 
His  name"  will  lighten  burdens  and  give  courage  to 
faint  hearts. 

A  few  years  ago,  an  ingenious  invention  produced  a 
machine  into  which  is  placed  the  photographs  of  bodies 
in  motion,  so  that  the  observ^er  may  have  reproduced 
before  his  eyes  the  slightest  movements  of  the  bodies 
that  were  in  action  before  the  camera ;  or,  in  other 
words,  the  motions  of  bodies  are  caught,  and  held, 
and  reproduced  in  the  kinetoscope  as,  a  few  years 
earlier,  sounds  were  treasured  up  in  the  phonograph. 
Look     into    the    kinetoscope    and    see    some    of    our 
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schools  in  motion.  May  the  kinetoscope  perforin  its 
mission. 

We  shall  see  the  teachers  in  our  schools  seeking 
no  applause,  desiring  no  eulogy,  bearing  weariness, 
loneliness,  privations,  gladly  giving  their  lives  for  these 
little  ones.  Have  we  succeeded  in  polishing  up  the 
dark  side  of  the  year's  work  ?  There  is  one  dark  spot 
in  spite  of  all  our  efforts,  namely,  lack  of  money. 
If  we  could  only  lay  it  all  upon  the  hard  times, 
how  we  should  rejoice.  As  the  pitiful  wail  comes 
from  each  school  for  more  and  better  appliances, 
more  teachers  for  old  fields  as  well  as  new.  our  hearts 
ache  for  the  workers  bearing  the  burden  and  heat  of 
the  day. 

There  are  two  reasons  why  we  lack  money  for  mis- 
sionary work,  besides  the  hard  times.  First,  because 
so  many  women  redeemed  by  our  Lord  refuse  to  give 
for  this  work.  **  I  do  not  believe  in  missions.  So 
much  to  do  at  home.  The  Chinese  are  too  filthy  :  the 
Indian  squaw  is  repulsive ;  the  Alaskan  and  Mexican 
are  too  far  away.  Our  own  daughters  need  our  time 
and  money."  One  has  truly  said,  "Beware  of  that 
tenderness  that  unconsciouslv  breaks  a  hundred  reeds 
already  bruised  in  trying  to  secure  the  one  favorite  reed 
from  the  possibility  of  ever  being  bruised."  Fellow- 
workers,  as  you  hear  these  excuses,  leave  with  the 
uninterested  three  thoughts :  '  *  Who  maketh  thee  to 
differ?"  **What  hast  thou  that  thou  didst  not  re- 
ceive ?  "  *  *  What  shall  I  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all 
His  benefits  ? ' ' 

The  second  reason  why  money  fails  to  come  into  our 
treasury-  is,  lack  of  denominational  loyalty.  We  should 
not  hesitate  to  declare  that,  while  we  love  all  denomina- 
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tions  who  bear  the  name  of  Christ  and  show  His  spirit, 
we  love  the  Baptist  denomination  best.  We  need  not 
be  any  more  ashamed  of  this  than  we  are  to  own  that 
we  love  our  own  families  better  than  other  families. 
We,  as  Baptists,  are  not  sufficiently  loyal  to  our  own 
church  and  institutions.  Men  and  women  come  to  us 
and  plead  for  funds  for  their  work  in  the  South  and 
West.  They  may  be  doing  good  work,  but  we  are 
pledged  to  sustain  Baptist  work,  which  is  just  as  good. 
Why  should  we  give  to  Tuskegee  and  Atlanta  Uni- 
versity, even  though  we  know  they  are  doing  excellent 
work,  when  two  Baptist  schools  in  Atlanta  and  one  in 
Alabama  are  in  straits  for  funds  ?  Tuskegee  alone  ex- 
pends $60,000  each  year  in  its  grand  work.  Our  Home 
Mission  Societies  only  expend  $90,000  for  all  its  grand 
educational  work.  No  denomination  has  a  nobler  record 
than  the  Baptist  in  mission  work.  Sustain  it.  This  is 
not  saying  that  we  are  the  only  ones  doing  Christian 
work.  It  is  saying  that  we  love  our  oivn  work  better 
than  any  other,  because  we  are  pledged  to  it.  If  we 
think  our  denomination  the  best,  we  should  strive  to 
build  it  up.  If  we  do  not  think  it  is  the  best,  we 
should  strive  to  find  that  which  is  best,  and  be  loyal  to 
that.  If  money  given  by  Baptist  church-members  for 
missionary  purposes  should  go  through  Baptist  mis- 
sionary channels,  there  would  be  no  debts  to  cripple 
our  work.  Love  for  Christ,  atid  loyalty  to  our  denomi- 
national work,  should  be  our  key  -  note  the  coming 
year. 

What  of  the  bright  side  of  the  year's  work  ?  Did 
you  not  hear  the  exultant  note  in  nearly  every  report  ? 
hirty-five  have  found  the  Lord  ;  seventeen  have  bee  n 
baptized ;  eight   have   learned  to   sing   the   new  song. 
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Is  that  all  ?  Homes  Christianized,  burdens  lightened, 
tears  wiped  away,  hope  inspired.  If  we  have  worked, 
sacrificed,  and  prayed  for  these  results,  then  are  we 
one  and  all  **  Daughters  of  the  King,'*  whether  teach- 
ers in  dark  places,  quiet  women  in  lowly  homes,  busy 
women  with  little  leisure,  women  of  wealth,  young 
women  or  children  ;  all  of  us  following  Him  whose 
nail-pierced  hand  and  bleeding  side  bought  our  par- 
don, and  who  is  leading  on  His  hosts  to  victory. 
There  is  no  discouraging  side  to  our  work.  Let  us 
take  as  our  own  the  sure  words  of  prophecy :  *  *  So 
shall  my  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth. 
It  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it  shall  accomplish 
that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the  thing 
whereto  I  sent  it.'*

ALASKA. 


"Then  took  Samuel  a  stone,  and  set  it  between  Mizpah  and 
SShen,  and  called  the  name  of  it  Ebenezer,  saying,  Hitherto  the 
L/Ord  hath  helped  us." 

This  simple  incident  records  alike  the  faith  and 
gratitude  of  the  prophet.  A  great  battle  had  been 
fought.  Israel  had  been  victorious,  but  the  victory 
was  not  due  to  their  courage  or  power.  On  the  con- 
trary, when  the  people  heard  that  the  Philistines  were 
upon  them,  fear  took  possession  of  them,  and,  in  their 
despair,  they  came  to  Samuel,  saying,  '*  Cease  not  to 
cry  unto  the  Lord  for  us."  He  had  done  as  they 
besought  him.  The  Lord  had  answered.  The  Philis- 
tines were  discomfitted.  Israel  was  victorious.  This 
victory  was  the  immediate  occasion  of  the  prophet's 
gratitude,  but  in  the  words  he  used  in  placing  the 
memorial  stone,  he  reveals  his  confidence  in  Jehovah, 
who  had  always  been  the  help  of  Israel.  This  confi- 
dence is  ours  as  we  bring  our  Alaskan  report.  We 
remember  the  earnest  appeals  which  came  to  our  So- 
ciety to  help  the  Alaskans,  and  how  we  desired,  yet 
feared,  to  take  the  responsibility  it  involved ;  how, 
carefully,  prayerfully,  we  weighed  the  difficulties,  the 
obstacles,  and  the  great  expenditure  it  would  require. 
We  recall  the  months  of  uncertainty,  and  at  last  the 
meeting  of  December,  1891,  when,  having  sought  divine 
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guidance,  your  Board  voted  to  assume  the  work  ;  then 
the  trials  of  the  first  twelve  months,  when  so  many 
things  discouraged  and  discomfitted  us.  But.  review- 
ing it  all  from  the  beginning,  until  the  present  time, 
with  confidence  in  the  Jehovah  of  Israel,  and  with  the 
same  spirit  of  thanksgiving  and  gratitude  as  the  prophet 
of  old,  we  to-day  place  our  memorial  stone,  and  say, 
"Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us." 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  in  May,  1896,  we  had 
our  first  letters  of  the  year.  These  continued  regularly 
until  November.  Since  November  we  have  ^ heard 
nothing,  but  are  daily  expecting  letters.  The  May 
letters  contained  most  urgent  requests  for  more  room 
for  the  children,  for  liberty  to  enlarge  and  make  im- 
provements in  the  building,  and  that  they  might  be 
allowed  to  build  a  chapel.  To  grant  these  requests 
involved  great  expense,  but  your  B6ard  could  not  refuse 
them,  so  clearly  did  it  seem  that  the  Lord  was  directing 
the  work.  It  was  deemed  wise,  however,  that  no 
special  appeal  should  be  made  to  raise  money  for  the 
chapel,  hoping  that,  as  the  land,  labor,  and  board  of 
workmen  were  to  be  given  by  the  North  American 
Commercial  Company,  the  regular  contributions  from 
our  Bands  and  Sunday  schools  would  nearly  cover  the 
extra  expense.  Subsequent  letters  told  of  delightful 
summer  weather,  of  days  crowded  with  work,  and 
thanksgiving  and  joy  in  their  hearts  that  their  requests 
were  granted.  Mr.  Coe  wrote,  "The  Lord  be  praised 
that  we  can  at  last  plan  for  the  chapel."  Another  time 
he  writes,  **To  keep  twenty-three  vigorous,  growing 
youngsters  fed,  clothed,  and  cared  for,  to  dp  the  teach- 
ing and  out-door  work  keeps  us  all  busy  until  late  at 
night.     Many  days  the  hours  of  work  have  numbered 
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seventeen.  Our  teachers  have  found  it  almost  impos- 
sible to  do  outside  missionary  work,  after  doing  their 
duty  by  the  home.'*  What  is  needed  is  a  man  for 
general  work  and  industrial  teacher,  who  can  relieve 
Mr.  Coe,  thus  giving  him  opportunity  to  work  among 
the  natives.  He  has  already  won  their  confidence  and 
respect,  and  they  often  seek  his  advice  and  help.  He 
writes:  "An  old  gray-headed  man,  nearly  blind,  came 
to  me,  and  wanted  me  to  get  Alexander  to  interpret  for 
him.  I  went  to  the  schoolroom,  called  Alexander  out, 
and  the  old  man  related  his  tale  of  woe.  His  wife  had 
gone  to  a  neighbor's  and  had  been  drinking,  and  had 
not  come  home  for  two  days,  even  though  he  had  gone 
for  her.  He  said,  '  I  call  you  my  father,  and  I  come  to 
you  when  I  am  in  trouble,  or  do  wrong.  I  do  not  have 
to  go  to  the  priests  now ;  I  come  to  you ;  you  are  my 
father.'  I  advised  him,  and  told  him  to  come  again  at 
dark  and  let  me  know  how  things  stood.  He  came, 
and  had  made  no  progress.  He  was  afraid  to  go  that 
night,  even  with  me,  or  alone,  for  the  woman.  I  told 
him,  'You  have  been  drinking  yourself.'  'No,'  said 
he,  '  I  have  only  had  nine  cupfuls  of  beer  to-day.'  I 
told  him  I  would  always  be  glad  to  help  him  if  he  would 
let  liquor  alone,  but  if  he  was  drunk  I  could  not  do  so." 
An  important  event  for  the  children  was  the  forming 
of  a  mission  band,  The  Northern  Lights,  and  already 
both  our  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Societies  have 
been  brightened  by  its  rays.  The  following  letter  from 
one  of  its  members  proves  that  our  teachers  labor  not  in 
vain  : 

Wood  Island,  Alaska,  Sept.  ir,  1896. 

Mv  DEAR  Teacher,  Miss  Goodchild:  I  thought  I  would 
write  you  a  letter.     I  have  been  thinking  about  a  good  many 
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things,  and  I  know  I  have  not  been  shining  right.  I  am  going 
to  turn  over  a  new  leaf,  and  shine  for  Jesus  every  day.  I  like 
our  meeting  very  much.  I  will  try  to  shine  for  Jesus,  and  the 
other  girls  will  see  that  I  am  trying  to,  and  that  will  help  them. 
If  I  won't  say  any  angry  words,  then  I  think  the  little  ones 
will  try  to  be  kind  to  each  other.  I  want  you  to  watch  me  and 
see  if  I  let  my  light  shine,  and  tell  me  when  I  do  not.  I  want 
my  papa  to  be  a  Christian,  and  I  want  every  one  to  love  Jesus. 
Some  day  the  dear  I/Ord  will  answer  my  prayer,  won't  he?  If 
we  do  a  little  work  for  Jesus'  sake,  then  he  blesses  us,  don't  he? 
I  just  found  a  verse  in  the  Bible.  It  says,  "Search  me  and 
know  my  heart.  Try  me,  and  know  my  thoughts."  That  is 
what  I  want  him  to  do.  I  will  try  to  be  a  better  girl  in  school. 
I  believe  you  love  me,  and  I  love  you  hard.  I  would  love  to 
kiss  you  good-night.  I  would  like  to  comfort  you  when  you  are 
sick.  Do  I  ever  do  it?  Watch  me  and  see  that  I  let  ray  light 
shine.  With  love,  from  your  scholar, 

Ofdotia. 

The  day  school  and  Sunday  school  were  well  sus- 
tained during  the  year ;  also  a  successful  night  school 
for  the  natives  for  the  winter.  Sunday  services  have 
been  held  regularly  on  Wood  Island  ;  and  across  the 
bay  at  the  old  Russian  capital,  Kadiac,  the  Gospel 
has  been  preached  every  other  Sunday  in  an  old-fash- 
ioned dance  hall.  In  all  this  work  they  have  receiv-ed 
encouragement  and  help  from  commercial  companies 
and  government  officials,  and,  indeed,  a  Greek  priest 
called  at  the  orphanage  one  day,  and  was  so  pleased 
with  the  children  that  he  gave  them  two  dollars  to  pur- 
chase candy.  Believing  that  it  would  be  wise  and  rest- 
ful to  have  a  cottage  home,  and  that  he  could  have  it 
without  violating  any  expressed  or  implied  trust,  Mr. 
Coe  has,  at  his  own  expense,  built  a  cottage,  from  one 
to  two  minutes'  walk  from  the  orphanage.  Here  they 
were  comfortably  settled  in  November,  and  the  change 
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seemed  beneficial  all  round.  Friends  at  Kadiac  ex- 
pressed their  appreciation  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Coe  by  the 
gift  of  ten  pieces  of  table  silver  ware,  —  **  very  beauti- 
ful/' he  writes,  **  but  a  little  out  of  place  in  our  home.** 
The  great  event  of  the  year  was  on  July  26,  when  the 
first  Baptist  church  of  Alaska  was  organized,  with  six 
members,  when  Mr.  Dunmire,  government  teacher  at 
Karluk,  on  the  western  side  of  the  island,  preached  the 
sermon.  The  next  great  event  was  the  breaking  of 
ground  for  the  chapel,  September  26.  The  chapel  is  a 
building  26x38  feet,  with  a  main  room,  26x26,  and  a 
small  room,  12x20,  and  a  tower.  It  is  located  by  the 
side  of  a  lake  in  the  midst  of  Alaska  firs,  and,  in  full 
view  of  the  orphanage,  is  a  beautiful  restful  sight  to  our 
weary  teachers.  November  23,  they  wrote:  "We 
have  all  the  windows  in  the  chapel,  and  hope  to  have  a 
second  coat  of  paint  before  winter  actually  sets  in. 
There  is  a  spirit  of  content  and  happiness  upon  us  all. 
Good  health  has  prevailed  through  the  summer,  and 
with  one  exception  the  children  begin  the  cold  season 
with  vigorous  health."  November  26,  they  wrote: 
"  The  last  moment  is  here.  The  vessel  waits  in  the 
harbor  but  twenty-four  hours.  We  expected  it  would 
remain  four  days.  We  can  onh-  say  all  are  well. 
We  have  had  a  delightful  fall.  We  shall  dedicate  our 
chapel  early  in  the  spring,  and  some  of  our  older  ones  are 
ready  to  confess  Christ.  The  lakes  are  now  frozen  ;  win- 
ter is  here,  but  his  grip  is  not  at  all  disagreeable  as  yet. 
We  dread  the  winter,  because  of  the  absence  of  the 
United  States  Commissioner  in  San  Francisco,  and  for 
this  reason  the  law  will  not  be  enforced,  drunkenness 
will  abound,  and  we  may  have  trouble  with  the  natives, 
but  God  is  our  refuge.     Our  trust  is  in  Him." 
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There  have  been  pleasant  memorials  all  through  the 
year  in  the  gifts,  as  they  have  come  to  our  treasury  for 
this  work.  Two  little  Danish  girls,  four  and  two  years 
old,  kept  every  penny  they  could  save  or  earn,  and  sent 
them  to  us,  saying,  **  Send  them  right  away  to  the  poor 
children  in  Alaska  who  have  not  any  mother.'*  Chil- 
dren in  one  of  our  Southern  schools  went  out  to  spend 
their  pennies  for  themselves,  but,  remembering  the  les- 
son on  Alaska,  they  gave  their  money  for  this  mission. 
In  a  picture  of  the  Alaskan  children,  a  mission  band  in 
New  Hampshire  recognized  with  delight  a  dress  sent 
by  their  band,  and  their  interest  and  love  were  thus 
deepened.  A  father  and  mother  sent  the  contents  of 
their  baby's  bank,  $7.50,  for  the  orphanage.  The  Mas- 
ter had  taken  their  little  one,  but  the  money  was  sacred, 
and  in  the  name  and  memory  of  their  darling  boy,  they 
wished  to  become  regular  contributors  to  the  Alaskan 
orphanage.  The  Wakefield,  Mass.,  Sunday  school 
sent  this  spring  a  bell  for  the  Alaska  chapel.  It  is  on 
its  way  there,  and  soon  its  tones  shall,  in  that  land  *'  of 
darkness  and  superstition,"  call  to  the  worship  of  the 
true  God. 

Four  thousand  dollars  is  the  amount  asked  annually 
ior  the  support  of  this  mission.  This  amount  is  sup- 
posed to  cover  every  expense,  salaries  of  teachers,  all 
outside  work  of  improvements  and  repairs  ;  but  it  cannot 
cover  the  extra  expense  of  such  a  year  as  this,  when  we 
liave  had  the  new  building  and  the  chapel,  the  horse, 
and  so  many  extra  things  to  pay  for.  It  must  also  be 
distinctly  understood  that,  except  when  building  the 
orphanage,  we  have  never  yet  reached  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  dollars  annually.  This  work  is  the  special 
work  of  our  Sunday  schools  and  bands,  and  we  aim  to 
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secure  a  contribution  from  every  Sunday  school  in  New 
England.  Two  hundred  and  eighty  schools  have  this 
year  responded.  We  have  gained  seventeen  schools 
over  last  year,  but  while  an  examination  of  the  list  for 
the  last  three  years  shows  that  many  of  our  schools  are 
making  this  amount  a  part  of  their  annual  benevolences, 
too  many  do  not  yet  understand  that  we  wish  a  gift 
every  year.  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  have  nearly 
doubled  their  number,  and  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Con- 
necticut, and  Rhode  Island  report  new  schools,  but 
many  old  ones  failed  to  contribute.  The  list  stands  for

In  November  we  sent  our  annual  letter  to  the  supyer- 
intendents.  This  year  we  shall  send  it  earlier,  hoping 
thus  to  make  a  gain  in  schools.  We  also  prepared  an 
Alaska  calendar  in  December.  This  has  brought  into 
our  treasury  seventy-five  dollars  above  expense.  We 
are  grateful  to  all  who  have  helped  us  in  the  work, 
grateful  to  the  superintendent  who  wrote  us  in  the  sum- 
mer, saying,  —  "  Vou  have  not  asked  our  school  for  a 
gift,  but  we  are  interested  and  glad  to  send  our  contri- 
bution." Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  time 
and  labor  of  Mrs.  J.  G.  Gooch,  as  she  has  carefully 
packed  the  boxes,  and  though  sorrow  has  entered  her 
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home,  her  hands  failed  not  in  her  ministo'  of  love. 
Supplies  have  been  received  from  twenty  churches  and 
bands  in  New  England.  Three  cases  of  goods  have 
been  forwarded  this  year.  New  York,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Michigan  have  also  sent  supplies  directly  to  the 
Home.

We  have  been  able  to  meet  this  increased  expense 
because  of  the  balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  ;  but 
we  would  emphasize  to-day  the  need  of  $4000  annually  for 
the  orphanage  Are  we  content  that  but  280  of  our  1000 
schools  are  interested  in  this  mission  ?  Has  its  novelty 
worn  off  ?  We  place  our  memorial  with  grateful  hearts 
to-day,  but  let  us  cease  not  to  cry  unto  our  Lord  for  His 
help,  that  His  blessing  may  rest  upon  us,  and  that  His 
Spirit  may  influence  us  to  higher,  better  service. 

Missionary  work  in  Alaska  is  a  problem  peculiar  to 
itself.  The  stations  are  from  4,000  to  6,000  miles  from 
headquarters,  many  of  them  hundreds  of  miles  apart. 
Of  the  36,000  people  in  Alaska,  not  over  2,000  speak 
the  English  language,  and  they  are  mostly  in  South- 
eastern Alaska.  The  greater  portion  of  the  people  are 
uncivilized  — they  exist;  they  hardly  live.  They  must 
be  taught  honesty,  chastity,  the  sacredness  of  the  mar- 
riage relation,  everything  that  ennobles  and  elevates 
Dian.  This  must  be  done  by  first  reaching  the  children. 
Hence,  the  need  of  orphanage   work.     The   materials 
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and  supplies  for  this  work  must  be  transported  thous- 
ands of  miles.  It  must,  therefore,  for  years  to  come,  be 
expensive.  During  this  last  winter  Mr.  Lopp,  of  the 
Congregational  Mission  at  Cape  Prince  of  Wales,  has 
visited  New  England,  and  told  the  story  of  this  mission. 
One  who  listened  to  him  states  a  truth  in  terse  and 
impressive  form  when  she  says,  *  *  If  any  one  is  willing 
to  go  up  there  and  live  with  those  Eskimos,  I  think  the 
rest  may  well  agree  to  help.  Nothing  has  been  so  good 
for  nie  for  some  time  as  Mr.  Lopp's  visit.  It  not  only 
makes  our  Christianity,  mine  at  least,  look  like  a 
mustard  seed,  but  makes  you  wonder  whether  it  is  not 
a  dead  seed  at  that.  I  have  been  to  hear  Mr.  Moody, 
but  he  did  not  begin  to  give  me  such  conviction  of  sin 
as  the  eager  and  urgent  interest  Mr.  Lopp  showed  in 
going  back  to  his  people.  I  wonder  just  what  the 
Lord  thinks  of  us  all,  some  of  us  any  way." 

For  generations  these  Eskimos,  civilized  and  uncivil- 
ized, yet  our  countrymen,  have  lived  in  darkness. 
Those  who  have  gone  to  them  from  the  outside  world 
have  made  merchandise  of  their  industries,  and  have 
ruined  them  body  and  soul.  Their  very  need  is  a  cry 
to  heaven  for  help,  and  our  schools,  our  missions,  and 
our  teachers  are  an  answer  to  their  prayer.  They  are 
forces,  which,  under  God,  shall  transform  these  people. 
The  home  shall  take  the  place  of  the  hovel.  The  de- 
graded, drunken  native,  made  so  by  our  rum,  shall 
become  the  enlightened,  intelligent  citizen.  Witch- 
craft and  sorcery,  with  their  brutal  practices,  shall  yield 
to  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord.  Friends,  we  may  count  the 
silver  and  gold  which  comes  into  our  treasury  for  this 
work,  but  the  heavenly  record  alone  shall  reveal  what, 
under  God's  blessing,   we   may   accomplish.     We   are 
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training  those  who  shall  go  up  and  down  the  dark 
places  of  that  dark  land,  telling  the  story  of  redeeming 
love,  for  this  is  the  history  of  other  missions  in  Alaska, 
and  it  shall  be  ouhs.  Already  this  spirit  has  manifested 
itself  in  some  of  the  older  ones  in  our  school.  Angels 
might  covet  the  work.  Let  us  thank  God  it  is  com- 
mitted to  our  care. 

Mrs.  James  McWhinnib. 
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Although  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  loss  instead 
of  gain,  financially,  in  Eastern  Maine,  we  do  not  hesi- 
tate in  saying  that  it  has  been  a  very  successful  year  for 
missions.  Successful  because  of  the  increase  of  interest 
in  the  smaller  churches,  while  there  has  been  no  falling- 
off  in  the  larger  ones. 

Many  new  Circles  have  been  organized  and  new 
workers  have  entered  the  field,  from  whose  labors  we 
are  sure  to  profit  in  the  future. 

As  reports  came  to  me  at  the  close  of  the  year,  I  was 
especially  pleaspd  with  the  spirit  of  hopefulness  mani- 
fested by  the  workers.  While  the  work  has  been  harder 
than  usual,  and  many  of  our  best  workers  have  had  to 
report  a  less  amount  of  money,  not  one  of  them  has 
spoken  discouragingly  of  the  work,  but  all  are  looking 
forw^ard  and  hoping  for  better  things  in  the  coming  year. 

On  account  of  failing  health,  two  of  our  best  workers, 
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Mrs.  Ilsley  and  Mrs.  Clarke,  have  been  obliged  to  resign. 
They  have  been  so  faithful  and  true  to  the  work,  that 
we  hardly  knew  how  to  go  on  without  them,  but  the 
Master  was  mindful  of  us,  and  others  were  found  who 
are  faithfully  doing  the  work  laid  aside  by  them. 

Mrs.  Howatt,  in  her  untiring  efforts  to  advance  the 
work,  has  been  a  constant  help  and  inspiration  to  me, 
and  I  can  readily  see  that  what  she  is  doing  for  the 
young  will  tell  largely  in  the  future  work  for  missions 
in  Maine. 

Aroostook  Association,     Miss  Mayo  reports  a  larger  de- 
gree of  interest,  and  an  increase  in  giving.     She  has 
faithfully  cared  for  the  field,  visiting  new  churches  and 
trying  in  every  way  to  interest  the  sisters  in  the  work. 
She   finds   much   to  encourage,   but   sees  the  need  of 
more  personal  work.      Those  who  are  doing  the  work 
should  try  to  interest  others,  and  so  add  new  workers. 
Hancock   Association,      The    sisters    are   doing   good 
work  for  Home  Missions.    A  few  new  Circles  have  been 
formed ;  one  at  Bar  Harbor,  led  by  Mrs.  T.  F.  White, 
that  has  been  especially  active.     Mrs.  Vinal  of  Mauset 
is  doing  a  great  deal  to  help  and  interest  the  children 
in  work  for  missions.      In  many  of  the  churches  of  this 
Association  the  children  are  coming  to  the  front,  and 
we  are  thus  preparing  men  and  women  of  the  future  for 
this  work. 

Kennebec  Association,  There  has  been  a  decided 
falling-off  in  receipts,  owing,  perhaps,  to  a  lack  of 
interest  in  this  particular  work.  There  are  so  many 
calls  for  money  in  our  large  churches  that  some  must, 
of  necessity,  be  disregarded.  I  have  no  doubt  that  fully 
as  much  has  been  given  in  the  past  year  for  missions  as 
formerly,  but  less  has  come  into  our  treasur3\ 
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It  remains  for  us  to  show  to  the  churches  that  our 
work  is  a  worthy  one,  deserving  a  share  of  their  atten- 
tion, by  sending  to  them  occasionally  some  one  who 
will  represent  the  work. 

Penobscot  Association.  Under  the  leadership  of  our 
new  Director,  Miss  Elvia  Cushman,  the  churches  have 
responded  well,  and  a  much  larger  gain  is  reported 
this  year.  Five  new  Circles  have  been  organized,  and 
the  sisters  seem  glad  to  help.  Miss  Cushman  comes  to 
us  ready  for  work,  as  she  has  already  shown  by  her  zeal 
in  visiting  churches,  organizing  Circles,  and  getting  up 
clubs  for  the  Echoes.  We  are  fortunate  in  securing  one 
who  is  so  competent  for  the  work  in  this  Association, 
and  we  feel  sure  that  much  will  be  accomplished  by  her. 

Piscataquis  Association  has  this  j^ear  a  new  Director. 
Mrs.  Addie  Remick  has  kindly  consented  to  take  the 
place  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Clarke. 
There  is,  perhaps,  need  of  more  than  the  ordinary 
amount  of  work,  by  way  of  arousing  interest,  in  this 
Association,  but  Mrs.  Remick  has  shown  a  disposition 
to  be  not  easily  discouraged,  and  with  such  a  leader  the 
work  is  sure  to  prosper.  We  are  glad  to  have  these 
new  workers  come  to  us.  It  must  mean  more  work 
being  accomplished,  as  we  feel  sure  that  those  who 
have  gone  out  will  not  lose  their  interest  for  the  work. 

Washifigtofi  Association.  The  sisters  are  ready  to 
follow  if  only  some  one  would  come  forward  and  lead. 
Many  of  the  churches  have  given  more  than  usual  the 
past  year  for  Home  Missions,  while  others  have  been 
led  to  send  their  money  in  other  directions.  We  are 
hoping  to  find  a  Director  for  this  Association  ver^'  soon. 
We  certainly  need  some  one  for  this  work  here.  There 
are  many  grand  workers  in  the  small  churches,  women 
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who  work  for  missions,  and  whose  giving  means  sacri- 
fice. * 

We  have  not  tried  to  introduce  new  methods,  but 
have  done  what  we  could  in  the  old  way,  hoping  that 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  our  commission  on 
systematic  beneficence  shall  have  helped  us  to  settle 
the  question  of  giving  to  the  work  of  the  different 
societies,  the  time  when  it  shall  be  **  not  women's  work 
and  men's  work,  but  the  Lord's  work,  carried  on  by 
consecrated  men  and  women."

It  comes  to  us  with  peculiar  force  at  this  time  and  iu 
this  place  that  it  is  a  wise  arrangement  which  fixes  the 
time  for  annual  reports  of  Mission  Work  at  this  season 
of  the  year.  For  it  is  the  merry  glad  springtime,  the 
season  of  promise,  of  faith,  and  of  hope,  when  every 
httle  brown  bud  holds  in  its  infinitesimal  heart  great 
^^d  glorious  possibilities  of  leaf,  flower,  and  fruit  ;  the 
glad  earth  smiles  back  to  the  laughing  skies  as  she 
puts  on  her  new  spring  suit  of  green,  decked  with 
sprays  of  bloom.  Who  that  hath  eyes  to  see  and  a 
soul  to  praise  can  fail  to  look  through  the  rosiest  of 
spectacles?  so  that  delinquent  and  careless  sisters,  debts, 
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deficits,  and  even  empty  treasuries  are  invested  with 
the  prevailing  brightness  and  the  substance  of  things 
hoped  for  is  seen  in  the  near  future ;  yea,  the  time 
draws  nigh  when  one  shall  no  more  need  to  say  to  her 
sisters,  **give  to  our  Mission  Treasuries,''  for  all  shall 
give,  from  the  least  unto  the  greatest,  as  the  Lord  hath 
prospered  them. 

So  the  record  of  the  past  year's  work  in  Western 
Maine  does  not  appear  quite  discouraginjg,  though  far 
from  being  its  best,  as  shown  by  the  gain  of  only  $4.65 
in  her  gifts.  Directors  have  been  faithful  to  the  meas- 
ure of  their  ability  in  presenting  the  claims  of  Home 
Mission  Work,  four  out  of  the  seven  associations 
reporting  gain  in  receipts.  Letters  of  resignation  have 
been  received  from  three  directors,  two  of  whom  have 
served  the  Society  faithfully  for  eleven  years.  Stuh 
laborers  are  indeed  few. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  of  help  at  the  Basket 
Meetings,  Association  Meetings,  and  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Meeting  at  State  Convention  is  made  to 
Mrs.  Reynolds,  Mrs.  McWhinnie,  Mr.  Cayer,  Miss 
Potter,  and  Mrs.  Whittaker. 

Though  Home  Missiori  Echoes  has  been  with  us  but 
a  few  months,  a  largely  increased  list  of  subscribers 
shows  that  the  little  paper  is  gaining  the  loving  favor 
given  to  its  predecessor.  Over  1 100  copies  are  taken 
in  Western  Maine. 

The  State  and  Associational  Junior  officers  have 
been  very  helpful  in  the  work  of  the  year. 

The  movement  made  in  December  for  a  penny-a-day  gift, 
during  that  month,  for  the  French  Mission  Work  was  well 
received,  over  $300  being  raised  in  this  way.  It  may 
seem  wise  to  repeat  the  effort  another  Ch     tmas  season.

The  circular  letter  which  has  been  tried  for  the  past 
four  years,  going  from  one  to  another  of  the  Directors, 
has  proved  very  helpful,  and  Directors  for  Cumberland 
and  Oxford  Associations  are  trying  the  same  plan 
among  their  church  correspondents  with  gratifying 
success. 

Bowdainham  North  Association,    Miss  Billings  writes : 

'*  Little  aggressive  work  has  been  done.     No  speakers 

from  abroad  have  come  to  us,  save  Mrs.  McWhinnie  at 

the  time  of  Association  Meeting  in  Jay.     In  one  church 

two  bands  were  formed  as  a  result  of  her  appeal  for 

Alaska.     Many  appeals  have  been  sent  to  some  of  the 

churches,  with  no  apparent  result ;  while  others,  like 

Jay,  have  done  a  good  work,   giving  largely  for  the 

Home  Mission  cause.

Bowdoinkam  South  Association.  Mrs.  Durgan,  in 
sending  her  letter  of  resignation,  writes:  "In  closing 
the  work  of  the  fiscal  year,  it  causes  feelings  of  sadness 
to  notice  a  falling  off  in  gifts  from  some  of  the  churches  ; 
and  the  question  arises,  what  can  be  done  to  once  more 
arouse  and  bring  them  to  the  front  ?  In  most  cases  it 
seems  to  be  lack  of  leadership  which  causes  the  decline 
of  interest.  It  is  hard  to  find  the  woman  who  is  willing 
to  look  after  these  things.  Oh,  that  God  would  roll 
upon  some  one  in  each  church  the  burden  of  caring  for 
the  Missionary  Circle !  I  feel  glad  to  report  a  few  of 
niy  churches  as  keeping  on  the  even  tenor  of  their  way, 
and  we  know  just  how  much  to  count  on  from  them. 
The  faithful  few  do  help  wonderfully.  The  Death 
Angel  has  claimed  some  of  our  workers  the  past  year ; 
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the  Circle  at  East  Brunswick  has  lost  its  faithful 
President,  and  Secretary ;  namely,  Mrs.  Woodward  and 
Mrs.  Purrington  ;  and  at  Freeport,  Mrs.  Fish  has  been 
called  to  her  reward.     Loss  in  receipts,  $9.89. 

Cumberland  Association,     Mrs.  Lamson  writes : 

'  *  While  in  many  respects  it  has  been  a  hard  year 
and  the  prevailing  hard  times  remain  unchanged,  yet 
we  are  able  to  report  a  better  financial  record  than  last 
year.  The  gain  has  been  perceptible  in  almost  all  the 
churches  of  the  Association. 

The  French  work  found  hearty  support,  nearly  every 
church  contributing.  An  especial  effort  has  been  made 
to  increase  the  Echoes'  subscription  list,  and  a  gain  of 
eighty  copies  has  resulted.  A  new  Circle  has  been 
organized  at  South  Waterboro  under  the  guidance  of 
the  pastor*s  wife.  It  reports  a  small  beginning,  but 
can  claim  the  M aster* s  promise  of  blessing.  We  wel- 
come a  new  church  and  some  new  workers  to  a  share  in 
Association  privileges,  and  close  the  year  with  thanks 
to  God  for  the  loyal  sisters  who  aid  so  willingly  in 
carrying  forward  this  work.

Lincoln  Association,  A  large  falling  off  in  the  receipts 
is  the  result  of  the  inability  of  Mrs.  Jameson  to  keep  up 
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her  connection  with  the  churches  on  account  of 
illness.  Seven  churches  responded  to  the  appeal  for 
French  work,  and  eight  churches  sent  special  gifts 
to  Alaska.  An  annuity  gift  of  $500  from  Miss 
Stackpole  of  Thomaston  brightens  up  the  record  in 
this  Association.  Feeble  health  and  many  cares  leads 
Mrs.  Jameson  to  give  up  the  work.  Loss  in  receipts, 
$67.58. 

Oxford  Association,  This  Association  has  made  a 
larger  gain  in  receipts  than  any  other  in  Western  Maine. 
The  Director,  Mrs.  Morton,  reports  that  she  has  kept  in 
communication  with  nearly  every  one  of  her  churches, 
and  speaks  gratefully  of  the  help  received  from  the 
new  church  at  Rumford  Falls.

I  bring  you  a  very  short  report  of  the  Junior  work  in 
Maine  during  the  past  year.  As  I  only  had  charge  of 
the  Alaska  work  in  the  Sunday  Schools  in  1895,  nothing 
had  been  done  in  especially  organizing  the  State  for  the 
Junior  work  until  since  the  State  Convention  last  Octo- 
ber. While  there  are  encouraging  things  about  the 
work, —  new  workers  obtained,  new  bands  organized, 
etc.,  —  the  work  for  many  reasons  has  gone  slowly.  In 
the  country  churches,  raising  money  for  the  debts  of  our 
large  missionary  societies,  and  so  much  sickness  and 
sorrow  and  care  as  have  been  all  through  the  country, 
have  hindered  the  work  and  taken  money  which  might 
possibly  have  come   into  our  treasury.     The  old,   old 
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trouble  of  "no  leaders "  for  Bands  is  still  in  the  way. 
Ma}'  we  not  pray  more  earnestly  that  the  Lord  will  put 
it  into  the  hearts  of  more  of  His  dear  young  people  to 
serve  Him  in  this  way. 

We  have  four  Junior  Directors  in  the  State — two 
others  were  chosen,  but  the  Master  seemed  to  lead  them 
into  other  work  for  Him. 

Mrs.  Famsworth  has  helped  me  very  much  in  finding 
leaders  for  Bands  and  sending  out  blanks  in  her  Associa- 
tions, where  I  had  no  Director. 

The  Alaska  work  has  gained  a  little  this  year ;  some 
Sunday  Schools  which  gave  last  year  did  not  do  so  this 
year,  but  quite  a  number  of  new  ones  have  come  into 
line,  more  than  making  up  for  all  such,  and  for 
those  who  were  obliged  to  send  smaller  contributions. 
Before  another  Annual  Meeting  we  hope  to  have  a  Junior 
Director  in  each  Association,  many  more  Bands  organ- 
ized, and  this  branch  of  the  Master's  work  gaining,  both 
in  the  education  of  the  children  and  in  gifts  for  our 

Treasur>'.

If  we    should    bring    to    you    the    report    for    New 
Hampshire,  that  we   most  desire,  we   should  say  that 
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in  each  one  of  the  eighty  churches  there  is  a 
flourishing  Circle  composed  of  women  interested  in 
mission  work. 

In  reality  we  find  there  are  about  fifty  churches  inter- 
ested in  our  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,  and  as 
near  as  we  can  judge  by  the  reports  from  each  Associa- 
tion, there  are  thirty-four  Circles,  with  but  few  of  the 
members  enthusiastic  and  alive  to  the  work  and  needs 
of  our  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Societies. 

From  this  statement  we  can  easily  see  that  the  work 
has  been  done  by  the  faithful  few ;  these  have  given, 
prayed  and  worked ;  these  few  have  been  always  ready 
to  help,  having  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  greatness 
of  the  work. 

Several  of  our  churches  are  without  pastors,  and  as 
we  think  of  the  many,  we  feel  that  New  Hampshire  is 
bereft,  for  whenever  a  church  is  without  a  leader,  the 
work  seems  to  be  retarded. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  accept  the  resignation  of  two 
Directors:  Mrs.  A.  Locke  of  Salisbur>^  Association,  and 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Peirce  of  Newport  Association  ;  both  of 
these  faithful  workers  resigning  on  account  of  removal 
from  New  Hampshire.  It  was  with  great  difficulty  we 
succeeded  in  finding  those  willing  to  fill  the  vacancies, 
and  we  rejoiced  when  Mrs.  Flanders  of  Claremont  and 
Mrs.  Bradbury  of  Laconia  consented  to  take  up  this 
work.  We  hoped  we  were  settled  in  this  for  a  long  time 
to  come,  and  felt  encouraged,  but  we  were  again 
disappointed ;  Mrs.  Bradbury  has  gone  to  Worces- 
ter, and  once  more  Salisbury  Association  is  without  a 
Director. 

Your  Vice-President  has  been  unable  to  do  any  per- 
sonal work  this  year.     Providence  has  hedged  her  way 
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from  giving  the  time  and  devotion  to  the  work  she  had 
hoped  and  expected,  but  interest  has  been  maintained 
by  extensive  correspondence. 

Notwithstanding  these  discouragements  and  disap- 
pointments, we  have  been  helped  by  encouraging  let- 
ters, showing  a  spirit  of  sacrifice  and  love  for  Missions, 
and  by  the  earnestness  of  the  Directors. 

In  many  churches  the  interest  has  increased,  and  in 
nearly  all  a  wish  has  been  expressed  to  be  able  to  do 
more.  In  almost  every  church  the  Echoes  are  taken, 
and  many  have  increased  their  subscriptions. 

We  regret  that  we  have  been  unable  to  find  just  the 
time  for  Basket  meetings.     We  have  had  a  speaker  at 
each  Associational  meeting,  but  we  need  special  meet- 
ings for  our  Women's  Missionary  work,  and  we  hope 
some  way  may  be  arranged  for  the  holding  of  more  of 
such  meetings. 
The  report  from  the  Associations  is  as  follows  : 
Dublin  Association.     Ten  of  the  twelve  churches  have 
contributed  to  this  Society.     At  East  Jaffrey,  Keene, 
Peterboro,  and  Troy,  the  Circles  have  met  regularly  for 
work  and  study  during  the  year.    The  Circle  at  Chesham 
has  met  with  a  loss,  in  the  death  of  its  honored  Presi- 
dent.    We  report  a  new  Circle  at  East  Westmoreland. 
Eleven  barrels  of  clothing  have  been  sent  to  different 
schools,    from   East   Jaffrey,    Keene,    Peterboro,    West 
Swanzey,  and  Troy.     East  Jaffrey  and  West  Swanzey 
circles  have  contributed  towards  the  Alaska  Orphanage. 
Compared  with  last  year's  work,  this  Association  has 
done  well. 

Meredith  Association.  Four  churches  have  active 
Circles.  Campton  Village,  Sanbornton  churches,  and 
Rumney ;      the    interest    has    increased    at    Rumney.

Salisbury  Association,  Eight  churches  have  flourish- 
ing Societies.  Ten  blanks  were  returned  to  the  Di- 
rector, and  two  reported  no  Home  Mission  work  of  any 
kind  ;  but  a  good  proportion  of  the  women  in  these  ten 
churches  are  subscribers  to  the  Echoes.  The  larger 
churches  have  done  well,  and  we  expect  they  will,  but 
we  wish  to  report  especially  of  some  of  the  smaller  Cir- 
cles, viz. :  Dunbarton,  Warner,  and  Bradford,  well 
organized,  meeting  regularly,  studying  our  Home  Mis- 
sion lessons,  sending  barrels,  and  the  Sunday  Schools 
contributing  to  Alaska.  Barrels  of  clothing  have  been 
sent  from  Bradford,  Pleasant  St.,  Concord,  and  First 
Church,  Concord. 

We  do  earnestly  desire  to  do  more  this  coming  year 

in  New  Hampshire,  for  we  cannot  feel  satisfied  until  in 

every  church  the  sisters  are  engaged  in  this  important 

work  that  lies  so  near  at  hand.     Those  who  have  never 

heard  of  our  Saviour  are  at  our  very  doors.     We  have 

read  of  some  one  saying  :   ' '  The  threads  of  their  lives 

are  woven  with  the  threads  of  our  own  in  the  loom  of 

citizenship.     We  are  closely  bound   up  with  them   in 

business  and  general  fortunes.     The  pathway  of  each  is 

made  saie  or  dangerous,  is  brightened  or  shadowed,  by

Ill  reviewing  the  work  of  our  own  Baptist  young 
people  of  New  Hampshire  for  Home  Missions,  so  far 
as  this  work  has  been  reported  to  me,  I  find  that  the 
progress  made  during  the  last  year  is  far  less  than  I 
hoped  it  would  be,  yet  is  there  occasion  for  thanks- 
giving and  encouragement. 

In  five  of  the  six  Associations  we  have  Assistant 
Directors  who  are  interested  in  the  work,  and  much 
good  service  has  been  done,  a  part  of  the  fruit  of  which 
is  already  apparent,  and  with  a  fair  prospect  of  greater 
results  in  the  future. 

The  amount  of  the  contributions  reported  is  a  little 
larger  than  last  year,  as  is  also  the  number  of  Societies 
reporting  donations. 

The  church  at  Berlin,  though  but  a  year  old,  has 
just  organized  a  Mission  Band,  from  which  we  shall 
expect  good  accounts  next  year. 

At  the  annual  Basket  Meeting  in  the  Milford  Asso- 
ciation the  Evening  Session  was  conducted  by  the 
Junior  Societies,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Assistant 
Director.  The  meeting  was  one  of  interest  and  inspira- 
tion, and  may  have  something  to  do  with  the  fact  that 
the  greatest  advance  during  the  year  has  been  in  this 
Association,  though  a  large  part  of  the  success  is  due 
to  the  faithful  work  of  the  Director. 
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It  is  hoped  that  such  meetings  may  be  held  in  the 
other  Associations  during  the  coming  year,  and  that 
we  may  be  able  to  report  very  much  greater  advance- 
ment all  over  the  State.

As  I  think  of  bringing  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual 
Report  as  State  Vice-President,  the  changing  scenes 
of  the  years  that  are  gone  pass  in  brief  review  ;  and  we 
find  that  we  have  every  reason  for  great  encouragement. 
We  understood  perfectly  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
that  we  must  continue  to  meet  the  same  financial 
depression  that  we  had  the  previous  year,  and  added 
to  that,  the  burden  of  our  missionar>^  debts.  The  usual 
question  came  to  us,  What  shall  we  do  ?  After  taking 
the  matter  into  prayerful  consideration,  we  believed  we 
were  tr>'ing  to  follow  Christ's  command,  and  there  was 
but  one  true  way,  —  to  go  forward  on  the  strength  of 
God's  promises,  and  leave  the  results  with  Him. 

We  had  the  same  band  of  Directors,  who  have  with 
unwearied  fidelity  been  '  *  sowing  beside  all  waters '  * 
and  gathering  their  harvest  in  mites  with  unwearied 
fidelity.  Two  of  these  were  with  us  in  the  beginning, 
and  we  have  been  much  interested  as  we  have  seen  the

The  Annual  Meetings  of  our  Associat 
in  June,   August,   and  September.     At  « 
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could  go  away  without  having -a  more  earnest  purpose 
to  overcome  the  foes  from  within  our  own  border, 
which  are  much  more  to  be  feared  than  those  from 
without. 

For  the  first  time  we  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  the 
Windham  County  Association,  of  which  Mrs.   L.   W. 
Hawley   is   the    much-loved    Director.      Some    of   her 
churches  are  very  small,  but  they  shine  as  stars  in  our 
Missionary  Work.     Mrs.  E.  G.  Wheeler  and  Miss  Giles 
addressed   the    Association    upon  their   special   work, 
which  was  deeply  interesting,  and  presented  pictures, 
which  were  very  dark  for  this  beautiful  Christian  land  ; 
yet,  we  knew  only  too  well  that  they  were  giving  to  us 
the  brighter  side  of  their  work.     Miss  Giles  also  very 
ably  assisted  in  the  Lamoille  and  Woodstock  Associa- 
tions.    It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  listen  to  the  words 
of  this  wonderful  woman,  w^hom  the  Lord  has  led  step 
by  step»  until  she  has  been  permitted  to  see  some  of 
the  grand  results  of  the  work  for  which  she  has  so  long 
labored  and  prayed.     It  was  said  of  her  in  the  Wood- 
stock,   ''That  she  revealed   a  picture   almost  as  dark 
with    heathen   error    and    superstition    in    the    South, 
among  the  negroes  and  poor  whites,  as  that  of  Mrs. 
Park  in  Asia."     This  Association  has  made  gains  on 
many  lines,  and  have  Mission  Work  in  all  its  interests 
on  their  hearts.     In  nearly  all  Associations,  a  Special 
Workers*  Meeting  has  been  held.     We  find  these  very 
profitable  in  many  ways,  as  it  gives  an  opportunity  for 
each  sister,  if  they  wish,  to  have  a  part  in  the  work. 

Three  of  our  Associations  are  very  small,  and  their 
churches  are  very  widely  separated.  This  makes  it 
almost  impossible  for  united  effort  in  the  work  ;  but 
they  have   a   good   missionary  spirit,   which  makes  it 
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always  a  pleasure  to  meet  with  them.  Three  have 
made  an  advance  in  money,  in  value  of  supplies,  and 
the  number  of  Echoes  taken.  At  one  time  we  feared 
we  should  not  be  able  to  send  our  usual  amount  for 
Alaska,  but  God  was  better  than  our  fears,  and  He  has 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  send  our  largest  gift.  Our 
young  ladies  are  not  organized,  but  we  have  had  for 
several  years  Assistant  Directors  in  different  Associa- 
tions. We  have  been  unable  to  find  a  leader  for  State 
work,  and  have  had  some  question  about  such  an  organi- 
zation, as  our  young  people  are  already  well  organized 
in  their  various  societies  and  have  their  missionary 
meeting  each  month.  Some  one  has  said,  *'that  all 
things  come  to  those  who  wait,"  therefore,  it  may  be, 
"  In  that  beautiful  Island  of  Sometime  **  we  shall  have 
the  grand  fulfihnent  of  all  our  anticipations. 

We  hoped  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  that  we  should 
have  an  advance  in  money  :  but  the  Lord  has  given 
that  which  is  of  much  greater  importance, — a  deeper 
interest  in  Home  Mission  work.  Last  year  onl}'  five 
Associations  sent  supplies ;  this  year  each  one  has  re- 
sponded, and  the  value  has  been  doubled.  The 
subscriptions  to  our  new  paper  have  exceeded  our 
expectations,  as  we  already  have  more  than  eleven 
hundred  copies.  We  would  like  very  much  to  see  this 
doubled  next  year.  The  year  has  gone,  and  it  is  im- 
possible for  us  to  recall  the  mistakes,  but  we  hope  to 
make  them  very  profitable  as  stepping-stones  to  better 
work.  We  know  that  our  very  best  efforts  are  useless 
unless  they  have  been  touched  by  the  Master's  hand  ; 
but  the  little  that  we  can  do  we  shall,  with  joy  and  re- 
joicing, do  •'  in  His  Name.''

In  bringing  to  you  the  report  for  Eastern  Massachu- 
setts, we  do  so  with  mingled  feelings  of  joy  and  sadness. 
We  are  thankful  for  what  has  been  accomplished,  and 
for  all  the  encouraging  things  that  we  see,  and  yet  we 
have  not  done  what  we  hoped,  a  year  ago  now,  to  do 
(luring  the  year. 

We  feel  that  by  and  by  it  will  be  said  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  our  faithful  women,  '*  She  hath  done  what  she 
could  "  ;  but  we  also  feel  like  saying,  '*  Were  there  not 
ten  cleansed  ;  where  are  the  nine  ? ' ' 

In  September,  at  the  very  beginning  of  our  Circle 
work,  the  Directors  met  at  the  home  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  had  a  day  of  consultation  in  regard  to  the 
work  for  the  coming  months,  helping  each  other  by 
suggestions  and  encouraging  words.  The  last  hour 
was  spent  in  earnest  prayer  for  God's  blessing  upon  the 
efiorts  put  forth,  and  all  have  felt  that  the  plan  was  a 
success,  and  the  day  a  helpful  one.  The  Directors 
have  worked  hard  for  the  success  of  this  cause ;  we 
wish  we  could  say  that  Eastern  Massachusetts  as  a 
whole  had  worked  hard  ;  but  if  we  could,  what  a  time 
^^  rejoicing  this  would  be,  for  with  the  .nearly  60,000 
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men,  women,  and  children  who  are  members  of  our 
Baptist  churches  in  Easlertf  Massachusetts  alone,  all 
working  hard  for  this  great  object,  who  can  estimate  the 
result  ?     But,  alas  !  that  time  is  not  yet. 

We  know  that  the  number  of  faithful  workers,  how- 
ever, is  on  the  increase.  Our  ranks  are  being  fre- 
quently reinforced  by  those  who  are  led  to  realize  that 
to  be  a  Christian  means  *  *  to  study  to  follow  the  example 
and  obey  the  precepts  of  Christ,"  and  therefore  they 
must  be  missionary  workers. 

New  Circles  have  been  organized  in  several  of  the 
Associations,  and  have  begun  work  with  real  enthusiasm. 

We  are  favored  that  our  Associations  are  so  near 
headquarters  that  the  voices  of  Mrs.  Coleman,  Mrs. 
Reynolds,  and  Mrs.  McWhinnie  can  be  frequently  heard 
among  us. 

Basket  meetings  have  been  held  in  nearly  all  the 
Associations,  and  are  considered  a  help  by  all  who 
attend. 

In  most  of  the  A.ssociations  more  copies  of  Echoes  are 
taken  ;  .one  Association  reporting  900  copies,  against 
375  copies  last  year. 

Some  Circles  report  having  sent  their  money  this  year 
toward  the  debt,  instead  of  to  our  treasury.  The  vaca- 
tion offering,  we  think,  was  in  nearly  every  case  what 
it  was  meant  to  be,  an  extra  gift. 

Four  of  our  Associations  have  this  year  quite  largely 
increased  the  amount  sent  to  our  treasury,  but  we  are 
very  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  the  other  seven  have 
fallen  considerably  short  of  last  year's  gifts.  While  we 
feel  sad  in  regard  to  this,  we  are  sure  that  in  nearly 
every  case  the  missing  amount  has  gone  into  the  Home 
Mission  Society  toward  the  debt.    Some  Sunday  Schools 
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that  gave  for  Alaska  last  year  have  not  given  this  year, 
and  a  few  new  ones  have  contributed,  so  that  the  amount 
remains  about  as  last  year. 

One  Director  writes :  * '  I  do  feel  that  although  the 
gifts  in  some  of  the  smaller  churches  have  been  less 
than  last  year,  that  it  has  been  all  they  could  do,  and 
has  caused  real  self-denial:  others  could  have  done 
much  more,  and  would  if  they  saw  the  importance  of 
this  g^at  work  and  realized  that  they  are  responsible 
and  have  a  great  part  in  carrying  out  the  Master's  com- 
mand to  *  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.*  ** 

Another  says :  *  *  Some  of  the  pastors  have  begun  to 

hold  regular  monthly  missionary  concerts,  and  they  have 

done  much  to  increase  the  interest  in  these  churches." 

We  wish  every  pastor  would  go  and  do  likewise. 

Let  us  look  very  briefly  at  the  different  Associations. 

Barnstable  Association.     The  reports  are  not  very  full. 

Miss  Scudder  says :   * '  Some  churches  have  abandoned 

their  Circles,  owing  to  the  difiBculty  in  sustaining  the 

meetings."     Our  work  was  presented  at  the  meeting  of 

the  Association. 

Boston  North  Association.  Mrs.  Earle  has  visited 
several  Circles  and  secured  a  large  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  subscribers  to  Echoes.  Interest  seems  to  be  on 
the  increase  in  most  of  the  churches.  A  Basket  Meeting 
held  with  the  Tremont  Temple  Circle  was  of  great  in- 
terest. She  says,  "I  wish  our  Association  would 
take  for  its  motto  this  year,  '  So  run  that  ye  may 
obtain.'  " 

Boston  East  Association.  Miss  Greenwood  reports 
niore  money  paid  into  the  treasury,  more  Echoes  taken 
Jn  all  but  six  churches  ;  some  havingdou  bled  their  list. 
A  larger  number  of  contributors  are  reported  in  most 
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all  the  churches,  and  four  new  Circles  organized.     A 
Basket  Meeting  held  of  interest  and  profit  to  all. 

Boston  South  Association,  Mrs.  Hilliard,  on  account 
of  illness,  has  been  unable  to  visit  her  Circles  as  she 
would  like,  but  has  done  what  she  could  with  her  pen. 
She  reports  an  interesting  Basket  Meeting  held,  and 
more  Echoes  taken. 

Nearly  every  Circle  has  studyied  the  topics  in  the 
Echoes,  and  thus  have  been  learning  of  the  field  work. 

Boston  West  Association,  Mrs.  Brigham  says:  **In 
several  instances  there  is  a  large  increase  in  gifts,  and 
at  mite-box  openings  more  money  reported  than  the 
most  sanguine  dared  hope  for.  Echoes  list  increased 
somewhat,  and  a  helpful  Basket  Meeting  held. 

Framing  ham  Association,  Miss  Dunn  is  working 
with  nearly  all  feeble  churches,  and  does  not  have  so 
many  things  to  encourage  her,  as  some  who  have  larger 
churches,  but  she  is  doing  good  work.  A  good  many 
Circles  sent  their  money  toward  the  * '  debts ' '  of  the 
other  societies,  and  so  took  from  our  treasury. 

God  grant  the  time  may  soon  come  when  there  will 
be  no  debts,  and  His  great  work  may  be  well  supported 
by  those  who  love  His  name. 

Merrimac  River  Association.  Mrs.  Brackett  reports 
two  new  Circles  organized,  and  more  money  sent  to  our 
treasury.  She  has  visited  some  Circles  and  done  a 
great  deal  of  writing.  The  Basket  Meeting  was  an 
inspiration  to  all. 

i'yid  Colony  Association.  Mrs.  Foye  says:  "Many  of 
our  people  have  been  out  of  work  and  have  had  much 
sickness,  but  some  few  give,  in  spite  of  no  work  and 
sickness,  while  the  sad  fact  is  that  many  who  have 
health  and  work  forget  their  covenant,  and  that  there  is 
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such  a  work  as  missions.     More  money  has  been  sent  to 
our  treasury'  than  last  year. 

Salem  Association,  We  are  very  sorry  to  have  to 
report  that  Mrs.  Phillips,  who  has  served  us  so  faithfully 
for  several  years,  feels  compelled,  on  account  of  the 
sickness  and  death  of  her  husband,  to  give  up  the  work 
for  the  present.  In  this  time  of  her  great  sorrow  she 
has  our  deepest  sympathy  and  prayers. 

She  leaves  the  Association  in  good  condition,  nearly 
every  church  contributing  to  our  work.  She  holds  two 
Basket  Meetings  a  year  in  different  parts  of  the  Associa- 
tion, both  of  which  are  well  attended  and  very  helpful. 
Quite  an  increase  in  gifts  is  reported  this  year. 

Taunton  Association,      Mrs.  Wood  has  visited  some 
among  the  Circles  and  will  try  to  visit  all  this  year. 

An  interesting  Basket  Meeting  was  held,  and  a  few 
more  Echoes  are  taken. 

Worcester  Association,  Mrs.  Wheeler,  who  has  re- 
cently taken  the  place  of  Mrs.  Overholser  reports  two 
new  Circles  organized,  and  quite  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Echoes  taken.  She  says:  *'  I  think  there  is 
a  bright  prospect  before  us.  I  am  looking  forward 
with  great  expectation,  —  but  not  in  anything  of  my 
doing,  for  the  power  and  strength  all  conieth  from 
above.  It  is  my  prayer,  first  for  myself,  that  I  may  be 
filled  with  the  Spirit,  and  so  fitted  for  service,  and 
that  all  God's  children  may  be  aroused  and  realize 
thevastness  of  the  work,  and  that  they  all  have  a  part 
in  it." 

Thus,  as  we  look  over  these  eleven  Associations,  we 
thank  God  for  what  we  have,  but  we  see  that  there  are 
some  things  that  are  missing.  In  some  churches  in 
nearly  ever>'  Association  a  large  amount  of  missionary 
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interest  has  been  lost.  Will  the  finder  please  return  it 
to  one  of  the  officers,  as  the  original  owners  need  it. 

Lost,  —  A  great  many  opportunities  to  help  spread  the 
Gospel  of  Christ.  These  can  never  be  returned,  but  let 
us  see  to  it  that  we  lose  no  more  this  year. 

Wanted,  —  More  recruits  for  this  Home  Mission 
Army.  Any  one  willing  to  enlist,  please  apply  to  the 
President  of  the  Circle  in  your  home  church. 

"One  woman's  hands  may  not  be  strong 
To  work  against  a  giant  wrong; 
Link  them  together,  and  ere  long 
The  battlements  will  fall.** 

Wa7ited,  —  More  consecration,  more  prayers,  and 
more  gifts  this  year  for  this  cause. 

Wanted,  —  More  women  to  feel  that  they  are  individu- 
ally responsible  for  the  work  of  saving  North  America 
for  Christ.

With  thankfulness  for  what  has  been  accomplished, 
with  regret  for  what  we  have  failed  in,  and  with  hopeful 
determination  to  press  the  work  in  the  coming  year, 
this  report  is  presented. 

Early  in  the  year  Mrs.  Wheeler,  the  Assistant  Vice- 
President,  resigned  her  position  because  of  illness.  I 
was  appointed  to  succeed  her,  and  began  the  work  in 
October. 

There  have  been  changes  among  our  Directors.  Two 
Associations  have  new  Directors ;  one  Director  has 
recently  resigned  and  her  successor  has  not  been  ap- 
pointed. In  the  fall  one  of  our  Junior  Directors  was 
appointed  Senior  Director  of  her  Association  and  no  one 
has  been  found  to  act  as  Junior  Director;  in  two  other 
Associations  there  has  been  no  Junior  Director  during 
the  entire  year,  the  Senior  Directors  doing  double 
ser\'ice. 

We  have  striven,  in  this  time,  to  come  in  touch  with 
the  various  organizations  that  hitherto  have  taken  no  part 
in  our  work.  Nearly  every  Association  reports  some 
such  societies  contributing  for  the  first  time  this  year. 
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The  work  has  been  hindered  by  the  failure  of  officers 
in  these  societies  to  reply  to  letters  of  inquiry  sent  to 
them.  We  have  tried  in  many  ways  to  overcome  this 
difiBculty,  for  we  had  aimed,  in  these  seven  months,  to 
gain  definite  information  from  these  societies. 

Some  of  the  Directors  wrote  to  these  same  officers,  not 
*' seventy  times  seven*'  times,  but  many  times;  others 
travelled  by  steam  cars,  by  electrics,  on  bicycles,  and  on 
foot,  and  succeeded  in  finding  some  who  would  not 
answer  letters. 

New  Societies  have  been  formed.  In  some  of  our 
country  churches,  where  the  families  are  so  scattered 
that  organization  has  seemed  impractical,  mite-boxes 
have  been  distributed. 

Basket  meetings  have  been  held.  Special  invitations 
have  been  sent  to  the  Young  People's  Organizations  that 
have  not  contributed  to  our  work,  to  attend  these  meet- 
ings, At  these  meetings  the  work  and  needs  of  our 
Society  have  been  presented  and  the  young  people  urged 
to  help  us. 

Many  Societies  have  been  visited  by  the  Directors. 
Some  of  the  Directors  address  the  Societies  frequently  ; 
others  have  begun  to  do  so  this  year ;  and  still  others 
write  that,  while  they  have  not  done  so  in  the  past,  they 
intend  to  do  so  in  the  coming  year.  Several  of  the  Di- 
rectors have  been  confined  to  their  homes  bv  illness,  and 
their  work  has  necessarily  been  limited  to  correspond- 
ence. 

From  some  of  the  Associations  come  reports  of  en- 
larged contributions,  but  others  report  less  than  last 
year.  The  most  encouraging  feature  of  the  work  this 
year  is  that  many  Societies  among  our  young  people  are 
becoming  interested  in  the  work,  and  are  contributing 
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for  the  first  time  this  year,  even  though  it  is  small.  We 
are  hoping  for  greater  things  from  them. 

Barnstable  Association,  Miss  Collins  has  had  charge 
of  the  work  during  the  past  year.  She  has  recently 
resigned,  leaving  this  Association  without  a  Director. 

Boston  North  Association.  Mrs.  Plummer  reports  five 
Societies  contributing  for  the  first  time  this  year,  and  a 
larger  number  of  Echoes.  Some  who  have  not  reported 
^Echoes  taken,  promise  to  make  an  effort  to  secure 
subscribers.  Mrs.  Plummer  has  seen  many  individual 
members  of  her  Societies  and  talked  over  plans  of  work 
with  them. 

Boston  East  Association.  Miss  Sweetser  reports  twice 
as  many  Societies  contributing  as  last  year,  more  than 
twice  as  much  money,  and  more  Echoes  taken.  She  has 
visited  and  addressed  some  of  the  Societies. 

Boston  South  Association.  Miss  Brigham  reports  many 
more  Young  People's  Societies  holding  missionary^  meet- 
ings than  last  year,  and  several  Societies  contributing 
for  the  first  time  this  year.     She  was  resigned. 

Boston  West  Association.  Miss  Rausch  has  given  much 
time  to  the  work  during  this,  her  first  year  of  service. 
She  has  visited  and  addressed  societies,  visited  leaders 
of  societies,  and  helped  to  organize  new  societies. 

At  a  Basket  Meeting  held,  eighteen  societies  responded 
in  person.  The  contributions  this  year  are  much  more 
than  last  year. 

Framinghani  Association.  Mrs.  Sweetland  writes  that 
she  has  visited  some  of  the  churches,  and  has  seen  the 
leaders  of  nearly  all  the  bands.  Many  bands  are  broken 
up  for  lack  of  leaders.  She  reports  more  societies  con- 
tributing than  last  year. 

Merrimac    Association.         Mrs.     Wilkinson     reports 
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contributions  lessened  because  of  **  hard  times."  Two 
societies  contributed  for  the  first  time  this  year.  She 
writes  of  addressing  one  society. 

Old  Colojiy  Association,  Mrs.  Strafiin,  who  has  re- 
cently taken  up  the  work,  has  endeavored  to  stimulate 
the  young  people  to  greater  service.  She  reports  smaller 
contributions  and  greater  number  of  Echoes. 

Salem  Association.  Mrs.  Phillips,  Senior  Director, 
writes  of  a  Basket  Meeting  ;  of  one  new  society  formed ; 
of  more  Echoes,  and  a  slight  increase  in  contributions. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  one  to  act  as  Junior 
Director. 

Taunton  Association,  This  is  another  Association  for 
which  no  Director  could  be  found.  The  Senior  Director, 
Mrs.  Wood,  has  been  doing  good  work  among  the 
young  people  and  children.  She  has  addressed  young 
people's  and  children's  Bands.  She  corresponds  with 
some  of  the  bands,  the  children  wTiting  her  of  what  they 
are  doing  in  the  Band  Meetings.  She  reports  a  slight 
increase  in  contributions. 

Worcester  Association.  In  the  fall  the  Junior  Director, 
Mrs.  Wheeler,  was  appointed  as  Senior  Director.  She 
has  continued  her  Junior  work  as  no  one  has  yet  been 
found  to  take  up  that  work.  She  reports  somewhat 
lessened  contributions,  and  says  of  the  small  churches, 
*'  With  the  mills  closed,  and  so  many  out  of  employ- 
ment, they  have  had  all  they  could  do  to  provide  the 
necessities  of  life,  and  some  of  the  gifts  have  been  real 
self-denial.  But  alas  for  those  who  could  have  done 
much,  much  more.''  She  has  visited  four  societies,  but 
has  not  been  able  to  visit  others. 

Our  needs  for  the  coming  year  are  four  consecrated 
women   to   act    as    Junior    Directors ;    women   in  our 
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churches  who  will  lead  Bands,  and  the  kind  and  timely 
advice  and  interest  of  the  members  of  the  senior  societies 
for  the  younger  societies  in  their  churches. 

In  the  past,  critical  times  have  come  with  many  of 
our  younger  societies.  In  some  instances  the  senior 
societies  have  been  interested  in  them,  have  advised  and 
encouraged  them,  and  so  have  saved  them  from  disband- 
ing. Too  often  these  societies  have  not  received  this 
help  and  have  disbanded,  or  their  work  has  been  seri- 
ously crippled. 

As  I  review  the  work  of  the  year,  I  by  no  means  am 
satisfied  with  the  results,  but  I  do  believe  that  much 
has  been  accomplished,  much  that  does  not  show  in  any 
statistics  that  can  be  given,  but  that  will  help  finan- 
cially during  the  coming  year. 

In  His  name  we  will  hold  fast  to  what  we  have 
gained,  and  attempt  greater  things  in  the  coming  year.

Western  Massachusetts  sends  to  you  a  report  that  is 
both  sombre  and  bright.  It  is  sombre  in  that  the 
measure  of  our  opportunities  has  not  been  filled  ;  that 
we,  if  we  realized  fully  our  high  privilege  as  "  workers 
together  with  God/'  would  give  far  more  lavishly  of  our 
money,  our  time,  and  our  strength  to  help  in  the  coming 
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of  our  Lord's  kingdom  upon  earth,  and  especially  of  that 
comer  of  the  kingdom  which  lies  nearest  to  us.  It  is 
bright  in  that  we  can  see  encouraging  signs  of  progress. 
Several  circles  have  united  Home  and  Foreign  Missions 
in  their  regular  work,  thus  gaining  a  larger  attendance, 
and  giving  additional  interest  to  their  local  Missionary 
Meetings.  This,  we  feel,  is  a  long  step  in  the  right 
direction.  We  cannot  believe  that  God  ever  meant  us 
to  divorce  the  work  He  left  for  us,  and  which  is  so  nec- 
essary in  its  entireness  to  our  own  all-around  develop- 
ment as  missionar>'  Christians. 

We  are  glad  to  record  a  growing  interest  in  Home 
Missions  among  the  young  people  of  Massachusetts. 
In  November  Mrs.  Nellie  Bakeman  Donovan  spent  ten 
days  in  this  part  of  the  State,  giving  addresses  to 
young  people's  Societies  in  the  Berkshire  and  Westfield 
Associations.  We  are  sure  that  this  has  helped  our 
cause,  and  that  contributions  have  been  made  that 
otherwise  would  not  have  been  given,  or  would  have 
been  diverted  to  other  purposes.  With  the  beginning 
of  the  work  of  a  consecrated  Junior  Vice-President  we 
foresee  a  brighter  outlook  for  Home  Missions  among 
our  young  people. 

In  some  particulars  we  are  disappointed  in  the  visible 
results  of  the  year's  work,  although  not  discouraged 
when  we  remember  that  it  is  onl}'  within  comparatively 
few  years  that  Home  Mission  interests  have  had  any 
deep  hold  among  the  women  of  Western  Massachusetts. 
Less  money,  perhaps,  has  been  contributed  from  the 
whole  number  of  churches,  although  many  have  in- 
creased their  gifts,  and  in  some  few  instances  have 
doubled  the  amount  given  last  year. 

Basket  and  Associational  Meetings  have  been  held 
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about  as  usual.  The  Vacation  Offering  was  reported 
by  many  of  the  churches,  though  the  response  was  not 
so  general  as  could  have  been  wished. 

A  brief  account  of  the  work  of  each  Association  fol- 
lows :  — 

Berkshire  Associatum.  Some  of  the  churches  do  not 
return  the  reports  to  Mrs.  Perkins,  so  that  a  correct 
showing  can  hardly  be  made  in  a  full  Associational 
report.  Undoubtedly  contributions  from  these  non- 
reporting  churches  are  made  at  the  Associational  Meet- 
ing in  October.  But  encouraging  signs  are  seen.  In 
Becket  a  Circle  was  organized  this  year.  Momingside 
Church  is  not  yet  fully  organized  for  women's  work,  but 
it  will  not  be  behind  its  right  place.  Pittsfield  unites 
Home  and  Foreign  work  in  its  Society  this  year,  and 
attendance  at  the  regular  meetings  increases  from 
twent>''  to  fifty.  Stamford  and  Lee  double  their  con- 
tributions this  year.  Would  this  were  true  of  every 
church  in  Western  Massachusetts.  The  director  writes 
of  one  small  church  which  contributes  generously  ac- 
cording to  its  numbers,  and  says  that  all  appeals  to  this 
church  meet  with  a  response. 

Franklin  Association,  This  field  is  one  of  the  scat- 
tered ones,  and  most  of  the  churches  are  small.  The 
contributions  do  not  vary  greatly  from  last  year.  Miss 
AUard  writes,  early  in  the  year,  of  two  churches  that 
have  never  to  her  knowledge  reported  gifts  to  Home 
Missions  before,  **They  have  done  a  little,  a  few  are 
interested  and  hope  to  do  more."  Indications  like  this 
are  hopeful;  yet  in] all  our  work  one  trouble  besets  us 
each,  —  there  is  danger  that  we  may  feel  satisfied  with 
small  beginnings,  forgetting  that  healthy  life  demands 
continual  growth. 
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Miller's  River  Association,  This  is  one  of  the  hard 
fields  :  the  churches  are  small,  and  for  two  or  three 
years  have  been  falling  off  in  contributions.  Mrs.  Bemis 
has  been  hindered  by  illness ;  still,  by  her  faithful  effort 
the  Association  has  made  considerable  advance, — the 
contribution  from  the  churches  as  a  whole  being  about 
doubled.  While  there  is  still  much  room  for  increase  of 
interest,  we  are  encouraged  by  these  signs.  A  promising 
Mission  Band  of  twenty-four  boys  and  girls  has  been  or- 
ganized in  North  Leverett.  and  they  are  doing  good 
work.  The  women  of  the  churches  have  been  continu- 
ally reminded  of  Home  Mission  interests  and  needs  by 
selected  packages  of  literature  or  Echoes  reaching  them 
from  the  Director  occasionally. 

Wachusett  Association.  There  has  been  quite  a  de- 
crease in  Associational  contributions  as  a  whole  ;  seven 
churches  have  given  more  than  last  year,  but  others 
have  fallen  short.  Mrs.  Hovey  has  given  much  time 
and  labor  to  the  work ,  and  we  are  confident  that  on  the 
good  foundation  already  laid,  a  structure  will  be  raised 
that  will  be  pleasing  unto  the  Lord.  The  Sunday 
Schools  are  well  represented  in  the  Alaska  contribu- 
tions, nineteen  out  of  the  twenty-two  contributing ;  four 
more  than  last  year.  The  subscription  list  of  Home 
Mission  Echoes  is  increased  by  seventy-one. 

Westfieid  Association.  Contributions  do  not  vary 
much  from  last  year,  so  far  as  learned  from  the  reports 
sent  in.  Mrs.  Sweet  writes  of  one  church  where  a  great 
deal  more  interest  is  being  manifested  in  Home  Missions 
than  formerly.  More  information  is  asked  for  concern- 
ing the  work,  and  the  result  is  more  money  for  Home 
Missions.  Nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  more  Echoes 
than  last  year  are  taken. 
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For  two  or  three  years  past  apportionments  have  been 
made  to  the  churches  for  contributions^  and  this  has 
proved  to  be  a  good  plan.  The  Association  is  well 
organized,  there  are  workers  of  ability,  and  much  can 
and  should  be  expected  of  the  churches. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  former 
Vice-President,  who  for  several  years  has  given  so 
much  time,  thought,  and  earnest  labor  to  this  work.

WESTERN  MASSACHUSETTS -JUNIOR  WORK.

The  work  of  gathering  information  in  regard  to  the 
Junior  Societies  of  Western  Massachusetts  was  begun 
the  latter  part  of  the  winter.  SufiBcient  material  has 
not  yet  been  obtained  to  enable  us  to  render  a  full  report 
of  last  year's  work.  Owing  to  our  limited  number  of 
Assistant  Directors  in  the  five  Associations  of  Western 
Massachusetts,  connection  has  not  yet  been  established 
with  the  leaders  of  all  the  Junior  Societies. 

Blanks  were  sent  out  to  every  church,  in  almost  every 
case  accompanied  by  a  note  of  explanation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  clear  the  term  "Junior  Society."  May 
we  say  here  "Junior  Society,"  as  we  use  it  on  our 
blanks,  means  every  young  people's  or  children's  society, 
under  whatever  name,  which  contributes  through 
the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society. 
Out   of    ninety-two    blanks    sent,    acknowledgment    in 
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some  form  was  received  from  forty-five.  Our  best 
response,  both  in  respect  to  the  number  of  replies 
received  and  report  of  contributions — after  the  West- 
field  Association — came  from  ,the  Wachusett  Associa 
tion. 

The  contributions  reported  are  as  follows :  Westfield 
Association,  $72.95;  Wachusett  Association,  $52.36; 
Miller's  River  Association,  $19.65  ;  Berkshire  Asso- 
ciation,  $4.95 ;    Franklin   Association,  $3.76.     Total, 

$i53-67- 

We  are  pleased  to  note  and  report  from  blanks  such 

comments  as  these :  *  *  Our  Circle  combines  Home  and 
Foreign  Work.'*  '*Our  Home  and  Foreign  Societies 
are  all  one."  This  indicates  a  relief  from  our  multi- 
plicity of  organizations  and  manifests  what  we  believe 
to  be  the  true  mission  principle. 

Some  effort  has  been  made,  and  much  more  will  be 
made,  to  introduce  the  Echoes  into  more  churches  of 
Western  Massachusetts. 

Thanks  should  be  rendered  to  every  one  of  the  Senior 
Directors,  and  to  our  State  Vice-President,  for  sugges- 
tions and  kind  assistance.  We  trust  that  in  the  coming 
year  we  shall  become  better  prepared  to  assist  in  this 

work  for  Him  who  is  our  Saviour.

With  grateful  hearts  we  look  over  the  record  of  the 
past  twelve  months,  and  offer  to  you  our  tribute  to  the 
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loving  kindness  of  our  God.  We  have  met  discourage- 
ments and  trials,  we  have  seen  lack  of  interest  and  utter 
indifference  to  the  claims  of  our  home-land ;  yet  we 
have  been  cheered  and  encouraged  by  the  consecrated 
devotion  of  others,  who  recognize  the  privilege  of  work- 
ing with  Christ,  who  feel  that  they  have  been  **  saved 
to  serve.'*  Our  work  has  been  carried  on,  as  in  former 
years,  with  little  change. 

Five  Home  Mission  Unions  have  been  held,  without 
the  usual  evening  meeting.     The  ladies  of  Providence 
and  its  suburbs  have  met  to  prepare  needed  supplies  for 
some  of  the  schools,  and,  at  half-past  four,  news  from 
the  field,  or  discussion  of  some  questions  connected  with 
the  development  of  missionary  interest,  and  at  the  last 
meeting,  letters  from  each  of  the  teachers  supported  by 
our  Society  have  been  given  by  some  of  the  members. 
Much  less  sewing  has  been  accomplished  than  when 
these  occasions  were  Basket  Meetings  and  the  members 
sewed  until  time  for  lunch,  and  held  an  evening  service; 
but  the  sending  of  barrels  of  bedding  by  the  individual 
churches  has  become  more  general  than  in  former  years. 
The  custom  is  a  pleasant  one,  and  productive  of  good  in 
the  union  of   interest  by  the  churches,  and  the   deep- 
ening and  strengthening  of  missionar>'  zeal  and  intel- 
ligence. 

Our  annual  '* Young  People's  Rally"  brought  out 
nearly  three  hundred  to  listen  to  an  address  by  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  General  Society,  Mrs.  Alice  B.  Coleman,  on 
the  "Development  of  the  Missionary  Idea."  Dr.  H. 
M.  King  followed,  with  words  of  encouragement  and 
inspiration  to  greater  faithfulness  in  a  work  which  gave 
so  great  rewards.  The  service  was  held  in  the  old 
First  Baptist  Meeting-house,  and  was  one  of  profit  and 
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pleasure;  the  young  ladies  of  the  church  served 
refreshments ;  Miss  Lillian  Simester  sang  twice ;  most 
acceptable,  appropriate  selections;  and  Miss  Lucy 
Anthony,  one  of  Hartshorn's  former  pupils,  gave  a 
pleasing  recitation,  showing  correct  interpretation  of 
the  author's  thought. 

Reports  were  given,  by  Presidents  of  Young  People's 
Societies,  of  contributions  to  missions  and  missionary 
effort  during  the  preceding  year. 

This  was  our  third  rally ;  we  hope  they  will  be  a 
strong  bond  of  union  between  our  young  people  and  the 
Woman's  Home  Mission  Society. 

lVarrc7i  Association,  25  churches.  The  Director  re- 
ports much  joy  in  the  review  of  the  service  of  the  year, 
while  she  regrets  the  inability,  for  lack  of  time,  to  have 
wrought  much  more  in  this  branch  of  the  Lord's  vine- 
yard. She  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  Circles  in 
the  churches  by  frequent  correspondence,  always  ready 
with  suggestions  and  helpful  words.  The  work  was 
presented  at  the  noon-hour  of  the  Association  meet- 
ing in  September  by  Mrs.  Peckham,  and  the  usual 
Basket  Meeting  held  in  December  was  one  of  great 
interest. 

Mrs.  Rej-nolds,  Mrs.  Wilson,  and  Dr.  Mac  Vicar  were 
there  to  aid,  while  Mrs.  D.  W.  Faunce,  Mrs.  J.  V. 
Osterhout,  and  Mrs.  T.  E.  Bartlett  of  our  own  ladies 
awakened  new  interest  in  the  work  among  the  French 
in  New  England. 

A  vote  was  taken,  asking  the  Board  to  appoint  a 
woman  to  labor  as  missionary  among  them,  and 
pledging  nearly  one  hundred  dollars  toward  her 
support. 

Mrs.  Whitman  has  held  one  meeting  for  young  people 
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in  the  Central  Church,  Providence,  when  Miss  Howard 
of  Hartford,  whose  enthusiasm  awoke  responsive  chords 
in  the  hearts  of  all,  spoke  of  the  responsibility  of  each 
to  share  the  work  of  soul-saving. 

Much  credit  is  due  Mrs.  Whitman  for  her  untiring 
zeal;  and  though  the  contributions  are  less  than  last 
year,  there  is  a  feeling  of  hopefulness  that  it  was  not 
owing  to  a  decline  of  interest,  but  rather  to  financial 
depression,  and  the  increasing  number  of  calls  which 
demand  attention  in  the  various  divisions  of  the  Master's 
nneyard.  Nineteen  churches  reported.  Contributions 
for  general  work,  $1156.34;  contributions  for  Alaska, 
$128.49;  21  barrels  sent,  vsilued  $1018.00;  number  of 
Echoes  taken,  500.  The  subscription  list  of  Home 
Mission  Monthly  is  also  largely  increased. 

Providence  Association,  twenty-five  churches.  Mrs. 
Lee  writes  that.  **  though  we  may  not  appear  to 
have  given  more  than  in  past  years,  yet  I  do  feel 
that  more  women  give  from  love  of  the  work  than 
formerly.'* 

Intelligent  givers  of  money  give  prayers  as  well  ;  he 
who  gives  and  prays  finds  opportunities  to  work  also. 
There  has  been  no  Basket  Meeting,  but  the  work  was 
presented  by  the  Director  at  the  noon-hour  of  the  Asso- 
ciation Meeting  in  September.  Mrs.  Lee  is  often  called 
to  the  churches  to  address  the  Young  People's  vSocieties 
or  the  Sunday  Schools,  and  is  always  ready  to 
respond. 

Onlv  seventeen  churches  have  returned  statistics. 
Contributions  for  general  work,  $789.62  ;  contributions 
for  Alaska,  $48  ;  thirteen  barrels  valued  at  $729  ;  num- 
^r  of  Echoes  reported,  351.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
inability   of   the   Director   to   form    a   correct    idea    of 
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the  number  of  contributors  or  of  women  members  in 
the  churches ;  in  this  Association,  1306  women  are  re- 
ported, and  370  contributors,  — both  numbers  being  far 
short  of  the  actual  truth. 

Narragansett  Association,  The  work  of  the  twenty- 
seven  churches  has  been  somewhat  imperfectly  done, 
owing  to  the  illness  and  consequent  resignation  of  her 
office  by  the  Director,  Mrs.  Helen  Gay  Sweet,  in  August 
last.  Mrs.  Sweet  had  great  love  for  the  Master's  work, 
and  delight  in  tr>'ing  to  fulfil  his  great  commission, 
and  it  was  with  great  regret  that  we  were  obliged  to 
part  with  so  zealous  a  worker. 

The  usual  Basket  Meeting  was  held  in  June,  with 
the  church  in  Shannock,  where  a  warm  welcome  was 
given  by  the  pastor  and  his  wife  ;  although  the  attend- 
ance was  not  large,  much  interest  was  manifested 
throughout  the  day  by  those  who  attended ;  three  ses- 
sions were  held.  Mrs.  Sweet  presided,  and  conducted 
the  meetings  in  her  usual  easy  way,  leading  all  to  a 
devotional  frame  of  mind  by  her  manifest  self-consecra- 
tion to  the  Lord's  will  and  work.  She  was  favored  in 
having  with  her  Miss  Baton,  of  Benedict  College,  who 
spoke  from  a  long  personal  experience  of  her  work 
among  the  colored  people,  and  Miss  Brj'den,  who  had 
labored  among  the  Indians,  and  expressed  great  con- 
fidence in  their  desire  for  and  ability  to  acquire  knowl- 
edge ;  the  State  Vice-President  was  also  present,  and 
spoke  of  personal  responsibility  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  Societv's  work. 

At  the  intermission  of  the  Association  Meeting,  held 
at  Newport  in  October,  the  Meeting  was  conducted  by 
the  State  Vice-President,  assisted  by  Mrs.  M.  S.  Howes. 
Mrs.  E.  B.  Whittaker  gave  a  vivid  word-picture  of  her 
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life  as  a  missionary  among  the  colored  people,  which 
greatly  interested  the  large  number  present;  then 
quickly  and  strongly  enforced  the  personal  responsi- 
bility of  each  disciple  of  our  Lord  to  share  in  giving 
the  Bread  of  Life  to  hungry,  starving  souls,  giving  as 
had  been  given,  receiving  back  full  measure,  pressed 
down,  funning  over,  of  the  fullness  of  God's  grace. 
Thirteen  churches  only  have  responded  to  the  request 
for  statistics,  each  of  which  has  contributed  to  the 
general  work,  and  seven  of  the  schools  to  Alaska  ; 
eleven  report  a  Missionary  Circle  with  quite  regular 
meetings ;  and  eight  have  studied  Home  Mission  Top- 
ics; two  of  the  smallest  churches,  one  having  but  nine 
women  upon  its  church  record,  and  the  other  twenty, 
report  the  sending  of  quite  valuable  barrels,  one  to  the 
family  of  a  missionary,  the  other  to  the  school  at  Jack- 
son, Miss.  Financial  depression  in  the  manufacturing 
towns,  and  the  loss  of  their  leader,  have  seriously  affected 
the  contributions  from  this  Association.  Contributions 
as  reported  for  general  work,  $214.74  and  $56.43  ;  three 
barrels  valued  at  $62.00  ;  number  of  Echoes  taken,  196. 

Could  the  churches  be  made  to  feel  the  importance  of 
sending  a  reply  to  questions  for  statistics  in  time  for 
the  Secretary  to  make  out  her  annual  report,  we  might, 
even  under  adverse  conditions,  make  a  more  creditable 
showing. 

The  Newport  Auxiliary  still  carries  on  its  union 
work,  holding  regular  meetings  for  sewing  and  instruc- 
tion, with  a  membership  from  the  three  churches  ;  their 
interest  is  unabated,  and  the  Society  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition. 

We  rejoice  to  welcome  Mrs.  Cottrell  to  the  office  of 
Director  for  the    Narragansett  Association,   and   trust 
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that  through  her  influence  a  better  report  will  be  made 
next  year.

NORTHEASTERN  CONNECTICUT.

Connecticut  brings  another  year's  record  of  work, 
which  was  begun  in  unusually  encouraging  circum- 
stances; hindrances  to  united  action  seemed  to  be 
vanishing,  and  with  joy  we  welcomed  a  number  of  new 
Circles,  and  with  them  many  consecrated  and  well- 
trained  workers.  With  this  accession  of  strength  it 
was  thought  well  to  divide  the  State  into  two  sections, 
Northeastern  and  Southwestern  Connecticut,  and  to 
our  joys  and  labors  in  this  latter  part  we  gladly  intro- 
duced Mrs.  Frances  Mc Kinney,  of  Ansonia,  formerly 
President  of  the  New  Haven  Union.  I  have  about 
decided  that  the  plan  of  quarterly  gatherings,  associa- 
tionally,  would  solve  the  problem  of  quarterly  returns 
to  our  treasury  ;  the  precision  and  regularity  which 
has  marked  the  contributions  of  one  Circle,  which  came 
to  us  from  the  Union,  has  been  a  strong  argument  in 
favor  of  a  like  training  for  all  our  people. 

My  report  will  concern  itself  chiefly  with  the  North- 
eastern section  of  the  State,  which  has  been  m)'  special 
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care,  including  three  Associations.  In  it  we  have  not 
done  all  we  wanted  to ;  we  do  not  find  conditions  ideal. 
One  of  the  papers,  in  commenting  on  the  work  of  the 
women,  as  shown  at  our  recent  State  Annual,  compli- 
mented us  on  the  simplicity  and  success  of  our  work, 
and  said,  **  these  women  ask  for  a  dollar  for  their  work, 
and  they  get  i t .  *  *  Well ,  we  don '  t  every  time ;  we  wish  we 
did ;  we  should  come  up  here  to  report,  in  that  case. 
Si 2,000  from  the  Baptist  women  of  Connecticut.  While 
not  attaining  this  ideal  condition,  we  are  steadily  work- 
ing toward  it,  intending  to  make  some  advance  each 
year. 

Our  receipts  the  past  year  represent  the  gifts  of  the 
living,  as  I  find  no  bequest  to  our  Society  since  pre- 
vious to  April,   1896. 

In  the  fall,  one  friend,  an  enthusiastic  leader  of  a 
Junior  Endeavor  Society,  wished  to  give  fifty  dollars. 
It  was  suggested  that  she  make  two  life  members  ;  but 
she  wished  to  give  half  in  the  name  of  her  Juniors  for 
the  Alaskan  Chapel,  and  the  rest  for  some  special  pur- 
pose, leaving  it  for  the  Vice-President  and  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  to  decide  where  it  was  most  needed 
in  the  line  of  our  work. 

This  is  the  largest  single  gift  in  the  State  for  the 
year,  so  that  nearly  the  entire  amount,  $3,376.21,  is 
^rom  the  small  contributions  of  Circles,  Young  People's 
Societies,  Bands,  and  Sunday  Schools.  We  wish  it 
were  twice  as  much, — that  it  might  average  fifty  cents 
forevery^  Baptist  woman  in  Connecticut. 

In  a  number  of  our  small  churches  the  Woman's 
Society  combines  with  the  Young  People's,  increasing 
their  usefulness  in  leading  those  who  shall  come  after 
them. 
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Sometimes  a  little  variety  is  cheering  and  attractive, 
as  when  the  ladies  of  one  Circle  in  a  country  church 
invited  the  young  folks  to  the  Missionary  Meeting  and 
then  adjourned  to  the  fields  nearby,  where  they  picked 
berries  all  the  afternoon,  found  ready  sale  for  them  to 
one  person,  and  immediately  sent  the  proceeds,  $4.50, 
as  their  vacation  offering  to  our  work. 

The  interests  of  our  Society  have  been  presented  at 
the  regular  meetings  of  each  Association  and  State 
Convention,  and  Hartford  and  Stonington  Union  have 
held  all-day  meetings,  — one  at  Suffield,  June  3,  and  one 
at  Jewett  City,  November  11.  Mrs.  Whittaker,  Mrs. 
Peckham,  Miss  Giles,  of  Spelman,  Mrs.  McWhinnie, 
and  Mrs.  Reynolds  have  each  brought  an  inspiring 
message. 

Hartford  Association,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
E.  A.  Spencer,  aiming  steadily  for  $1,000,  as  its  yearly 
gift,  falls  but  little  short  of  this,  since  I  find,  from  all 
sources,  $943. 17  ;  we  hope  this  last  hundred  will  be  forth- 
coming this  year.  The  Director  reports  from  the  twenty- 
eight  churches,  eighteen  well-organized  Circles,  most  of 
them  doing  faithful,  systematic  study.  Encouraging 
letters  tell  of  increased  interest  and  bright  outlook  fol- 
lowing revivals,  which  have  blessed  the  churches  this 
season.  Surelv,  the  best  foundation  for  mission  interest 
is  the  love  of  Christ,  and  when  it  rests  on  this  motive 
it  is  sure  to  be  lasting.  The  new  church  at  Torrington 
sends  in  this  its  first  year  as  a  church,  its  gift  to 
Woman's  Missions. 

Ashford  Association,  whose  Director,  Mrs.  Annie  A. 
Preston,  has  serv-ed  ever  since  the  formation  of  the 
Connecticut  Branch,  continues  in  this  widely  scattered 
field  those  ministrations  which  have  endeared  her  to  the 
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women  of  the  churches.  There  are  sixteen  churches  in 
this  Association,  twelve  of  which  are  organized  and 
doing  good  work.  They  send  $300  from  all  sources,  no 
special  gift  having  been  secured  this  year,  as  last. 
Many  strong  and  faithful  friends  have  worked  in  these 
churches,  some  of  whom  have  during  the  year  been  called 
up  higher. 

Stanington    Union    Association  ^  with  Mrs.    Sarah   F. 
Brown  as  Director,  has  done  faithful  work,  and  looks 
hopefully  toward  the  future  ;  many  signs  of  encourage- 
ment cheer  the  hearts  of  the  workers,  and  we  are  ready 
to  press  on  to  greater  achievements  for  the  year  just  be- 
gun.    This  Association  gives  an  hour  at  noon  of  each 
day  at  its  yearly  anniversary  to  the  Women's  Societies, 
and  large  and  enthusiastic  meetings  are  the  rule.     Miss 
Giles  brought  the  work  of  Spelman  very  near  to  us  last 
summer,   and  strengthened   the   work   by  her  earnest 
words.      Stonington    Union    reports,    $393.64.      Total 
amount     contributed     by     Northeastern     Connecticut, 
$1,636.10. 

Supplies  in  many  cases  have  not  been  estimated  ;  but 
our  women  have  been  diligently  attending,  as  in  former 
times,  to  the  bodily  wants  of  our  missionaries  and  the 
pupils  of  our  mission  schools. 

What  measure  of  success  has  come  to  us  is  due  to  the 
hearty  cooperation  of  the    sisters  all    over  the    State. 
Requests  for  service  at  meetings,  or  in  the  various  ways 
in  which  we  have  sought  to  lead  the  work,  —  as  the  va- 
cation offering  sale  of  calendars,  of  which  one  hundred 
and  forty  have  been  carried  about  by  the  happy  little 
children, — have  met  with  quick  and  willing  response. 
Home  Mission  Echoes  have  reached  the  hearts  and  homes 
of  many,   who  must  thereby   become   attached  to  the 
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cause.     The  exact  increase  is  not  at  hand ;  indeed,  the 
work  is  but  begun. 

We  remember  with  love  many  who  have  been  called 
from  the  work  they  loved  on  earth ;  they  have  entered 
into  the  perfect  joy,  where  still  they  go  on  errands  of 
mercy,  doing  the  will  of  Him  who  sends  them  according 
to  his  wisdom  and  pleasure.  We  miss  their  bright, 
happy  faces,  and  we  often  long  for  their  wise  counsels ; 
but  shall  we  not  fill  up  the  depleted  ranks  ?  —  remember- 
ing that  they,  in  the  heavenly  world,  and  we,  in  our 
earthly  homes,  may  still  be  one  in  thought  and  purpose 
until  we  all  come  to  appear  before  God,  when  we  shall 
rejoice  only  in  the  loving  loyalty  which  has,  by  His 
blessing,  enabled  us  to  bring  many  sheaves  to  lay  down 
at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  our  Saviour.

We  many  times  hear  a  Christian  say,  **  I  would  like 
to  do  some  work  for  the  Lord,  but  do  not  know  what  to 
do."  Our  own  experience  has  been,  that  to  have  an 
abundance  of  work,  we  have  only  to  be  willing  to  do 
whatever  the  Lord  gives  us.  Having  been  conscien- 
tious! >'  led,  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago,  to  resign  the 
Presidency  of  the  Jlome  Mission  Union  of  Connecticut, 
almost  immediately  came  the  Lord's  call  to  work  for 
Him  still  in  Home  Missions,  under  another  name.     We

prayerfully  took  the  position ;  and  now  come  with  the 
year's  account  of  the  vineyard  which  we,  with  the  Di- 
rectors and  women  in  the  church,  have  tried  to  culti- 
vate. What  a  comfort  it  is  that  the  Master  does  not 
judge  us  by  the  results,  but  according  to  our  motives 
and  our  efforts  in  His  service. 

New  Haven  Association,     Miss  McWhinnie  sends  an 
encouraging  report  of  $151.19  advancement  in  contribu- 
tions ;  partly  due  to  new  Circles  coming  into  the  Socie- 
ty, and    partly   to    increased  contributions  of  several 
Circles.    ^MmhtroiJpchoes,  330  ;  contributions,  $622.87  J 
value  of  barrels  sent,  $375.     A  meeting  was  held  in 
Wallingford,  in  June,  which  was  as  bright  as  the  day. 
The  train  carried  us  through  the  beautiful  June  leafage 
and  over  the  emerald  fields,  until  we  reached  the  pretty, 
quiet  church,  fragrant  with  roses  and  the  lovely  flowers 
of  this  month  of  months.     Our  hearts  were  lifted  up, 
and  we  thought :   surely,  everything  that  hath  breath 
must  praise  the  Lord,  else  the  ver>'  stones  will  cry  out ; 
and  as  we  listened  to  Mrs.  Reynolds's  account  of  all 
who  are  brought  to  praise  Him  through  the  work  of  our 
Society,  we  said,   '*  We  wall  labor  on  until  our  whole 
land  bows  at  His  feet."     In  the  autumn  we  had  an  hour 
during  the  meeting  of  the  Association  with  the  Grand 
Avenue  Church,  New  Haven,  when   Mrs.  McWhinnie 
stated  the  work  and  needs  of  the  Society.     In  Ansonia, 
through  the  past  winter,  we  have  conducted  a   Home 
Mission  sewing  school.     The  children  have  been  much 
interested  in  sewing  for  needy  ones,  and  as  a  result  a 
barrel   will  soon  be  on  its   w^ay  to   the   Orphanage   in 
Alaska.     Miss  M.  A.  Howard  gave  an  address  to  the 
school  one  Saturday  afternoon,  which  was  enthusiasti- 
cally   received.      The    State     Annual     Meeting     was 
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recently  held  in  this  Association,  in  the  First  Churchy 
New  Haven. 

New  London  Association,  Mrs.  Perkins,  the  new 
Director,  has  worked  with  much  zeal  since  she  accepted 
the  office  last  autumn.  She  has  been  one  of  the  willing 
handmaidens,  who  answered,  **  Yes,"  when  the  Lord's 
call  came  to  her  to  do  special  work.  There  are  so  many 
who  invariably  say,  **  No,'*  and  who  have  so  many  ex- 
cuses when  asked  to  do  anything  for  the  Lord,  that  it  is 
refreshing  to  meet  with  the  willing-hearted,  who  will  do 
because  of  their  love  to  him.  OU,  for  more  of  these  ; 
then  would  there  be  no  lack  of  leaders,  which  we  need 
so  much  in  all  the  churches  ;  there  would  be  no  lack  of 
sisters  to  sustain  the  Circles.  If  it  saddens  our  hearts 
to  hear  these  frequent  refusals,  how  must  the  dear 
Lord  Himself  feel,  when  He  hears  them  from  those  for 
whom  He  died,  and  who  profess  to  love  Him.  Mrs. 
Perkins  has  had  much  correspondence  with  the  churches, 
and  has  formed  three  new  Circles,  from  which  we  shall 
hear  reports  next  year.  She  has  made  efforts  to  hold 
meetings  with  some,  where  she  thought  they  were 
needed ;  but  the  churches  were  not  ready  to  receive  us. 
Number  of  Echoes,  232;  contributions,  $334.50;  value 
of  barrels,  $162.77. 

Fairfield  Association.  Mrs.  Silliman  has  worked  with 
her  usual  spirit,  and  from  her  long  experience  she 
knows  just  the  needs  of  the  field.  There  has  been 
quite  an  advance  in  contributions  from  the  Circles  com- 
ing into  the  Society. 

Contributions,  $425.00;  value  of  barrels,  141.84; 
number  of  Echoes,  200. 

One  new  Circle  has  been  formed  at  Rowayton.  There 
are  other  small  churches  where  there  should  be  Circles  ; 
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we  shall  pray  and  work  for  them  the  coming  year.     A 
very   interesting    meeting  was    held    in    the    Norwalk 
Church  with  a  missionary  tea,  and  a  lecture  on  Mis- 
sions with  stereopticon,  in  the  evening.     There  was  a 
large  attendance  and  a  good  impression   made.     The 
usual  meeting  with  the  Association,  which  was  held  in 
Norwalk,  was  addressed  by  Mrs.  Peckham.     There  is 
a  great  advantage  in  the  meetings  with  these  gather- 
ings, in  that  so  many  women  hear  of  the  work  and 
needs,  who  know  of  them  in  no  other  way.      But  in 
the  increased  circulation   of  the  Echoes,  which  is  our 
greatest  encouragement  in  this  report,  we   trust  that 
many  more  will   know,  —  and  knowing,  do;    and  yet 
after  all,  we  believe  it  is  not  so  much  the  knowing  more 
that  we  need,  as  the  loving  more.     We  meet,  we  discuss 
and  re-discuss  the  why,  the  how,  the  when,  the  where ; 
but  if  we  could  get  at  the  secret  of  loving,  all  other 
questions  would  be  solved.     The  inspired  word  tells  us 
that  the  greatest  of  all  is  love. 

AJl  other  things  fail,  but  love  never  fails.  Would 
that  the  Lord  might  come  now,  as  He  did  to  Peter,  and 
looking  with  those  blessed  eyes  into  the  very  soul  of 
every  woman,  put  the  question,  **  Lovest  thou  Me  more 
than  these  ? '  *  It  may  be  that  in  the  time  of  Peter 
"these"  did  not  mean  so  much,  but  how  comprehen- 
sive is  the  word  now  !  — these  riches,  these  fashions,  these 
clubs,  these  societies,  these  worldly  amusements,  these 
social  functions  of  all  kinds,  — some  of  them,  it  may  be, 
right  enough  in  their  place,  but  how  insignificant  they 
become,  how  secondary,  when  the  dear  face,  marred 
with  sorrow,  all  for  us,  appears  and  asks,  "Lovest 
thou  Me  more  than  these  ? ' '

In  making  this,  the  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Junior 
Department  of  Home  Mission  work  in  Connecticut,  I 
find  but  little  that  is  new  or  of  interest,  to  bring  before 
you. 

The  able  corps  of  Directors  remains  the  same  as  last 
year;  and,  judging  from  their  inspiring  reports  at  our 
Annual  Meeting,  their  keen  interest  in  the  work  has  not 
abated,  but  rather  grown  during  the  past  year. 

Our  gifts  this  year,  as  last  year,  have  gone  towards 
paying  the  salaries  of  two  of  our  teachers,  —  Miss  Potter, 
of  the  Morning  Star  Mission  of  New  York  City,  and 
Miss  Owen  of  Allendale,  S.  C.  Seventy-seven  Societies 
have  in  all  contributed  this  year,  a  gain  of  eleven  over 
the  number  of  last  year,  and  the  report  of  gifts,  as  veri- 
fied by  the  Echoes,  stands,  as  follows  :  — 

For  the  general  work $547-58 

For  Alaska 143*27 

Total 690.85 

Although  this  is  a  gain  of  $142.78  over  last  year,  still 
it  is  far  from  where  it  should  be,  and  I  feel,  that  with 
more  efiicient  work  on  the  part  of  the  State  Leader, 
more  could  have  been  accomplished. 

New  Haven  has  been  the  banner  Association  this 
year  in  the  raising  of  money,  partly  owing  to  the  gifts 
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from  Societies  formerly  connected  with  the  Connecticut 
Union,  but  also  to  the  efficient  work  of  their  Leader, 
Miss  Brown,  who  sent  out  timely  letters  presenting  our 
needs  to  each  of  her  Endeavor  Societies  for  Christian 
Endeavor  Day,  thus  securing  not  only  increased  gifts 
from  our  regular  contributors,  but  also  several  gifts 
from  new  Societies. 

The  problem  of  last  year  is  still  before  us  :  it  is  how  to 
so  bring  the  leaders  of  our  Junior  Societies  into  touch 
with  our  needs  and  the  missionary  needs  in  general,  that 
they  may  feel  the  same  sense  of  responsibility  as  did  the 
Mission  Band  leaders,  whom  they  have  in  so  many  cases 
superseded.     That  they  do  not   yet  feel  it,  is  clearly 
shown  by  a  comparison  between  the  number  of  Junior 
Societies  now  in  the  state,  and  the  small  number  who 
contribute  even  a  small  amount  with  any  degree  of  reg- 
ularity toward  our  missionary  work. 

May  the  day  soon  come  when  we  shall  all  be  working 
together  for  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  this 
world.

The  sixteenth  year  of  Spelman  Seminary  has  been 
one  without  vicissitudes,  one  of  steady  work. 

In  May,  1896,  we  gave  one  diploma  in  the  missionary 
training  department,  three  in  the  normal  training  de- 
partment, and  five  in  the  academic  department;  seven 
certificates  in  the  printing  department,  five  in  the  nurse- 
training  department,  and  twelve  in  the  department  of 
domestic  arts.  Our  commencement  was  honored  by  the 
presence  of  Governor  Atkinson,  Ex-Governor  Northen, 
and  State  School  Commissioner  Glenn,  who  spoke  en- 
couraging words  of  praise.  Special  commendation  was 
given  to  one  of  the  graduating  essays  on  the  subject  of 
Reformatories.  The  Atlanta  Journal  afterwards  re- 
quested us  to  furnish  this  essay  for  publication.

We  enclose  some  statistical  tables.     The  first  shows 
oar  statistics  for  the  present  school  year.     The  second 
table  gives  a  series  of  estimates  of  the  extent  of  the 
influence  of  Spelman  Seminary  among  the  Negro  race. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  first  table  that  our  total  enrol- 
ment is  about  the  same  as  last  year,  and  that  all  our 
departments  are  running  as  usual.    We  rejoice  to  report 
an  improvement  of  over  10%  in  the  promptness  of  our 
students  in  entering  school  at  the  opening  of  the  term. 
It   may   be  of  interest  if  we  describe  the   kind  of 
industrial  training  we  give,  and  our  appliances  for  this 
purpose.      We  give  training  in  cooking,  housework, 
laundry-work,  sewing,  fine  needlework,   dress-cutting 
and  making,  printing,  and  nurse-training.    Each  depart- 
ment is  in  charge  of  one  or  more  teachers,  who  devote 
to  it  their  entire  time. 

All  the  domestic  work  of  the  school  is  done  by 
students,  from  each  of  whom  one  hour*s  housework  is 
required  daily.  Duties  are  changed  every  month,  thus 
giving  to  all  the  opportunity  to  practise  the  various 
domestic  arts.  The  cooking  is  mainly  done  by  students, 
who  by  this  labor  pay  their  way  in  school,  either  wholly 
or  in  part.  A  class  of  advanced  students  take  a  course 
in  the  theory  and  practice  of  cooking,  using  a  text-book, 
and  assisting,  in  turn,  in  preparing  food  for  the  teachers' 
table.  Each  one  of  this  class  must  also  cut  and  make 
a  plain  undergarment,  and  must  be  a  good  laundress. 
Industrial  certificates  are  given  on  the  completion  of 
this  course. 

Each  student  does  her  own  washing  and  ironing. 
The  laundry- work  for  the  boarding  establishment  and 
for  the  teachers  is  a  paid  service,  and  is  performed  by 
students  who  need  this  pecuniary  aid.    Water  runs  into 
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set  tubs  in  the  laundry,  and  there  are  several  boilers 
and  two  large  flat-iron  heaters.  No  washing  machines, 
mangles,  or  other  apparatus,  and  no  steam  power  are 
used  in  the  laundry,  as  it  is  not  our  aim  to  have  our 
laundry-work  done  as  quickly  and  cheaply  as  possible, 
but  to  prepare  our  girls  for  the  work  of  ordinary  house- 
holds. 

Instruction  in  sewing  is  given  twice  a  week  in  our 
normal  practise  school,  and  four  times  a  week  in  higher 
grades.  Fine  needlework  is  taught  to  those  alone  who 
have  become  skilful  in  darning,  mending,  and  plain 
sewing.  Dress-cutting  ts  taught  in  small  classes,  by 
means  of  a  simple  system,  and  is  an  elective.  Each 
one  taking  it  must  buy  a  system  for  use  at  home.  This 
is  the  only  branch  of  our  industrial  training  which 
entails  an  extra  expense. 

In  our  printing-office  we  teach  plain  composition. 
We  have  twelve  compositors'  stands,  appliances  for 
setting  up  our  monthly  school  paper  and  our  catalogue, 
and  several  job  fonts  of  type,  with  which  we  do  a  variety 
of  miscellaneous  school  printing.  Our  course  lasts  two 
or  three  years.  In  the  first  year  two  hours  a  week  are 
given  to  instruction  in  the  rudiments ;  in  the  other 
years  one  or  two  hours  a  day  are  spent  in  composition. 
We  give  certificates  on  the  completion  of  this  course. 

Our  nurse-training  course  includes  the  study  of  physi- 
ology, two  years  of  lessons,  four  times  a  week,  from  a 
text- book  on  nursing,  and  one  or  more  entire  years  of 
practical  work  in  our  own  ward,  w-here  the  sick  of  the 
school  are  cared  for,  and  in  private  families.  The  well- 
to-do  outside  of  the  school  pay  for  this  nursing ;  among 
the  poor  this  care  of  the  sick  receives  no  compensation. 
The  study  of  the  theory  of  nursing  is  continued  until 
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graduation.     We  give  certificates  on  the  completion  of 
this  course. 

The  new  departure  which  we  made  last  year  in  our 
nurse-training  department,  requiring  at  least  one  unin- 
terrupted year  of  practical  work,  was  so  satisfactory 
that  we  shall  never  return  to  our  old  plan  of  combin- 
ing literary  and  nurse-training  studies  throughout  the 
course.  This  year  we  have  had  several  patients  in  our 
ward  who  have  come  there  for  surgical  operations,  and 
we  greatly  desire  room  and  a  moderate  income  that  will 
allow  us  to  take  more  of  those  who  cannot  be  properly 
cared  for  elsewhere.  There  are  surgeons  in  the  city 
who  would  give  their  services  freely  if  we  had  a  small 
hospital.  This  is  the  next  building  we  need  to  erect. 
Our  nurse-training  organization  is  prepared  to  care  for 
it;  the  poor  of  the  city  need  it;  our  nurses  need  it,  for 
better  training  ;  Georgia  needs  it. 

Our  normal  practice  school  includes  all  the  grades  of 
our  elementary  English  department  except  the  highest, 
and  the  most  careful,  painstaking,  thorough  work  is 
done  in  it. 

We  have  inserted  an  extra  year  in  our  academic 
course,  thus  giving  time  for  a  better  master>'  of  the 
subjects'  taught  therein.  Eleven  students  hope  to 
graduate  from  this  department  in  May. 

We  have  five  students  in  our  college  preparatory 
department.  Two  will  complete  the  course  with  honor 
this  term,  and  will  be  ready  for  college  work  in  the  fall. 

Our  normal  training  department  has  made  manifest 
progress.  Knowledge  of  the  school  is  spreading ;  we 
now  have  as  normal  students,  nine  graduates  of  other 
schools  situated  in  six  other  States  than  Georgia,  and 
five  of  them  were  advised  to  come  here  by  the  principals 
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of  other  schools.  We  have  had  a  much  larger  class 
than  ever  before,  twenty-three  in  number,  including  two 
young  men  from  the  Atlanta  Baptist  Seminary.  The 
term  has  been  less  broken  by  the  coming  and  going  of 
members  of  the  class ;  the  results  of  class-room  work 
have  been  more  satisfactor>',  having  been  more  thorough, 
and  having  covered  more  ground  than  has  been  possible 
in  the  same  time  in  any  previous  class.  Pour  will  com- 
plete this  course  in  May. 

Two  of  our  normal  graduates  are  now  assistants  in 
our  practice  school,  and  are  at  the  same  time  taking 
post-graduate  studies.  One  of  these,  who  was  employed 
at  the  State  Teachers  Institute  last  summer,  has  been 
appointed  superintendent  of  the  primary  work  in  the 
Institute  this  summer.  Another  graduate  is  assistant 
in  Jeruel  Academy,  Athens,  and  a  fourth  in  Live  Oak 
Institute,  Live  Oak,  Fla.  Still  another  is  a  teacher  in 
the  city  schools  of  Augusta.  One  returned  to  Spelman 
for  further  study. 

We  have  report  of  others  whose  circumstances  pre- 
vented their  finishing  the  course,  as  doing  fine  work  in 
teaching,  and,  best  of  all,  as  ambitious  to  continue  to 
be  students,  either  again  at  Spelman  or  while  still 
teaching.  One  has  joined  a  correspondence  class  of 
Chicago  University;  another  writes,  *'I  realize,  how- 
ever, how  much  I  need  the  training,  and,  were  I  in  Spel- 
man, I  assure  you  that  every  moment  would  be  spent  in 
earnest  work.  I  realize,  as  never  before,  that  he  who 
looks  on  the  dark  side  of  life  holds  himself  back  from 
the  great  pathway  of  advancement,  and  finds  his  life  a 
mistake  ' ' ;  others  speak  of  increasing  consciousness  of 
responsibility  for  their  influence,  —  a  helpful  missionary 
spirit  is   increasing   among   them.     Last   year's    class

pledged  $2.50  each  for  foreign  mission  work,  and  nearly 
every  pledge  has  been  made  good. 

Our  missionary-training  graduate  of  last  May,  Miss 
Emma  DeLany,  did  noble  work  at  Athens,  Ga.,  during 
the  summer,  and  has  been  engaged  in  mission  work  all 
winter  at  her  home  in  Femandina,  Fla.  She  has  offered 
herself  as  a  missionary  to  Africa,  and  so  has  Miss  Emma 
Taylor,  of  the  class  of  '95,  but  the  Societies  are  not  able 
to  send  them.  Three  fine  young  women  will  graduate 
in  May. 

There  has  been  no  abatement  in  the  vigor  with  which 
we  have  pushed  our  religious  work ;  it  is  for  this,  and 
for  its  effect  on  character  and  life,  that  Spelman  Seminary 
exists.  Our  prayer-meetings  have  been  marked  by  un- 
usual solemnity  and  earnestness.  The  contributions  to 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions  of  our  two  Societies,  the 
Congo  Mission  Circle  and  the  Volunteer  Mission  Band, 
and  of  our  normal  students,  have  amounted  to  $150. 
There  have  been  nineteen  conversions ;  only  six  of  our 
boarders  are  still  unconverted.  Out  of  our  one  hundred 
and  four  graduates,  there  has  been  only  one  who  has 
left  us  without  having  entered  upon  the  Christian  life. 
That  ever^'  teacher  and  student  of  Spelman  may  be  filled 
with  the  Holy  Spirit  and  walk  worthy  of  the  high  call- 
ing of  the  gospel  is  our  earnest  prayer.

The  year  now  nearing  its  close  has  passed  very  much 
as  other  years  before  have  passed.  The  number  of 
students  and  the  grade  of  classes  has  not  materially 
changed.  We  have  a  Normal  Class  about  to  complete 
its  course  of  study,  a  class  in  Higher  English  and 
Latin,  and  the  usual  preparatory  classes. 

It  is  expected  that  nearly  all  the  Normal  Class  will 
go  out  as  teachers,  for  which  work  they  show  com- 
mendable zeal  in  preparing.  We  aim  not  only  to  cul- 
tivate the  minds  of  the  young  women,  but  to  awaken 
a  deep  and  abiding  desire  to  use  their  attainments  for 
the  elevation  of  their  people.  We  educate  for  the  sake 
of  those  educated,  but  quite  as  much  for  the  pupils 
they  in  turn  may  train ;  for  the  good  they  may  do  in 
the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  and  social  circles, 
where  their  lot  may  be  cast ;  and  for  the  families,  which, 
in  the  Providential  ordering  of  events,  they  may  found. 
As  aids  to  this,  the  Mission  and  Sunday  School  Work 
mentioned  in  previous  reports  are  still  carried  on  with 
no  abatement  of  interest. 

There  are  five  Sunday  Schools  entirely  sustained  by 
teachers  and  pupils  from  this  school,  and  two  others 
where  they  help  as  teachers.  The  children  in  these 
schools  are  mostly  gathered  from  families  who  do  not 
attend  church,  and  who  seem  to  care  little  whether 
their  children  receive  any  religious  instruction ;  they 
allow  them  to  go  to  Sunday  School  or  play  in  the 
street,   as  they  choose.     This  makes   it  impossible  to 
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secure  anything  like  regular  attendance.  Often  stormy 
days  bring  a  larger  number  of  pupils,  the  bo)rs  being 
attracted  by  the  warm  room  and,  possibly,  by  the  pleas- 
ant reception.  These  schools  are  held  in  almost  any 
kind  of  place  that  can  be  secured  for  a  little  money. 
Sometimes  a  kind  woman  will  offer  her  living  rooms 
for  this  purpose.  These  rooms  are  small,  and  the 
schools  are  crowded.  In  case  of  serious  sickness  in 
the  family,  the  school  must  move  or  take  a  vacation. 
One  school  during  the  past  winter  was  suspended  for 
three  or  four  weeks,  because  of  sickness ;  during  that 
time  other  attractions  presented  themselves,  and  the 
school  has  not  thrived  as  well  since. 

It  would  be  entertaining  to  our  friends  to  see  these 
Mission  Schools  as  we  see  them.  A  small  room,  often 
wath  a  bed  in  it,  a  few  chairs,  boards  laid  from  one  box 
to  another,  and  crowded  with  children.  The  division 
between  the  classes  is  not  verv  evident  sometimes,  but 
that  does  not  matter  so  much ;  if  they  do  not  listen  to 
their  own  teacher,  they  ma-y  to  some  other  one.  The 
children  read  poorly  —  have  nothing  to  read  except  the 
papers  which  we  carry  to  them,  and  for  which  we  are 
dependent  upon  our  friends  in  the  North.  Of  these 
papers,  about  2,500  pages  are  used  each  month. 
Very  few  of  the  children  have  Bibles,  or  even  Testa- 
ments. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  carr>'  on  the  Mission 
Prayer-meeting  Work  separatelj-  from  the  religious 
visiting,  and  in  some  cases  with  success ;  but  it  has 
so  often  happened,  that  when  the  time  for  the  meeting 
came  the  people  had  forgotten  it  or  wanted  to  do  some- 
thing else,  and  the  house  was  found  deserted,  that  it 
has  been  thought  best  to  combine  the  two  committees. 
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and  now  informal  prayer-meetings  are  extemporized 
wherever  a  little  group  of  people  is  found  willing  to 
join  in  it.  Some  interesting  cases  are  met,  which  give 
courage  in  the  work. 

The  sewing  school  has  averaged  this  year  about  one 
hundred.  For  the  last  two  weeks  there  have  been  one 
hundred  and  forty-six  each  session.  The  sewing  done 
improves  from  year  to  year.  The  garments  are  in- 
spected while  being  made,  and  when  completed ;  and 
any  work  where  their  best  has  not  been  done  is  ripped 
and  done  over  again. 

It  requires  a  great  deal  of  material,  but  we  believe 
the  cloth  and  time  are  both  well  used  in  sewing  school 
work,  and  hope  that  our  friends  in  the  North  will  not 
weary  of  frequent  calls  for  supplies.  We  are  out  of 
materials  at  the  present  time.  The  boys'  class  has 
been  considered  this  year,  and  we  are  more  than  ever 
satisfied  that  it  should  be  extended.  The  sewing  may 
not  seem  superlatively  important,  but  the  training  in 
careful  orderly  effort  will  be  a  help  to  them  in  any 
work  their  future  lives  may  bring  them.  It  would  be 
well  if  ten  times  as  many  boys  could  be  taken.  It 
affords  opportunty  for  teaching  them  many  other  things 
besides  sewing. 

Early  in  the  year  one  of  our  corps  of  teachers,  Miss 

Half  Kenny,  began  to  fail  in  health.     One  week  before 

Christmas  she  heard  her  last  class.     For  a  short  time 

we  hoped  she  would  soon  be  able  to  resume  her  work, 

but   that  hope  was  not   realized  ;    she  failed   rapidly, 

and  suffered  much  till  the  fourteenth  of  March,  when 

through  the  gates  of  death,  she  passed  on  to  eternal 

life.     Having  first  showed  how  a   Christian  can   live,. 

she  showed  how  a  Christian  can  die. 
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When  the  year  opened  we  were  watching  the  rising 
of  the  walls  of  our  long-hoped-for  gymnasium.  It  has 
been  in  use  since  Christmas,  and  will  be  an  essential 
help  to  school  work  in  many  ways.

MATHER  SCHOOL,  BEAUFORT,  S.  C. 
Tbachbr  :  Mrs.  R.  C.  Mathek. 

This  school  year,  now  drawing  to  a  close,  has  been 
blessed  with  many  tokens  of  the  divine  fav^or.  Every 
girl  that  came  to  our  home  outside  the  Good  Shepherd's 
fold,  has  been  hopefully  converted.  Six  girls  have  re- 
turned to  their  homes  with  the  expectation  of  being 
employed  as  teachers.  Sixteen  worthy  young  women 
have  received  here  a  good  domestic  training,  and  have 
been  located  in  excellent  Christian  homes  in  the  \ncinity 
of  Boston  and  Philadelphia,  and  are  doing  well. 

Since  funds  would  not  come  in  these  hard  times,  and 
I  was  burdening  myself  with  accumulating  debts,  I 
deemed  it  wise  to  suspend  a  part  of  our  work  the  first  of 
April,  and  closed  at  that  time  our  most  advanced  grade, 
also  the  Sewing  School,  which  had  accomplished  the 
best  results  in  plain  sewing  and  fine  needlework.  The 
two  lower  rooms  we  have  combined  under  one  teacher, 
and  hope  to  continue  till  the  middle  of  May. 

Mrs.  Wilkie  is  still  doing  excellent  missionary  work 
in  the  cause  of  Temperance,  so  much  needed  here  and 
elsewhere  ;  she  is  winning  laurels  both  from  white  and 
colored  abstainers.  The  remarkable  state  of  order, 
peace  and  harmony  sustained  in  all  departments  of  our 
schools  and  homes  is  truly  wonderful ;  I  have  not  had 
even  a  dispute  to  settle  on  the  premises  for  years,  all  of 
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which  I  do  devoutly  ascribe  to  His  reign  here,  who  is 
named,  **  The  Prince  of  Peace."  Long  may  His  blessed 
dominion  exist  on  all  our  boarders ! 

Arbor  Day  was  celebrated  by  all  grades  of  our  school 
with  intense  enthusiasm,  and  many  were  the  trees  and 
flowering  shrubs  deposited  on  these  grounds  by  willing 
hands.  The  spring  is  opening  favorably  for  these  desti- 
tute farmers  ;  a  plentiful  crop  is  their  only  hope  out  of 
distressing  poverty. 

Personally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  for  their  sub- 
stantial aid  so  many  years  in  sustaining  the  Mather 
School.     I  am  especially  grateful  for  their  action  in  re- 
leasing me  so  soon  from  my  onerous  labors  as  its  princi- 
pal.    Thirty  long  years  the  Lord  has  preserved  me  to 
toil  in  this  field.     Although  often  it  may  have  seemed 
rough  and  thorny.  His  presence  has  cheered  and  com- 
forted me  every  day,  and  I  devoutly  thank  Him.     May 
He  endow  my  successor  with   abundant  wisdom,  and 
every  requisite  grace,  and  pour  showers  of  blessings  on 
all  branches  of  the  institution,  while  under  her  faithful 
leadership,  prays

WAYLAND  SEMINARY,   WASHINGTON,    D.   C. 
Teacher  :   Miss  Alberta  Pack. 

There  has  been  much  extra  care  and  anxiety  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  at  Wayland  this  year,  because 
of  the  illness  and  withdrawal  from  the  work  of  your 
teacher,  Miss  Bessie  Gardner ;  Miss  Alberta  Park,  one  of 
our  graduates  has  temporarily  filled  the  vacancy.  The 
plans  for  removal  to  Richmond  have  stirred  all  our 
hearts.      Though  we   rejoice   in   the   plans   for   larger 
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growth  and  broader  education,  we  cannot  help  feeling- 
sorry  that  Wayland  as  Wayland  will  be  no  more  after 
next  year, — that  we  must  leave  this  beautiful  capital  city. 

Notwithstanding  our  perplexities,  the  year  has  been 
prosperous.  Good  work  has  been  done  in  all  the 
classes.  The  graduating  class  in  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment is  not  as  large  as  it  was  last  year,  but  the  aca- 
demic class  is  larger  than  ever  before,  numbering  five 
young  men  and  one  young  woman — the  first  young 
lady  who  has  completed  the  Academic  Course. 

Many  helpful  lectures  and  addresses  have  been  deliv- 
ered to  us  by  kind  friends  who  have  visited  us.  They 
have  added  to  our  general  information,  increased  our 
interest  in  missions,  and  elevated  our  ideals. 

One  of  the  special  privileges  we  enjoyed  this  year  was 
Inauguration ;  perhaps  more  information  was  gained, 
and  deeper  impressions  of  patriotism  were  made  that 
day,  than  could  be  taught  in  months.  It  was  a  beauti- 
ful day,  and  we  all  took  advantage  of  it. 

Much  interest  has  been  shown  in  mission  work  among 
the  poor  during  the  year ;  almost  every  student  has 
been  out  making  mission  calls  during  the  year. 

The  young  women  of  the  ' '  Howard  Missionary  Soci- 
ety ' '  have  distributed  two  hundred  and  seven  garments, 
ten  dolls,  which  were  dressed  by  the  girls,  many  baskets 
of  food.  In  all,  eleven  dollars  ($11.00)  have  been  raised 
for  missionary  purposes,  thirty  prayer  meetings  have 
been  held,  forty  visits  made. 

The  young  men  of  the  "  Nkoio  Missionary  Society" 
have  distributed  two  hundred  and  fifteen  garments, 
forty  bushels  of  coal,  held  one  hundred  and  five  prayer 
meetings,  made  three  hundred  and  ninety-seven  visits, 
have  fifteen  teaching  in  Sunday  School. 
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These  are  made  up  from  the  books  that  are  kept  by 
the  two  Societies.  The  garments  that  are  carried  out 
are  chiefly  those  things  which  come  in  barrels,  but 
cannot  be  utilized  by  our  students.  We  are  very  grate- 
ful for  the  many  barrels  received  this  year. 

Several  students  have  been  converted,  but  we  have 
not  had  the  deepening  of  spiritual  life  that  we  have 
hoped  and  prayed  for.

My  annual  report !  How  I  hate  to  write  it !  For  it 
means  that  the  year  is  almost  gone  and  then  my  work 
for  my  boys  and  girls  who  have  grown  so  dear  to  me 
will  be  over.  Over, — that  is,  so  far  as  teaching  them  in 
the  school  is  concerned;  but  I  shall  never  cease  to  pray 
for  them  and  help  them  individually  in  any  other  way  I 
can. 

How  hard  it  will  be  to  leave  them  none  can  tell.  To 
leave  the  bright,  earnest,  hopeful  ones  of  whom  my 
mother  and  I  are  so  proud,  and  whom  we  longed  to  lead 
up  to  high  scholarship  and  noble,  Christian  manhood 
and  womanhood.  To  leave,  also,  those  who  are  just 
beginning  to  develop,  from  whom  we  might  confidently 
hope  for  the  best  results,  could  we  but  nurture  the  seed 
now  planted  and  growing  so  thriftly.  But  the  little 
plants  are  still  weak  and  tender,  and  will  easily  die  or 
grow  into  a  degenerate  vine.  To  leave  those,  finally, 
who  do  not  yet  gladden  us  by  Christian  or  intellectual 
progress,  for  whom  our  work  seems  almost  to  have 
been  in  vain,  but  who,  nevertheless,  have  possibilities 
which  we  earnestly  strive  to  make  actualities. 
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But  I  am  forgetting  my  report.  We  have  had  ove 
two  hundred  students  enrolled  and  our  average  attend 
ance  is  about  one  hundred  and  fifty.  Of  these  students 
forty  are  preparing  to  teach,  eight  to  preach.  Beside 
these,  there  have  been  ten  taking  the  two  months'  min 
ister's  course,  thirty-seven  in  the  women's  missionary 
training  class.  One  girl  in  making  out  her  registratioi 
blank  says  she  is  to  be  a  farmer:  another  writes,  **! 
mean  to  study  so  I  can  do  most  anything  I  have  to.' 
There  are  eight  students  in  our  College  Preparatory 
Department ;  fifteen  in  the  Normal  Course,  Of  th< 
latter,  five  will  receive  their  certificates  this  spring 
from  the  former  department  we  shall  have  one  graduate 

We  have  recently  introduced  a  new  department  int< 
our  work,  of  which  I  have  charge.  I  have  never  befor 
done  any  work  with  the  little  ones,  and  I  did  not  full; 
realize  how  much  I  was  missing.  It  is  a  Kitchen  Gar 
den  for  a  dozen  of  the  youngest  children  in  the  primar 
room.  I  have  the  brightest,  cutest,  little  tots  iniagin 
able,  and  the}'  do  say  such  absurd  things  and  ask  sucl 
delicious  questions.  To  be  sure  we  are  working  unde 
serious  disadvantages.  We  have  absolutely  no  fund 
with  which  to  provide  the  apparatus,  so  the  childre: 
have  brought  their  poor  little  playthings,  and  we  ge 
along  with  these  as  best  we  can.  I  could  hardly  kee] 
back  the  tears  when  one  dear  child  proudly  said 
*'  Here  are  my  playthings."  handing  me  her  treasures 
a  tiny  pewter  plate  and  a  clam  shell.  Our  bed  came  t 
us  without  legs.  A  head-rest  for  mattress,  small  pin 
cushions  for  pillows,  and  handkerchiefs,  comprise  it 
furnishings.  Our  table,  too,  must  be  treated  with  con 
sideration  as  its  legs  are  "  wobbly."  I  use  one  of  m; 
napkins  as  a  tablecloth  ;    little   squares  of  papers  fo

napkins.  Matches  and  toothpicks  make  very  good 
knives  and  forks.  It  is  rather  perplexing  to  my  little 
waitresses  that  our  wee  plates  are  scarcely  visible,  so 
overshadowed  are  they  by  our  immense  cups  and  sau- 
cers. And  our  only  vegetable  dish  is  the  coyer  to  the 
sugar  bowl. 

But  we  are  just  as  happy  for  the  present,  and  we  are 
hoping  for  a  better  equipment  next  year. 

I  wanted  to  tell  of  the  terrible  flood  sufferings  and 

what  we  are  trying  to  do  to  relieve  them,  and  especially 

of  Camp  Congo  where  the  refugees  now  are  ;  but  I  fear 

I  have  already  written  too  much.

WATER'S  INSTITUTE,  WINTON,  N.  C. 
Teachers  :  Miss  Cora  B.  Person,  Mrs.  C.  S.  Brown. 

Our  school  year  is  nearing  the  close,  and  as  we  look 
back  over  the  past  months  we  find  many  things  to  thank 
God  for.  The  session  has  been  one  of  unusual  quiet- 
ness, study,  and  progress.  As  yet,  there  have  been 
none  who  have  professed  religion ;  but  there  has  been  a 
steady  groA^'th  in  religious  and  moral  principles.  There 
are  only  two  boarding  pupils  who  are  not  professed 
Christians,  girls  twelve  years  of  age.  The  enrollment 
has  been  large:  day  pupils  141,  boarders  74,  making 
a  total  of  215.  Ninety-five  of  this  number  are  sixteen 
years  of  age  and  over.  The  number  of  girls  always 
more  than  doubles  the  number  of  young  men  boarding 
in  school,  and  during  the  last  month  of  each  session  we 
have  practically  a  girl's  school.  The  boj-s  who  are  not 
out  teaching  have  to  go  to  their  farms.  There  is  a  sad 
lack  of  interest  or  ability  on  the  part  of  the  boys  and 
young   men   in   this   and  other  sections  of  our  State. 
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With  many  it  is  possibly  lack  of  interest,  but  with 
the  worthier  and  better  class  opportunity  is  lacking. 
Wages  are  very  small  and  labor  scarce,  so  that  when 
a  man  gets  a  job  he  must  of  necessity  stick  to  it.  The 
same  is  true  of  the  girls.  They  can  command  only 
twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  any  kind  of  labor.  Out  of 
this  they  must  board  and  clothe  themselves  and  help 
support  a  large  family.  A  few  are  in  better  circum- 
stances and  have  comfortable  homes  and  a  little  surplus, 
it  may  be,  from  which  they  give  liberally  for  the  support 
of  this  and  other  institutions.  There  are  others  who 
have  property  and  money,  but  who  do  not  know  that  it 
is  a  part  of  their  religious  duty  to  give  to  others  less 
fortunate  than  themselves.  Our  Northern  friends  doubt- 
less think  it  time  for  the  colored  people  to  help  them- 
selves, and  so  think  we ;  and  where  they  are  able  to  do 
so  they  are  doing  nobly,  but  the  most  of  our  people 
are  poor,  and  some  of  them  miserably  poor.  We  are 
therefore  compelled  to  look  to  our  friends  for  further 
help. 

We  are  painting  Reynolds*  Hall  and  think  it  will  be 
beautiful  when  completed.  The  boys*  building  needs 
painting,  also ;  but  we  cannot  touch  that  this  year.  W^e 
haven't  money  enough  to  finish  the  girls'  building. 
Our  Commencement  will  be  May  20th.

ALLENDALE,    S.  C. 

Teachers:  Miss  Sarah  K.  Owen,  Miss  Susan  L.  Moorb.  Miss  Lizzie  R. 

Kinsman. 

Our  school  has  enrolled  a  larger  number  this  year 
than  usual.  A  number  of  our  pupils  walk  to  school 
from  their  plantation  homes,  three,  four,  or  five  miles 
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distant.  Very  stormy  weather  lowers  our  record  of 
attendance,  but  the  winter  has  been  much  more  pleasant 
tlian  for  the  past  three  years. 

We  had  the  great  grief  to  find  ourselves  unable  to 
occupy  our  btiildings  this  year.  We  felt  obliged  to 
resist  the  encroachments  of  a  few  colored  men  who  have 
planned  to  make  the  school-work  a  money-making 
scheme  for  themselves.  Our  rights  to  the  property 
must  be  established  in  the  Court  of  Equity.  While  the 
business  was  pending,  we  must  either  teach  in  the 
church  or  pay  an  exorbitant  price  to  occupy  the  build- 
ing.    We  chose  the  former  as  the  wiser  course. 

A  kind-hearted  colored  woman  vacated  the  comfort- 
able house  she  had  built  by  hard  work,  thrift,  and 
economy.  Her  desire  was  that  the  teachers  should  be 
comfortable,  and  we  certainly  have  been.  Two  faithful 
girls  are  with  us.  Others  are  taken  into  homes  in  town. 
Teachers  and  pupils  have  endeavored  to  take  up  the 
work  w^ithout  murmuring,  and  the  result  has  been  that 
this  year  has  been  a  very  happy  one. 

Our  black  (?)  boards  are  strips  of  building-paper 
tacked  to  the  sides  of  the  church.  The  spaced  paper 
for  writing  has  been  placed  on  the  geography  or  slate 
held  on  the  knee,  save  when  the  pupils  preferred  to 
kneel  and  place  their  papers  on  the  seats  of  their 
benches. 

The  morning  devotions  have  been  just  as  precious, 
and  many  a  young  voice  has  been  raised  in  prayer  that 
the  teachers  might.be  blessed  and  *' take  all  their 
troubles  to  the  Lord." 

Our  3'oung  people's  prayer-meetings  have  been  a 
source  of  great  joy  and  comfort  to  me.  A  prayer  ser- 
vice has  sometimes  been  held  at  the  close  of  the  after- 
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noon  session,  to  which  the  plantation  pupils  were  in- 
vited. Many  of  them  live  at  too  great  a  distance  to 
attend  the  Friday  night  meeting. 

There  has  been  a  quiet,  but  marked  moral  and  relig- 
ious growth  in  the  lives  of  some  of  our  pupils,  though 
there  are  few  conversions  to  report.  Nearly  all  the 
older  students  were  **  church  members"  when  they 
entered  the  school  this  year.  Oh,  it  is  the  earnest 
desire  of  my  heart  that  these  young  people  may  know 
Jesus  through  His  word  !  The  teachings  of  too  many 
pulpits  are  vague  and  unsatis^ctory  because  these 
poor  pastors  have  not  knowledge.  I  know  of  but  one 
colored  pastor,  within  a  radius  of  many  miles,  who  has 
had  the  benefit  of  a  higher  education.  One  of  the  pas- 
tors in  town  is  a  student  from  Benedict  College. 

We  were  quite  surprised  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year  at  being  asked  to  take  the  children  from  two  white 
families  as  private  pupils.  The  parents  seemed  dissatis- 
fied with  their  progress  in  the  public  schools.  Though 
pleased  b}-  the  compliment  and  touched  by  the  trust, 
we  felt  obliged  to  reserve  all  our  strength  for  the  work 
which  lies  nearest  our  heart. 

Man}^  of  our  students  have  taught  in  the  public 
country  schools.  Ma}'  our  Father  give  these  student 
teachers  grace  and  wisdom.  One  young  man,  Henry 
Bradley,  who  has  taught  two  seasons,  has  materially 
assisted  his  father.  Besides  this,  he  bought,  last  year, 
an  Oxford  teacher's  Bible  and  Bible  dictionarv.  This 
year  he  has  purchased  a  common  edition  of  the  Ency- 
clopedia Britannica.  During  a  da}-  of  great  discourage- 
ment this  young  man  quietly  placed  a  note  on  my  desk. 
Referring  to  his  former  habits  of  tobacco  using  and 
drinking,  he   wrote:     "If   it  had   not   been  for  you  I 
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should  have  gone  to  ruin.*'  It  was  like  a  burst  of  su  n 
shine  through  a  heavy  cloud. 

We  have  but  two  girls  under  industrial  training.  A 
Southern  woman,  looking  out  upon  the  piazza,  where 
one  of  these  girls  was  scrubbing  the  floor  said,  '*She 
wouldn't  do  that  for  me."  We  might  have  replied  that 
we  love  the  work  and  are  deeply  interested  in  the 
workers. 

White  friends  remark  that  the  moral  tone  of  the  col- 
ored people  in  Allendale  is  higher  than  when  we  organ- 
ized our  school.  We  thank  Him  who  has  thus  far 
prospered  the  work.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  all  dear 
Mends  North,  who  have  in  so  many  ways  helped  in 
the  advancement  of  our  students.  Much  praise  is  due 
to  the  faithful  teachers  associated  with  me  in  this  work.

ROGER  WILLIAMS    UNIVERSITY,    NASHVILLE,  TENN. 

Tbachbr:  Miss  Adele  Parrott. 

Our  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one,  but  you  know  it 
is  very  difficult  to  talk  of  every-day  duties  in  an  inter- 
esting manner.  My  work  is  largely  class  work,  the 
same  thing  over  and  over  again  each  day.  But  it  is  by 
repetition  that  habits  are  formed,  and  I  hope  that  many 
good  resolutions  have  been  made,  and  Christian  charac- 
ters strengthened  by  the  year's  work. 

During  the  winter,  revival  meetings  were  held  in  the 
chapel.  Ten  were  converted,  and  all  much  revived. 
The  young  women  have  held  prayer- meetings  every 
Sunday  evening.  They  use  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  topics, 
and  they  take  turns  in  leading.  The  meetings  have 
been  very  interesting.  The  girls  have  shown  a  greater 
interest  and   willingness  to  testify,  than   we   had   ever 
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observed  before.  Missionary  meetings  are  held  by  the 
girls  every  Friday  evening.  Once  a  month  they  give  a 
public  exercise  in  chapel.  An  opportunity  was  given 
them  to  earn  money  that  they  might  give  something  for 
missions. 

A  class  of  twenty  finished  the  short  course  of  Home 
Mission  lessons,  and  received  certificates  from  the  so- 
ciety at  Chicago.  They  recited  the  lessons  on  the  even- 
ing they  graduated,  and  many  of  the  older  students,  on 
hearing  them,  expressed  a  wish  to  learn  similar  lessons. 
The  new  class  numbers  thirty ;  they  are  taking  the 
junior  lessons  and  on  completing  the  course  will  receive 
diplomas.  Our  members  seem  much  impressed  with 
the  magnitude  of  the  work  in  North  America  as  they 
have  learned  about  the  Chinese,  Mormons,  Mexicans, 
Indians,  and  Europeans.  Their  ideas  of  the  work  have 
broadened  ver>^  materially. 

Miss  Pettigrew  has  had  charge  of  the  mission  work, 
and  Miss  Hoffman  of  the  Sunday  evening  prayer-meet- 
ings. 

Our  preceptress  has  also  conducted  a  class  in  cooking. 
The  girls  show  great  interest  in  the  work.  Often  they 
leave  the  dinner-table  for  the  model  kitchen,  to  partake 
of  the  dessert  which  they  have  made. 

The  rooms  in  the  girls'  building  were  neatly  re-papered 
and  other  improvements  made  during  the  summer.  We 
have  Mrs.  James  to  thank  because  everything  looked 
clean  and  neat  when  we  returned  in  the  fall. 

The  enrollment  was  larger  than  last  year.  It  has 
reached  243. 

The  college,  normal,  and  academic  classes  are  in- 
creasing in  size.  This  shows  the  negro's  desire  for 
higher  education.     The  English   department,    though

very  large,  has  been  ably  managed  by  three  teachers. 

There  ought  to  be  more  teachers  in  this  department. 

I  have  taught  Latin  and  French  this  year.     I  have 

enjoyed  the  years*  work  more  than   any  other  in  the 

past,  though  my  work  has  been  harder  than  that  of  last 

year.

ARKANSAS  BAPTIST  COLLEGE,  LITTLE  ROCK,

But  a  few  days  ago,  we  beheld  all  nature  dressed  in 
her  garb  of  red  and  gold ;  yesterday,  she  wore  a  cloak 
of  sadness ;  to-day,  in  green  she  comes  forth,  and 
sweetly  whispers,  **  Another  school  year  is  gone." 
Under  our  own  roof,  this  year's  work  has  been,  per- 
haps, the  most  successful  of  any  since  the  burning  of  our 
building  in  '93.  In  our  own  quarters  again,  a  spirit  to 
go  forward  seems  to  be  ours. 

The  enrollment  this  year  has  been  good :  99  young 
men  and  75  young  women.  Of  this  number  15  are 
studying  for  the  ministry  ;  several  are  even  now  in 
charge  of  prominent  churches  in  the  State ;  about  40 
are  preparing  to  teach, —  many  of  the  best  public  school 
teachers  of  the  State  are  included  in  this  lot ;  a  larger 
number  have  not  decided  what  sphere  of  usefulness  to 
pursue.  We  have  succeeded  in  providing  a  temporary 
home  for  a  small  number  of  our  girls,  which  is  in 
charge  of  Mrs.  Jane  Scruggs  a  zealous  Christian  woman. 
Without  a  boarding  department  for  our  young  men 
and  women,  it  is  evident  that  character  moulded  in 
its  strength  and  purity  must  be  done  miraculously. 

I  am  glad  to  report  the  spiritual  condition  of   the 
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school  greatly  improved  over  that  of  other  years.  Peace 
and  harmony  have  been  our  watchwords  throughout  the 
year. 

About  25  young  men  and  women  are  pursuing  a 
modest  college  course.  A  class  of  three  graduates 
form  the  Academic  course  this  ytBX.  The  people  of 
this  State  are  looking  to  us  to  send  them  leaders  from 
this  school,  to  lead  them  out  of  the  darkness  of  ignorance 
and  sin  into  the  marvelous  light  of  the  gospel.  Shall 
we  disappoint  the  people  because  of  a  lack  of  means  to 
properly  train  up  leaders  for  them?  Heaven  forbid! 
When  this  letter  is  read  by  the  devoted  Christians  of  the 
New  England  States,  I  earnestly  pray  that  God's  spirit 
may  make  some  reader  respond  to  the  Macedonian  cry.

JACKSON  COLLEGE,  JACKSON,  MISSISSIPPI. 

Our  annual  report  can  scarcely  present  ansrthing  new, 
since  the  great  purpose  of  the  work  is  the  same  from  yeuc 
to  year.  Yet  we  are  constantly  striving  for  a  higher  in- 
tellectual standard  in  our  class-rooms,  and  more  than 
this,  do  we  try  to  send  out  persons  trained  morally  and 

spiritually  to  help  lift  their  people  to  purer  and  nobler 
lives. 

Our  school  has  been  much  larger  than  for  several 
years.  The  enrollment  to  the  present  date  is  193,  of 
whom  146  are  boarders,  and  47  day-scholars.  The  aver- 
age daily  attendance  during  the  winter  months  was 
130.  This  number  much  overtaxes  the  capacity  of  our 
building. 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  generally  good. 
While  malaria  and  kindred  troubles  have  visited  us, 
brought  mostly  by  students  from  the  bottom  lands,  yet, 
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save  one  instance,  there  has  been  no  serious  illness. 
We  feel  that  this  gives  great  cause  for  thankfulness. 

Th^  floods  in  the  region  between  the  Mississippi  and 
Yazoo  rivers  are  doing  serious  damage.    The  water  is  so 
high  that  by  the  time  it  subsides  it  will  be  too  late  to 
plant  anything  except  com.     Some  students  have  left 
already  on  account  of  floods,  and  we  fear  that  our  school 
will  be  seriously  affected  next  year ;  for  when  there  can 
be  no  cotton  crop  there  is  little  money  among  the  col- 
ored people.     The  homes  of  some  in  our  building  now 
are  partially  or  wholly  submerged ;  trains  cannot  reach 
them,  so  they  are  completely  cut  off  from  their  people. 
This  causes  great  anxiety.     One  cannot  understand  the 
terrors  of  a  southern  flood  until  brought  in  close  contact 
with  it.    Even  as  we  write,  there  comes  from  the  mother 
of  two  of  our  students  a  letter  that  had  to  be  carried 
seven  miles  in  a  skiff  to  the  boat,  in  order  to  reach  the 
mail.     This  mother  is  a  teacher,  and  depends  upon  her 
earning^  to  pay  her  children *s  school  bills.     Her  school 
district  is  flooded,  so  the  school  must  stop,  and  her  in- 
come as  well. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Woman's  Society  for  send- 
ing us  Mrs.  C.  E.  B.  Jones,  our  eflScient  matron.  She 
has  proved  herself  faithful,  willing,  and  thoroughly  im- 
bued with  the  missionary  spirit,  and  has  won  the  re- 
spect and  love  of  both  teachers  and  students. 

Our  music  department  has  been  enlarged.  During 
the  summer  a  fine,  new,  Estey  piano  was  purchased, 
to  accommodate  the  increased  number  wishing  piano 
lessons.  The  work  has  been  carefully  graded,  and  is 
now  on  a  good  basis  for  further  improvement. 

Our  Young  Ladies  Literary  Society  has  improved. 
The  meetings  have  been  profitable  —  readings,  essays. 
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and  debates  taking  their  place  in  turn.  This  societ> 
gave  an  entertainment  to  raise  money  to  place  a  fine  en- 
graving in  our  chapel.  The  renovation  of  the  chapel  is 
now  complete,  and  it  is  a  most  attractive  room.  We 
need  pictures  of  historic  or  literary  interest  for  its  walls, 
and  our  Young  Ladies*  Society  volunteered  to  help 
meet  this  need.  One  young  lady  alone  raised  enough 
for  a  picture.  We  always  encourage  this  spirit  of  help- 
ing the  college. 

Again  we  thank  the  kind  friends  who  have  aent  us 
barrels  of  clothing  and  supplies.  These  have  done 
many  a  poor  student  much  good.  They  have  also 
helped  mothers  to  clothe  their  large  families. 

An  excellent  tempermnce  work  has  been  done.  A 
large  meeting  in  the  chapel  resulted  in  nearly  all  <rf 
the  students  signing  the  pledge.  As  wine  and  whiskey 
drinking  are  very  common,  we  feel  that  this  work  will 
be  the  means  of  much  good  in  many  communities. 
These  young  people  are  leaders,  and  we  impreaa  upon 
them  the  idea  of  doing  temperance  work  in  their  schools 
and  homes. 

A  most  powerful  and  precious  revival  has  also  visited 
us.  Thirty-five  students  professed  conversion,  leaving 
no  one  boarding  in  our  building  unconverted,  so  that  we 
are,  in  truth,  a  Christian  school.  On  a  recent  Sabbath 
a  number  of  these  converts  were  baptized  in  the  pool  in 
front  of  our  main  building.  It  was  a  perfect  day  and  a 
beautiful  sight.  All  of  these  young  people  must  exert  a 
great  influence  on  account  of  their  intelligence,  and  now 
it  will  be  a  Christian  influence.  We  cannot  estimate 
the  value  of  such  a  work,  or  be  grateful  enough  for  it. 

Our  Bible  work  continues  to  be  the  most  prominent 
part  of  the  school. 
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We  feel  more  than  ever  the  importance  of  this  work 
among  the  colored  people,  and  the  magnitude  of  its 
influence. 

We  feel,  too,  the  need  of  trained  workers.     The  best 

teachers  are  the  ones  for  Home  Mission  fields.     They 

must  be  persons  of  strong  personality^  and  capable  of 

leading  and  moulding  a  peculiar  people,  under  peculiar 

conditions.

Our  roll  of  students  is  not  so  large  this  session  as 
last,  because  we  are  in  the  center  of  the  drought-stricken 
district.  Doubtless,  you  have  read  of  it.  The  people 
made  nothing.  The  government  has  been  feeding  them 
ever  since  September  last.  Some  of  the  schools,  white  and 
colored,  were  discontinued  until  a  better  state  of  things. 
Knowing  that  everything  is  God's,  and  that  everything 
comes  from  Him  any  way,  I  decided  to  do  as  much  for 
Him  this  year  as  any  year,  and  thus  impressed  my 
students  and  teachers  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 
As  a  result,  we  have  given  as  much  money  to  the  work 
as  we  did  last  year,  and  we  have  done,  or  will  do,  as 
much  work.  By  our  much  praying,  the  good  Lord  gave 
us  all  the  students  in  our  school  over  twelve  years  old, 
but  three.  We  are  now  completing  and  painting  our 
boys*  dormitory  and  chapel  building.  We  were  able  to 
pay  off  our  debts  this  year,  with  a  small  exception.  The 
question  might  be  asked,  **How  is  it  that  there  is  so 
much  done,  and  so  little  accomplished  ?  "  As  an  answer 
to  this  question,  I  will  say,  that  there  are  but  a  few  doing 
yet,  and  it  is  a  question  of  more  work  and  time,  when  I 
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shall  get  them  into  the  work.  They  are  improving  along 
this  line  however.  The  colored  people  are  not  alone  in 
this  backwardness  in  education  and  religion.  The  white 
people  are  far  behind  all  other  states  in  the  above.  The 
cause  of  it  is,  that  there  is  no  common  school  system  in 
the  State.  In  North  Louisiana  the  common  schools  run 
from  one  to  three  months  per  year.  Notwithstanding,  I 
see  a  much  brighter  day  in  the  near  future.  The  young 
people  are  exceptionally  kind  and  obedient.  Thej'  are 
desirous  to  learn,  and  are  very  susceptible  to  learn.  The 
old  people  generally  are  kind  and  benevolent.  Their 
greatest  need  is  an  educated  and  Christian  ministry. 
The  white  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  dis- 
posed to  treat  the  colored  people  right.  The  people 
must  be  bettered,  and  some  one  must  help  them.  With 
your  help  and  God's,  I  am  willing  to  spend  my  time, 
my  talent,  my  money,  and  mj-  life  if  necessar>',  to  better 
these  people.  I  am  now  arranging  to  purchase  a  farm 
for  next  session,  that  the  students  may  have  something 
to  do  to  help  them  to  secure  an  education.  By  this  we 
can  educate  more.  F'or  what  has  been  done  during  the 
last  ten  years,  may  the  leaders  of  the  grand  Baptist 
Home   Mission  Societies  live  to  a  green  old  age,  and 

God  be  glorified.     Pray  for  us.

We  are  now  nearing  the  closing  scenes  of  another 
scholastic  year,  the  third  in  the  history  of  Houston 
Academy,  which  has  been  filled  with  hard,  patient,  and 
self-sacrificing  work,  the  fruit  of  which  we  hope  will  be 
seen  and  gathered  in  the  coming  days. 
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At  the  opening  of  the  school  in  October,  the  outlook 
was  somewhat  discouraging  as  the  attendance  was 
small.  Many  failed  to  put  in  their  appearance  who 
had  promised  the  president  they  would  come  to  school, 
on  his  visits  to  the  Associations,  Conventions,  other 
general  gatherings,  and  in  his  home  canvass.  Hard 
times  and  other  causes  were  presented  as  excuses,  but 
we  are  glad  to  say,  as  the  session  advanced  our  number 
increased,  until  now  our  enrollment  is  about  one  hun- 
dred. Of  this  number  the  percentage  of  boarders  is  much 
larger  than  ever  before,  and  this  means  much  to  these 
institutions. 

Our  boarding  students  represent  a  wide  range  of  ter- 
ritory, from  much  neglected  communities.  This  will 
serve  as  valuable  means  of  advertisement  for  the  school. 

It  is  most  interesting  to  watch  the  wonderful  transfor- 
mation that  steals  over  these  students  who  come  from 
the  bottom  counties,  and  especially  those  from  Mata- 
gorda, Brazoria,  and  Fort  Bend  counties.  The  lan- 
guage of  most  of  them  is  a  true  type  of  the  remains  of 
slavery.  They  do  not  know  how  to  properly  arrange 
their  clothes  on  themselves ;  their  strides  are  awkward 
and  their  bearing  ungainly,  and  some  must  even  be 
taught  how  to  use  a  knife  and  fork. 

The  attendance  of  the  day  scholars  has  been  very 
irregular  the  greater  part  of  the  year  on  account  of  sick- 
ness ;  at  one  time  in  the  session,  cases  of  La  Grippe  were 
found  in  nearly  every  house.  Sometimes  whole  families 
down  at  once  ;  indeed,  it  was  a  veritable  epidemic  which 
greatly  effected  our  attendance,  as  well  as  the  class-room 
work. 

We  give  careful  attention  to  the  religious  training  of 
the  students,  and  we  greatly  rejoice  that  God's  presence 
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has  been  with  us  this  year,  as  in  other  years,  and  was 
made  manifest  in  the  conversion  of  twenty-three  students. 
We  have  only  two  young  men  left  of  our  number  who 
are  not  professing  Christians. 

Aside  from  the  regular  daily  Bible  study,  a  weekly 
prayer- meeting  is  maintained,  which  occurs  every  Thurs- 
day afternoon  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  students.  In  ad- 
dition to  this,  there  is  held  for  the  students  who  board 
on  the  grounds,  on  Sunday  in  the  forenoon,  Sunday 
school,  and  in  the  afternoon  a  six  o'clock  prayer- meeting ; 
the  beneficent  results  of  these  meetings  are  already  seen. 

We  are  very  much  pleased  with  the  general  improve- 
ment in  the  manner  and  bearing  of  our  students,  and  the 
high  moral  notions  which  we  endeavor  to  inculcate  and 
which  they  seem  to  be  appropriating. 

In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  meetings,  the  students 
conduct  a  literary  organization  (aside  from  the  weekly 
rhetoricals)  for  general  improvement  along  literary  lines. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  we  shall  make  a  creditable 
showing  along  the  lines  of  music,  plain  sewing,  and 
dress-making.  All  things  considered,  we  are  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  this  has  been  the  most  successful 
year  in  the  history  of  the  school.  The  teachers  have 
labored  faithfully,  long  and  hard,  to  discharge  their 
Christian  duty  in  contributing  to  the  success  of  the 
work. 

May  God's  blessing  rest  upon  the  W.  A.  H.  M.  S.,  and 
upon  all  the  self-sacrificing  Christians  who  have  made 
the  organization  a  possibility,  and  the  instrument  of 
such  untold  good  to  so  many  struggling  institutions. 
Thousands  in  low  estate  have  been  blessed,  who  would 
otherwise  be  compelled  to  remain  in  ignorance,  povertj' 
and  immorality.

I  have  eight  little  girls,  aged  from  eight  to  fourteen, 
and  four  boys  of  about  the  same  age,  who  are  my  spe- 
cial charge  ;  I  am  very  proud  of  them,  and  love  them  as 
if  they  were  my  very  own.  Only  three  of  them  are 
Christians,  and  I  am  praying  for  the  conversion  of  the 
others.  My  department  is  the  largest  in  school  (inter- 
mediate), and  of  course  there  are  many  others  in  whom 
I  am  interested,  but  these  three  I  look  after  in  every 
particular,  and  they  are  my  constant  companions. 

I  find  that  in  this  way,  as  in  no  other,  I  can  get  into 
their  little  every-day  lives,  and  by  sympathizing  with 
them  in  all  the  joys  and  sorrows  I  can  the  better  influ- 
ence them  for  good. 

I  also  have  in  my  care  a  crippled  girl,  who  is  twenty- 
seven  years  of  age,  and  though  my  senior  in  years,  she 
is  a  very  sweet  girl,  and  I  find  her  a  most  genial  friend 
and  companion.  She  is  extremely  bright  for  one  who 
has  had  so  few  educational  advantages,  but  the  one  sad 
thing  to  me  is  the  thought  of  her  being  almost  an 
unbeliever  in  Christ  and  the  things  pertaining  to  His 
kingdom.  In  a  revival  meeting  some  time  ago,  in 
which  there  was  much  interest  shown  by  the  pupils,  I 
had  been  praying  for  her  all  day,  and  finally  decided  to 
write  her  a  note  on  the  subject  of  religion  (for  she 
absolutely  refuses  to  be  spoken  to).  I  was  so  rejoiced 
to  see  her  go  forward  for  prayers  that  evening.  I  had 
watched  her  intently  all  the  while,  and  with  a  prayer 
still  in  my  heart,  was  beginning  to  think  she  was  going 
to  slight  the  invitation,  when  finally  they  sang  **  Almost 
persuaded,''  and  with  tears  in  her  eyes  she  slowly 
raised  her  crutches  and  went  forward.     Many  hearts 
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were  deeply  moved,  for  it  was  the  first  response  she  had 
ever  made,  and  she  has  been  with  us  a  long  time  and 
let  many  opportunities  go  by.

Again  it  becomes  our  duty  to  make  an  annual  report 
of  our  work  in  State  University.  The  year  1896-7  has 
brought  many  difficulties  and  hindrances,  yet  there  has 
been  much  to  cheer  and  encourage. 

The  discouragements  have  nearly  all  arisen  from  the 
financial  straits  to  which  we  have  been  reduced,  and  the 
efforts  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses. 

It  was  thought  at  one  time  that  it  would  be  necessar>' 
to  close  our  doors  the  last  of  April,  but  this  was  obviated 
by  dismissing  two  teachers,  thus  reducing  expenses. 

In  spite  of  this  we  can  report  progress.  The  attend- 
ance has  been  larger  than  last  year,  and  we  believe 
better  work  has  been  done.  Besides  the  regular  class- 
room work,  the  young  men  have  been  interested  in  the 
Athletic  Association  and  a  mock  United  States  Senate, 
while  our  girls  have  been  helped  by  the  Young  Ladies' 
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Improvement  League.  Aside  from  the  regular  Normal 
Course,  we  have  had  a  mixed  class  taking  a  review 
preparatory  to  taking  the  examination  for  teachers  in 
the  public  schools.  There  has  been  much  interest  in 
this  class. 

We  feel  grateful  for  the  help  and  encouragement 
received  from  Northern  friends.  We  have  been  made 
comfortable  and  happy  through  the  kindness  of  the 
Boston  and  Chicago  Societies,  who  have  furnished  a 
room  for  their  representatives.  Needed  supplies  of 
bedding,  etc.,  for  dormitories,  have  been  sent  by  New 
England  friends. 

We  consider  the  religious  training  in  our  school  to  be 
of  first  importance.  A  spirit  of  earnest  inquiry  and 
study  of  God's  word  has  been  quietly  working,  which 
has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  six  students  and  with 
none  of  the  usual  excitement.  Nearly  all  are  now 
professing  Christians,  and  we  pray  they  may  prove 
strong  and  fearless  soldiers,  going  forth  to  battle 
against  ignorance  and  sin.

Dawes  Academy  is  the  place  for  young 
boys  and  girls.  The  Academy  boys  don't  let  any  unsaved  boy 
visit  them  without  warning  him  of  his  condition.

Had  we 
been  obliged  to  discontinue  this  school  in  the  fall  of 
'96  we  believe  that  many  great  advantages  would  have 
been  lost  to  us. 

Our  pupils  have  been  willing  to  attend  the  morning 
devotions,  and  have  joined  heartily  in  the  Scripture 
readings. 

Seven  have  been  baptized,  and  three  others  are  only 
waiting  the  consent  of  their  parents.  Our  Sunday 
school  is  largely  made  up  of  day-school  pupils,  and  we 
keep  the  same  line  of  thought  running  through  all  the 
work,  and  we  use  the  same  hymns  for  all  the  children's 
ser\'ices. 

Our  numbers  have  exceeded  any  previous  year  :  105 
have  been  enrolled,  while  the  average  enrollment  has 
been  about  80.  The  great  difference  between  actual 
enrollment  and  average  enrollment  arises  from  the  un- 
settled condition  of  business  at  present.  Never  have 
I  seen  such  poverty  —  families  moving  about  hoping  to 
find  employment  somewhere,  but  nearly  always  meeting 
with  disappointment.  We  have  furnished  books  and 
clothing  to  many  of  the  pupils  to  keep  them  in  school, 
and  as  no  boxes  have  been  sent,  the  circumstances  have 
been  hard  to  meet ;  but  I  have  felt  that  the  money  was 
well  spent.  When  a  mother  says  to  me,  **  My  children 
would  have  to  remain  at  home  were  it  not  for  your 
help,"  I  feel  paid  for  all  I  have  been  able  to  do. 

And  too,  the  greatest  of  all  blessings  has  been  ours  — 
we  have  seen  some  of  the  young  souls  for  whom  we 
have  labored,  born  into  the  kingdom  of  Him  whom  we 
love  to  serve.

We  adjourned  our  school  for  the  summer,  June  20, 
1896.  The  first  of  September  found  us  ready  to  begin 
work  again  in  earnest.  The  parents  of  the  boys  and 
girls  were  somewhat  slow  in  sending  at  first ;  seemingly 
very  anxious  to  keep  the  children  with  them  as  long  as 
possible.  Glancing  over  the  past  few  months  I  ask  myself 
what  have  I  done  ?  Little  compared  with  what  I  have  de- 
sired to  do  ;  still  I  feel  much  pleased  and  often  gratified 
to  see  the  improvement  of  the  Indian  children  under 
our  care.  The  children  are  required  to  use  the  English 
language  exclusively  ;  as  a  result  they  do  remarkably 
well  in  English.  Even  those  who  have  been  in  school 
but  one  year  do  quite  well. 

Early  in  May  the  school  was  visited  by  a  slight  form 
of  la  g^ppe.  By  dint  of  the  close  care  on  part  of  all 
concerned  they  soon  recovered. 

On  May  28  and  29  a  literary  programme  was  given 
on  the  part  of  all  the  schools  on  the  reservation  at  the 
agency.  Each  school  prepared  its  own  programme, 
and  on  May  30,  Memorial  exercises  were  observed. 
Your  school  at  Anadarko  received  honorable  mention 
from  the  judges. 

All  the  legal  holidays  have  been  observed  in  their 
turn.  Children  have  done  credit  to  themselves  and 
workers  at  such  times.  During  the  vacation  we  lost 
one  of  our  pupils  by  death, —  a  bright,  promising,  young 
boy  before  his  illness.  We  found  it  impossible  to  do 
any  visiting  in  the  camps  unless  we  borrowed  a  rig,  so 
at  personal  expense,  Mrs.  Rulison  and  I  purchased  a 
pair  of  horses  and  a  buggy,  which  have  enabled  us 
to  make  visits  from  time  to  time.     Owing  to  long  dis- 
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tances  and  scattered  location  of  camps,  but  few  visits 
can  be  made  on  a  trip.  The  work  is  beset  by 
difficulties.  We  are  without  an  interpreter;  even 
women  who  understand  English  are  shy.  The  most  we 
can  do  in  the  homes  is  to  show  ourselves  friendly,  and 
minister  to  the  needs  of  the  sick.  Misery,  distress,  and 
destitution  we  often  behold.  The  work  with  children 
is  a  delight,  and  one  would  think  there  was  no  doubt  of 
the  influence  of  those  who  attend  school.  We  feel 
much  concerned  over  the  many  who,  as  they  return 
home  from  the  various  schools  drift  back  into  the 
blanket  and  savage  life  again,  thus  becoming  a  hind- 
rance rather  than  a  help  to  their  people. 

Sabbath  school  and  chapel  exercises  have  been  regu- 
larly held.  We  extend  our  grateful  appreciation  for 
the  kindly  aid  given  us  in  our  work  among  this  helpless 
people. 

Though  we  cannot  come  rejoicing,  bringing  in  the 
sheaves,  still  we  hope  of  the  faithful  seed  sown  and 
prayers  offered  that  a  liar\'est  ma^-  be  gathered  for  the 
Master.

The  month  of  March  has  opened  so  warm  and  bright 
that  these  last  days  of  the  month  find  our  school  re- 
duced from  eighty  pupils  to  just  one-half  that  number. 
The  larger  ones  are  helping  do  the  spring  work,  and  the 
little  ones,  even,  are  called  into  service  for  a  few  days  at 
work  thev  can  do. 

Probably  all  of  Mr.  Rishel's  pupils  will  be  out  by  the 
first  of  April,  but  I  expect  to  have  at  least  thirty,  out

of  my  forty-five,  until  the  last  of  May,  unless  it  should 
be  very  warm. 

The  school  work  has  been  very  encx)uraging  this  year. 
From  those  whose  fair  skin  and  handsome  features  show 
a  purer  Castilian  strain  of  blood,  to  those  who  have  the 
high  cheek-bones  showing  a  trace  of  Indian,  or  those 
who  have  the  dusky  hue  and  thick  features  of  Africa's 
sons  and  daughters,  these  Mexican  children  have  shown 
the  deepest  interest  in  school  and  gospel-  services.  We 
wish  the  readers  of  this  paper  might  step  into  our  Sab- 
bath and  Wednesday  evening  services  and  judge  for 
yourselves  what  the  possible  fruit  of  this  seed  sowing 
may  be  in  the  far-off  future,  perhaps. 

We  have  had  no  sewing-school  this  year,  as  the 
mothers  are  generally  capable  in  that  line  and  wish 
their  children  to  study  books.  But  the  dark  side  is 
plainly  visible. 

Every  Sabbath  they  listen  to  the  plain  gospel  truths, 
then  they  go  home  and  in  a  few  moments  go  to  the  plaza 
and  engage  in  a  cock-fight.  They  bet  on  which  cock 
shall  win,  see  one  or  both  of  the  poor  creatures  killed, 
and  go  home  happy,  and  seemingly  satisfied.  Having 
ears  to  hear,  will  they  ever  heed  God's  word  ?

Though  rather  late,  owing  to  having  had  so  much  to 
do  lately,  with  much  pleasure  I  answer  your  letter  to-day 
in  which  you  express  some  noble  wishes,  as,  about  the 
people,  our  church,  and  the  school  here,  and  I  will  do 
the  best  I  know  how  to  comply,  telling  you  something 
about  them,  being  well  aware  that  your  presence  here 
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for  some  days  would  be  more  useful  perhaps  than  we 
could  imagine,  and  would  leave  us  very  pleasant  remem- 
brance.    May  the  Lord  grant  you  your  purpose. 

The  generality  of  people  in  our  fatherland  are  very  pe- 
culiar in  their  customs,  notwithstanding  the  great  influ- 
ence at  one  time  possessed  by  the  Spaniards  over  every 
circumstance  of  the  life  of  our  forefathers.  They  are 
very  fond  of  the  country  ;  for  which  reason,  at  longer  or 
shorter  distances  from  the  cities,  are  to  be  found  small  or 
large  farms  (mostly)  of  humble  appearance  it  is  true, 
but  furnishing  the  traveller  wnth  much  to  delight  him 
because  of  the  frank  and  friendly  reception  accorded  by 
the  inhabitants,  and  by  the  choice  air  breathed  in  such 
places  of  expansion  and  entertainment  for  people  accus- 
tomed to  a  sedentary  life  and  a  very  narrow  horizon. 

The  love  for  education,  which  at  one  time  seemed  to 
exist  only  among  the  most  privileged  classes,  has  devel- 
oped its  beneficent  influence,  taking  hold  of  the  hearts 
of  the  humblest,  and  rescuing  from  the  depth  of  igno- 
rance a  multitude  of  unfortunates  who  knew  nothing 
about  themselves. 

The  preaching  of  the  word  of  God  seems  to  have  done 
wonders  in  different  parts  of  the  Republic,  owing  to  the 
peculiar  character  of  our  race,  and  still  more  to  the 
abounding  blessings  with  which  the  Eternal  seems  to 
have  favored  our  soil.  Yet,  in  some  parts,  fanaticism 
upholds  unflinchingly  its  black  flag  of  other  times.  Let 
us  always  pray  to  the  Lord  that  this  darkness  may  soon 
vanish,  and  the  bright  beams  of  the  Gospel  shine  every- 
where in  the  hearts  that  are  now  the  dwelling-place  of 
Satan. 

They  love  music,  and  give  themselves  up  to  the  exer- 
cise suggested  by  its  rhythmic  flow,  dancing  sometimes

whole  days  and  nights,  either  at  their  neighbor's  houses, 
in  their  courts  and  porticoes,  or  out  open  to  the  weather, 
—  to  strengthen  their  physical  constitutions,  so  they  say, 
and  restore  due  equilibrium  to  all  the  faculties  of  their 
minds.  The  country  people  in  these  far-off  regions  give 
themselves  to  different  and  very  diversified  occupations 
distributed  among  the  members  of  their  families  ;  thus, 
while  the  husband  takes  care  of  the  flock  or  cultivates 
the  soil,  giving  to  it  the  elements  of  rich  production,  the 
wife  prepares  the  food,  the  daughters  make  cheese,  and 
the  smaller  ones  sweep  the  wide  yards  that  surround 
their  humble  dwellings. 

Not  so  in  the  larger  cities ;  for  they  who  live  there 
are,  many  of  them,  very  wealthy,  caring  to  do  little  or 
no  daily  labor,  which  they  leave  to  serv^ants  well  or 
otherwise  remunerated ;  the  children  go  to  school  morn- 
ing and  evening,  or  the  daughters  study  music  at  home, 
constantly  practising  on  the  piano  what  they  have  learned, 
till  they  execute  the  finest  pieces  with  great  skill. 

But  enough  of  descriptions  ;  I  will  now  only  tell  you 
something  of  our  school  and  church  in  this  place.  The 
former  began  its  session  as  usual  on  the  2d  of  Jauuar>', 
enrolling  on  that  day  27  girls  and  7  boys,  and  the  pres- 
ent number  is  67  girls  and  27  boys,  being  in  all  94 
scholars. 

About  one-fourth  of  them  are  children  of  members  of 
our  church  ;  the  others  belong  to  families  which,  if  not 
ianatical,  do  not  yet  accept  the  precious  maxims  of  the 
Oospel  inspired  by  our  blessed  and  divine  Saviour.  The 
school-labors  each  day  begin  with  the  religious  practices 
which  we  have  always  observed,  —  reading  the  Bible, 
singing  hymns,  and  prayer,  influencing  the  children  from 
their  earliest  years  to  receive  in  their  hearts  the  only 
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Advocate  with  the  Father,  being  able  to  say  that  some 
of  the  oldest  girls  have  now  made  their  confession  of 
faith,  receiving  the  baptismal  waters  as  a  sign  of  obedi- 
ence to  the  Holy  Word  of  the  Lord. 

The  church,  organized  and  worthily  directed  for  some 
years  by  Bro.  T.  M.  Westrup,  the  first,  if  I  am  not  mis- 
taken, to  bring  to  Mexico  the  message  of  salvation,  and 
who  has  given  full  proofs  of  steadfastness  in  Gospel 
work,  numbers  more  than  200  members,  who  labor  for 
the  great  cause  in  spite  of  the  obstacles  often  placed  in 
the  way  bv  Satan  :  but  we  do  not  faint  for  one  instant, 
knowing  of  the  infinite  love  of  Jehovah  towards  sinners 
who,  like  the  publican,  humbly  draw  near  to  him  and 
confess  :  **  Lord,  be  merciful  to  me,  a  sinner.*' 

Year  after  year  are  being  gathered  in  the  fruits  of  the 
good  seed  sown  in  hearts  in  other  days ;  the  children  of 
the  first  believers  in  the  Gospel  in  our  fatherland  confes- 
sing Christ,  and  also  stangers  to  it  daily  are  offered  the 
maxims  of  Redemption  and  Eternal  Life.

In  looking  back  over  the  school  year  just  now  ending, 
one  day,  with  few  exceptions,  seems  very  much  like 
another.  We  always  have  a  few,  and  often  many,  days 
of  extreme  heat  during  the  months  of  May  and  June. 
Usually  it  requires  a  strong  will  and  a  decided  effort  to 
get  through  these  months  without  a  complete   break- 
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down  ;  but  last  year  the  boys  and  I  decided  to  hold  the 
school  till  the  sixth  of  July,  in  order  to  make  the  closing 
exercises  come  on  mother's  seventy-eighth  birthday. 
She  forgot  her  birthday,  as  she  usually  does,  and  ad- 
vised me  to  close  the  school,  often  saying  she  feared  I 
would  get  down  sick.    She  sat  on  the  front  porch  nearly 
all  the  afternoon  of  the  sixth,  trying  to  get  any  breeze 
that  might  come,  thus  affording  us  a  fine  opportunity 
to  carry  out  our  plans.      At  5  P.  M.,  I  spread  a  small 
table  near  mother,  and  served  bread,  butter,  cake,  ice- 
cream, and  strawberries.     While  we  ate  and  talked,  the 
paper  carrier,  a  small  boy,  came  bringing  the  evening 
paper.     I  could  not  help  but  give  him  the  pleasure  of 
an  invitation  to  eat,  and  when,  by  a  little  tact,  he  was 
made  to  forget  that  he  did  not  have  on  his  best  clothes, 
he  enjoyed  himself  thoroughly.     Soon  after  supper,  a 
Chinese  lady  came,  bringing  some  fruit  to  mother,  and 
wishing  her  a  **  happy  birthday." 

Several  Chinese  children  came  also,  and  they  and 
little  Lota  played  in  the  yard,  until  presently  all  the 
grown  pupils  came.  We  then  managed  to  get  mother 
to  leave  the  porch  and  come  into  the  parlor.  Our  ex- 
ercises began  at  once.  We  sang  an  old  hymn,  a  favor- 
ite of  mother's  ;  the  pupils  each  recited  a  piece ;  the 
children  sang  ;  I  read  a  selection  ;  Lota,  who  had  been 
taking  music  lessons  only  a  few  weeks,  played  one  of 
her  exercises,  and  then  we  had  a  season  of  prayer.  We 
returned  to  the  porch  and  served  ice-cream  and  cake  to 
all,  making  the  evening  as  pleasant  as  we  could  for  each 
one. 

The  boys  who  worked  near  town  returned  each  Sun- 
day, and  we  were  able  to  continue  our  Sunday  class 
throughout  the  summer.      We  did  very  little  visiting 
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duriug  the  hot  months.  On  October  i,  our  regular 
school  work  began,  and  the  same  day  little  Goldie  ar- 
rived from  San  Francisco  for  a  visit.  She  remained  two 
months,  and  was  in  the  day  school  with  the  other  little 
ones  regularly.  When  I  remember  she  is  not  in  her 
home  with  her  parents,  but  with  another  heathen  family, 
my  heart  aches  to  think  I  cannot  get  her.  I  went  to 
San  Franciso  on  Christmas  in  her  behalf,  but  it  seems 
that  I  accomplished  nothing. 

Several  of  my  women  attended  a  missionary  meeting 
at  our  church  in  October.  I  have  taken  the  children  to 
such  meetings  several  times.  The  Christmas  entertain- 
ment given  by  the  school  was  on  a  small  scale,  but 
proved  quite  interesting  to  a  few  strange  visitors.  Our 
offering  at  that  time  amounted  to  $5.30,  which  we  sent 
to  the  A.  B.  H.  M.  Society. 

January  31st  was  the  last  day  of  the  Chinese  year. 
The  Gospel  meeting  held  in  the  school  room  that  even- 
ing was  of  unusual  interest.  Only  eleven  boys  were 
present,  but  each  one  had  something  to  say  in  favor  of 
the  Gospel  of  Christ,  and  when  I  proposed  a  season  of 
prayer,  giving  any  who  wished  to  pray  an  opportunity 
of  doing  so,  one  followed  another,  until  ever>'  voice  had 
been  heard  in  prayer.  By  my  faith,  I  heard  the  angels 
rejoicing.  Nearly  all  of  those  pupils  are  now  off  at 
work,  and  another  set  have  taken  their  places. 

Februar}'  2 2d  I  sat  in  the  schoolroom  wondering  why 
the  little  ones  did  not  come,  for  not  a  child  came.  The 
next  day,  when  I  asked  the  cause  of  their  absence, 
they  replied,  "  We  thought  you  would  have  no  school, 
it  being  a  great  day."  Later,  when  I  mentioned  it  to 
their  mothers,  I  learned  that  the  children  had  left  home 
as  usual  for  school,  and  had  returned  at  the  usual  time. 
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They  spent  the  time  playing,  having  such  a  nice  ex- 
cuse for  me,  and  never  thinking  their  parents  would 
know.  But  these  little  ones  take  in  a  good  deal  of 
truth.  Seeds  have  fallen  into  their  young  hearts  that 
will  not  be  easily  taken  away.  It  is  very  sweet  to  hear 
them  say  that  every  time  they  become  frightened,  if  they 
can  think  quickly  to  ask  Jesus,  they  get  comforted  at 
once.  Two  little  sisters  tell  me  how  they  pray  together 
after  they  are  in  bed. 

About  four  weeks  ago,  five  Chinese  women  came  to 
make  a  call.  One  of  them  was  a  Christian  woman  from 
San  Francisco  visiting  our  city.  The  call  turned  into  a 
prayer-meeting,  and  we  appointed  the  following  Tues- 
day for  another  meeting.  Imagine  our  joy,  when  twenty- 
seven  women  and  children  came.  Truly  the  Lord  has 
been  and  is  good  to  us  !  When  I  tried  to  get  the 
women  last  week  and  again  this  week  to  come,  they 
said  their  husbands  did  not  think  it  proper  for  them  to 
go  out  so  often.  Praise  His  name,  I  can  go  to  them, 
taking  His  word  with  me  !

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CHINESE  BAPTIST  MISSION,  BUTTE,  MONTANA.

When  I  sent  my  report  to  the  society  last  year,  it  was 
^th  a  determination  that,  if  possible,  much  greater  re- 
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suits  should  be  accomplished  for  the  Master,  a  larger 
field  worked  and  more  sheaves  gathered.  To-day,  as  I 
look  back  over  the  past,  it  is  not  all  we  could  have 
hoped,  but  we  feel  that  progress  has  been  made,  in 
many  respects  in  advance  of  the  past. 

The  number  of  Chinese  now  residing  in  Butte  is 
about  550.  Of  these  we  have  gathered  into  the  school, 
meetings,  or  both,  about  75. 

The  study  of  the  English  branches  is  continued  four 
evenings  each  week.  Besides  this,  considerable  work  is 
done  during  each  day  at  my  home.  The  attendance  de- 
pends very  much  upon  the  work  of  our  pupils.  Many 
of  our  men  work  hard  until  nine  o'clock  in  the  eve- 
ning, then  come  to  school  and  study  until  late  at  night. 
After  each  school  session  we  take  both  the  English  and 
Chinese  bibles  and  study  a  half  hour.  At  present  we 
are  studying  by  course,  in  Luke. 

The  prayer- meetings  each  Thursday  evening  are  in- 
teresting, and  well  attended.  The  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  now  numbers  17  members.  Their 
meetings  are  held  each  Sunday  evening.  The  leaders 
are  chosen  by  the  President  of  the  Society.  These 
meetings  are  made  very  precious  by  the  spirit's  pres- 
ence. Two  have  given  themselves  wholly  to  Christ,  we 
trust,  and  were  baptized  in  July.  Another  will  soon  be 
ready  for  baptism  as  soon  as  he  sees  the  way.  We 
have  now  twelve  names  on  the  church  book,  all  are 
faithful  workers.  Five  are  away  from  us,  three  in  their 
home  land,  and  from  reports  we  receive,  we  doubt  not 
that  they  are  doing  valiant  service.  One,  speaking  of 
work  he  is  doing  in  his  own  village  in  telling  the  women 
of  Jesus,  says,  *'  they  say,  good;  Jesus  very  good.  We 
will  worship  Jesus  and  the  joss,  too."     One  is  anxious 
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to  return  and  bring  with  him  young  men  and  boys  that 
they  may  learn,  and  he  writes,  '*  maybe  they  will  find 
Jesus,  too." 

It  seems  hard  for  some  to  grasp  the  promises,  and  we 
find  the  same  difficulties  to  surmount  in  these  hearts  as 
in  others.  In  endeavoring  to  lead  one  into  the  light,  I 
said,  **  just  give  Jesus  that  heart  and  ask  Him  to  clean 
it.*'  **  I  have,'*  he  answered,  '*  but  he  won't  take  it.** 
So  many  fear  that  they  **  can*t  stand,"  as  they  term  it. 
In  one  of  the  homes  we  have  hung  bleached  muslin 
on  the  wall,  about  three  feet  square,  and  printed  songs 
on  it.  The  mother  and  little  girl  are  learning  to  sing, 
and  take  great  pleasure  in  it.  A  little  son  has  come  to 
this  home,  and  already  the  father  has  given  him  to  the 
Lord.  He  says,  **  him  Gong  is  going  to  tell  the  heathen 
of  Jesus,  by  and  by.** 

We  have  paid  rent  of  $15  per  month  on  our  Mission  ; 
bought  an  organ  for  $50,  besides  giving  to  the  church 
and  Sabbath  school  expenses.  We  have  also  sent  $19 
to  China  for  bibles  and  tracts  to  be  used  there,  and 
some  for  other  missionary  purposes,  besides  assisting  in 
the  support  of  three  missionaries.  We  have  made  93 
calls;  have  had  139  special  religious  conversations  with 
the  students. 

At  times  the  boycott  run  on  the  Chinese  by  the  union 
labor  organizations  has  brought  discouragements,  but 
the  Lord  has  been  with  us,  and  led  us  ever  through  the 
darkness  of  trials  as  in  our  more  pleasant  times  of  work. 
Several  who  had  never  looked  upon  us  as  friends  pre- 
viously, have  now  come  into  the  school  and  become  in- 
terested in  the  gospel,  while  our  old  scholars  have  not 
had  to  leave  for  other  cities  in  search  of  employment. 
Although   the  need  of  work   is  great   among   these 
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people,  it  is  by  no  means  all  that  is  to  be  done.     Butte 

is  a  city  of  45,000  people  and  a  large  proportion  of  these 

are  foreigners,  coming  to  us  with  no  knowledge  of  the 

way  of  life.    This  is  an  open  door  for  work  ;  and  we  hope 

to  be  able  to  spare  some  time  from  other  duties,  in  the 

near  future,  that  we  may  accomplish  something  of  good 

in  this  line  also.

No  remarkable  events  are  to  be  reported  in  the  work 
of  the  Morning  Star  Mission.  The  year  has  been  one 
of  steady,  hard  work  against  heavy  odds,  and  the  seed 

has  been  quietly  sown. 

Brother  Fung  Mow  was  taken  seriously  ill  during 
the  summer,  and  for  the  last  seven  months  has  been 
in  the  mountains  with  his  family.  From  week  to  week 
the  pulpit  has  been  supplied  by  Christian  men,  and  the 
attendance  has  been  quite  up  to  the  usual  standard. 

We  have,  however,  missed  the  earnest  hand  to  hand 
work  that  was  done  through  the  week  by  Mr.  Fung  as 
he  visited  among  the  laundr>'men. 

There  have  been  two  baptisms  during  the  year,  and 
a  few  others  have  expressed  a  desire  to  become  Chris- 
tians. The  effect  of  the  gospel  truths  upon  the  younger 
boys  is  quite  marked. 

The  attendance  at  the  preaching  ser\uce  has  averaged 
60 ;  at  the  Sunday  school,  80,  and  frequently  for  the 
last  few  months  numbering  more  than  100.  At  the 
English  night-school  the  attendance  averages  16. 

In  May,  1896,  a  dispensary  was  opened  in  connection 
with  the  work.     During  the  year  about  490  cases  have 
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been  treated.  Considering  the  strong  prejudice  in  the 
minds  of  the  Chinese  against  American  doctors  and 
their  treatment,  this  is  very  satisfactory. 

On  Nov.  I,  1896,  the  work  among  the  Italian  chil- 
dren, which  we  had  carried  on  for  some  time,  was  dis- 
continued because  of  the  deficiency  in  our  treasury. 
The  work  was,  however,  taken  up  by  another  society, 
and  the  children  have  not  been  left  to  run  the  streets. 

The  teaching  among  the  Chinese  women  is  practically 
at  a  stand-still,  an  occasional  call  being  all  that  is  pos- 
sible, as  our  force  of  workers  is  reduced.  What  is 
needed  is  a  Christian  woman  who  speaks  Chinese,  to 
instruct  them  and  to  give  them  the  truths  of  the  Gospel. 
We  can  never  expect  to  see  their  lives  as  free  from  re- 
straint as  the  lives  of  our  American  sisters  ;  they  do  not 
need  our  language  nor  our  customs,  but  they  do  need 
Christ ;  can  we  not  give  Him  to  them  ?

OUR  PAPER  MISSION. 

The  Superintendent  of  our  Paper  Mission  wishes  she 
might  personally  meet  the  friends  from  whom  she  has 
received  such  cordial  aid  and  such  words  of  cheer  by 
the  way.  She  would  like,  if  she  could,  to  bring  extracts 
from  many  letters  which  might  show,  better  than  mere 
statements,  the  character  of  the  work  done. 

It  is  the  same  story  from  some  sections,  of  destitution 
and  the  utter  lack  of  good  reading.  A  pastor  from  a 
church  in  Wisconsin  says  that  he  knows  of  no  family 
in  the  whole  town  taking  a  religious  paper,  save  his 
own. 

A  pastor's  wife  in  North  Dakota  says  :  '*  This  church 
has  fifty-five  members;  but  oh,  could  I  describe  to  you 
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eastern  friends  the  condition  in  which  some  of  them 
live !  Poverty  and  misery  on  every  hand,  — some  of  them 
living  in  miserable  huts.  Several  children  have  been 
kept  at  home  from  Sunday  school  through  the  winter 
and  spring  for  lack  of  clothes  merely  to  protect  their 
bodies."  To  such  as  these  our  papers  come  with  their 
ennobling  influence,  and  hearts  and  lives  must  be  the 
better.  From  such  we  may  not  expect  the  grateful 
response  which  it  is  pleasant  to  receive,  yet  let  it  be 
borne  in  mind  that  ours  is  really  a  mission  work,  and  let 
us  gladly  sow  beside  just  such  waters.  And  if  the 
knowledge  conies  to  us  (as  during  the  past  year)  of 
07ie  soul  born  into  the  Kingdom  through  this  means, 
shall  not  our  hearts  sing  for  joy  while  we  feel  sure 
others  are  being  blessed  of  whom  we  do  not  know  ? 

Although  many  are  in  this  sad  state  of  need,  many 
more  as  intelligent  and  refined  as  ourselves  are  glad  to 
receive  the  papers  and  magazines  for  which  they  cannot 
subscribe.  The  point  should  be  particularly  noticed 
that  all  that  are  sent  should  be  perfectly  clean  and 
whole,  and  of  reasonably  recent  date. 

I  quote  for  our  warning  from  the  letter  of  one  of 
our  general  superintendents  of  missions  :  **  One  brother 
sends  a  large  package  of  Baptist  Teachers  and  Quarter- 
lies of  somewhat  ancient  date  —  utterly  useless.  An- 
other sends  in  a  box  of  books  altogether  out  of  date,  and 
even  old  almanacs." 

Singing  books  and  Sunday  school  librar>'  books  have 
supplied  some  very  serious  needs  and  others  are  still 
wanted.  One  minister  asks  for  the  Homiletic  Revic'v, 
During  the  three  years  of  the  present  superintendent's 
work,  some  seventv-five  Sunday  schools  and  650  indi- 
viduals have  been  supplied  with  papers.     But  as  quan- 
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tities  have  been  sent  to  many  of  these  for  distribution, 
and  oftentimes  papers  sent  to  different  ones  are  passed 
on,  that  number  should  be  multiplied. 

During  the  past  year  over  550  communications  have 
been  written  and  128  new  contributors  added  to  the  list.

CONSTITUTION  FOR  UNION  AUXILIARIES. 


The  following  constitution  is  used  in  many  Union 'Societies, 
and  is  approved  by  the  Woman *s  American  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sion Society,  510  Tremont  Temple,  Boston,  Mass. : 

Artici,i$  I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  Baptist  Chnrch. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  aid  The  Wo- 
man's Baptist  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  the  Woman's 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  in  the  work  presented 
by  their  respective  constitutions. 

Art.  III.  Any  one  who  contributes,  yearly,  more  or  less  to- 
its  work,  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Society.  Any* 
one  contributing  one  dollar  per  year,  designated  to  Poreigna 
Missions,  will  thereby  become  a  member  of  The  WomaifM 
Baptist  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Any  one  contribnting  ^ 
like  sum  to  Home  Missions  will  thereby  become  a  member  OE* 
The  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society;  anja 
one  contributing  the  sum  of  {25  becomes  a  life-member  of  either 
Society. 

Art.  IV.  Its  officers  shall  be  President,  Vice-President,  Sec= 
retary,  Treasurer,  and  Solicitors,  performing  the  duties  usually 
assigned  to  such  officers. 

Art.  V.  All  moneys  raised  by  the  Society  shall  be  pai-« 
over  by  the  Treasurer  to  either  or  both  of  the  ueneral  Societies 
as  specified  by  the  contributors.  When  collections  are  takec= 
or  gifts  are  undesignated,  they  shall  be  paid  into  the  treaanr"" 
of  either  or  both  of  the  General  Societies  by  vote  of  the  meiiK: 
bers  present  at  a  regular  meeting,  notice  having  been  given  ^ 
the  previous  meeting  that  such  actions  would  be  taken. 

Art.  VI.    This  Society  shall  hold  its  annual  and  regul.^ 
monthly  meetings  at  such  time  as  shall  be  decided  upon-  by 
majority  of  the  members.     A  special  meeting  may  be  held   0 
any  time,  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  a  majority  of  t%i< 
members. 


BY-I.AWS  FOR  THE   SOCIETY. 


Article  I.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Wo- 
man's  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  It  shall  be 
codperative  with  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society. 

Art.  II.  Any  woman  can  become  an  annual  member  of  this 
Society  by  contributing  one  dollar  a  year  to  its  funds,  and  a  life 
member  by  a  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  any  one  time. 

Art.  III.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  evangeli- 
zation and  edacation  of  women  and  children  among  freed- 
pcople,  the  Indians,  and  immigrants.  This  work  shall  be 
accomplished  by  the  employment  of  teachers,  missionaries,  and 
Bible  readers.  The  Society  shall  extend  its  work,  from  time  to 
time,  into  such  portions  of  North  America,  and  among  such 
people,  as  shall  be  thought  advisable. 

Art.  IV.  The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
<lent,  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
"X^reasnrer,  and  Clerk,  also  an  Executive  Committee  of  nf- 
^een,  elected  in  classes  of  five  each,  to  serve  for  one,  two,  and 
tliree  years  respectively.  The  President,  Vice-President,  Cor- 
X'csponding  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  ex  officio.  Seven  members  shall  form  a 
c^uorum.  These  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
xneeting,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

Art.  V.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  those  usually  per- 
formed by  such  ofncers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  devise  the  means,  and  select  the  agents  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  and  to  make  full 
report  of  their  proceedings  at  the  annual  meeting.  It  shall  have 
TOwer  to  appoint  its  own  meetings,  elect  its  own  Chairman, 
Clerk,  and  Auditor,  enact  its  own  by-laws,  and  fill  all  vacancies 
^rhich  may  occur  in  its  own  body,  or  in  the  other  offices  of  the 
Society  during  the  year. 

Art.  VI.  The  church  branches  of  each  State,  represented  by 
the  Society,  shall  together  nominate  one  or  more  State  Vice- 
Presidents,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  State  Vice-President  to  have 
a  general  oversight  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  her  own  State, 
&nd  to  report  as  often  as  necessary  to  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society. 

Art.  VII.  This  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  VIII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended, 
^y  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 
meeting,  provided  notice  has  been  given  in  denominational 
papers,  by  one  insertion  at  least,  two  weeks  previous  to  the 
meeting. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  BOARD. 


Articlb  I.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  This  order 
shall  be  held  subject  to  necessary  change,  as  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Secretary.  A  special  meeting  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  Secretary,  or  at  the  written  request  of  three  mem- 
bers. 

Art.  II.  Every  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  opened  by 
the  reading  of  Scripture  and  prayer. 

Art.  III.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  annually  one 
of  its  members  to  serve  as  Chairman. 

Art.  IV.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  all  the 
business  transacted  by  the  Board  ;  and  the  record  of  each  meet- 
ing shall  be  read  at  the  next  following  meeting,  and  when  ap- 
proved shall  be  signed  by  the  Clerk.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  the  Clerk  to  send  to  the  members  of  the  Board  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  each  meeting. 

Art.  V.  All  remarks  made  by  members  of  the  Board  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Chair. 

Art.  VI.  No  motion  which  is  not  passed  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  record,  unless  ordered  by  the  Board. 

Art.  VII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chaii 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Art.  VIII.  The  standing  committee  of  the  Board  shall  ba 
the  Advisory,  Finance,  Leaflet,  and  Echo  committees. 

a.  The  work  of  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  to  conside 
all  matters  of  business  which  may  be  brought  before  them  b^ 
the  Secretary,  and  to  present  recommendation  thereon  to  th 
Board. 

b.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervisio ' 
of  the  finances,  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  being  at  all  tim^ 
open  to  their  inspection,  and  shall  present  recommendations  i 
regard  to  the  investment  of  funds. 

c.  The  Leaflet  Committee  shall  provide  for  the  printing  « 
new  leaflets  and  for  the  purchase  of  literature  from  other  soci« 
ties.  They  shall  also  prepare  for  the  Echo  a  list  of  public  - 
tions  adopted  by  the  committee. 

d.  The  Echo  Committee  shall  have  a  general  oversight  - 
the  interest  of  the  Ficho,  with  special  reference  to  the  extensicr 
of  its  circulation. 


Art.  IX.  If  any  member  shall  be  absent  from  three  regular 
meetings  without  sending  any  message,  her  place  shall  be  con- 
sidered vacant,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  elect 
aoother  person. 

Art.  X.  These  By-Laws  may  be  added  to  or  amended  at  any 
r^lar  meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  notice  of  the  proposed  addition  or  amendment 
having  been  given  at  a  previous  meeeting. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXIUARY  SOCIETIES. 


Artici«b  I.    This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  American  Baptist   Home    Mission 
Society. 

Art.  II.  Its  object  shall  be  to  cultivate  a  missionary  spirit  in 
this  church,  and  aid  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sion Society  in  its  work  of  educating  and  Christianizing  the 
dark  homes  of  our  country. 

Art.  III.  Its  officers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Art.  IV.  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Vice-President 
shall  be  those  usually  devolving  upon  such  officers. 

Art.  V.  Any  woman  may  become  an  annual  member  of  this 
Society  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar,  or  what  the  Lord  shall 
enable  her  to  give.  By  the  payment  of  one  dollar  to  this 
Society  she  becomes  an  annual  member  of  the  General  Society, 
and  a  life-member  by  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  any 
one  time. 

Art.  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and 
transmit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  American  Baptist 
Home  Mission  Society  all  moneys  designated  to  this  object,  and 
also  report  the  value  of  all  boxes  of  clothing  prepared  by  this 
branch. 

Art.  VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  the 
transactions  of  the  Branch,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Associa- 
tional  Director. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  MISSION  BANDS. 


Article  I.    This  Society  shall  be  called  auxiliary 

to  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Miaaion  Society. 

Art.  II.  Its  ob^'ect  shall  be  to  create  an  interest  in  Home 
Missions  in  the  minds  of  the  young. 

Art.  III.  Its  officers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Preaident, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer. 

Art.  IV.  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Vice-Preaident 
shall  be  to  preside  at  the  meetings  and  care  for  the  interests  of 
the  Society. 

Art.  V.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society 
by  signing  this  Pledge  for  Mission  Bands: 

"  Wishing  to  do  all  the  good  we  can  for  needy  children  of  the 
Freednien,  Indians,  Mormons,  etc.,  in  our  own  country,  we 
promise  to  hold  meetings  to  learn  all  we  can  about  them,  to 
work  for  them,  and,  if  possible,  to  giye  one  cent  a  week  into 
the  mission  box,  or  give  what  we  can." 

Art.  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  aend  all 
moneys  so  designated  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Ameri- 
can Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  and  to  report  the  value  of 
boxes  of  clothing  prepared.

THE  WORKERS'  MEETING. 


The  Workers*  Meeting  in  connection  with  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home 
Mission  Society  was  held  in  the  forenoon  of  May  4th, 
beginning  at  9.30  A.  M.  Mrs.  Whitman,  of  Providence, 
presided.     The  following  questions  were  discussed  : 

/.  Why  should  we  have  Missionary  Societies  f  Mrs. 
Harwood,  of  Newton,  suggested  that  without  them  we 
would  feel  that  we  were  in  a  measure  isolated,  each 
working  her  own  way  ;  while  with  them  we  were  workers 
together  for  the  same  blessed  end  ;  also  that  the  Circles 
are  such  an  inspiration  and  help  to  each  other,  and  that 
to  be  guided  by  one  Board  permits  more  to  be  accom- 
plished than  could  possibly  be  done  without  these 
Societies.  Mrs.  Whitman  suggested  that  in  union  is 
strength.  Mrs.  Safford,  of  Vermont,  said,  **  That  there 
may  be  an  increase  of  spiritual  strength."  Mrs.  Dew- 
hurst,  of  Connecticut,  said,  *'  We  should  have  them  be- 
cause we  want  something  definite  done,  which,  if  left 
to  the  Church  at  large,  would  not  be  accomplished." 

2,  Hindrances  to  our  Missionary    Work^  —  How  can 
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they  be  overcame  f  Mis.  Barle  said  that  inefficient  offi- 
cers are  a  great  hindrance,  and  might  be  overcome  by 
the  one  in  authority  pressing  them  so  hard  and  con- 
stantly with  work  that,  after  a  time,  they  would  either 
rouse  to  the  situation,  and  do  the  work,  or  resign. 
There  is  not  prayer  enough  for  our  work,  and  she 
suggested  that  a  few  who  would  pray  meet  a  few 
minutes  early  for  a  season  of  prayer  before  the  meet- 
ing opened.  Miss  Johnson  said  that  lack  of  interest 
in  individual  members  was  a  great  hindrance,  and 
could  in  a  measure  be  overcome  by  personal  work. 
Miss  McWhinnie,  of  Connecticut,  said  that  pastors 
take  it  for  granted  that  people  know  as  much  about 
the  work  as  they  do,  and  so  fail  to  give  sufficient  in- 
formation to  their  congregations  about  the  work  of  our 
Societies.  Mrs.  Harwood  suggested  that  it  would  be 
well  if  the  pastor  would  occasionally  allow  the  women 
of  the  Circle  to  arrange  a  programme  for  an  evening 
service,  making  it  as  bright  and  full  of  information  as 
possible,  and  then  the  pastor  preside. 

Mrs.  Hawley,  of  Vermont,  Mrs.  Whitman  and  Mrs. 
Hinds,  of  Rhode  Island,  Mrs.  Pamsworth,  of  Maine,  and 
others  spoke  on  this  point,  showing  that  this  is  being 
carried  out  in  many  churches  with  excellent  results,  as 
so  many  people  are  reached  that  would  never  hear 
of  the  work  in  any  other  way.  Mrs.  McKinney,  of 
Connecticut,  said  that  too  many  times  the  work  of  the 
Circle  is  left  to  the  President;  this  hinders  the  work, 
and  could  be  overcome  by  ever>'  member  feeling  that  she 
personally  had  a  work  to  do,  to  increase  the  members 
and  interest. 

J.  Diversion  of  money  from  the  treasury.  Mrs.  Wilson, 
of   Melrose,   said  she  had  a  very  simple  and  effective 
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remedy,  viz.:  to  have  an  article  in  the  Constitution  stat- 
ing that  all  monies  received  for  membership  fees  in  the 
Circle  shall  be  sent  to  the  treasury  of  the  Woman's 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  Miss  John- 
son said,  **  Educate  our  members  in  regard  to  the  work, 
and  they  will  not  wish  to  send  their  money  in  other 
channels." 

Mrs.  Reynolds  said,  ''  Instead  of  giving  on  impulse  as 
so  many  do,  plan  how  much  one  can  do,  and  give  it 
systematically,  and  all  would  be  well." 

4.  Haw  shaU  we  lead  our  young  ladies  to  work  for 
Home  Missions?  Miss  McWhinnie,  of  Connecticut,  told 
of  a  class  of  young  people  who  meet  one  evening  a  week 
to  study  Missions,  taking  one  subject  at  a  time  and 
studying  it  thoroughly  ;  after  this  knowledge  of  the 
work  is  gained  they  cannot  fail  to  work  and  pray  for 
Home  Missions.  The  idea  of  all  was,  that  in  their  meet- 
ings the  Home  Mission  Work  must  be  brought  before 
them  so  that  they  understand  about  it. 

5.  Is  there  anything  better  for  an  Association  than 
Basket  Meetings .^  to  keep  up  an  interest  in  Home  Mis- 
sions f  If  so,  what?  Mrs.  Famsworth,  of  Maine,  thought 
that  a  speaker  sent  among  the  churches  would  do  more 
good.  Mrs.  Bonney  wanted  both,  as  the  Basket  Meet- 
ings, she  said,  were  especially  of  workers,  where  they 
can  meet  together  and  get  help  and  enthusiasm  to  carry 
home  ;  but  the  speaker  was  needed  to  go  among  the 
churches,  to  reach  those  who  did  not  go'to  the  Basket 
Meetings. 

Mrs.  Brigham,  of  Cambridge,  favored  local  meetings, 
including  five  or  six  churches  instead  of  the  whole  As- 
sociation. A  large  number  of  ladies  spoke  on  this.  All 
but  one  or  two  favored  the  Basket  Meetings,  feeling  that 
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they  were  needed  by  the  workexB,  bat  all  feding  stnmglj 
that  to  gain  the  best  restilts  there  mtut  be  a  qieaker 
going  among  the  churches  to  interest  others. 

6,  Have  the  monikfy  envelop  mm  mdvmmieige  ever  the 
Mite  Boxes  f 

Several  ladies  reported  having  tried  the  envelopes 
with  good  results ;  others  said  with  them  they  did  not 
work  at  all  weU. 

Here  the  expense,  use,  and  kind  of  Mite  Boxes  were 
talked  about. 

Mrs.  McWhinnie  reported  that  the  colored  boxes  cost 
eighteen  cents  a  dozen,  and  the  white  ones  twelve  cents  a 
dozen,  and  suggested  that  if  they  are  given  away,  they 
should  be  used  for  the  extra  gifts  to  the  Society,  not  for  the 
regular  fees  which  would  come  any  way.  The  tricolored 
boxes  seemed  to  be  in  great  favor,  and  Mrs.  Bonney  re- 
ported some  new  ones  ready,  twice  as  large  as  the  little 
cribs,  and  designed  especially  for  the  women. 

7.  Would  it  be  better  to  give  each  Cirde  a  definite  work  f 
Could  it  apportion  a  certain  amount  towards  the  sal- 
ary of  one  of  our  teachers  f  Mrs.  Brackett,  of  Law- 
rence, thought  that  perhaps  the  Board  could  ask  a  cer- 
tain number  of  Circles  to  be  responsible  for  the  salary, 
for  one  year,  of  one  of  our  regular  teachers,  thus  divid- 
ing up  the  list,  so  that  those  Circles  could  write  to,  and 
hear  directly  from,  their  teacher  ;  after  a  year  they  could, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  exchange  their  teacher 
with  other  Circles,  thus  becoming  interested  especially 
in  hearing  from  and  praying  for  another  of  our  teachers. 
Her  idea  was  not  to  designate  their  money  to  any  teacher 
whom  they  should  choose,  but  only  that  the  Board  should 
apportion  for  them.  This  was  discussed  freely,  and  a 
good  many  thought  it  a  good  idea,  but  others  feared  it 
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might  lead  to  individuals  designating  for  themselves, 
and  so  hindering  the  work  of  the  Society.  Mrs.  Rey- 
nolds said  we  wanted  to  do  the  best  thing  to  educate 
the  people  for  Mission  Work,  not  only  for  now  but  for 
the  years  to  come.  Miss  Howard,  of  Connecticut,  said, 
'  •  Giving  for  special  objects  helps  people  to  pray  for 
them." 

The  meeting  closed  with  an  earnest  prayer  for  guid- 
ance as  to  the  best  ways  of  doing  God's  work,  voiced 
by  Mrs.  A.  B.  Coleman.

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THE  TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


That  the  prevailing  war  excitement  has  not  usurped 
the  whole  attention  of  our  New  England  women  was 
amply  demonstrated  by  their  presence  in  unprecedented 
numbers,  in  the  face,  too,  of  threatening  clouds  and  dis- 
couraging predictions  of  the  Weather  Bureau,  at  the 
session  of  the  Twentieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  May  4th  and 
5th,  1898.  The  ample  auditorium  of  the  Old  C^Linbridge 
Baptist  Church,  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  proved  none 
too  large  for  the  first  session  of  the  convention,  Wednes- 
day, May  4th,  at  2  p.  m.,  while,  in  the  evening,  a 
double  phalanx  of  chairs  in  the  aisles  became  a  neces- 
sity. The  total  absence  of  all  war  spirit  in  this  con- 
gress may  be  best  shown  perhaps  by  the  expression  of 
the  indefatigable  janitor,  who  declared,  in  response  to  ian 
expression  of  appreciation  of  his  cheerful  services  from 
one  of  the  oflScers,  **  Madam,  I  have  been  overwhelmed 
with  thanks." 

The  convention  was  oflScially  opened  Wednesday 
afternoon  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Alice  B.  Coleman, 
who  presided  throughout  the  meetings  with  ready  tact 
and  a  careful  eye  for  details  that  resulted  in  keeping  the 
program  moving  smoothly  and  rapidly.  After  Scripture 
reading  by  the  President,  and  prayer  by  the  Vice-Pres- 
ident, Mrs.  Anna  Sargent  Hunt,  of  Augusta,  Me.,  a 
gracious  and  cordial  welcome  to  the  church  and  city 
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was  extended  by  Mrs.  J.  V.  Garton,  wife  of  the  pastor 
of  the  Old  Cambridge  Baptist  Church. 

The  following  committees  were  appointed  by  the 
President :

J.  L.  Robinson,  Miss  Ethel  Powers. 

The  reports  of  thirteen  State  Vice-Presidents  showed, 
on  the  whole,  encouraging  advance  among  the  churches, 
both  in  interest  in  the  work  and  in  contributions  to  it. 
These  reports,  and  also  the  highly  encouraging  report 
of  the  Paper  Mission,  will  be  found  in  full  on  later  pages. 
Immediately  after  these  reports  of  the  results  of  another 
year's  efforts  to  increase  the  financial  support  of  the  So- 
ciety in  the  churches  came  very  appropriately  a  thought- 
ful paper,  entitled  **  Money  and  the  Kingdom,"  by  Mrs. 
Abby  Crippen,  of  Boston.  Mrs.  Crippen  did  not  rail  at 
Christians  for  their  niggardly  giving,  as  so  many  speak- 
ers on  this  topic  do,  but  quietly  and  sweetly,  yet  very 
earnestly,  pointed  out  first  the  great  gain  over  present 
conditions  that  would  result  if  even  the  standard  of  giv- 
ing under  the  law-tithing  were  obeyed  by  Baptist  Chris- 
tians, and  then  went  on  to  point  out  the  still  more  exact- 
ing requirements  under  grace,  as  stated  by  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  Himself,  bringing  out  clearly  the  great 
emphasis  that  Christ  laid  on  the  importance  of  money  in 
the  development  of  His  Kingdom. 

This  theoretical  exposition  of  the  value  of  money  in 
relation  to  the  Kingdom  was  reinforced  in  a  very  prac- 
tical way  by  Mrs.  Grace  Coleman  Lathrop,  of  Boston, 
who  gave  startling  instances  of  the  great  ignorance. 
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poverty,  and  suffering  still  prevailing  among  the  negroes 
of  the  South,  that  had  come  under  her  own  observation 
during  a  recent  visit  to  some  of  our  schools  in  the  South, 
and  then  threw  upon  this  dark  background  ' '  Flash- 
lights ' '  from  the  successful  efforts  of  some  of  the  schools 
supported  by  the  gifts  of  this  Society  to  train  young  col- 
ored men  and  women  to  lead  their  people  in  the  path 
of  industr>',  intelligence,  prosperity,  and  Christianity. 
"Our  part  in  helping  on  this  good  work,"  said  Miss 
Clothier,  of  Colorado  Springs,  Col,,  *'  is  to  interest 
the  women  of  the  churches  in  missions,  especially  the 
young  women.** 

An  attractive  exercise  was  presented,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Mrs.  Whittemore  and  Mrs.  Webber,  by  a  chorus 
of  seventy  children  and  seven  little  girls  in  costume, 
who  pleaded  for  more  missionaries  for  the  Italian,  Alas- 
kan, Chinese,  Indian,  Mexican,  Negro,  and  Roman 
Catholic  women  of  our  country.  Miss  Mary  L.  Howard, 
of  Hartford,  Conn.,  closed  the  session  with  a  clear  and 
simple  address  to  the  children,  based  on  the  stor>'  of  a 
shipwreck. 

The  evening  meeting  was  characterized  by  an  intensely 
patriotic  atmosphere  throughout.  Flags  and  bunting, 
maps  of  North  America  and  Alaska,  patriotic  mottoes, 
conveyed  the  message  of  the  night  to  the  eye,  while  the 
same  message  came  to  the  mind  and  heart  through  the 
ear  in  the  language  of  music  and  oratory.  The  key-note 
was  struck  by  the  skilful  organist,  Mr.  Taylor,  who  de- 
lighted the  audience  bj-  a  spirited  voluntary  of  patriotic 
airs ;  the  same  spirit  was  maintained  by  the  chorus  of 
3'oung  people  from  the  church,  which  sang  Eichberg's 
beautiful  and  stirring  anthem,  "  To  Thee,  O  Country," 
and  the  musical  climax  was  reached  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Wy- 
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man,  who  aroused  the  greatest  enthusiasm  by  his  strong, 
dramatic  rendering  of  **  Viva  V  America.'* 

The  interest  of  the  evening  centred  around  the  pres- 
ence of  three  full-blooded  Indians  from  Oklahoma  Ter- 
ritory,—  Lone- Wolf,  Chief  of  the  Kiowas ;  Buffalo  Meat, 
Chief  of  the  Cheyennes  ;  and  Samuel  A-Ha-Tone,  their 
interpreter,  a  full-blooded  Mexican  Indian.  They  were 
introduced  by  the  Rev.  N.  B.  Rairden,  General  Super- 
intendent of  Indian  and  Oklahoma  Territories  under  the 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  in  a  vigorous 
address,  in  which  he  outlined  the  marvellous  work  of 
grace  that  has  taken  place  among  the  Indians  of  Okla- 
homa Territory  during  the  last  four  years. 

Buffalo  Meat  was  for  twenty-four  years  the  leader  of 
the  Cheyennes  in  war,  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  United 
States  and  kept  in  chains  in  Florida  for  three  years, 
finally  pardoned,  and  was  converted  nine  months  ago. 
He  gave  an  account  of  his  conversion,  and  then  demon- 
strated the  genuineness  of  it  by  making  an  earnest  plea 
for  missionaries  for  his  old-time  enemies,  the  Arapahoes. 
Chief  Lone  Wolf  has  been  a  Christian  four  years.  He 
paid  a  delicate  compliment  to  the  ladies,  comparing 
them  to  two  vases  of  flowers  that  stood  beside  him.  He 
told  how  he  was  trying  to  walk  the  Jesus  road,  and 
begged  for  some  one  to  be  sent  to  open  the  Jesus  door 
to  the  Comanches  and  Apaches.  A-Ha-Tone  said  he  was 
no  great  war  chief,  only  **  poor  sinner.**  He  urged  the 
training  of  young  Indians,  who  could  give  the  people  the 
Gospel  in  their  own  tongue,  lamenting  that  the  good 
news  had  come  to  him  too  late  in  life  for  him  to  do  this 
work.  These  testimonies  made  a  profound  impression 
on  the  audience.  I  venture  to  say  that  no  one  there  will 
ever  say  that  **  the  only  good  Indian  is  a  dead  Indian." 
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The  effect  produced  by  the  presence  and  words  of  these 
Christian  Indians  was  skilfully  used  by  the  Rev.  Geo. 
B.  Gutterson,  Secretary  of  the  American  Missionary  As- 
sociation, in  a  magnificent  address  on  "  Liberty  and  its 
Obligations.''  He  declared  that  the  fact  that  these 
people  have  been  face  to  face  with  us  for  three  centuries, 
and  are  still  unable  to  read  the  King  James  version  of 
the  Bible,  or  sing  America,  and  that,  too,  in  a  land  un- 
surpassed in  the  number  of  printing-presses,  schools, 
wealth,  and  piety,  forces  us  to  confess  that,  like  Spain, 
we  have  been  face  to  face  with  a  weaker  people  and  have 

« 

not  done  our  duty  to  them.  In  breaking  the  shackles 
of  the  negro  and  the  Cuban  we  make  them  only  freedmen. 
We  must  follow  the  cannon  with  the  Truth  that  shall 
make  them  free  men. 

After  an  early  prayer-meeting,  led  by  Mrs.  Swett,  of 
Cambridge,  the  Thursday  morning  session  was  devoted 
to  matters  of  business  and  the  observance  of  the 
twentieth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Society. 
The  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treas- 
urer, and  the  Superintendent  of  Alaska,  which  are 
given  in  full  further  on  in  this  Report,  were  of  unusual 
interest,  and  are  well  worth  careful  reading.  The  Dox- 
ology  was  fittingly  sung  at  their  close,  to  give  expression 
to  the  feelings  they  aroused  in  every  heart. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  message  of 
love  and  sympathy  to  that  venerable  saint  and  ardent 
supporter  of  Home  Missions,  Rev.  Dr.  Howe,  of  Cam- 
bridge, who  was  prevented  by  advanced  age  and  illness 
from  attending  the  convention. 

•*  Home  Mission  Memories  "  of  the  past  twenty  years 
were  tenderly  reviewed  by  Mrs.  Andrew  Pollard,  of 
New  York,  who  was  for  many  years  both  Secretary  and 
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Treasurer  of  the  Society.  A  more  detailed  account  of 
the  growth  of  the  work,  and  the  changes  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  workers  was  well  given  by  Mrs.  Anna 
Sargent  Hunt,  who  has  been  Vice-President  of  the 
Society  since  1883.  These  interesting  retrospects  were 
balanced  by  a  bright,  breezy,  enthusiastic  '  *  Look 
Beyond ''  by  Mrs.  G.  D.  B.  Pepper,  of  Waterville,  Me. 
•*  The  past  at  least  is  secure,'*  said  she,  **  and  the  future 
is  no  less  secure,  because  of  what  we  are,  where  we  are, 
and  whose  we  are." 

At  the  opening  of  the  last  meeting,  Thursday  after- 
noon, the  reports  of  the  various  committees  were 
received.  The  Committee  on  Enrolment,  Miss  Edith 
Chase,  Chairman,  reported  a  total  enrolment  of  five 
hundred  and  fifty-eight.  The  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions, Mrs.  G.  D.  B.  Pepper,  Chairman,  presented  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved y  That  thanks  are  due  to  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  this  chnrch,  also  the  societies  of  the  First  Baptist 
Chnrch,    the    North    Cambridge,    Broadway,    Immanuel,    and 
Inman  Square  Churches,  for  their  cordial  welcome  and  graceful 
hospitality;   also  to  the   ushers   for   their   faithful    and   con- 
siderate service,  to  the  children  and  their  leaders   for  their 
delightful  and  entertaining  exercise,   and  to  all  others  who, 
with  them,  have  rendered  our  meeting  here  an  inspiration  and 
a  blessing.    We  would  also  record  our  gratitude  to  the  Electric 
Railway  Company  for  their  courtesies. 
Resolved^  That  we  express  our  gratitude  to  the  women  of  the 
I    Baptist  churches  of  New  England  for  the  prayers,  sympathy, 
&nd  money  which  they  have  given  to  the  Executive  Board  of 
this  Society,  in  full  assurance  that  the  same  loyal  support  will 
be  continued  so  long  as  spiritual  darkness  and  bondage  are 
fonnd  within  the  borders  of  our  beloved  North  America. 

Resolvedt  That  we  hereby  express  our  belief  that  our  Officers 
and  Board  of  Directors  have  been  raised  up  for  this  work  by  an 
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all-wise  God  as  surely  as  the  Levites  were  given  to  the  children 
of  Israel .  That  we  recognize  with  all  gratitude  their  able  leader- 
ship aud  untiring  devotion  to  the  interests  of  this  Society,  and 
that  we  will  endeavor  to  keep  in  closer  touch  with  them,  and  to 
obey  the  injunction  of  the  great  apostle,  "  Help  those  women." 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  our  motto,  **  North  America  for 
Christ,"  this  Society  hereby  offers  its  united  efforts  and  prayers 
that  the  Spirit  of  our  I^ord  may  reconsecrate  the  Christian 
workers  of  our  land,  and. 

Whereas  our  beloved  country  is  at  the  present  time  involved 
in  a  war  undertaken,  not  in  the  spirit  of  conquest  or  revenge, 
but  in  obedience  to  the  Divine  command  "  to  loose  the  bands  of 
wickedness,  to  undo  the  heavy  burdens,  and  to  let  the  oppressed 
go  free," 

Resolved y  That  this  Society,  organized  to  disseminate  in  this 
country  "  the  truth  that  makes  men  free,"  hereby  declares  itself 
in  sympathy  with  the  Government  in  this  time  of  anxiety  and 
peril,  and  pledges  its  constant  and  earnest  prayer  for  a  speedy 
and  successful  issue  of  this  struggle  for  peace  and  righteousness; 
and  be  it  further  resolved  that  we  supplicate  the  throne  of  grace 
that  with  the  entrance  of  our  national  influence  into  a  foreign 
land,  the  subduing  power  of  Him  who  came  to  bring  peace  may 
gain  new  influence  in  a  country  so  long  closed  against  the 
Gospel. 

The  list  of  officers  presented  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee, read  by  Mrs.  Dewhurst,  of  Connecticut,  was 
elected  by  ballot  as  follows  :

Whitman,  Mass.,  Mrs.  K.  B.  Earle,  of  Newton,  Mass., 
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Mrs.  J.  G.  Gooch,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  and  Miss  Anna 
Coolidge,  of  Watertown,  Mass.

A  short  time  was  spent  in  helpful  discussion  from  the 
floor  of  the  two  topics,  **  Methods  that  Have  Proved  Suc- 
cessful in  Our  Circle,"  opened  by  a  paper  by  Mrs.  J.  L. 
Lyon,  and  **How  Shall  We  Come  into  Closer  Touch 
with  Headquarters?'*  opened  by  a  paper  by  Miss 
Margaret  McWhinnie.  The  main  address  of  the  after- 
noon was  given  by  Mrs.  A.  F.  Beiler,  who  has  recently 
made  a  tour  of  inspection  in  Alaska,  covering  eighteen 
thousand  miles.  Most  forcibly  and  convincingly  did 
she  bring  home  to  the  audience  the  difficulties  with 
which  the  missionary  in  Alaska  has  to  contend,  not 
only  the  immorality  of  the  natives,  but  the  baser 
elements  of  the  white  men,  and  the  vindictive  hostility 
of  the  Greek  Church.  She  spoke  in  the  highest  terms 
of  Mr.  Coe  and  his  work  at  our  Mission  at  Wood  Island, 
which  she  had  visited,  and  urged  us  to  reinforce 
him. 

Rev.  Fung  Yet  Mow,  with  his  wife  and  two  children, 

fomred  a  picturesque  group  on  the  platform.    Mr.  Fung 

Mow  gave,   in  excellent   English,   an   account  of   his 

work  at  the  Doyer  Street  Mission  for  the  Chinese,  in 

New  York.     He  was  followed  by  Miss  St.   James,  a 

young    woman    of    remarkably    sweet    and    attractive 

appearance,  who  spoke  briefly  of  her  work  as  a  Bible 

woman  among  the  French  in  New  England. 
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A  fitting  close  to  this  inspixing  convention  waa  the 
eloquent  address  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Panhley,  ci 
Lawrence,  Mass.,  on  "Missionary  Motives,  Good, 
Better,  and  Best."  He  praised  patriotism  as  a  good 
motive  for  missionary  effort,  humanitarianism,  as  tanght 
by  Jesus  Christ,  as  a  better  one,  but  urged  loyalty  to 
the  righteous  claims  of  Christ  to  reign  over  the  whole 
world,  as  the  supreme  motive  for  the  supreme  effort  of 
life.  After  heartily  singing  '*  America  "  and  receiving 
the  benediction,  the  audience  reluctantly  left  the  church, 
feeling  well  repaid  for  the  time  they  had  spent  there.

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During  the  past  few  months  we  have  heard  much 
about  war ;  the  papers  in  city  and  town  have  been  full 
of  news  which  has  excited  the  whole  country.     Our 
army ;  our  navy ;  the  probable  length  of  the  conflict ; 
Spanish  cruelty  and  treachery  ;  the  sad  condition  of  the 
reconcentrados ;    the    dogged    determination,   bom   of 
centuries  of  suffering,  which  has  characterized  Cuba; 
the  right  of  the  United  States  to  interfere  in  the  rup- 
ture between  this  dependent  province  and  the  mother 
country  ;  the  loss  of  the  battle-ship  Maine,  and  the  sac- 
rifice of  so  many  precious  lives  upon  that  memorable 
night  of  February  15th;  these,  and  kindred  subjects, 
have   been  the  theme  of  conversation  on  the  street,  in 
places  of  business,  and   in  our  homes.     This   subject, 
which  means  sacrifice  of  life,  money,  and  business  inter- 
ests, has  engrossed  most  of  our  waking  moments.     In 
the  heat  of  controversy  over  this  event,  the  majority  of 
the  sixty-seven  millions  of  people  who  constitute  our 
countr>''s  population  have   forgotten   that   a   war   has 
been  waging  for  centuries  between  the  forces  of  right 
and  wrong,  good  and  evil.     The  commanders  of  these 
opposing  armies  are  strong  and  determined.     We  who 
are  here   to-day   have   enlisted   in   this   warfare.     Our 
Commander,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  has  won  our  undy- 
ing allegiance.     He   has  placed  at  strategic  points  in 
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North  America  recruiting  stations,  where  aoldieni  may 
be  trained  to  go  forth  into  the  dark  places  and  fight 
valiantly  for  Him.  He  has,  however,  given  into  the 
hands  of  His  followers  these  training-posts.  We  ^te  to 
choose  the  men  and  women  who  are  to  have  charge  of 
them.  We  have  the  honor  of  raising  money  to  support 
these  officers.  We  are  to  decide  what  implements  of 
warfare  these  recruits  shall  use.  Let  us  look  at  the 
agencies  which  the  women  have  employed  in  maintain- 
ing the  New  England  wing  of  the  army. 

0FFICBR8  AND  BOARD. 

To-day  we  look  back  from  the  height  grained  by 
twenty  years*  steady  upward  march.  The  year  1897-98 
has  been  a  memorable  one  in  our  history.  Many  per- 
plexities, lack  of  funds,  and  the  debt,  have  caused 
anxious  days  and  sleepless  nights.  We  gather  in  this 
beautiful  church,  in  this  much-loved  city,  with  songs  of 
praise  upon  our  lips  for  the  Lord's  guiding  hand.  The 
officers  at  the  Rooms  have  been  at  their  posts  during  sum- 
mer heat  and  winter  cold.  Only  one  day  has  the  office 
been  closed,  and  that  was  the  day  of  the  blizzard,  Febru- 
ary I  St.  Our  President  has  made  us  frequent  visits, 
and  spoken  very  acceptably  before  churches  and  circles. 
She  has,  with  our  Clerk,  Mrs.  Lathrop,  visited  some 
of  our  Southern  schools.  Touching  and  amusing  have 
been  the  letters  telling  of  this  visit.  One  teacher 
tells  of  her  enjoyment  of  this  gracious  lady,  but  says, 
**  She  did  not  stay  half  long  enough."  A  local  paper 
announced  the  presence  of  this  honored  guest  in  the 
following  manner  :  ' '  The  President  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Mission  Society  is  in  the  city  with  her  private 
secretary  ;  she  is  making  a  tour  of  the  South."  A  dark-

skinned  Southern  man  made  the  statement  that  *'it 
would  be  pretty  hard  work  to  keep  those  ladies  out  of 
heaven,  now  they  had  come  South  to  see  us  poor  folks 
in  our  poverty."  Some  of  our  Board  have  visited  the 
Rooms  frequently,  while  others  have  cheered  us  by 
helpful  letters.  The  work  of  a  faithful  member  of  a 
missionary  board  is  not  easy ;  the  Society  owes  these 
faithful  women  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  unwearied 
labors. 

During  the  year,  one  of  our  most  faithful  members, 
Mrs.  J.  K.  Wilson,  resigned  because  of  pressure  of 
work  in  other  directions,  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Upham,  of 
Maiden,  was  appointed  to  fill  her  place. 

STATE  AND  ASSOCIATIONAL  WORKERS. 

Our  State  and  Associational  workers  have  been,  for 
the  most  part,  constant  and  successful  in  their  work. 
The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  the  workers  in  nearly  all  of  the  States  during 
the  year.     These  days  of  prayer  and  discussion  have 
been  very  helpful.     The  States  which  show  the  most 
growth  in  interest  and   consecration   have  been  those 
where  the  State  oflScer  has  stamped  herself  as  Christ's 
worker  upon  the  hearts  of  the  women  of  her  Associa- 
tions.    The  Associations  which  show  the  most  indiffer- 
ence to  the  work  are  those  where  the  Director  seldom 
writes  to  her  churches  or  meets  with  them.     We  are 
deeply  grateful  to  the  company  of  saintly  women  who, 
for  Christ's  sake,  are  leading  the  churches  as  State  and 
Associational  officers. 

We  have  reluctantly  accepted  the  resignations  of  two 
of  our  valued  Assistant  State  Vice-Presidents,  Mrs. 
Abbie  Beals  Knight,  of  Eastern  Massachusetts,  and  Mrs. 
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H.  L.  B.  Howmtt,  of  Maine.  M».  Nettie  Littlefidd 
Greenleaf,  of  Stoneham,  Maas.  (fomierly  Miaa  Little- 
field,  of  Spelman  Seminary),  lias  consented  to  take  the 
position  made  vacant  by  Mrs.  Knight's  resignation. 

DAY  OP  PRAYBR. 

This  Society  has  never  adopted  a  specific  Day  of 
Prayer  to  be  observed  each  jrear.  This  is  not  because 
we  do  not  believe  in  prayer ;  there  have  been  reasons 
which  seemed  to  make  it  impracticable.  The  Board 
brings  before  you  to-day  a  suggestion  which  we  hope 
will  be  adopted  :  that  the  last  Thursday  of  January,  the 
Day  of  Prayer  for  Colleges,  be  set  apart  for  special 
prayer  by  this  Society  to  be  observed  each  year.  Dur- 
ing this  day  we  will  earnestly  pray  for  our  Mission 
Schools  throughout  the  world,  and  also  ask  special 
blessings  upon  the  schools  and  colleges  in  New  Eng- 
land. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

There  has  been  a  steady  and  urgent  call  for  our  pub- 
lications, as  the  Chairman  of  our  Publications  Commit- 
tee can  testify.  The  bill  for  postage  has  often  caused 
anxious  thought.  What  should  we  do  if  Congress 
should  add  another  penny,  for  purposes  of  revenue, 
to  letters  and  papers !  Three  or  six  cents  may  seem 
small  to  those  sending  for  literature,  but,  when  multi- 
plied by  thousands,  it  adds  greatly  to  the  cost  of  admin- 
istration. Home  Mission  Echoes  has  a  subscription  list 
of  over  nineteen  thousand.  The  low  price  of  the  paper 
precludes  the  possibility  of  paying  the  expense  of  pub- 
lication, unless  the  circulation  is  largely  increased. 
Will  not  each  woman  in  New  England  who  takes  this 
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paper   constitute  herself  an  agent  for  it  in  her  home 
field? 

During  the  year  we  have  issued  eleven  new  leaflets  :

Nine  reprints  ;   13,563  Mite  Boxes  purchased. 

TREASURY. 

Very  gratefully  we  report  ourselves  out  of  debt.  This 
will  rejoice  your  hearts,  but  our  cheery,  efficient  Treas- 
urer has  a  plaintive  note  in  her  voice  when  she  tells  us 
this  good  news.  Listen  for  it.  Since  we  have  grown 
familiar  with  missionary  treasuries  we  have  read,  with 
greater  understanding  and  more  sympathy,  Pharaoh's 
dream  which  Joseph  interpreted,  of  the  seven  years  of 
plenty  and  the  seven  years  of  famine.  Would  that  the 
time  might  speedily  come  when  all  the  twelve  months  of 
the  year  will  be  periods  of  moderate  plenty  !  The  prin- 
ciples of  systematic,  proportionate,  and  distributive  giv- 
ing have  not  taken  deep  root  as  yet.  We  believe,  how- 
ever, that  the  time  is  coming  when  a  thrilling  appeal 
from  representatives  of  our  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, or  Chapel  Car  Work,  will  not  drain  the  purses 
of  our  constituency  for  one  of  these  causes  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  others.  We  are  working  for  principles 
which  will  live  long  after  societies  may  change  or  dis- 
solve. Received  during  year,  $45,646.05  ;  expended, 
$42,940.08. 
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We  must  not  forget  our  French  missionary,  Miss 
St.  James,  who  has  so  earnestly  labored  for  many 
months.  The  calls  for  this  little  woman  have  been 
many.  She  has  remained  but  two  months  in  any  place, 
—  New  Bedford,  Danielson,  and  Worcester.  The  strain 
of  constant  labor  has  compelled  her  to  rest  for  a  few 
weeks.  She  is  needed  in  Nashua,  Fitchburg,  Woon- 
socket,  Fall  River,  Salem,  and  Putnam.  We  must 
have  another  worker.  The  French  pastors  tell  us  this 
is  just  the  work  that  is  needed  to  make  their  labor 
effective.  

An  earnest  Christian  man,  who  was  debating  with 
himself  the  wisdom  and  the  duty  of  giving  his  hearty 
support  to  the  work  of  Missions,  once  asked  a  veteran 
soldier  of  the  British  army  who  had  seen  service 
in  the  far  East,  what  he  thought  about  it.  The  stem 
old  warrior,  turning  to  his  inquirer,  asked,  '^Who  is 
your  captain?'*  "The  Lord  Christ,"  the  Christian 
said.  "  Has  He  left  vou  no  directions?  What  are 
your  marching  orders?"  thundered  back  the  soldier. 
Turning  to  his  order-book  that  follower  of  Christ  read, 
"  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to 
every  creature."  "What  more  do  you  want?  What 
plainer  direction  do  you  need  than  that?"  said  the 
warrior,  as  he  turned  in  disdain  from  the  professed 
soldier  of  the  cross  who  hesitated  about  what  to  do  in 
the  face  of  such  a  plain  command. 

We  have  looked  over  our  battle-fields,  and  in  every 
part  we  find  encouragement.  Our  Commander  has  won 
such  victories  that  He  needs  more  money  for  prose- 
cuting the  war  with  sin  and  vice.  He  needs  fresh 
recruits.     He  wants  enthusiasm  from  young  and  old, 
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from  men  and  women.  Yet  to-day  we  find  strange  in- 
difference on  the  part  of  many  who  call  themselves  His 
children.  With  the  vision  of  sin  and  sorrow  we  have 
seen  in  our  hasty  outlook  this  morning,  with  the  suc- 
cesses won  by  our  teachers  and  missionaries,  can  we 
lessen  our  efforts  the  coming  year  and  let  our  Leader 
bear  the  burden  alone?  Shall  we  calmly  let  men  and 
women  remain  in  the  slavery  of  sin  ?  Or  shall  we,  with 
pen,  money,  and  voice,  help  to  break  the  fetters  which 
are  dragging  downwards  forty  millions  of  this  great 
Republic?  We  cannot  delay  the  work.  Shall  we  be 
a  Christian  nation  ? 

"The  Crisis  presses  on  us  ;  face  to  face  with  us  it  stands, 
With  solemn  lips  of  question,  like  the  Sphinx  in  Egypt's  sands ! 
This  day  we  fashion  Destiny,  our  web  of  Fate  we  spin ; 
This  day  for  all  hereafter  choose  we  holiness  or  sin  ; 
Even  now,  from  starry  Gerizim,  or  Ebal's  cloudy  crown, 
We  call  the  dews  of  blessing  or  the  bolts  of  cursing  down. 

By  all  for  which  the  martyrs  bore  their  agony  and  shame ; 
By  all  the  warning  words  of  truth  for  which  the  prophets  came ; 
By  the  future  which  awaits  us  ;  by  all  the  hopes  which  cast 
Their  faint  and  trembling 'beams  across  the  blackness  of  the 

Past; 
And  by  the  blessed  thought  of  Him  who  for  Earth's  freedom 

died, 
0  my  people  !     O  my  brothers  !  let  us  choose  the  righteous  side. 

So  shall  the  Northern  Pioneer  go  joyful  on  his  way  ; 
To  w^ed  Penobscot's  waters  to  San  Francisco  bay  ; 
To  make  the  rugged  places  smooth,  and  sow  the  vales  with  grain  ; 
And  bear,  with  Liberty  and  Law,  the  Bible  in  his  train  ; 
The  mighty  West  shall  bless  the  East,  and  sea  shall  answer  sea, 
And  mountain  unto  mountain  call,  *  Praise  God,  for  we  are 
FREE  ! ' "

ALASKA. 


The  Alaskan  Orphanage  is  the  child  of  New  Eng- 
land, but  its  birthplace  was  in  Cambridge;  and  it  is 
fitting  that  we  celebrate  its  fifth  anniversary  in  the  city 
of  its  birth.  We  recall  the  stormy  Sunday  when  Dr. 
Sheldon  Jackson  stood  in  the  pulpit  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  this  city,  and  in  a  vivid  manner  told  of  the 
superstitions,  idolatries,  and  wretchedness  of  the  native 
Alaskans,  of  the  pitiable  condition  of  the  children,  and 
plead  for  a  house  of  refuge  for  them  in  the  Kadiak  dis- 
trict. The  response  to  his  appeal  came  in  the  gift  of 
$300  towards  such  a  home.  This  generous  gift  was  an 
impulse  and  inspiration  to  the  work.  Like  mother,  like 
daughter.  The  church  with  which  we  meet  to-day  has 
again  and  again  placed  the  seal  of  its  approval,  not  only 
in  financial  aid,  but  the  iron-bound  cases  which  for  four 
years  have  gone  out  from  this  city,  bearing  the  gener- 
ous gifts  of  New  Kngland  churches,  have  been  carefully 
and  lovingly  packed  by  one  of  your  members  for  their 
long  journey  across  the  continent  and  2,000  miles  up  the 
Pacific  to  Kadiak.  A  recent  writer  has  said  that  **  the 
Yukon  gold  region  is  a  grim  and  terrible  country  ;  that 
the  man  who  goes  there  to  spend  a  year  is  likely  to  earn 
with  the  ache  of  his  bones  and  the  blood  of  his  heart 
every  dollar  he  gets.  He  should  go  like  a  man  enlisting 
for  war,  he  should  be  able  to  pass  an  examination  like  a

soldier  in  the  general  army.     It  is  no  place  for  a  weak 
man,  a  lazy  man,  nor  a  coward.'' 

The  report,  direct  from  Alaska,  which  unexpectedly 
I  bring  you  to-day,  proves  that  in  the  gold-fields  we  are 
working  we  have  a  soldier  who  enlists  for  service,  and 
is  neither  a  weak  man,  a  lazy  man,  nor  a  coward. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  KADIAK  BAPTIST 

ORPHANAGE. 

March  19,  1898. 

To  the  JVofnan*s  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society. 

Sisters  in  Christ  :  —  For  the  first  time  in  nearly  three  years 
it  is  possible  to  send  a  report  in  time  to  reach  your  Annual  Meet- 
ing, and  this  must  be  started  six  weeks  before,  and  will  travel 
an  uncertain  route.  The  year  that  opened  so  hopefully  last 
spring  contained  many  discouragements,  particularly  regarding 
our  workers.  In  the  early  summer,  Miss  Snow  was  taken  ill, 
and  the  doctor's  verdict  was  she  could  never  recover  strength 
here.  She  therefore  left  for  home  the  latter  part  of  June.  In 
July  Miss  Goodchild  was  married  to  Mr.  Sanxay,  bookkeeper  of 
the  Commercial  Company,  and  left  the  Mission  building,  and, 
October  ist,  ceased  her  connection  with  the  work.  The  illness 
of  Miss  Snow  made  it  expedient  for  us  to  return  from  our  cot- 
tage to  live  in  the  Mission  building,  where  we  are  still  found, 
hoping  for  the  coming  of  the  new  workers  who  have  already 
been  appointed. 

In  July  I  employed  Mr.  Conard  Egerter  as  laborer,  and  he  has 
remained  with  us  until  the  present,  and  has  shown  himself  a 
faithful  and  willing  worker.  In  the  spring,  death  visited  the 
Mission  family  and  took  Mamsie  from  us,  and  in  the  late  sum- 
mer an  epidemic  of  dysentery  reached  us,  carrying  off  two  little 
boys,  Henry  and  Louie,  and  then  since  New  Year's  I^ofka  was 
called  away.  '  All  of  these  were  under  seven  years  of  age,  and  all 
inherited  disease.  Two  operations  were  performed  last  summer. 
One  boy  was  sent  here  to  be  cared  for  while  he  had  his  leg 
straightened.  It  was  stiff  at  the  hip,  and  at  right  angles  with 
the  body.  His  father  paid  the  doctor's  bill,  and  agreed  to  pay 
(or  his  care.    The  boy  Patsy  is  still  with  us,  but  will  always  be 
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crippled.  The  other  operation  wms  performed  to  straighten 
Sashka's  foot.  It  was  largely  successful.  The  bill  was  paid  by 
a  friend  living  on  the  island. 

Our  present  number  is  twentj-seren, —  thirteen  girls  and  fonr- 
teen  boys.  Two  of  the  boys  may  be  with  us  bnt  a  short  time, 
however,  as  they  were  ordered  here  by  the  Commissioner,  at  my 
request,  during  the  imprisonment  of  their  father  for  beating 
one  of  them. 

The  Russian  mission  that  was  started  at  the  time  of  the  be- 
ginning of  this  one  has  been  opened  this  year  to  receive  boys. 
They  have  now  ten  or  twelve.  They  send  them  to  the  American 
school  to  learn  the  language.  I  get  at  second-hand  their  record 
of  attendance  as  follows :  Ten  boys,  one  hour  a  day,  for  thirty 
days.  Our  children  are  all  growing  rapidly.  One  of  them  be- 
came of  age  February  22d.  Her  name,  Ofdotia  Brown,  is  familiar 
to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  Alaska  work.  She  is  still  with 
us,  aud  intends  to  remain  for  some  time  at  least. 

All  the  children  have  worked  well  during  the  time  of  insuffi- 
cient help,  and  have  been  happy  and  contented  through  it  all. 
Well,  they  ought.  They  are  faring  better  this  winter  than  any 
other  children  around,  with  a  very  few  possible  exceptions. 
The  people  are  very  poor  this  winter.  They  caught  next  to 
nothing  last  summer,  got  a  small  price  for  what  they  did  catch, 
and  now  for  the  first  time  in  their  history  can  get  no  credit  with 
the  companies.  Had  credit  been  stopped  years  ago,  their  lives 
would  no  doubt  have  been  much  easier.  Another  thing  that  has 
made  it  hard  for  the  people  has  been  the  windy  weather,  mak- 
ing the  bay  so  rough  most  of  the  time  that  they  could  not  fish 
often.  At  no  time,  however,  has  it  been  cold.  The  thermom- 
eter has  not  registered  as  low  as  zero  by  several  degrees. 

The  summer's  work  was  not  a  success.  Gardens  were  largely 
a  failure  on  Wood  Island,  and  yet  we  had  radishes,  lettuce,  tur- 
nips, cabbage,  beets,  rhubarb,  and  potatoes.  Haying  resulted 
in  a  lot  of  hard  work  to  secure  about  five  tons  of  very  inferior 
hay.  It  was  impossible  to  get  it  dry.  About  the  time  it  was 
ready  to  bring  home,  rain  would  again  wet  it.  It  takes  two  or 
three  days  for  it  to  cure  here.  The  only  solution  I  see  to  the 
question  is  the  erection  of  a  silo,  which  I  hope  to  have  authority 
to  build  before  haying  time  this  year. 

Fish  were  not  plentiful  last  summer.     Several   attempts  to 
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catch  salmon  resulted  in  the  capture  of  but  few.  We  might 
have  attributed  it  to  mismanagement  on  our  part  if  everybody 
else  had  not  the  same  results.  On  the  wood  question,  however, 
we  can  claim  success.  Never  before  have  we  had  so  large  a 
quantity  of  firewood.  The  horse  helps  materially  in  this,  partic- 
ularly now  that  the  logs  must  be  hauled  a  considerable  distance. 
Improvements  have  continued.  Drains  have  been  dug  in  vari- 
ous directions  to  make  our  location  less  muddy,  and  to  carry  off 
the  sewage  from  the  house.  Gravel  has  been  hauled  day  after 
day  to  make  walks  and  firm  footing  around  the  house  and  barn. 
A  coal-oil  tank  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  hot-water  tank  in  the 
kitchen.  A  large  caldron  has  be^n  set  in  an  outdoor  furnace  to 
help  heat  water  for  the  washing.  I  placed  a  sheet-iron  jacket 
around  another  coal-oil  tank,  and  converted  it  into  a  hot-air  fur- 
nace. It  supplies  three  or  four  rooms  with  sufficient  heat,  be- 
sides making  the  large  halls  a  little  more  endurable  in  cold 
weather.  Last  and  best  of  all,  a  new  well  has  been  dug  on  the 
top  of  the  hill  back  of  the  Mission,  and  a  good  supply  of  first- 
class  water  found.  A  tank  holding  one  hundred  gallons  was  set 
on  the  second  floor,  and  pipes  laid  connecting  it  with  the  well, 
hot-water  tank  in  the  kitchen,  and  the  wash-room.  The  eleva- 
tion is  sufficient  to  give  us  considerable  pressure  in  the  house, 
and  now  we  have  plenty  of  water  without  so  much  as  having  to 
pump. 

School  was  held  with  some  interruption  until  Christmas,  since 
which  time  none  has  been  held.  It  will  probably  continue 
through  the  greater  part  of  the  summer  when  our  new  teacher 
arrives. 

Morning  and  evening  prayers  are  held  every  day,  the  children 
frequently  leading  in  the  morning  a  week  at  a  time.  vSuudays 
we  have  Sunday  School  at  11  a.  m.,  church  at  12  m.  and  7  p.  m., 
and  one  night  a  week  we  have  a  singing  class. 

The  American  Baptist  Publication  Society  kindly  furnished 
ns  gratis  with  a  year's  supply  of  literature,  a  little  behind  date, 
but  as  good  as  if  up  to  time.  Dividing  Creek,  N.  J.,  Baptist 
Young  Peoples'  Union,  and  Central  Church,  New  York,  each 
sent  us  a  lot  of  song  and  hymn  books,  which  have  been  a  help 
to  us.  A  box  of  very  useful  articles  came  also  from  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  and  a  gift  of  |ioo  from  Oakland,  Cal. 
Our  chapel  is  completed  and  paid  for  at  a  total  outlay  of  S600. 
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One  member  has  been  added  to  our  chnrch  by  baptism,  —  Ofdo- 
tia.  Others  have  asked  for  baptisin,  but  it  has  been  deemed 
prudent  to  give  them  further  instruction  first.  The  prospects 
for  several  baptisms  are  favorable,  all  among  our  children. 

The  natives  have  not  given  us  much  encouragement  lately. 
The  priest  is  watching  them  more  closely.  Now  that  I  can  read 
the  Russian  a  little,  I  can  read  to  them.  Most  of  them  have 
never  heard  the  Bible  read  in  any  language  they  can  understand, 
as  all  church  services  are  in  Slavonic.  I  long  for  the  light  to 
dawn  in  their  dark  minds.  Pray  that  God  may  use  us  to  open 
their  eyes  to  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Christ.

111  July,  1897,  your  Board  understood  that  new  work- 
ers were  needed,  that  Mr.  Coe  desired  that  a  man  and 
wife  might  be  sent  to  care  for  the  Home,  thus  enabling 
him  to  go  more  into  the  homes  of  the  people  and  into 
the  mining  camps.  Diligent  search  was  made  for  such 
help  (ill  which  we  were  greatly  assisted  by  friends  in  San 
Francisco),  but  not  until  April  of  this  year  were  the 
right  persons  found.  At  the  Board  Meeting  of  April, 
Mr.  Geo.  Hill,  of  Tacoma,  was  appointed  as  industrial 
teacher,  Miss  Alice  Thompson,  of  Douglass,  Alaska,  as 
teacher  in  place  of  Miss  Snow.  The  Government  will 
establish  a  school  at  Wood  Island  this  summer.  To 
this  Miss  Alice  Fulcomer,  of  Nebraska,  has  been  ap- 
pointed. These  all  are  on  their  way  to  the  field,  if  not 
already  there,  and  this  reinforcement  will  enable  Mr. 
Coe  to  do  the  work  he  so  longs  for.  We  have  been  very 
anxious,  as  we  have  known  what  a  burden  Mr.  Coe  has 
been  carrying.  He  has  had  days  and  nights  of  watch- 
ing and  caring  for  the  sick.  In  his  time  of  need  the 
older  children  have  been  a  great  help,  and  the  five  years 
of  teaching  have  borne  good  fruit.     Alexander  and  Earl 
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shared  with  Mr.  Coe  the  care  of  the  sick,  the  older  girls 
the  care  of  the  Home.  Ofdotia  has  been  the  breadmaker 
of  the  entire  family,  making  daily,  save  Sunday,  thirty 
large  loaves  of  bread.  They  tell  us  her  bread  excels 
that  of  a  professional  cook.  She  writes,  '*I  am  very 
happy  trying  to  please  Jesus,  and  that's  the  reason  I 
think  our  work  seems  easy,  because  we  do  it  for  Him.*' 
Another  girl,  who  was  the  most  unattractive  and  degraded 
of  any  who  have  entered  the  Home,  averse  to  work,  un- 
willing to  learn,  and  who  cared  not  to  go  to  heaven  if 
there  was  any  work  there,  has  been  a  valuable  help. 

The  receipts  of  the  year  have  been  $3,561.41, — 
$195.17  less  than  those  of  last  year.  Three  hundred 
and  four  Sunday  Schools  have  contributed,  — a  gain  of 
twenty-four  over  last  year.     The  list  stands,  for  1897:

The  principal  gain  has  been  in  Massachusetts  and 
Connecticut.  Perhaps  some  schools  may  be  disappointed 
'that  their  names  are  not  on  the  list ;  but  unless  the  gift 
came  marked  Alaska,  it  has  gone  to  the  general  account. 

You  have  heard  the  report  of  our  Treasurer,  — $4.25 
balance  April  ist.  We  have  paid  the  expense  of  last 
year  because  of  the  balance  at  the  beginning.  How 
shall  we  meet  the  expense  of  1898  ?  The  answer  is  plain, 
by  increasing  the  contributions.  How  can  we  secure 
them  ?  I  believe  one  way  is  by  enlisting  a  larger  number 
of  Sunday  Schools  in  our  work,  and  by  impressing  the 
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fact  that  we  wish  an  annual  collection.  Some  contribute 
one  year,  and  fail  the  next.  If  all  schools  which  have 
ever  given  had  continued  steadfast  each  year,  our  bal- 
ance would  have  been  larger.  How  can  we  secttre  reg- 
ular systematic  work  ?  Only  by  personal  work,  —  each 
one  in  her  place,  working  for  her  own  school.  Our  chil- 
dren and  young  people  are  interested  in  the  home  when 
once  they  know  about  it. 

Let  the  following  letter  witness : 

Drar  Mrs.  Goocu  : — I  send  you  a  few  things  for  Alaska.  I 
hope  they  may  keep  some  dear  little  girl  warm.  I  read  the 
Echoes  and  like  to  hear  of  the  children  in  Alaska.  I  am  sorry 
for  them.  I  am  nine  years  old,  and  try  to  be  a  Christian.  May 
God  bless  you  and  your  work.  A  CoNNKCTiccT  Girl. 

Outside  of  New  England  the  Orphanage  is  finding 
warm  friends.  The  loom  for  which  Mr.  Coe  asked  has 
been  given  by  friends  in  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  and  was 
shipped  to  San  Francisco  in  Januar>' ;  and  from  Oak- 
land, Cal.,  Mr.  Coe  has  received  $ioo  towards  the 
church,  while  a  class  in  Cleveland  is  supporting  a  child 
in  the  Home. 

Does  the  work  pay  ?  The  Master  said,  "  What  shall 
it  pro6t  a  man  if  he  gain  the  whole  world  and  lose  his 
own  soul  ? ' '  The  pearl  of  great  price  for  which  we  seek 
is  the  salvation  of  the  Alaskans.  If  our  Mission  Schools 
are  the  means  of  saving  precious  souls,  then  they  \'indi- 
cate  the  claim  that  it  pays. 

In  five  years  we  cannot  elevate  the  native  to  the 
civilization  we  have  attained,  but  to  find  Jesus  Christ  a 
Saviour  does  not  require  civilization  or  length  of  time. 

Friend,  we  ask  you  to-day  for  increased  gifts  for 
Alaska,  but  we  most  earnestly  beseech  you  for  increased 
prayers.     Pray  that  God  will  hold  in  check  the   tidal 
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wave  of  sin  and  corruption,  which  like  a  flood  has  en- 
tered Alaska,  and  is  the  great  obstacle  to  Missionary 
Work  to-day. 

Thank  God  to-day  that,  instead  of  gambling  dens  and 
houses  of  ill-fame,  we  have  at  Kadiak  a  Christian  church 
and  home !  As  soldiers  of  the  King,  let  us  be  neither 
weak,  nor  lazy,  nor  cowardly  in  supporting  them.  And 
let  us  pray  that,  under  the  influence  of  Him  who  said 
"  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men 
unto  me,*'  the  natives  may  speedly  renounce  their 
heathenism  and  accept  the  religion  of  our  I/)rd.

In  looking  over  the  reports  of  the  workers  in  Eastern 
Maine,  I  find  many  encouraging  features  concerning  the 
work,  and  as  I  have  heard  from  the  different  churches  I 
have  found  cause  for  thankfulness  that  so  much  has 
been  accomplished,  and  think  that  great  credit  is  due 
to  the  Associational  Directors  and  Circle  leaders,  who 
have  labored  under  difficulties  requiring  much  wisdom 
and  patience. 

I  find  that,  while  some  of  our  churches,  for  reasons  of 
their  own,  have  failed  to  give  as  in  former  years,  others 
have  given  more,  and  that  many  have  taken  up  the  work 
for  the  first  time,  and  so  have  helped  in  keeping  up  the 
average.  There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  subscrip- 
tions for  the  Echoes^  the  list  showing  about  twelve  hun- 
dred copies  taken  in  Eastern  Maine  the  past  year. 
This,  of  course,  means  a  larger  interest,  and  we  hope  an 
increase  of  gifts  to  our  treasur}-. 
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Aroostook  Association.  Here  there  has  been  a  little 
falling  off  in  receipts,  as  shown  by  reports,  but  we  are 
sure  that  this  is  not  due  to  lack  of  interest  or  of  work 
on  the  part  of  our  faithful  Director.  Miss  Mayo  has 
done  what  she  could,  working  always  for  the  interests 
of  Missions. 

Hancock  Association.  There  has  been  one  Circle  or- 
ganized here  in  the  past  year,  the  sisters  of  Northeast 
Harbor  thus  coming  into  line  with  nearly  all  of  the  other 
churches  in  this  Association,  in  the  work  for  Home  Mis- 
sions. The  interest  holds  good  in  all  of  the  Circles,  and 
the  sisters  are  true  to  the  mission  cause.  We  hope  to 
have  more  missionary  concerts  in  the  coming  year.  -  We 
believe  this  to  be  one  of  the  best  ways  of  reaching  those 
who  are  not  interested  in  Missions. 

Kennebec  Association.  We  regret  that  this  Association 
is  at  present  without  a  Director.  Mrs.  Dutton  could  not 
see  her  way  clear  to  keep  the  work  longer,  and  our 
efforts  in  trying  to  find  some  one  who  would  take  her 
place  have  thus  far  been  unsuccessful.  There  has  been 
a  large  gain  in  receipts  from  this  Association  in  the  past 
year.  The  visit  of  Mrs.  Amanda  Miller  Coleman  did 
much  to  arouse  interest,  and  the  sisters  have  been  ear- 
nest in  their  work.  We  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  find 
some  one  who  will  take  charge  of  this  important  field. 

Pejiobscot  Association.  Miss  Cushman  reports  good 
work  from  this  Association,  and  does  not  seem  in  the 
least  discouraged  even  if  some  of  her  Circles  cannot  be 
found  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Others  have  been  faith- 
ful, and  are  doing  good  work.  The  receipts  do  not  come 
up  to  those  of  the  last  year,  owing,  perhaps,  to  a  large 
falling  off  in  one  of  the  city  churches,  but  there  is  much 
of    encouragement    in    the    thought    that    the    smaller 
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churches  are  taking  op  the  work  and  doii^  mofe  than 
ever  before  for  Home  Missions. 

Piscataquis  AssedoHom.  Mrs.  Remick  writes,  "  We 
have  not  done  great  things  this  year,  bnt  we  are  not  a 
great  Association/'  and  adds,  **  I  wish  there  were  more 
missionary  zeal  up  this  way."  She  has,  however,  suc- 
ceeded in  doing  great  things  in  her  home^  chnrch  at 
Milo,  where  there  is  now  a  good  interest.  The  Dexter 
church,  and  others,  are  doing  well,  and  v^  hope  for 
better  work  next  year. 

IVaskington  AssociaHoH.  We  are  glad  to  report  that 
a  Director  has  come  to  us  for  this  Association.  Miss 
Stevens  seems  especially  fitted  for  this  work,  as  she  has 
had  a  large  experience  in  teaching  in  the  colored  schools 
of  the  South.  Her  faith  in  the  cause  is  unbounded. 
She  comes  to  her  work  with  much  zeal  and  courage,  and 
we  may  safely  look  for  large  results  from  her  labors. 

In  the  year  before  us  we  realize  that  there  is  much  to 
do,  much  requiring  earnest,  constant  effort  on  our  part, 
and  we  would  meet  the  demands  as  they  come  to  us, 
thoughtfully  and  prayerfully,  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master, 
that 

"  Each  step  may  take  us  onward,  till  the  day 

Of  full  fruition  bursts  upon  our  sight, 
Then  shall  we  know,  as  at  the  goal  we  stand, 

That  while  we  walked  uncertain  through  the  night, 
*Twas  God  Himself  who  led  us  by  the  hand."

In  presenring  my  tenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Home 
Mission  Work  of  Western  Maine,it  is  pleasant  to  be  able 
to  state  that  it  has  been  one  of  the  best  of  the  decade.  A 
considerable  increase  of  gifts,  more  systematic  and  ear- 
nest effort,  and  a  wider  intelligence,  have  marked  the 
whole  year. 

In  reviewing  the  several  Home  Mission  objects  that 
have  been  brought  before  the  sisters  for  their  coopera- 
tion, one  is  surprised  to  find  each  one  so  heartily  sup- 
ported. The  first  appeal  came  from  a  more  than  empty 
treasury  ;  and  gifts  for  the  deficit  came  from  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  churches.  Then,  at  the  Basket  Meetings 
in  the  spring,  special  effort  was  made  to  interest  the  sis- 
ters in  the  work  of  French  Missions,  and  there  was  great 
unanimity  in  the  decision  to  try  the  penny-a-day  De- 
cember envelope  again,  and  a  large  sum  was  realized 
thereby.  The  last  months  of  the  fiscal  year  were  given 
to  the  gathering  in  of  the  dollar  regular  contributions , 
which  amounted  to  as  large  a  sum,  notwithstanding  the 
extra  calls,  as  in  previous  years.  The  call  for  aid  for 
Alaska  Mission  was  responded  to  by  more  churches  than 
last  year,  showing  that  the  matter  of  making  Alaska  one 
of  the  regular  beneficences  of  the  Sunday  School  is 
surely  gaining  ground. 
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There  has  been  a  large  increase  in  fhe  list  of  subscrib- 
ers to  Home  Mission  Echoes^  throughout  the  whole  State. 

The  force  of  Associational  Directors  has  been  much 
strengthened  by  the  new  members,  who  have  put  fresh 
zeal  and  enthusiasm  into  their  work,  with  happy  results. 

Basket  Meetings  were  held  in  May  and  June  at  Bidde- 
ford,  Westbrook,  Norway ,  Jefferson,  Rockland,  and  Liv- 
ermore  Falls,  attended  for  the  most  part  by  large 
numbers.  It  is  unnecessary  to  state  that  Amanda  Miller 
Coleman  added  g^atly  to  the  interest  of  these  meetings 
by  her  bright  and  helpful  ways  and  words.  At  Rock- 
land and  Nobleboro,  Miss  Ames,  a  young  Maine  lady, 
who  is  teaching  at  Jackson,  Mississippi,  g^ve  practical 
and  interesting  accounts  of  her  experiences.  Mrs.  Cole- 
man was  able  to  visit  quite  a  number  of  our  churches, 
to  their  pleasure  and  profit.  An  evening  session  of  g^at 
interest  was  held  in  connection- with  the  Livermore  Palls 
meeting,  addressed  by  Mrs.  Coleman  and  Miss  Bonnell, 
who  spoke  for  the  Foreign  Society. 

A  Workers'  Conference,  held  at  the  time  of  the  State 
Convention  in  South  Berwick,  enabled  the  State  and 
Associational  officers  to  meet  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, Mrs.  Reynolds,  and  confer  in  regard  to  the  needs 
and  methods  of  the  Home  Mission  Work.  The  influence 
of  those  meetings  was  felt  through  the  whole  year. 

At  the  Woman's  Missionary  Meeting  on  Monday  even- 
ing preceding  the  convention,  Mrs.  Barrett,  of  Jackson, 
gave  a  clear  statement  of  the  needs  of  a  Christian  educa- 
tion for  the  colored  people  of  the  South. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Howatt,  of  Dexter,  as  Junior 
Vice-President,  was  much  regretted  by  all,  especially 
the  Junior  workers  under  her  direction.  May  her  suc- 
cessor soon  be  found.    In  Associations  having  no  Junior 
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oflScers,  the  Director  has  done  the  work  very  accept- 
ably. 

At  present  speaking,  each  Association  has  efficient  and 
helpful  Directors.  In  North  and  South  Bowdoinham, 
Miss  Billings  and  Mrs.  Durgan,  though  having  resigned 
their  positions,  are  kindly  doing  the  work  till  a  succes- 
sor can  be  secured.  The  Junior  Director  for  all  of  Bow- 
doinham,  Mrs.  Thomas,  has  organized  twelve  new 
Bands,  and  is  looking  after  all  her  churches,  with  an 
eye  to  a  Band  in  each  church  as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  Cumberland  Association^  Mrs.  Lamson  has  faithfully 
kept  each  church  in  hand,  doing  also  Junior  work.  She 
has  been  especially  successful  in  working  up  extra  calls 
for  the  deficit  and  French  Missions,  also  for  Alaska. 

Lincoln  Association  has  felt  the  infusion  of  new  blood 
in  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Butler.  A  large  gain  in  gifts 
has  crowned  her  untiring  and  prayerful  efforts. 

Oxford  Association  has  kept  up  the  record  made  lat- 
terly under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Morton,  giving  largely 
to  all  special  calls,  and  coming  up  to  former  years  in  her 
general  gifts.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
well-organized  work  in  Mrs.  Morton's  own  church,  not 
the  least  of  which  is  the  flourishing  Alaska  Band  under 
Miss  Jessie  Tolman's  guidance. 

Damariscotta  Association^  with  its  new  Director,  Miss 
Winslow,  has  done  faithful  work.  Miss  Winslow  is 
deeply  interested  herself,  and  inspires  others.  The  Jun- 
ior Director,  Mrs.  Whittemore,  has  organized  three 
Bands,  and  being  a  Band  enthusiast,  will  probably  in- 
crease the  number  the  present  year. 

York  Association  has  made  a  record  beyond  all  previ- 
ous years,  good  as  they  have  always  been.  Miss  Foote 
is  just  as  untiring  and  zealous  as  the  freshest  worker.

We  are  glad  that  once  a  year  we  are  obliged  to  pause 
in  order  to  look  back  over  the  year  that  has  passed,  and 
review  the  work  accomplished  by  our  churches  and  State 
workers.  We  are  also  glad  that  this  pause  comes  in 
the  lovely  spring-time,  when  everything  is  awakening 
to  newness  of  life,  and  all  looks  so  promising  as  to  the 
future.  It  is  the  time  of  seed  sowing,  a  time  when  we 
may  look  forward  as  well  as  backward. 

In  gathering  up  the  results  of  our  year's  work,  we 
find  that  many  have  been  striving  to  interest  others  in 
the  noble  work  of  this  Society,  and  we  cannot  but  hope 
the  good  seed  sown  has  borne  some  fruit.  In  some 
churches  it  has  yielded  abundantly,  while  in  others  we 
can  see  but  little  growth.  We  are  glad  to  report  that 
the  Directors  stand  the  same  as  last  year,  excepting  in 
Salisbury  Association.  Mrs.  Hastings,  of  Bradford, 
assumed  the  office  early  in  the  year,  but  we  regret  that, 
on  account  of  ill  health,  she  has  been  obliged  to  resign. 

Last  June,  with  the  help  of  these  Directors,  we  were 
enabled  to  arrange  for  four  Basket  Meetings,  —  in  Plais- 
tow,  Bradford,  Sanbornton,  and  Troy,  and  one  was  held 
last  week  in  New  Boston.  We  feel  sure  that  these  meet- 
ings were  very  helpful,  and  that  influences  have  extended 
that  have  resulted  in  an  advance.  In  one  of  the  churches 
the  Secretary  of  the  Circle  writes  me  that,  as  a  result  of 
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one  of  those  meetings,  a  bright  yotmg  wommn  has  taken 
charge  of  the  Junior  Mission  Band.  At  another  meeting 
many  wanted  the  little  red,  white,  and  Uoe  mite-boxes 

to  use  during  the  year. 

The  needs  of  the  Society  have  been  ably  presented  by 
Mrs.  Reynolds  and  others  at  our  Associations  held  in 
the  fall.  Subscriptions  to  the  Home  Misshn  Edkoes 
have  largely  increased,  and  this  ibct  assures  us  that  the 
circle  of  missionary  news  is  widening. 

Reports  from  each  Association  follow. 

Dublin  Association.  We  ishould  like  to  report  of  each 
church,  for  we  see  a  marked  interest  in  many.  Some, 
where  the  interest  was  small  a  year  or  so  ago,  now  re- 
port meetings  held  regularly,  with  a  good  attendance ; 
in  others,  where  it  was  difficult  to  support  preaching  and 
nothing  was  given  to  Missions,  this  year  meetings  have 
been  held  and  contributions  sent  to  the  treasury.  In  nine 
churches  there  are  well-organized  Home  Mission  Circles. 
One  hundred  and  ninety-six  copies  of  the  Echoes  have 
been  taken.  Ten  churches  report  contributions  to  this 
Society.  Barrels  of  clothing  have  been  sent  to  our 
schools ;  one  each  from  Chesham,  East  Jaffrey,  Peter- 
boro,  and  West  Swanzey,  and  three  from  Keene. 

Meredith  Association,  The  churches  in  this  Associa- 
tion have  worked  with  increased  interest.  We  can  report 
six  Woman's  Home  Mission  Circles.  The  Sunday 
Schools  have  contributed  to  the  Orphanage,  some  giv- 
ing more  than  many  of  our  large  schools.  We  note  with 
pleasure  the  reports  from  some  of  these  churches  in  our 
hill  countr>',  where  they  are  eager  to  help  in  this  cause, 
and  even  more  than  they  are  asked  to  do. 

Milford  Association,  This  is  a  large  Association,  both 
in  members  and  in  strength  of  the  churches.     In  conse- 
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quence  we  expect  encouraging  reports,  and  are  not  dis- 
appointed this  year.  Fourteen  churches  have  Home 
Mission  Circles,  and  the  Director  writes,  **  A  good  inter- 
est has  sustained  the  meetings  regularly.'*  We  are  glad 
to  enter  upon  our  list  the  Crown  Hill  Church  Circle  at 
Nashua,  which  is  an  inspiration  to  our  Mission  interest. 
Home  Mission  Echoes  are  taken  in  fifteen  churches,  the 
total  number  of  subscribers  having  been  increased  dur- 
ing the  year,  which  gives  an  encouraging  outlook  for 
future  interest  in  Home  Missions. 

The  churches  at  Milford,  and  First  Church,  Nashua, 
have  sent  barrels  of  clothing  to  some  of  our  schools. 

Newport  Association,  We  find  that  in  only  two 
churches,  New  London  and  Claremont,  have  meetings 
been  held  regularly.  There  are  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  copies  of  the  Home  Mission  Echoes  taken,  and  three 
barrels  of  clothing  were  sent  to  needy  fields,  the  one  sent 
from  Claremont  valued  at  $50.00.  The  amount  sent  to 
the  Treasurer  from  nine  churches  was  $120.80. 

Salisbury  Association,  Ten  churches  report  Home 
Mission  Circles,  which  leaves  only  the  smallest  churches 
as  sending  no  report,  not  from  lack  of  interest,  but  because 
it  is  often  difficult  to  support  themselves.  The  church 
at  Lakeport  has  a  Mission  Circle.  A  few  years  ago  it  was 
struggling  to  sustain  itself.  We  can  report  good  results 
from  the  larger  churches,  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  ofiicers 
of  the  Home  Mission  Circles,  some  of  these  women 
working  beyond  their  strength,  in  order  to  keep  up  the 
interest  and  send  increased  contributions  to  our  Treasury; 

Portsmouth  Association,  In  response  to  the  blanks 
sent  to  each  of  the  sixteen  churches,  several  of  these  be- 
ing small  in  number,  and  weak  in  finance,  an  encourag- 
ing report  comes  from  the  smallest  one.       Number  of 
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women  only  eight,  several  copies  of  the  JSqImt  tmken,  i 
they  plan  to  do  more,  another  year,  far  Home  Missic 
with  a  promise  that  the  Sunday  School  will  do  someth 
for  Alaska.  At  Brentwood,  Deerfield,  and  Exeter,  n 
Echoes  are  taken  than  ever  before.  At  Dover  and  Si 
ersworth  the  average  attendance  at  the  Missionaxy  Cir 
has  been  more  than  doubled.  At  Newton  the  pbu 
an  Annual  Missionary  Tea  and  mite-box  opening  is  li 
up,  that  results  in  interesting  many  outside  of  the  chui 
Plaistow  reports  more  money  contributed  than  last  yi 
Portsmouth  sends  a  report  of  increased  interest. 

The  Basket  Meeting  held  at  Plaistow  in  June  was  v 
helpful  and  inspiring.  Mrs.  Moulton  adds,  "  Althoi 
the  war  is  now  upon  us,  may  God  help  us  ks  a  aod 
to  be  true  to  our  nation  and  to  our  nation's  God." 

This  is  the  report  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  give 
New  Hampshire  has  done  something  to  help  in  1 
cause  of  Home  Missions,  and  in  that  we  are  encourag 
but  the  discouragement  comes,  not  in  what  we  have  do 
but  in  that  we  have  not  done.  We  trust,  however,  t 
whatever  has  been  accomplished  has  been  for  good. 
have  consecrated  workers,  yet  we  need  more.  We  h; 
women  throughout  our  State  who  make  sacrifices,  i 
who  daily  carry  the  burden  of  this  Society  in  prayei 
the  throne  of  grace,  yet  we  need  more  sacrifice  and  m 
prayer. 

We  were  much  impressed  in  reading  the  letter  left 
General  Armstrong,  familiar  to  many  of  us.  In  it  w 
these  words :  *'  A  work  that  requires  no  sacrifice  does 
count  for  much  in  fulfilling  God's  plans.  Prayer  is 
greatest  thing  in  the  world.  It  keeps  us  near  to  God. 
pays  to  follow  one's  best  light,  to  put  God  and  our  co 
try  first,  ourselves  afterward."       Mary  T.  Hoagub

Last  year  I  was  able  to  report  that  we  had  Junior  Di- 
rectors in  all  but  one  of  our  Associations,  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  that  vacancy  would  soon  be  filled  ;  but  in- 
stead of  a  completed  list  this  year,  I  have  to  report 
three  vacancies.  Early  in  the  year,  Mrs.  Harlowe 
moved  from  the  State,  leaving  Dublin  destitute.  Soon 
after,  Mrs.  Hubbard  left  Meredith  Association,  and 
Miss  Tilden  felt  that  she  must  resign,  leaving  but  two 
of  our  old  Directors.  But  while  our  hopes  in  this  re- 
spect, and  in  many  others,  have  not  been  realized,  we 
have  many  things  to  encourage  us. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Sanborn  as 
a  successor  to  Mrs.  Hubbard  in  the  Meredith  Associ- 
ation ;  and  I  must  speak  of  the  very  faithful  ser\^ice 
that  has  been  rendered  by  our  three  Directors  this  3^ear. 
They  have  each  succeeded  in  securing  responses  to  their 
letters  from  all  of  the  churches  in  their  Associations,  in 
many  cases  after  repeated  trials. 

We  are  also  glad  to  say  that  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease over  last  year  in  the  contributions  from  each  of 
the  Associations.  In  some  cases  the  advance  has  been 
very  small,  and  in  no  case  ver>'  large,  and  altogether  it 
is  much  less  than  it  ought  to  be,  but  still  it  is  an  ad- 
vance. 
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Several  new  Bands  have  also  been  fonned  during  the 
year,  and  the  number  contributing  has  increased  con- 
siderably. Several  Junior  Bndeavar  Societies,  that  have 
not  formerly  done  so,  have  reported  contributions. 

Last  June  our  work  was  represented  at  Basket  Meet- 
ings in  four  of  the  Associations,  and  in  the  fadl  I  visited 
the  other  two. 

We  have  had  Miss  Homey  as  our  special  teacher 
among  the  Indians,  and  have  enjojred  her  very  much. 
Her  letters  have  been  highly  appreciated  and  have 
added  interest. 

There  is  still  very  much  land  to  be  possessed  in  New 
Hampshire  in  our  work,  and  we  greatly  need  Assod- 
ational  Directors.  If  we  could  secure  in  all  of  the  Asso- 
ciations young  women  who  would  take  up  the  work  as 
efficiently  as  those  whom  we  now  have,  it  would  mean 
much.

If  we  could  bring  to  you  an  ideal  report,  we  should 
begin  something  like  this  :  We  have  in  Vermont  ninety- 
eight  Baptist  churches,  and  every  one  is  a  bright  and 
shining  light,  thoroughly  alive  and  wide  awake  on  the 
subject  which  should  be  nearest  and  dearest  to  every 
Christian  heart, —  that  of  sending  the  Gospel  to  those  in 
our  own  land  who  are  in  as  deep  ignorance  and  dense 
darkness  as  those  in  heathen  lands.     In  reality,  we  can 
say  that  we   have  received  very  encouraging  reports 
from  seventy-six  churches,  and  know  that  others  have 
sent  good  gifts  to  the  treasury.     There  has  been  no 
time  since  we  came  to  the  work  that  the  outlook  has 
been  so  bright,  and  in  every  way  so  encouraging,  as 
now. 

The  reports  are  cheering  because  the  churches  seem 
so  interested  and  have  such  an  earnest  purpose  to  do 
more.  In  a  few  instances  our  larger  churches  have 
given  much  less  than  formerly,  but  they  say  it  is  only 
because  they  have  so  many  more  benevolent  organiza- 
tions. We  believe  they  will,  at  no  distant  time,  return, 
loyal  and  true,  to  this  very  important  branch  of  Christ's 
work.  We  have  also  noticed  that  we  have  had  fewer 
individual  gifts  of  goodly  sums  ;  while  over  against  this, 
we  have  many  more  of  our  smaller  churches  that  have 
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become  interested,  and  are  xejoicuig  because  tbey  have 
a  Circle.  To  be  sure,  these  have  not  yet  given  laige 
amounts,  but  their  gifts  will  be  increased,  and  the 
foundation  laid  for  strong,  permanent  worlc.  When  we 
left  our  report  with  you  last  3rear,  it  was  with  the  prom- 
ise that  we  would  do  all  we  could  "  In  His  name ; " 
and  we  have  felt  all  the  year  that  He  had  accepted  the 
offering,  and  has  Himself  been  doing  the  work,  for  we 
know  we  have  '*  nothing  in  our  hands  to  bring,"  so  lit- 
tle have  we  been  able  to  do.  The  work  has  been  very 
beautiful.  The  spirit  in  the  meetings  has  been  that  of 
loving,  joyful  service.  The  Christ-love  and  Spirit  has 
been  clearly  manifested,  especially  in  otir  little  meetings 
at  the  twilight  hour,  when  the  Holy  Spirit  seemed  so 
near  that  we^sometimes  wished  that  they  had  forgotten 
to  remind  us  that  it  was  time  for  regular  service.  Those 
were  precious  hours,  and  from  them  we  have  received  an 
inspiration  to  go  home  and  organize  a  Circle,  or  do 
something  that  would  help  in  Christ's  vpxnrk.  We  have 
had  only  three  Basket  Meetings  during  the  year.  In 
one  of  these  it  was  our  privilege  to  learn  how  a  whole 
church  had  been  helped,  and  had  taken  on  new  life,  be- 
cause one  sister  attended  a  Basket  Meeting  the  previous 
year.  She  did  not  attend  from  any  special  interest ;  but 
her  heart  was  touched,  an  interest  awakened,  and  she 
returned  to  her  home  quickened  to  new  life  and  new  ac- 
tivities in  the  Master's  service.  The  result  was  that  a 
warm  spiritual  fire  was  kindled,  and  we  trust  it  may 
never  be  allowed  to  go  out. 

We  have  found  it  perfectly  safe  to  sow  beside  all 
waters,  "for we  know  not  which  shall  prosper."  We 
rejoice  that  we  can  again  report  a  full  complement  of 
Directors.    These  are  earnest,  consecrated  women,  who 
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will  do  all  they  can  to  strengthen  our  love  for  Missions. 
Some  of  these  have  been  receiving  new  strength  for  ser- 
vice, and  will  make  themselves  felt  in  the  work.     One 
began  her  work  with  us  last  year,  and  two  others  have 
joined  our  grand  army  of  workers  during  the  year.    Mrs. 
Hindes,  from  the  Addison  Association,  sends  us  cheerful 
words,  and  although  not  as  much  has  been  given  as  she 
had  expected  to  receive,  yet  much  encouragement  has 
come  from  the  fact  that  each  church  has  given  some- 
thing.    The  young  people  in  Addison  and  Bristol  have 
kindly  remembered  our  work.     Her  own  church   has 
taken  on  new  strength,  and  will  be  in  condition  to  keep 
its    past    record    good.     Mrs.    Wadsworth    began    her 
work  in  the  Danville  Association  last  June.     She  has 
succeeded  in  getting  communications  from  all  her  nine 
churches,    and   contributions  from  eight.     If  less  has 
been  given,  it  is  because  of  individual  gifts.     We  are 
expecting  much  from  the  Young  People*s  Society  and 
Young  Ladies'  Circle  in  the  Newport  church,  as  the 
result  of  this  sister's  work. 

Miss  Miles  sends  us  very  cheerful  words  from  the 
Lamoille  Association,  and  reports  an  increase  in  interest 
as  well  as  money.  She  is  much  encouraged,  as  she 
finds  so  many  who  are  working  for  love  of  the  Master. 
The  church  at  Georgia  Plain  is  especially  commended 
as  one  where  every  woman  is  invited  to  give,  and  every 
one  contributes  something.  Miss  Mills  writes  from  the 
Shaftsbury  Association  that  she  has  reports  from  eighteen 
out  of  twenty  churches.  This  gives  us  much  encourage- 
ment, as  new  Circles  have  been  organized  and  others  re- 
organized. It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  so  many 
are  happy  in  their  work.  The  banner,  we  think,  must 
be  given  to  the  little  church  in  East  Hubbardton,  where

they  have  eight  women  in  the  church,  and  have  con- 
tributed nine  dollars  for  the  general  work,  and  five  from 
the  Sunday  School  for  Alaska ;  giving  accordingly  for 
every  good  work.  Mrs.  Ballon  began  her  work  in  the 
Woodstock  Association  last  September.  They  have 
sixteen  churches,  and  ten  have  made  reports  this  year. 
Not  quite  as  much  money  has  been  given  from  some 
churches,  others  have  contributed  more.  In  some  we 
find  much  attention  is  given  to  the  children,  and  we  are 
hoping  others  will  take  up  this  work  with  more  earnest- 
ness, as  one  of  the  stepping-stones  towards  better  work. 
Very  cheerful  words  come  to  us  from  Mrs.  Hawley, 
of  the  Windham  Association.  They  have  sixteen 
churches,  and  twelve  have  reported  an  advance  in  inter- 
est and  money.  Mrs.  Rising,  of  the  Vermont  Central 
Association,  began  her  work  with  the  year,  and  from  the 
nine  churches  we  have  much  that  gives  us  courage  and 
inspiration.  An  advance  has  been  made  on  all  lines  of 
work,  and  much  is  expected. 

We  have  had  our  usual  meetings,  and  our  work  has 
been  presented.  Mrs.  Amanda  Miller  Coleman  assisted 
in  the  June  work,  and  Mrs.  Peckman  in  the  Addison 
County  Basket  Meeting,  Shaftsbury  Association,  and 
State  Convention.  While  we  have  many  regrets  that 
we  have  not  more  to  bring,  we  do  feel  very  grateful  for 
all  past  blessings,  and  have  every  reason  to  believe  we 
shall  have  better  work  another  year.

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  the  hopes  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Workers  of  Eastern  Massachusetts  have  not  been 
realized  during  the  past  year,  and  yet  in  some  respects 
success  has  attended  our  efforts.  In  seven  of  our  Asso- 
ciations the  amount  sent  to  the  treasury  of  our  Society 
for  general  work  has  been  increased  over  that  of  last 
year,  while  in  four  others  it  has  materially  lessened,  so 
that  on  the  whole  we  have  to  report  a  little  decrease  in 
the  amount  of  our  gifts.  This  does  not  include  the  lega- 
cies. The  remark  has  been  made  that  it  is  better  to 
have  ten  dollars  from  ten  women,  than  to  have  the  same 
amount  from  only  five  women,  because  it  showed  the  in- 
terest of  the  larger  number ;  we  have  worked  this  year 
on  this  principle,  and  have  reported  from  nearly  all  our 
churches  a  larger  number  of  contributors  to  our  work 
than  last  year ;  so  while  many  of  our  regular  contribu- 
tors have  this  year  been  obliged  to  give  less  than  previ- 
ously, the  large  number  of  new  ones  who  have  given 
has  shown  a  growing  and  widening  interest. 

There  has  also  been  a  growing  interest  in  our  Alaskan 
work.     Seven  Associations  have  given  more  than  last 
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year  to  this  part  of  our  work,  and  four  a  little  less. 
About  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  more  than  last 
year  has  been  contributed  by  Bastem  Massachusetts  for 

Alaska. 

The  call  for  the  December  offering  for  the  French 
Work  was  responded  to  very  generously  by  most  of  our 
Associations,  and  was  what  it  was  intended  to  be,  an 
extra  gift. 

The  number  of  subscribers  to  Echoes  has  largely  in- 
creased, and  we  hear  from  all  sides  only  words  of  high 
praise  for  the  paper;  one  pkstor  having  said  to  us  a 
short  time  ago,  "  If  I  want  anything  bright  and  right  to 
the  point  for  a  Missionary  Meeting,  I  always  go  to 
Echoes  for  it." 

Basket  Meetings  have  been  held,  with  the  usual 
amount  of  interest. 

Several  new  Circles  have  been  organized,  and  have 
sent  for  the  first  time  a  contribution  to  our  Society.  A 
few  Circles  have  not  seemed  to  remember  that  Baptist 
Mission  Work  must  be  supported  by  Baptists,  if  at  all, 
and  have  given  quite  largely  of  their  money  to  individu- 
als who  plead  for  their  own  special  work ;  we  have  been 
tryinj^  to  educate  such  to  understand  that  they  ought, 
first  of  ail,  to  be  loyal  to  their  own  denominational  work, 
and  that  the  best  place  to  send  their  Circle  money  is 
through  the  treasury  of  our  own  Mission  Society. 

Our  Directors  have  been  faithful  in  their  work,  and 
many  of  them  send  very  helpful  words ;  one  of  them 
writes  :  * '  Several  of  my  Circles  have  given  more  than 
last  year,  and  I  am  sure  it  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
were  asked  for  a  definite  sum,  which  they  tried  to 
reach.'* 

Another  says  :  "  I  am  working  to  have  every  woman 
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in  our  churches  a  contributor  to  our  work,  and  interested 
in  it,  and  shall  not  be  satisfied  until  this  is  done.'' 

Let  us  look  very  briefly  at  each  Association. 

Barnstable.  Miss  Scudder  says:  "Most  of  our 
churches  have  made  no  contribution  for  Home  Missions 
this  year.  The  work  is  brought  before  them  for  a 
few  minutes  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Association, 
but  the  women  do  not  seem  to  have  the  interest  we 
wish." 

Boston^  North.  Mrs,  Earle  reports  two  new  Circles 
organized,  doing  good  work.  Out  of  her  seventeen  Cir- 
cles she  has  visited  ten.  An  interesting  Basket  Meeting 
has  been  held,  and  one  Circle,  at  one  of  its  regular  meet- 
ings, invited  several  of  its  neighboring  Circles  to  visit 
it,  all  telling  informally  of  what  they  were  doing  along 
missionary  lines.  It  is  said  to  have  been  a  very  helpful 
meeting. 

Boston,  South.  Mrs.  Hilliard  requested  that  some  one 
else  be  found  to  take  up  her  work,  and  allow  her  to  give 
her  time  to  the  Junior  Work  in  the  Association,  as  she 
loved  to  do  that  work  and  felt  best  fitted  for  it.  This 
has  been  done,  and  Mrs.  Beverage,  of  Dorchester,  will 
take  up  the  work  this  year.  Mrs.  Hilliard  reports  three 
new  Circles  organized  and  a  Basket  Meeting  held,  which 
was  well  attended. 

Boston,  East,  Miss  Greenwood  reports  three  new  Cir- 
cles. Two  Circles  have  doubled  their  gifts,  and  one  has 
multiplied  last  year's  amount  nearly  eight  times.  The 
Qsual  Basket  Meeting  was  held  on  a  very  stormy  day. 

Boston,  West,  Mrs.  Brigham  has  done  some  visiting, 
and  would  have  been  glad  to  do  more,  had  she  been 
asked  by  the  Circles  to  visit  them.  Most  of  the  Circles 
are  doing  good  work,  and  some  have  contributed  for  the 
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first  time  this  year  to  our  work.    The  Basket  If  ecting 
was  held  in  the  foil  with  good  attendance, 

Framingham,  Mrs.  SweeUand  has  a  report  from 
every  church  in  her  Associatioii,  and  says  the  inteiest  is 
growing,  and  in  the  larger  towns  the  gifts  are  increasiflg. 
This  Association  has,  by  making  the  effort  to  reach  the 
amount  asked  for,  raised  about  seventy-five  doUaia  more 
than  the  apportionment.  She  has  hdd  a  Basket  Meet- 
ing and  visited  some  of  the  Circles. 

Merrimac  River.  Mrs.  Brackett  reports  fourteen 
churches  taking  more  BAois.  Many  Circles  report 
deaths  of  prominent  workers,  but  from  neaiiy  every  Cir- 
cle is  the  cheering  news  of  an  undiminished  interert  in 
the  work,  and  they  speak  of  *'a  brighter  future  and 
greater  hopes  for  the  coming  year." 

Salem.  Mrs.  Gorham  reports  two  new  Circles  organ- 
ized. She  has  visited  a  few  Circles,  and  hopes  to  go  to 
others  soon.     A  Basket  Meeting  has  been  held. 

Taunton.  Mrs.  Wood  says  :  "  The  continued  strikes 
and  the  general  business  depression  have  had  their 
effects,  but  the  great  need  is  more  love  to  Christ,"  She 
has  visited  eight  Circles  and  held  the  regular  Basket 
Meeting.  She  says:  ''I  have  tried  to  impress  the 
thought  that  each  member  should  become  a  recruiting' 
officer,  and  at  least  bring  in  one  new  member  during 
the  year,  and  that  this  cotild  be  done  by  prayerful 
service.'* 

Old  Colony.  We  regret  exceedingly  that  our  faiithful 
Director,  Mrs.  Poye,  has  been  obliged  to  resign  her 
position )  which  as  yet  we  have  not  been  able  to  fill 
The  receipts  for  general  work,  as  well  as  for  Alaska, 
have  been  a  little  in  advance  of  last  year.  We  pray 
that  the  Lord  will  direct  the  right  woman  into  this  work 
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very  soon,  so  that  the  good  work  may  be  increased  in 
the  year  to  come. 

Wachusett,  Early  in  the  year  this  Association  was 
transferred  from  the  care  of  Western  to  Eastern  Massa- 
chusetts, so  for  the  first  time  we  bring  you  her  report. 
She  has  increased  in  her  gifts  both  for  general  work  and 
for  Alaska  this  year.  She  is  the  banner  Association  in 
Eastern  Massachusetts  for  the  Alaska  Work,  as  every 
Sunday  school  but  two  have  sent  contributions.  We 
are  very  sorry  that  we  have  to  report  the  resignation  of 
Mrs.  Hovey,  the  efficient  and  faithful  Director.  The 
Home  Mission  interest  and  gifts  have  increased  very 
largely  under  her  wise  leadership.  We  pray  for  the 
right  one  to  take  her  place.  She  says :  *'  Eight  Circles 
reached  their  apportionment,  and  fourteen  Circles  gave 
more  than  last  year,  and  I  believe  the  increase  has  been 
due  to  their  being  asked  to  give  a  certain  amount." 

As  we  look  over  the  year's  work,  we  would  like  to 
suggest  to  all  Circles  that  it  would  be  very  helpful  to 
them  if  they  would  try  to  send  an  invitation  to  their  Di- 
rector for  her  to  visit  one  of  their  regular  Circle  Meet- 
ings, and  talk  to  the  ladies  in  an  informal  way.  In 
visiting  a  large  number  of  Circles  she  could  carry  so 
many  helpful  thoughts  and  suggestions  from  one  to 
another. 

A  story  is  told  of  a  rope-maker,  who,  when  asked  what 
he  had  done  to-day,  replied,  **  Oh,  sir,  ten  hours  of  hard 
work,  just  twisting  tow  ;  my  fingers  sore,  my  lungs 
choked  with  dust.  I  am  so  tired  and  discouraged." 
This  is  one  side.  See  the  other :  a  ship  with  eleven 
hundred  souls  on  board  is  being  driven  upon  the  shore, 
—  a  land  of  crags,  like  giant  teeth,  stretching  up  sheer 
and  sharp.     One  anchor  after  another  is  dropped,  each 
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checking  the  speed  of  the  veiad's  drift.  The  last  an- 
chorisdown.  WiUithoU?  Yea.  The aUp is aaved ! 
Go  tell  the  rope-maker  not  to  think  of  the  toil  and  the 
dust  and  the  monotony,  but  of  the  eleven  hnndnd  men 
and  women  saved.  We,  as  liission  Workers  of  Baatem 
Massachusetts,  will  try  another  -year  to  go  oi^  with  the 
hours  of  work  for  the  Master;  even  though  we  may 
sometimes  be  tired  and  discouraged,  yet  we  will  think, 
instead,  of  the  good  done,  and  the  souls  saved,  by  our 
humble  but  faithful  service. 

A  little  girl,  when  asked  if  she  always  obeyed  manuna 
when  she  told  her  to  do  anjrfhing,  replied,  "  Yes,  if  I 
hear  her,  but  I  like  to  play  so  far  off  that  I  can't  always^ 
hear.*'  We  feel  that  so  many  Christians  live  so  ho* 
from  our  Father,  that  we  don't  alwa3r8hear  Him,  and  we 
pray  that  this  year  we  may  all  stay  so  near  our  Master, 
that  we  may  always  hear  and  be  prompt  to  obey^  when  he 
tells  us  to  do  for  Home  Missions,  as  well  as  everything 
else.

The  past  year  has  brought  with  it  many  things  to  en- 
courage :  the  assurance  of  God's  presence  and  blessing; 
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in  many  Societies  enlarged  contributions  and  new  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Echoes.  As  a  whole,  the  work  accom- 
plished has  not  been  what  we  have  hoped  and  prayed 
for  and  what  we  reasonably  expected.  One  serious  dif- 
ficulty has  been  that  some  of  the  Directors  resigned  early 
in  the  year,  and  no  successor  could  be  found  readily. 
Your  Assistant  Vice-President  also,  who  would  gladly 
have  given  much  time  and  effort  in  personally  meeting 
the  Directors  and  visiting  the  Associations,  has  been 
compelled  to  leave  the  work  almost  entirely  to  the  Di- 
rectors. Mrs.  Peckham  has  done  not  only  her  own 
work,  but  has  been  burdened  with  the  Junior  Work  also. 
The  Worcester  Association  has  been  transferred  to 
Western  Massachusetts,  and  the  Wachusett  Association 
transferred  to  Eastern  Massachusetts. 

Barnstable  Association,  A  year  ago  I  reported  the 
resignation  of  the  Junior  Director  of  this  Association. 
No  one  has  been  found  to  assume  the  work  here.  The 
Senior  Director,  Miss  Collins,  reports  no  Young  Peo- 
ple's or  Children's  Bands. 

Boston,  North,  Mrs.  Plummer  reports  progress.  Last 
year's  contributions  reported  were  $98.05,  this  year's 
$217.50.  She  has  spent  time  and  been  much  in  prayer 
to  secure  this  result.  She  writes  :  *  *  Every  letter  I  send 
out,  I  ask  God's  blessing  to  go  with  it,  and  do  feel 
He  has  blessed."  She  has  addressed  two  of  her  socie- 
ties, and  has  talked  with  individuals  of  the  different 
societies,  whenever  possible,  instead  of  writing. 

Boston,  East,  Miss  Sweetser  reports  a  slight  de- 
crease in  contributions ;  one  Band  is  not  working  this 
year  because  no  one  could  be  found  to  lead  it.  She  re- 
ports a  decrease  in  regular  work  of  Mission  Bands,  and 
an  increase  in  Bible  School  giving  for  Missions.

BosUm,  South.  MiM  Bxlffham,  wlio  has  for  aemal 
years  been  the  Junior  Director  of  this  AaHodatioii,  re- 
signed her  position  early  in  flie  year.  At  the  time  far 
sending  out  reports,  no  Director  had  been  sectind,  so 
they  were  returned  to  me.  Only  two  societies  nqxKted 
as  having  made  contributions  dnring  Uie  year.  Sirs. 
Hilliard  will  assume  the  wotfc  this  yesr,  bringing,  I 
trust,  a  report  of  a  decided  increase  in  the  results  at  the 
end  of  the  present  year. 

Boston,  West.  A  year  ago  we  were  able  to  report  a 
very  successful  year's  work  in  this  Aasociatioo,  under 
the  direction  of  Hiss  Gertrude  Rausch.  New  societiea 
were  formed,  meetings  addressed,  societies  visited.  She 
could  not  continue  her  work,  and  so  resigned.  This 
year's  report  brings  increased  contributions. 

Miss  Bl&nche  Wliittier,  who  was  recently  appointed  to 
succeed  Miss  Rausch,  has  begun  to  write  and  interview 
members  of  the  different  societies.  She  writes,  "  I  shall 
endeavor,  sometime  during  the  year,  to  visit  each  church 
and  come  in  touch  with  the  young  people,  so  I  may  un- 
derstand their  needs  and  so  be  helpful  to  them." 

Framingham  Association.  In  this  Association,  too, 
we  report  a  new  Director.  Mrs.  Sweetland  has  given 
place  to  Mrs.  Ada  B.  DeWitt  Three  Bands  report  con- 
tributions. Two  Bands  have  given  up  meetings  this 
year  because  they  have  no  leader. 

Old  Colony  Association.  Mrs.  Straffin  sends  an  en- 
couraging report.  Three  more  Bands  contributing, 
more  Echoes  subscriptions,  and  nearly  twice  as  much 
money  contributed  as  last  year. 

Wachusett  Association.  This  Association  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  division,  and 
Worcester  Association  to  Western  Massachusetts.     At 
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the  present  time  this  Association  is  without  a  Junior 
Director. 

As  I  render  this,  my  last  report/  and  look  over  the 
year  that  is  past,  with  its  results,  I  am  thankful  for  the 
measure  of  success,  and  exceedingly  regret  what  of 
necessity  has  been  left  undone. 

I  trust  that  the  coming  year  may  be  one  of  progress, 
and  that  the  Directors,  new  and  old,  and  the  new  Assist- 
ant Vice-President  may  be  given  guidance  and  help  from 
Him  who  said,  ''  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me.**

Western  Massachusetts  brings  her  greeting  as  she 
brings  another  record  of  her  work.  We  should  like  to 
say^that  each  woman  in  each  church  has  contributed 
this  year  to  Home  Missions.  Instead  of  that,  there  has 
been  a  falling  short  financially,  in  many  directions,  of 
what  wis  done  last  year.  W^e  appreciate  the  fact  that 
success  in  the  work  of  our  Society  is  most  frequently 
measured  by  the  contributions  received,  yet  that  is  not 
its  only  nor  its  highest  object.  While  we  ' '  polish  up 
the  dark  side,**  as  we  were  told  a  year  ago  to  do,  we 
find  many  things  growing  brighter. 

The  way  has  been  hedged  in  for  many  of  our  workers. 

*  Mrs.  Nettie  Littlefield  Greenleaf,  Stoneham,  has  been  appointed  to  fill 
the  vtcancy  caused  by  Mrs.  Knight's  resif^nation. 
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Three  of  our  five  Directors  have  been  hindered  by 
long  illness,  and  my  own  work  has  of  necessity  been 
done  by  correspondence  alone.  Some  one  has  said  that 
the  three  elements  of  success  are  first,  Work;  second, 
Work  ;  third,  WORK.  This  fact  impresses  more 
and  more  strongly  on  our  minds  that  Home  Mission 
interests  among  our  churches  need  earnest,  aggressive 
work,  always  remembering  to  let  our  Master,  not  our- 
selves, plan  our  work.  One  Director  frankly  confesses, 
in  regard  to  a  certain  church  whose  contributions  were 
considerably  less  this  year,  **  I  think  more  efiort  would 
have  brought  about  a  different  result ,  * '  yet  this  Director 
is  one  who  is  not  lacking  in  earnest  effort. 

The  brightest  part  of  our  year's  record  is  the  promis- 
ing outlook  in  the  Junior  Department. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  spirit  of  hopefulness  in  the 
reports  of  Directors,  even  though  the  financial  results 
fall  short  of  that  for  which  they  have  been  striving.  In- 
terest aroused  in  new  directions,  and  a  determination  to 
hold  fast  and  increase  what  is  gained,  promise  well  for 
the  future.  The  Conference  held  last  fall  between  the 
Directors  and  our  Corresponding  Secretary  was  exceed- 
ingly helpful,  and  the  wish  has  been  expressed  that  such 
meetings  might  be  held  every  year. 

Home  Mission  Echoes  have  had  a  larger  circulation 
in  Western  Massachusetts  than  in  any  previous  year, 
though  not  yet  equal  to  what  is  desired.  The  work  of 
one  woman  is  worthy  of  mention,  who,  though  more 
than  seventy  years  of  age,  by  her  own  individual  effort 
secured  a  club  of  fifty  members. 

We  wish  that  Alaska  had  a  deeper  hold  among  all  our 
churches.  Some  of  our  women  have  it  upon  their  hearts, 
and  work  to  secure  a  gift  from  their  Sunday  Schools 
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each  year,  but  in  many  cases  tlie  appeals  of  the  Direc- 
tors in  behalf  of  this  work  meet  with  no  response,  or  one 
contribution  is  made  to  answer  for  two  or  three  years. 
The  amount  contributed  for  Alaska  is  less  than  last 
year,  and  much  less  than  it  should  be. 

About  the  usual  number  of  Basket  Meetings  have 
been  held,  and  the  interests  of  our  Woman's  Society 
have  been  ably  presented  at  the  meetings  of  the  several 
Associations. 

Berkshire  reports  a  loss  in  contributions  as  a  whole, 
but  one  more  church  to  come  into  line,  and  a  promise 
from  another  to  start  work  this  year.  The  subscriptions 
to  Echoes  have  been  increased. 

Franklin  sends  a  good  report.  The  contributions 
are  increased  and  more  barrels  have  been  sent  to 
missionaries.  Miss  Allard  is  much  encouraged  by 
the  increasing  interest  shown  in  Home  Mission 
Work. 

Miller's  River  reports  a  loss  in  contributions,  although 
there  are  a  few  more  contributors.  One  new  Circle  has 
been  formed,  thus  doubling  the  contribution  from  that 
church.  One  other  church  has  doubled  its  gift,  and  the 
number  of  subscriptions  to  Echoes  has  been  doubled  in 
the  Association. 

Westfield  meets  with  a  loss  in  the  retirement  of  Mrs. 
McGregory,  on  account  of  ill  health,  from  the  office  of 
President  of  the  Association.  For  several  years  she  has 
been  a  faithful  and  valued  worker,  and  her  withdrawal 
is  regretted.  We  are  glad  to  welcome  Mrs.  Hildreth, 
of  Holyoke,  an  efficient  successor.  This  Association  re- 
ports the  same  story  of  lessened  contributions,  but  the 
Director  feels  sure  of  an  increase  of  interest,  especially 
in  two  or  three  churches  where  little  has  been  done  in 
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this  direction  heretofore.    The  Echoes  list  is  increased 
by  nearly  one  hundred. 

Worcester  Association,  in  being  transferred  from  East- 
em  to  Western  Massachusetts,  brings  us  workers  of  abil- 
ity. Mrs.  Wheeler  reports  an  increase  of  pfts  in  some  of 
the  churches,  one  of  which  gave  nothing  last  year,  another 
reported  for  the  first  time.  Some  have  heard  other  calls 
more  loudly  than  for  Home  Missions,  so  that  on  the 
whole,  the  contributions  are  less  than  last  year.  Nearly 
four  hundred  and  fifty  Echoes  are  taken  in  the  Associ- 
ation. 

Another  year's  record  is  beginning.  May  our  blessed 
Master  fill  all  His  children  with  His  Spirit,  giving  them 
a  "  readiness  to  will  *'  and  a  heart  to  **  perform  the  do- 
ing of  it.'*

During  the  past  year  encouraging  improvement  has 
been  made  in  our  equipment  for  work.  Three  Direc- 
tors have  been  secured.  One  of  these  takes  the  place  of 
Mrs.  Parmenter,  who  resigned  from  Franklin  Associ- 
ation. The  Association  transferred  into  our  district 
having  already  its  Assistant  Director,  there  is  now  but 
one  vacant  place  in  the  list.  Hopeful  efforts  are  being 
made  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

The  new  leaders  have  been  quick  to  discern  the  essen- 
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tial  difficulties  and  eager  to  find  means  of  obviating 
them.  Already  we  feel  cheered  by  better  prospects  for 
these  fields  hitherto  lacking  Assistant  Directors. 

In  Worcester  Association  Mrs.  Thomas  has  been  suc- 
cessful in  introducing  Home  Mission  Work  into  several 
Farther  Light  Societies,  new  Circles  have  been  organ- 
ized, and  Mrs.  Thomas  has  sent  out  to  Primary  Depart- 
ments in  her  Association  about  thirty  log-cabin  boxes  of 
her  husband's  own  design.  These  have  been  received 
with  much  delight.  Their  contents  have  not  yet  been 
collected.  The  reports  of  contributions  from  this  Asso- 
ciation are  very  encouraging. 

Franklin  Association  reports  several  encouraging 
items :  a  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  has  been  re- 
minded of  its  opportunity  to  take  a  missionary  collection 
at  its  monthly  Conquest  Meeting ;  a  band  of  children 
who  formerly  brought  all  their  pennies  to  the  Foreign 
cause  is  now  dividing  its  offering ;  a  Junior  Baptist 
Young  People's  Union,  whose  proceeds  had  been  used 
locally,  has  been  placed  upon  a  broader  basis.  Mrs. 
Morse  makes  a  good  suggestion  concerning  the  use  of 
the  term  *' Junior  Department."  We  shall  avoid  its 
use  in  the  future,  as  it  causes  misunderstanding ;  and 
we  purpose  to  make  clear,  on  sending  out  our  report 
blanks  next  year,  that  we  earnestly  desire  a  report  from 
every  Young  People's  Society,  Young  Women's  Circle, 
and  Children's  Organization  in  our  Baptist  churches. 

Westfield  Association,  The  Assistant  Director  availed 
herself  of  the  opportunity  of  personally  meeting  some  of 
the  pastors  at  the  Westfiel4  Association  Convention,  with 
good  results.  Successful  efforts  were  also  made  at  this 
Convention  to  increase  the  circulation  of  Home  Mission 
Echoes.     There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  report  of 
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contributions  from  this  Association,  but  this  cause  for 
discouragement  we  offset  by  the  statement  that  five  so- 
cieties, not  heard  from  last  year,  have  responded  to  this 
year's  request  for  reports. 

Miss  Foster  is  busily  making  preparations  for  mar- 
riage. She  writes  :  **  I  expect  to  have  more  time  in  the 
near  future  for  Mission  Work.'*  We  send  Miss  Foster 
our  heartiest  congratulations  upon  the  happy  event  and 
the  earnest  determination  as  well. 

MUUr's  River  Association  has  responded  in  some  form 
to  all  the  requests  for  reports,  with  three  exceptions. 
This  is  a  small  Association  and  has  not  increased  our 
receipts  very  largely  the  past  year.  There  are  encour- 
aging signs  of  interest,  however,  made  known  from  time 
to  time, —  as  a  request  for  the  address  of  a  missionary 
family  to  whom  a  barrel  may  be  sent,  or  an  earnest  ex- 
pression from  the  heart  of  one  of  the  workers.  With  the 
oversight  of  our  new  Assistant  Director,  we  look  for 
larger  results  the  coming  year. 

Berkshire  Association  is  without  an  Assistant  Director. 
The  Assistant  Vice-President  has  made  a  short  trip  in 
this  Association,  conferring  with  some  of  the  leaders 
and  addressing  one  or  two  gatherings  of  young  people. 
Efforts  were  made  at  the  time,  some  of  which  were  suc- 
cessful in  a  particularly'  pleasing  way,  for  the  in- 
creased circulation  of  the  Echoes.  The  conversations 
with  those  interested  in  the  work  brought  to  the  Assist- 
ant Vice-President  new  suggestions  and  inspirSition  for 
the  coming  year. 

In  order  that  we  may  reap  better  financial  results  next 
year,  every  Director  is  requested  to  ask,  so  far  as  is  prac- 
ticable, for  a  certain  percentage  of  the  whole  amount 
raised  by  each  organization,  the  percentage  to  be  deter- 
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mined   in  the   several   cases  at  the   discretion  of  the 
Director  in  conference  with  the  leaders. 

Our  purpose  is  not,  in  any  way,  to  surpass  the  success 
of  other  worthy  works,  but  to  provide  a  channel  for  the 
quiet,  regulated  giving  of  those  who  long  for  more  Chris- 
tian homes  in  our  native  land.  Ours  is  a  mission  for 
the  home  in  the  home  land.  May  our  Father's  joy  and 
peace  abide  with  all  our  faithful  workers  who,  hav- 
ing learned  to  know  something  of  the  Great  * '  Home 
Heart,"  are  trying  to  take  the  knowledge  to  others.

As  we  look  back  over  the  busy  days  of  the  year  just 
closing,  our  hearts  question  what  we  have  done  worth 
recording  ;  there  is  a  desire  for  a  little  longer  time  before 
the  pages  must  be  turned.  Yet  we  have  labored  together 
in  love,  prayfully  seeking  Divine  direction,  and  with 
earnest  desire  that  the  Master  be  glorified. 

The  usual  five  social  unions  have  been  held,  to  make 
bedding  and  needed  articles  for  the  schools.  These 
meetings  have  always  been  pleasant  and  helpful,  but  it 
has  been  deemed  wise  by  our  State  Board  to  discontinue 
them,  so  very  general  has  become  the  work  of  sending 
supplies  to  the  schools  from  the  individual  churches. 

In  September  our  Board  appointed  Visiting  Commit- 
tees for  the  Providence  and   Warren   Associations,  to 
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assist  the   Directors ;   we  hope   much   from  this  new 
method. 

There  have  been  held  three  public  evening  meetings* 

The  P'irst  Church,  Pawtucket,  invited  the  ladies  of 
the  Union,  after  a  Sewing  Meeting,  to  remain  for  the 
evening,  and  Rev.  Arthur  St.  James  was  there  to  tell  of 
the  needs  of  the  French  population,  while  Mrs.  Le 
Beau,  a  convert  and  coworker,  confirmed  his  words  and 
strengthened  our  faith  by  her  vivid  description  of  the 
change  which  had  come  into  her  own  life  and  that  of 
her  family. 

Dr.  Alexander  Blackburn  came  to  address  a  public 
meeting  in  the  Central  Church,  and  our  annual  Young 
People's  Rally  brought  a  full  house  to  the  Stewart 
Street  Church.  Dr.  Hazlewood,  with  his  stereopticon, 
took  them  among  the  Indians,  showing  views  of  past 
and  present  ways  of  living  and  dressing,  and  the  more 
wonderful  change  in  their  faces.  Mrs.  Reynolds  was 
also  with  us  to  speak  of  woman's  work  in  its  different 
branches,  and  at  a  meeting  at  the  Fourth  Church  came 
to  speak  of  the  work  among  the  French. 

In  February  we  held  our  Annual  Day  of  Prayer, 
which  proved  a  season  of  blessing  to  many. 

Warren  Associatio?i.  Mrs.  Whitman,  Director,  re- 
ports t\vent\'-five  churches,  seventeen  Circles ;  eighteen 
churches  have  contributed  $922.12  for  general  fund, 
$93.27  for  Alaska,  total  sum  $1015.39;  sent  sixteen 
barrels,  valued  at  $842.26  ;  number  of  Echoes  taken,  492. 

Immediately  after  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May,  letters 
were  written  to  all  the  churches,  asking  the  Circles  to 
plan  for  a  vacation  offering,  and  that  some  one  be  ap- 
pointed in  each  church  to  revive  the  work  of  gathering 
names  for  "  Precious  Jewels." 
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At  the  annual  Association  Meeting  in  September,  Mrs. 
Coleman,  President  of  the  General  Society,  spoke  of  the 
needs  of  the  work,  and  Miss  Lizzie  C.  Gibbs  told  of  the 
special  needs  of  Shaw  University. 

About  the  first  of  November,  letters  were  again  sent 
to  all,  calling  attention  to  the  pressing  need  of  a  Bible- 
woman  to  work  among  the  French  in  New  England, 
and  envelopes  sent  requesting  a  penny  a  day  for  the 
month  of  December  as  a  Christmas  offering  to  that  line 
of  work. 

Alaska  circulars  and  leaflets  were  sent  to  every  Super- 
intendent, asking  the  cooperation  of  the  schools. 

November  eleventh,  a  Basket  Meeting  was  held  with 
the  Congdon  Street  (colored)  Church.  The  pastor.  Rev. 
J.  H.  Presley,  cordially  welcomed  the  ladies,  and  during 
the  session  sang  a  solo,  adding  pleasure  by  his  interest 
and  helpfulness.  The  thought  of  the  morning,  brought 
out  in  a  paper  read  by  Mrs.  Osterhout,  was  "the  joy 
and  spiritual  profit  of  systematic  giving.*'  Rev.  E. 
Ramette  was  present,  telling  of  the  difiiculties  and  suc- 
cesses of  the  work  among  the  French,  and  Mrs.  L.  G. 
Barrett  spoke  on  the  '*  Possibilities  of  the  Colored  Race," 
their  recognized  need  of  elevation,  struggles  for  educa- 
tion, and  willing  sacrifices  to  obtain  it.  Mrs.  Josephine 
Iv.  Petit,  of  Worcester,  gave  a  thrilling  account  of  her 
personal  experience  in  connection  with  the  renunciation 
of  Roman  Catholicism  and  her  conversion. 

Mrs.  Whitman  welcomes  this  year,  as  an  auxiliary, 
the  reorganized  Circle  of  the  old  First  Church,  which 
was  formed  in  December,  1897.  Much  has  been  done 
in  previous  years  by  this  Circle,  but  we  hope  now  for 
still  greater  interest.  Early  in  January  the  needs  of 
Alaska  were  presented  in  some  of  the  schools   by  the 
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Director,  while  at  the  Union  Church  one  of  the  teachers 
spoke  on  the  subject,  distributing  Alaska  envelopes, 
which  were  returned  the  next  Sunday  with  generous 

contributions. 

The  Visiting  Committee  have  not  accomplished  all 
they  desired,  but  are  ready  at  the  call  of  the  Director 
for  an}'  service.  "  Seed  has  been  sown  with  joy  and 
care  ;  may  it  have  fallen  into  good  ground,  and  be  wa- 
tered with  the  Divine  favor,  so  that  rich  fruitage  may 
abound  in  the  coming  year." 

Proiidence  Associatioyi^  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Lee, 
has  twenty-five  churches,  and  reports  seventeen  Circles, 
contributing  for  the  general  fund  $717.72  ;  for  Alaska, 
$16.30,  Number  of  Echoes  taken,  166  ;  no  report  of 
barrels.  Two  churches  have  not  held  regular  preach- 
ing services  for  several  years,  but  there  is  now  a  renewal 
of  Christian  activities  in  those  fields. 

The  noonday  meeting  of  the  Association  was  con- 
ducted by  the  State  Vice-President,  the  Director  being 
absent.  An  interesting  account  of  the  establishment  of 
the  Italian  Mission  in  our  own  cit}'  was  given  by  Miss 
Weedcn,  followed  by  an  earnest  plea  for  the  vast  num- 
ber of  foreigners  in  our  land,  who  need  the  blessings  of 
gospel  tnith,  by  Mrs.  D.  \V.  Faunce.  Statistics  given 
added  force  to  her  plea.     No  Basket  Meeting  was  held. 

The  First  Pawtucket  Church  and  our  Home  Mission 
Society  have  suffered  great  loss  in  the  death  of  two  mem- 
bers.  Mrs.  Benedict,  the  founder  of  Benedict  College, 
very  early  in  the  year  was  called  home,  and  recently 
Mrs.  Mary  E.  A.  Tower  has  finished  her  work  and 
entered  into  rest ;  both  were  widely  known  for  their 
Christian  faithfuhiess,  and  their  Christlike  love  for  the 
needy.     As  was  written  of  Mrs.  Tower,  so  do  we  record 
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of  both  ;  they  leave  to  friends  and  all  who  knew  them 
"an  inspiration  to  higher  living,  to  self-sacrifice,  to 
lo\'ing  words  and  deeds.** 

The  Young  Ladies'  Circle  of  the  First  Church,  Paw- 
tucket,  report  increased  interest  and  larger  gifts  than 
ever  before,  and  the  Young  Ladies'  Circle  of  the  Central 
Falls  Church  deserves  special  mention ;  there  are  nine- 
teen members,  who  have  this  year  raised  one  hundred 
dollars  for  Foreign  Mission  Work,  and  seventy  dollars 
for  Home  Missions,  an  increase  of  twenty  dollars  over 
any  previous  year  for  our  work. 

Narragansett  Association,  Mrs.  Cottrell,  Director, 
has  twenty-seven  churches ;  only  ten  returned  blanks. 
Reported  contributions,  $300  for  general  work ;  for 
Alaska,  $33.50,  and  value  of  barrels  sent,  $416.16. 
Number  of  Echoes  taken,  239.  Two  Young  People's 
Societies  reported. 

Most  of  the  churches  in  this  Association  are  small 
and  widely  scattered.  She  writes,  **  It  is  hard  to  get  in 
touch  with  the  small,  distant  churches,  which  have  no 
Home  Mission  Society,  and  find  it  hard  to  exist."  Mrs. 
Cottrell  early  divided  the  twenty-seven  churches  into 
groups,  designfng  to^  place  these  under  the  care  of 
visitors ;  owing  to  illness  and  other  hindrances,  added 
to  the  diflBculty  of  reaching  and  combining  forces,  the 
plan  is  not  yet  fully  matured. 

An  Intermission  Meeting  was  held  at  the  time  of  the 
regular  Association,  when  the  Director  read  a  paper  on 
the  importance  of  church  and  missionary  effort  in  the 
small  country  churches.  Miss  E.  M.  Hinds  spoke  upon 
missionary  literature,  the  use  of  Mite- Boxes,  and  collec- 
tions. Miss  Cora  Root,  who  was  about  to  enter  the 
Home   Mission   field  as  a  worker  among   the  colored 
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people,  told  something  of  the  training-school  for  mis- 
sionaries, where  she  had  been  preparing  for  service. 

A  Basket  Meeting  was  held  on  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber. Letters  from  missionaries  were  read,  and  Mrs. 
Cottrell  outlined  her  plan  for  division  of  the  work, 
which  was  discussed  with  favor  by  the  ladies ;  an  or- 
ganization was  formed,  and  three  vice-presidents  chosen 
to  assist,  each  taking  charge  of  a  group  of  churches. 

The  envelopes  for  the  penny-a-day  Christmas  offer- 
ings through  the  month  of  December  were  distributed, 
and  one  lady  expressed  thankfulness  that  it  was  her 
privilege  to  help  in  the  Master's  work  in  tliat  way. 
Mrs.  Cottrell  writes,  **  I  have  done  so  much  less  than  I 
hoped  to  do ;  but  let  us  reach  up  and  reach  out  to 
higher  things  as  we  go  on.** 

Our  Newport  Auxiliary  sends  its  usual  greeting  of 
warm  interest  in  the  work.  '*The  year  has  passed 
quietly  ;  the  usual  number  of  meetings  have  been  held, 
with  a  good  attendance.  Three  barrels  of  clothing  pre- 
pared and  sent,  valued  at  $158.  One  more  of  bed- 
ding will  be  sent  this  spring.  Four  members  have  died 
during  the  year.  The  twentieth  annual  meeting  was 
held  April  fifth,  followed  by  a  missionary  tea,  to  which 
gentlemen  were  invited,  and  a  stirring  address  w-as 
given  by  Rev.  Arthur  St.  James.'* 

The  record  for  the  State  shows  a  decrease  in  contri- 
butions of  money,  and  number  of  barrels  sent,  for  which 
we  may  possibly  find  three  reasons,  the  loss  by  death  of 
.some  of  our  largest  givers,  the  long-continued  depres- 
sion of  business,  and  perhaps  some  reports  have  been 
forgotten.  Surely  the  leaders  have  not  failed  in  fur- 
nishing meetings  and  speakers  to  awaken  interest,  and 
keep  our  members  informed  concerning  the  needs  of  the 
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lost  ones,  still  wandering  outside  the  fold,  for  whom 
Christ  died,  and  whom  He  would  have  us  seek.  We 
need  not  go  alone,  for  after  the  Great  Commission,  He 
also  said,  **  Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the 
end/'

You  will  pardon  Connecticut  workers  if  they  come 
before  you  to-day  rejoicing.  The  year  has  been  full  of 
good  things  which  encourage  us  in  our  Woman's  Home 
Mission  Work.  Not  only  have  we  more  than  doubled 
our  gifts  to  the  treasury,  but  we  have  gained  in  interest 
and  ability.  Is  it  because  we  earnestly  desired  to  go 
on  increasing  more  and  more  ?  Looking  over  the  pre- 
vious twelve  months  we  were  fearful  that  the  special 
helps  of  the  past  could  not  be  depended  on  for  the 
future.  We  remember  how,  at  the  very  helpful 
Workers*  Conference  held  in  Hartford  last  October, 
when  we  were  planning  for  an  increase,  we  were  reluc- 
tant to  promise  $4,000  from  Connecticut ;  but  as  we 
heard  each  Director  promising  to  try  for  an  advance 
we  began  to  see  that  it  might  be  possible.  All  this 
time  God  was  ready  to  show  His  faint-hearted  followers 
that  His  resources  are  not  measured  by  our  knowledge. 
He  has  led  us  to  see  that  the  cause  of  Missions  lies  deep 
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in  loyal  and  leveFcnt  heuta,  and  when  He  ivill  He 
impresses  His  people  to  give. 

Not  alone  in  financial  matten  do  we  aee  the  giowtii 
of  missionary  interest.  At  onr  State  Annual,  lidd 
'April  the  sixth,  the  reports  of  Directors  and  the  ten- 
nrinute-talks  and  papers  prepared  by  women  in  our 
churches  were  of  a  high  order  of  excellence,  and  prac- 
tical as  well ;  most  encotuaging  to  those  seeking  b> 
build  up  a  firm  and  symmetrical  missionary  stmctnic 
which  shall  be  continuously  enduring. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  speak  of  the  cordial  help  and 
recognition  which  has  come  through  all  my  correspond* 
ence  with  headquarters,  as  also  with  the  aisteis  all  over 
the  State.  The  sending  out  of  calendars  (there  have 
been  nearly  500  sold  in  Connecticut)  and  receiving  let- 
ters  in  their  interest  have  brought  messages  like  these : 
"I  have  salted  down  twenty  homes  with  facts  about 
Alaska,"  "  Send  me  more  next  year;  "  and  one  friend 
who  had  not  seen  them  before  our  Anonal  said,  "  Why 
haven't  we  had  any?  Be  sure  to  send  me  twenty- 
five  next  year."  The  Juniors  of  Waterbury  First 
Church  must  have  the  banner  for  the  sixty  they  sold. 

The  number  of  Sunday  Schools  giving  to  Alaska  the 
past  year  is  fifty-one  against  thirty-eight  the  year  before. 
We  feel  that  the  claims  of  our  Society  are  being  recog- 
nized more  than  formerly,  since  a  greater  number  of 
Circles   remember  our  treasury  quarterly,  and  oftener. 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board, 
the  French  envelopes  were  placed,  after  Thanksgiving, 
for  use  in  December.  The  amount  reported  from  this 
effort  is  $172.38,  showing  the  use  of  572  envelopes. 
Next  year  we  hope  to  place  many  more. 

At  our   Womau's   Home  Mission  Meeting,  held   in 
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connection  with  the  State  Convention,  Mrs.  Frances 
McKinney  presiding,  Mrs.  L.  G.  Barrett  pleased  and 
instructed  every  one.  The  meeting  was  large  and  en- 
thusiastic, and  much  literature,  many  boxes  and  envel- 
opes were  distributed,  and  their  use  explained.  Many 
workers  from  small  and  remote  places  come  to  Conven- 
tion and  Associations  who  prize  a  word  of  encourage- 
ment and  recognition  from  other  workers,  and  much 
new  work  can  be  traced  to  interest  awakened  around 
the  literature  table. 

Of  the  three  Associations  belonging  to  Northeastern 
Connecticut,  Hartford^  with  its  twenty-eight  churches, 
is  the  largest.  The  work  of  our  Society  is  cared  for  by 
Mrs.  Emily  A.  Spencer,  of  Suffield,  who  reports  eighteen 
churches  identified  with  us,  one  having  formed  a  new 
Circle. 

A  large  company  assembled  in  June  for  the  midsum- 
mer meeting  at  Bristol,  and  every  one  was  charmed 
with  the  address  of  Mrs.  Amanda  Miller  Coleman,  while 
the  work  was  presented  with  great  acceptance,  at  the 
regular  Association,  by  Mrs.  Chase,  of  Saybrooke. 

The  contributions  of  Circles,  including  $59.03  for 
French  Work,  is  $583.  The  Sunday  Schools  gave 
for  Alaska  $102.85.  These,  with  the  gifts  of  the  young 
people,  make  a  total  of  $806.80. 

From  Ashford  Association  Mrs.  Preston  sends  the  fol- 
lowing message:  '*  If  indeed  unselfishness  and  prayer 
are  the  straight  road  to  happiness,  the  dear  sisters 
whose  annual  work  for  our  Society  I  chronicle  for  the 
fifteenth  time  must  even  now  and  here  feel  a  heart- 
thrill  from  the  beneficent  *  well  done  *  which  is  sure 
to  be  theirs.  I  feel  it  an  honor  as  well  as  a  privilege  to 
be  retained  as  Director  when  it  is  so  seldom  that  I  can 
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meet  with  you,  but  through  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  I  feel  in  touch  with  you  all,  and  prayer  rises 
from  my  heart  that  the  constancy  and  faithfulness  of 
the  sisters  scattered  about  on  isolated  farms  throughout 
our  rugged  Ashford  Association  may  be  known  and 
appreciated  by  all  those  of  like  mind  who  may  be  more 
favorably  situated.'* 

Many  of  the  sisters  are  awake  to  the  fact  that  it  is 
well  to  instruct  men  and  boys  as  well  as  women  and 
girls,  and  have  been  led  to  prepare  interesting  programs 
for  the  monthly  Conquest  Meetings  of  Endeavor  Socie- 
ties and  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

A  little  over  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  resident 
women  are  contributors,  and  these,  with  the  young  peo- 
ple and  Sunday  School,  have  given  $339.24;  this  is 
forty  dollars  more  than  the"  year  before. 

In  S/oniN^^fon  Union  Association  Mrs.  S.  F.  Brown,  of 
Jewelt  City,  finds  much  encouragement  because  fourteen 
of  the  sixteen  churches  respond  to  her  call,  some  having 
established  quarterly  returns  in  accordance  with  the 
recjuest  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Society.  The 
Director  is  particularly  pleased  when  she  receives  a  let- 
ter with  the  well-filled  blank  ;  and  commends  one  of  the 
smallest  churches  for  its  faithfulness,  declaring  that  its 
record  represents  much  self-sacrifice  and  prayer.  Ston- 
ington  l^nion  sends  by  Circles,  $251.68;  for  French 
Work,  S32.7S  ;  by  Sunday  Schools  for  Alaska,  S49.75. 
These,  with  the  gifts  of  the  young  people,  make  $433.73. 
Northeastern  Connecticut  takes  834  Echoes^  and  has 
sent  supplies  valued  at  $700. 

In  looking  over  the  entire  State,  we  find  the  contribu- 
tions of  our  Auxiliaries  have  not  quite  come  up  to  the 
$4,cxx.)  for  which  we  were  working,  but  the  Lord  knew 
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where  to  lay  His  hand  on  one  of  the  friends  of  our 
Woman's  Society,  who,  like  many  another  shut  in  from 
the  activities  of  former  years,  watched  eagerly,  noting 
the  ebb  and  flow  of  Christian  service,  and  that  her 
influence  might  be  yet  felt  she  followed  the  dictates  of 
a  consecrated  heart,  and  sent  a  large  gift,  which  came 
to  the  treasury  in  January  last.  This,  with  the  offer- 
ings from  Circles,  young  people,  and  Sunday  Schools, 
makes  Connecticut's  total  $8,197.21. 

We  love  to  think  of  those  who  cherish  with  tender 
interest  the  work  to  which  we,  as  a  Society,  are 
pledged,  while  we  know  it  is  even  more  dear  to  the 
heart  of  Him  who  sends  His  people  upon  all  errands  of 
mercy  and  helpfulness,  especially  to  reveal  His  infinite 
love  in  bringing  salvation  to  every  lost  one. 

Now  shall  not  we,  who  still  may  have  a  part,  looking 
to  all  holy  living  for  every  human  being,  be  more 
earnest,  more  willing-hearted,  more  aggressive  in  the 
good  cause  of  Woman's  Home  Missions  ?

We  come  with  good  cheer  from  our  part  of  the  vine- 
yard, and  we  thank  God  and  take  courage  as  we  record 
a  marked  advance  in  two  Associations.  The  third  has 
gone  backwards  in  gifts  a  few  dollars.  We  may  often 
be  disappointed  in  our  attainments,  and  deplore  our  lack 
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of  labor  and  faith  ;  but  we  should  never  be  discouraged 
while  God  lives.  We  will  learn  to  trust  ourselves  less, 
and  Him  more. 

Neic  Haven  Association,  Miss  McWhinnie  reports 
advance  along  all  lines.  Of  the  thirty-three  churches, 
nine  form  the  New  Haven  Alliance,  twenty  contribute 
to  our  Society,  leaving  only  four  which  are  not  actively 
engaged  in  our  work.  Total  contributions,  $931.29, 
an  advance  of  $308.42  from  last  year.  Circles,  $807.50; 
Sunday  Schools,  $123.79,  which,  with  young  people, 
give  a  total  of  $1,089.52.     Number  of  Echoes,  471. 

A  pleasant  meeting  was  held  in  Wallingford,  at  the 
Association,  when  Mrs.  Reynolds  presented  the  work  of 
the  Society  in  her  impressive  way.  The  State  Annual 
Meeting  recently  held  in  this  Association  at  the  First 
Church,  Meriden,  was  very  interesting.  Most  excel- 
lent papers  were  read  by  Mrs.  Lyon,  of  Bristol,  Miss 
McWhinnie,  of  Waterbury,  and  Mrs.  Breaker,  of  South- 
ington.  In  the  evening  was  held  a  Young  People's 
Rally,  planned  by  Miss  Howard,  though  unhappily  she 
coiikl  not  be  i)resent.  Mrs.  Reynolds  greatly  interested 
the  audience  in  Mission  Work  among  the  Indians,  im- 
pressing all  minds  with  the  fact  that  even  they  become 
meek  and  loving  under  the  influence  of  Divine  grace. 

Fairfield  Association,  Mrs.  Silliman  sends  a  report  of 
a  slight  loss.  Of  twenty  churches,  thirteen  contribute 
to  the  Woman's  W^ork  in  Home  Missions.  Those  which 
do  not,  are  Mission  churches,  or  very  weak.  Contribu- 
tions, $403.87.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  cultivate  the 
field,  for  she  writes  :  "In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  we 
sent  letters  to  all  our  churches,  asking  for  an  increase 
in  contributions.  Again,  an  appeal  for  Alaska  was  sent. 
Then  came  the  French  work,  and  our  Vice-President's 
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request  to  double  the  membership  in  the  Circles.  At 
our  Association  we  had  Mrs.  Chase,  who  did  us  good. 
We  met  with  the  church  in  Northville,  a  wee  bit  of  a 
church  nestled  among  the  hills  of  Litchfield  County. 
They  gave  us  a  royal  welcome.  Mrs.  Reynolds  and 
Mrs.  Mc Kinney  visited  the  Norwalk  church  in  the 
autumn,  and  their  coming  was  greatly  blessed,  result- 
ing in  the  forming  of  a  Mission  Band  of  children,  with 
forty  members,  and  starting  of  a  Farther  Lights  Circle 
among  the  young  people,  and  the  addition  of  ten  new 
members  to  our  Circle." 

New  London  Association,  Mrs.  Perkins  sends  a  very 
encouraging  report.  She  has  worked  with  much  enthu- 
siasm and  earnestness  throughout  the  year.  Contribu- 
tions, $395.02.  Circles,  $306.76;  Sunday  Schools, 
$78.25,  which,  with  young  people  and  the  legacy  from 
Mrs.  Mary  D.  Bushnell  of  $4,617.95,  give  a  total  of 
$5,1 14.71  ;  value  of  barrels,  $194.75.  Altogether  a  very 
substantial  advance  from  last  year.  Twenty-five  dollars 
from  five  small  churches  which  had  not  given  anything 
for  years,  if  ever.  A  very  bright  meeting  with  the  Hunt- 
ington Street  Church,  New  London,  was  planned  and 
carried  out  in  March  by  the  Director.  There  was  a 
good  attendance,  and  much  interest  in  the  various 
branches  of  work  presented  by  different  women.  Miss 
McWhinnie  spoke  on  the  Alaskan  Work,  which  she 
loves  so  much,  and  therefore  can  lay  it  upon  the  hearts 
of  the  people. 

There  must  be  the  power  of  love  in  our  own  hearts 
before  we  can  move  others.  We  have  striven  this  year 
to  work  along  practical  lines,  by  giving  a  small  portion 
of  work  to  each  member.  As  a  little  leaven  of  sin 
will  leaven  the  whole  lump,  so  may  the  good  leaven, 
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the  interest  in  our  Master's  cause  of  Home  Misbumis, 
among  the  few,  spread  from  one  to  another,  until  there 
is  not  a  woman  in  our  churches  who  is  not  working  and 
giving.  To  this  end  will  not  each  member  of  any  Circle 
make  a  special  call  upon  some  Christian  friend  and  win 
her  as  a  member?  It  is  unnecessary  to  compute  the 
result,  as  the  merest  thought  will  tell  us  that  this  simple 
act  by  each  would  double  our  membership  and  receipts 
at  once.  How  many  great  results  are  lost  by  neglecting 
the  little,  easy  acts !  And  yet  our  blessed  Lord  was  ever 
during  His  earthly  life  stooping  to  do  the  little  things. 
Preaching  the  littie  sermon,  saving  the  single  soul,  mak- 
ing the  one  blind  to  see,  raising  to  life  the  one  who  was 
dead.  Shall  we  see  the  great  results  in  the  coming 
year,  by  each  woman  feeling  her  own  privilege  and 
responsibility  to  do  just  her  own  little  part?

In  reporting  the  work  done  by  the  Juniors  of  Con- 
necticut for  our  Society  the  past  year,  I  regret  that  I 
cannot,  as  last  year,  tell  of  an  advance  in  our  gifts,  but 
must  record  instead  a  decrease  of  nearly  $ioo.  Still, 
as  this  is  an  advance  over  two  years  ago,  and  the  extra 
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amount  spent  on  barrels  this  year  more  than  balances 
the  difference,  we  have  in  one  light  held  our  ground 
even  if  we  have  not  advanced,  as  we  hoped  to  do,  the 
past  year,  and  still  mean  to  do  this  coming  year. 
Sixty-two  different  organizations  have  contributed  this 
past  year,  $478.99  towards  the  general  work,  and 
$114.84  for  the  Alaska  Work,  a  total  of  $593.97. 

Two  of  our  Associations  —  New  London  and  Stoning- 
ton  Union  —  have  increased  the  amount  of  their  gifts, 
and  much  credit  is  due  the  untiring  efforts  of  their 
leaders.  One  Association,  Hartford,  has  been  compelled 
to  change  her  leader,  and  Miss  Sweet,  of  Hartford,  now 
fills  the  position  formerly  held  by  Mrs.  Smith. 

As  in  other  years,  one  definite  object  has  been  em- 
phasized, and  this  year  many  of  our  gifts  have  gone 
towards  the  salary  of  our  Intermediate  teacher  at  Atoka 
Academy,  Miss  Blanche  Willis. 

In  closing,  I  would  draw  your  attention  to  one  fact 
that  forced  itself  upon  me  in  the  preparing  of  this  report, 
and  ask  of  you  a  solution  of  the  problem  it  brings  before 
Us.  Of  the  sixty-two  organizations  contributing  to  our 
Society  this  year,  nineteen  are  not  on  last  year's  list, 
Vrhile  thirty-two  organizations  contributing  last  year 
^re  conspicuous  this  year  onl}-  by  their  absence.  This 
fact  made  me  go  back  in  my  records,  and  I  find  the 
names  of  only  eleven  societies  that  have  stood  the  test 
of  the  six  years,  and  are  still  regular  contributors  to 
cur  work  ;  the  rest  have  come  and  gone,  leaving,  some 
of  them,  but  little  trace  behind  them. 

These  facts  can  but  show  how  very  transitory  our 
work  is,  and  wherein  our  weakness  lies.  What  is  the 
solution  of  the  problem,  —  how  are  we  to  make  our  work 
permanent  ?     Can  it  be  done  in  any  way  better  than  by

impressing  on  our  Jnnior  leaden  the  grave  responsi- 
bility resting  upon  them,  a  reaponsibility  so  great  that 
no  mere  pressure  of  other  dntiea  or  the  waning  enthu- 
siasm of  the  children  could  ever  tempt  them  to  lay  it 
down  ?

<x)nvention,  and  had  to  serve  on  every  kind  of  a  com- 
mittee. 

Our  annual  entertainment  passed  off  successfully,  and 
^was,  we  hope,  the  means  of  interesting  many  afresh  in 
^he  school.    Two  numbers  of  the  programme  were  gym- 
nastic exercises,  the  latter  with  dumb-bells,  and  it  was 
pretty  to  see  the  girls  coil  in  and  out  of  intricate  figures 
and  show  how  well  they  had  been  trained  by  Miss  Tefft 
in  holding  their  bodies  correctly  poised,  and  in  walk- 
ing with  an  elastic  step. 

Every  Thursday  a  Sewing  School  has  been  held, 
averaging  an  attendance  of  iii  waifs  from  the  street. 
They  bring  with  them  a  good  many  odors  that  are 
not  spicy,  but  who  can  estimate  the  good  that  they  take 
to  their  homes,  if  such  a  term  is  applicable  ? 

The  Sunday  School,  Calling,  and  Prayer-meeting 
Committees  are,  we  trust,  bearing  results  worthy  of  being 
recorded  on  high.  Many  and  many  a  rough  Sunday 
game  on  the  streets  has  been  broken  up,  at  least  tem- 
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porarily,  by  the  prettily  illustrated  and  interestingly 
gotten-up  literature  distributed.  Did  I  tell  you  of  the 
aged  invalid  who  said  she  had  a  vision  that  she  was 
entering. the  Pearly  Gates,  and  that  the  Hartshorn  sis- 
ters held  them  open  for  her  ?  May  more  of  them  after 
life's  discipline  is  over  become  worthy  of  performing  so 
sacred  a  duty. 

And  so  the  busy  days  go  on.     After  the  early  morn- 
ing duties  are  over,  the  students*  rooms  are  inspected  by 
teachers.    The  wardrobes,  drawers,  and  even  the  trunks 
and  beds  must  be  so  kept  Uiat  they  may  be  exhibited 
and  found  in  perfect  order.    At  nine  o'clock  the  girls 
are  called  together  for  prayers,  and  then  disperse  to  the 
various  defeats  and  victories  in  classes.     The   Peda- 
gogics and  Geography  Classes  have  been  very  much 
interested  in  cutting  pictures  from  old  magazines  and 
mounting  them,  — the  former  to  use  them  in  the  future 
schoolrooms  over  which  they  may  preside,  the  latter  to 
illustrate  the  European  and  Asiatic  countries  through 
which   they  travel    in    imagination.      The    Industrial 
Classes  have  been   learning,  for   one  subject,  how  t 
furnish     economically    and    tastefully    a    four-roome 
house.

Tkacbbks:   Mkb.  R.  C.  Mathbb,  Miu  L.  R.  KixsMax. 

Of  the  forty-two  girls  received  into  our  Home  since 
October,  four  are  at  service  in  Northern  Christian  fami- 
lies, and  six  have  returned  home  to  work  in  the  fields  ; 
twelve  pay  board  in  produce,  labor,  or  money  ;  eight  are 
beneficiaries  supported  by  Northern  friends.  Provision 
for  the  remaining  ten  is  assumed  by  teachers  here,  who 
are  glad  they  can  thus  rescue  a  few  forlorn,  homeless 
girls.  There  are  many  in  this  section  with  no  parents 
or  home.  A  kind  auntie  here  and  there  shelters  one  in 
her  little  cabin,  where,  crowded  into  a  small  room  with 
many  others,  male  and  female,  and  scantily  fed,  she  will 
probably  pine  away  and  die  of  want,  or  grow  up  in  vice. 
Some  of  our  girls  belong  to  this  class.  We  regret 
that  we  are  unable  to  admit  more  of  them  into  our 
Home. 

Our  large  family  is  divided  into  two  busy ,  harmonious 
households,  where  the  girls  are  practically  taught  the 
domestic  industries  by  kind,  competent  matrons,  and 
thus  prepared  to  become  good  home-makers  in  this  land 
where  genial,  attractive  homes  are  so  few. 

Miss  Kinsman,  Mrs.  Wilkie,  and  Miss  Wroten  have 
ably  conducted  our  three  graded  schools,  also  our  Sew- 
ing School  and  Mission  enterprises.  Miss  Kinsman, 
your  accomplished  teacher,  has  done  excellent  work  in 
school  and  outside.  Mrs.  Wilkie,  an  efiicient  volunteer 
teacher  here  for  the  second  year,  has  accomplished  quite 
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a  temperance  reform  in  this  vicinity.  Being  a  vetefan  in 
the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  she  has  the 
wisdom  and  ripe  experience  gained  by  long  service  in 
that  noble  army  of  earnest  philanthropists.  Miss  Wro- 
ten  is  a  successful  teacher  of  the  lowest  grade,  much 
beloved  by  her  school  and  very  helpful  in  the  sewing- 
room,  Sabbath  and  evening  meetings.  ' 

Work  in  the  schoolrooms  I  have  cheerfully  relin- 
quished to  these  faithful  teachers,  yet  I  daily  receive 
classes  for  instruction  in  the  Home.  Outside  mission 
labor  I  have  also  surrendered  to  them,  yet  receive  many 
visitors  every  week,  who  come  for  aid  or  instruction. 
The  hour  of  morning  and  evening  devotions,  with  Bible 
reading  and  singing  by  all,  leaves  with  us  a  peace- 
breathing  influence  that  follows  us  through  all  the 
duties  of  the  day. 

The  county  has  given  me  no  teacher  this  year  as  here- 
tofore ;  for  the  late  State  Convention  decided  that  no 
school  under  the  auspices  of  any  religious  board  should 
receive  aid  from  the  public  funds,  hence  I  must  be 
responsible  for  the  pay  of  three  assistants. 

I  thank  God  for  permitting  me  another  year's  service 

in  this  field,  and  will  also  thank  Him  when  He  permits 

me  to  roll  down  my  burdens  and  rest  from  the  labors  of 

thirtj'-one  years.

WAYLAND   SEMINARY.    WASHINGTON,   D.  C. 
Teacher:  Miss  Cora  L.  Root. 

There  has  been  an  attendance  of  about  150  pupils, 
nearly  all  of  whom  have  done  good,  faithful  work.  The 
work  laid  out  for  the  year  has  been  well  covered  in  the 
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different  branches,  and  the  examinations  show  a  good 
understanding  of  the  studies  in  most  cases. 

The  religious  meetings  of  the  school  have  been  well 
attended  and  there  have  been  about  nine  or  ten  conver- 
sions during  the  year.  The  school  has  been  visited  and 
addressed  by  such  men  as  Dr.  Morgan,  President  Whit- 
man of  Columbian  University,  Dr.  MacVicar,  and  others, 
including  some  of  the  city  pastors. 

We  have  been  kept  well  informed  concerning  the  news 
of  the  times,  as  one  of  the  students  is  appointed  each  day 
to  give  a  summary  of  events  at  the  closing  exercises  of 
the  school   in   the   afternoon.     Four  public  entertain- 
ments have  been  given   during  the  year,  the  last  one 
being  the  annual  musicale,  which  occurred  on  the  23d  of 
May.     There  is  quite  a  good  deal  of  talent  among  the 
students,  and  they  did  themselves  credit  in  the  rendering 
of  the  programme.     The  commencement  exercises  were 
held  in  the  Vermont  Avenue  Baptist  Church  (colored) , 
on  Wednesday  evening.  May  25th.      The    house  was 
crowded,  which,  however,  did  not  prevent  the  audience 
from  giving  good  attention  to  the  orations  and  essays  of 
the  graduates.     Seventeen  graduated  from  the  Normal 
Department  and  three  from  the  Academic.     The  music 
for  the  occasion  was  furnished  by  a   good   orchestra. 
Thursday  was  alumni  day,  and  many  of  the  old  graduates 
were  welcomed  back  to  their  Alma  Mater.    In  the  even- 
ing the  annual  alumni  entertainment  and  banquet  were 
given.     On  Friday  farewells  were  heard  on  every  hand, 
and  by  night  the  place  seemed  desolate  enough.     We 
are  expecting  and  hoping  that  a  large  number  of  the 
students  will  return  for  another  year,  while  we  are  also 
anxious  to  see  many  new  students  who  shall  fit  them- 
selves for  good  work  elsewhere,  as  there  is  always  a 
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place  for  the  person  who  is  fitted  to  fill  it.  Some  of  the 
students  have  done  faithftil  pastoral  work  in  connection 
with  their  studies,  and  are  still  to  continue  with  their 
charge  during  the  stunmer  months.  We  are  thankful 
for  the  earnest  lives  and  labors  of  some  of  these  students, 
and  we  believe  God  will  use  them  in  building  up  His 
cause.  Shall  we  not  ask  our  Father  to  send  just  those 
to  Wayland  next  year  who  shall  grow  to  be  strong  men 
and  women  for  Him  ?

WATERS  INSTITUTE,  WINTON,  N.  C.

We  are  thankful  to  say  that  this  session,  notwith- 
standing the  scarcity  of  money,  has  thus  far  been  a  suc- 
cess in  point  of  numbers  and  general  progress.  Our 
total  enrolment  is  more  than  two  hundred.  Our  prayer- 
meeting  and  Sabbath  services  have  been  a  great  benefit 
to  our  young  men  and  women,  and  we  feel  that  they 
will  return  to  their  homes  inspired  to  do  what  they  can 
for  the  good  of  their  people.  All  of  the  boarding  stu- 
dents are  professed  Christians,  and  nearly  all  of  the 
older  ones  of  the  day  pupils.  We  are  very  grateful  for 
this  fact.  The  members  of  the  Home  Mission  Circle 
have  been  quite  active  in  their  work  this  year,  but  on 
account  of  hard  times  they  were  not  able  to  raise  as- 
much  money  this  year  as  last. 

We  have  received  a  large  number  of  papers,  maga- 
zines and  books  for  our  reading-room,  and  also  valuable 
barrels  from  our  friends  in  the  North,  for  all  of  which 
we  are  grateful.     God  has  abundantly  blessed  us  this 
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year.  These  last  weeks  of  school  add  extra  duties,  so 
that  we  are  very  busy  now.  All  of  the  pupils,  large 
and  small,  want  a  piece  to  speak  or  sing  commencement 
week.

ROGER  WILLIAMS  UNIVERSITY,  NASHVILLE,  TENN. 

Teacher  :  Miss  Susan  Harsh. 

Another  year's  work  at  Roger  Williams  is  almost 
completed.  What  is  its  record?  The  attendance  has 
been  somewhat  smaller  than  that  of  recent  previous 
years.  The  same  statement,  occasioned  by  the  same 
causes,  will  probably  come  up  from  nearly  all  the 
schools  of  the  Southland  for  this  year. 

Work  in  the  different  departments  has  gone  on  very 
much  as  in  previous  years.  One  new  feature,  however, 
has  been  introduced,  which,  I  believe,  has  not  been 
undertaken  by  many  others  of  our  schools,  and  which 
I  am  sure  might  be,  with  profit,  by  all.  It  is  a  course 
of  study  in  "  Missions.'*  This  was  begun  last  year, 
and  brought  to  a  successful  completion  this  year  by  the 
earnest  and  efficient  labors  of  Miss  Belle  L.  Pettigrew, 
our  preceptress.     I  will  let  her  tell  of  this  work  : 

*  *  The  first  of  last  year  a  class  of  twelve  passed  exam- 
ination on  a  temperance  catechism  ;  eight  others  joined 
the  class,  and  they  were  taught  a  course  of  Home  Mis- 
sion lessons  orally.  On  the  night  they  received  their 
certificates  from  the  W.  A.  B.  H.  M.  S.,  the  lessons 
were  recited  before  the  whole  school.  The  older  stu- 
dents were  pleased  with  this  kind  of  knowledge,  and 
asked  that  they  might  be  taught ;  so  another  class  of 
twenty-six  was  formed  to  take  the  Junior  Lessons  of  our 
Society.     All  graduated  and  received  diplomas.     At  the 
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beginning  of  this  year  it  was  very  easy  to  fonn  a  class 
for  Mission  study.  On  the  last  Sabbath  night  in  Peb- 
ruar>%  twelve  received  diplomas  at  the  public  graduat- 
ing exercises.  Four  received  the  silver  seal,  having 
taken  the  lessons  on  Alaska,  and  one  received  both 
diploma  and  seal.  Another  class  was  asked  for,  and 
now  we  have  a  class  of  twenty,  who  will  graduate 
commencement  week.  I  know  of  nothing  which  so 
broadens  the  sympathies  and  character  of  our  students 
as  the  knowledge  of  the  other  nationalities  in  our  own 
and  other  lands,  who  need  the  same  kind  of  missionary 
help  which  they  themselves  require.  I  wish  the  stu- 
dents in  all  our  schools  might  learn  similar  lessons,  as 
a  missionary  interest  must  depend  on  one's  knowledge 
of  the  people  and  their  surroundings.  During  the  two 
years  we  shall  have  had  eighty-three  graduates  in  Mis- 
sion Band  study.  Fifteen  of  this  number  were  young 
men.  A  fee  of  five  cents  a  month  is  paid  by  all  taking 
the  course." 

January  14th  death  called  from  the  ranks  of  the 
teachers  Miss  Frances  Smith.  One  of  her  co-laborers 
contributes  the  following : 

* '  To  know  her  was  to  love  her.  She  was  full  of 
spiritual  life,  and  was  ever,  in  a  silent,  unobtrusive  man- 
ner, giving  to  others.  She  spent  only  three  short 
months  among  us,  but  we  could  not  fail  to  see  the 
characteristics  of  the  beautiful  life,  and  when  death 
came,  this  life  was  reaffirmed  in  the  patient  and  sub- 
missive spirit  as  it  separated  from  all  that  was  earthy. 
Both  her  life  and  her  death  brought  us  nearer  to  God." 

There  has  been  no  season  of  especial  religious  inter- 
est here  this  year.  While  there  have  been  several 
conversions,  still  there  are  a  number  who  are  not  yet 
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professing  Christians.  The  teachers  long  to  see  a 
deeper  work  of  grace  here,  and  these  unconverted 
ones  saved  before'  the  school  year  closes. 

The  young  people  who  go  out  from  these  schools 
need  trained  minds,  but  they  need  far  more,  in  order 
to  accomplish  a  work  for  God  and  their  race,  strong 
and  well-grounded  Christian  characters.  May  those 
who  have  their  training  in  hand  ever  keep  this  upper- 
most in  mind  and  work  !

ARKANSAS    BAPTIST    COLLEGE,   LITTLE   ROCK,   ARK. 

Tbacher:  Miss  J.  Anna  Hill. 

In  October  we  opened  with  about  fifty-four  students, 
nearly  all  of  whom  were  Christians,  and  with  very 
bright  prospects  for  the  session.  The  prospects  seemed 
bright  because  more  and  more  interest  in  the  State  was 
being  created  for  the  school,  and  we  had  been  success- 
ful in  paying  o£f  nearly  all  of  the  floating  debt  of  the 
school,  incurred  in  preparing  our  building  for  use. 

We  had  a  regular  teaching  force  of  three  teachers, 
including  President  Booker.  We  also  used  two  of  our 
advanced  young  lady  students  as  cadet  teachers,  who 
do  excellently ;  but  finding  it  almost  impossible  to  do 
good  work  with  such  a  limited  force,  Miss  Lillie  L. 
Gibbs  was  engaged  in  January.  Miss  Gibbs  is  from 
Spelman  Seminary,  and  proves  to  be  a  very  valuable 
worker. 

As  the  months  have  passed  our  number  has  increased. 
Many  of  our  students  come  from  the  farms,  and  are  not 
able  to  stay  in  school  all  the  session.  Among  them  are 
young  men  and  young  women  who  put  forth  a  deal  of 
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effort  to  obtain  an  education,  and  who  give  evidences 
of  being  the  future  leaders  of  their  people.  Then  it  is 
that  we  are  inspired  to  work,  and  physical  fatigue  is 
disregarded,  believing  that  we  shall  reap  in  due  season 
if  we  faint  not. 

Already  some  have  gone  out,  and  some  are  able  to 
help  in  their  own  communities,  so  that  those  deprived 
of  school  advantages  are  also  benefited. 

Another  thing  which  seems  to  be  in  our  favor  is  the 
fact  that  the  white  Baptists  of  this  State  seem  attracted 
towards  our  school  as  they  have  never  been  before  in  its 
history.    During  the  last  session  of  their  State  Conven- 
tion, they  unanimously  voted  for  one  of  their  best  min- 
isters, Rev.  Benj.  Cox,  a  resident  pastor  of  Little  Rock, 
to  come  out  and  give  lessons  to  the  class  in  theology, 
twice  every  week.     This  he  does,  and  uses  all  the  influ- 
ence for  us  possible.     Again  the  Women's  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation  (white)   quite  recently  gave  to  the  college  ai 
forty-dollar    range   for    our    girls,   that  they   may 
instructed   in  one  of   the  most  important  of  practical 
duties,  viz.,   cooking.     The  girls  are  proud  of  it,  too--. 
and  already  a  class  has  been  formed  under  the  super — ■ 
vision  of  Mrs.  M.  C.  Booker,  wife  of  President  Booker- 
She  also  teaches  sewing  and  fancy  work  every  week , 
giving  her  time  willingly  without  any  compensation,  so 
anxious  is  she  about  the  welfare  of  the  school.     Thus 
we  have  two  industrial  departments  for  the  gpirls,  whik 
several  of  the  boys  receive  instruction  in  printing. 

The  total  number  now  enrolled  is  i66, —  ninety  boys 
and  seventy-six  girls.  The  religious  status  of  our  school 
is  truly  encouraging.  We  have  a  weekly  prayer-meet- 
ing on  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  many  are  glad  of  it,  not 
because  they  will  not  have  any  recitations,  but  because 
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they  really  expect  to  be  benefited.  Some  young  men 
told  us  that  they  kept  memoranda  of  every  lesson,  so 
that  they  could  study  them  during  the  summer,  and 
thus  derive  strength. 

Our  three  school  organizations — Sumner  Literary, 
Temperance,  and  Missionary  Societies  —  are  doing  good 
-work.  The  two  last-named  meet  on  Sabbath  after- 
noons, and  the  students  are  taking  quite  an  interest  in 
them.  We  have  hopes  of  them  accomplishing  much 
along  these  lines  during  vacation.  Several  evidences 
liave  been  given  that  many  are  adopting  for  their  motto, 
**  Freely  ye  have  received,  freely  give." 

Notwithstanding  all  these  indications  for  good,  we 
liave  our  most  pressing  need,  that  is,  more  room, 
and  a  home  for  our  girls,  where  they  may  be  safely 
sheltered  on  our  own  grounds,  under  our  own  **vine 
and  fig-tree."  There  is  so  much  that  we  feel  that  we 
could  do  for  them  if  we  had  them  all  constantly  in  our 
care.  Dormitories  for  them  were  provided  for  in  the 
plan  of  the  present  building,  but  we  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  finish  it.  We  have  only  the  basement  and  the 
first  story  prepared  for  use.  Negotiations  have  just 
been  made  for  a  loan  of  $3,000,  which,  with  $3,000 
more,  to  be  raised  otherwise,  will  be  used  in  putting  on 
the  two  additional  stories.  We  earnestly  hope  to  have 
this  work  accomplished  by  next  fall,  so  that  we  can  begin 
again  under  more  favorable  circumstances  and  do  more 
good.  We  feel  that  we  must  not  grow  despondent, 
although  many  difficulties  often  confront  us.  We  must 
have  a  fixed  purpose,  and  trust  in  God,  who  is  so  very 
merciful.  When  the  dormitories  are  added,  we  shall  be 
in  real  need  of  furnishings,  anything  in  the  line  of  house- 
hold goods.     We  pray  that  there  will  be  raised  up  for 
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us  many  kind  friends  who  will  come  to  onr  xeacue,  aft 
others  have  so  kindly  done  in  the  past. 

This  session  we  are  to  have  the  pleasure  of  sending 
forth  six  young  persons  as  graduates  from  the  Academic 
Course,  —  three  young  men  and  three  young  women. 
These  will  go  forth  to  take  some  other  place  in  this  wide 
world,  to  begin  life,  as  it  were.  School  will  dose  on  the 
19th  of  May.  Then  for  four  months  we  will  have  some 
much-needed  recreation,  but  expect  to  be  still  at  work, 
for,  like  the  little  busy  bee,  we  must  be  *' gathering 
honey  through  the  golden  summer  hours."

JACKSON  COLLEGE,  JACKSON,   MISS. 
Teachers:  Mrs.  L.  G.  Barrbtt,  Mrs.  Cora  B.  Jonbs. 

Sept.  12,  1897,  found  us  on  our  way  to  Jackson  for 
another  year  of  work,  but  the   sudden  quarantine  o«i 
account  of  yellow  fever  compelled  our  return  to  Nei^ 
England.     Letters  had  been  received  from  a  large  nun^^ 
ber  of  students,  telling  of  their  intention  of  being  in  o 
the   opening  day,   and  everything  pointed  to   an  un.— 
usually  full  school.     It  was  with  g^eat  reluctance  tha/ 
we  waited  two   months   for  the   scourge    to   subside. 
Finally  the  quarantine  was  partially  raised,    and   we 
started  again  for  Jackson,  reaching  here  the  morning 
after  it  was  fully  raised.    Business  had  been  suspended. 
Refugees  had  not  all  returned.     The  city  was  in  an  un- 
settled state.     Then   came  the  work  of  sending  out 
notices  to  students  announcing  the  opening  of  school  on 
Nov.  24th.     Many  lived  at  long  distances  from  the  post- 
office,   so  these  notices  did  not  reach   them   at  once. 
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Some  had  contracted  to  teach,  fearing  that  the  quaran- 
tine would  last  so  long  that  the  year's  work  would  not 
be  done.  Others  spent  what  they  had  saved  for  school- 
ing, so  could  not  return  until  more  was  earned.  Never- 
theless, students  came  in  gradually,  until  we  had  a  full 
school,  continuing  to  the  present  time. 

The  earnestness  of  all  has  been  manifest.  We  have 
tried  to  do  the  work  of  the  year  in  six  months,  and  the 
students  have  caught  the  spirit  and  done  their  best. 
We  have  had  a  larger  number  than  usual  in  the  aca- 
demic classes,  and  fewer  in  the  preparatory  classes.  This 
is  ver>'  encouraging,  for  we  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  the  public  schools  will  do  all  of  the  preparatory 
work. 

The  McKinney  Missionary  Society  has  held  a  meet- 
ing each  month.  These  meetings  have  been  better  than 
ever  before.  We  have  studied  both  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions.  Maps  have  been  drawn  by  the  students,  and 
places  located.  Nearly  all  exercises  have  been  memor- 
ized, so  we  feel  that  they  will  be  of  permanent  value. 

In  our  Bible  Work,  we  have  studied  the  life  of  Christ. 
This  department  has  been  conducted  by  the  President, 
and  its  influence  has  been  felt  throughout  the  school. 
An  unusual  number  of  ministers  have  been  in  attend- 
ance, and  a  special  class  has  been  held  for  them.  The 
Spiritual  interest  has  been  good  throughout  the  session, 
5JKi  there  have  been  several  conversions.  Prayer-meet- 
ings  have  been  full  of  interest,  often  two  or  three  being 
on  their  feet  at  once. 

We  hope  much  from  cooperation.  A  State  Education 
Society  has  been  formed,  and  a  secretary'  put  in  the  field. 
Dr.  Mac  Vicar  is  now  in  the  State,  holding  mass-meet- 
ngs  in  behalf  of  the  new  plan.    Jackson  College  will  be 
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supplied  the  rooms  in  the  boys'  dormitory  with  new 
furniture  as  far  as  we  were  able.  There  are  a  very 
large  number  of  colored  people  in  this  State  ;  a  greater 
part  of  them  are  on  the  river  courses.  These  people  are 
not  very  far  from  slaver>\  The  only  redemption  for 
them  is  to  prepare  teachers  and  preachers  to  go  into 
these  places  and  lead  them  out.  We  have  receiveA^ 
three  barrek  this  session  from  our  dear  sisters  from  th< 
North,  and  we  are  looking  for  one  more  soon.  The! 
were  valuable  barrels.  You  dear  sisters  and  church< 
have  our  many  thousand  thanks,  and  God  has  the  glory  . 
God  only  knows  how  much  good  the  pens,  pencils  , 
books,  clothing,  and  bed-clothing,  etc.,  which  thos  ^k 
barrels  contained,  have  done  our  poor  students.  I  don*^  t 
know  what  we  would  have  done  had  it  not  been  for  th.  -^ 
bed-clothing  which  you  sent.  We  had  some  students:  s 
come  with  nothing  more  than  what  they  brought  tied  vr^^f 
in  a  pocket-handkerchief.  Professor  Coleman  had  topi^K-^ 
shoes  on  some  of  their  feet.  Manv  of  them  have  bt^-  ^ 
one  suit,  and  that  a  very  poor  one.  We  teach  them  t 
be  clean,  ami  keep  the  holes  patched.  We  have  som 
girls  as  hare  as  one  can  afford  to  be.  They  have  leame^^ 
to  be  satisfied  with  a  few  clean,  patched  clothes  in  order* 
to  obtain  an  education.  Anything  you  can  send  u5 
along  the  line  of  clothing,  bedding,  books,  etc.»  will  be 
highly  appreciated.  It  is  natural  to  suppose  that  a 
school  only  ten  years  old,  founded  by  a  few  poor  colored 
people,  in  a  State  where  the  common  schools  run  two 
months  ])er  year  on  an  average ;  in  a  State  where  the 
white  ])eople  are  prejudiced  against  the  negro  and  will 
not  help  him  to  an  education  ;  and  in  a  State  where  the 
majority  of  the  negroes  are  ignorant ;  and  in  a  State 
where  the  members  of  the  Church  are  irreligious,  non- 
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Society  of  New  York  was  interested.  As  a  result  of 
the  same,  the  school  has  been  receiving  $500  from  the 
Home  Mission  Society  of  New  York,  ever  since,  to  help 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  gentleman  teachers,  and  $500 
from  you,  dear  sisters  in  the  East,  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
the  lady  teachers.  Thus  you  see,  if  we  have  done  any- 
thing good  for  the  Master,  or  saved  any  souls  for  the 
last  five  years,  God  used  you  all  as  instruments  with 
which  to  do  it.     God  bless  you,  dear  sisters ! 

Ten  acres  of  land,  a  kitchen  and  laundry  building, 
a  barn,  a  two-story  building,  containing  President's 
rooms,  reception-room  and  girls'  dormitory,  and  a  three- 
story  building  used  for  chapel  purposes  and  boys'  dor- 
mitor}',  constitute  the  property  of  this  institution. 
Three  buildings  have  been  consumed  by  fire.  There 
has  not  been  a  favorable  crop  year  in  the  history  of  the 
school,  and  in  the  last  two  years  there  was  nothing 
made,  so  to  speak.  Notwithstanding,  the  school  has 
been  on  a  steady  increase  every  year.  During  ten  years 
it  has  added  to  the  Church  of  God,  through  His 
help,  185  souls,  and  to  the  public  175  converted  common 
school  teachers.  The  property  is  valued  at  $10,000. 
It  is  out  of  debt.  The  work  is  better  this  year  than  it 
has  ever  been  before.  We  have  about  two  hundred 
students.  They  are  from  four  States.  They  represent 
three  denominations, — Baptist,  Methodist,  and  Pres- 
byterian. All  are  boarders  except  thirty-seven.  All 
are  about  grown  except  twenty-one.  All  over  twelve 
years  of  age  are  converted  except  three,  and  there  are 
many  Christians  who  are  under  twelve  years  of  age. 
Our  daily  motto  is,  '*  Let  us  keep  our  Heavenly  Father 
in  the  midst."  We  have  a  series  of  meetings  each  year 
for  the  conversion  of  souls.     We  generally  spend  a  week 
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previous  to  these  meetings  leading  the  BiUe,  instruct- 
ing the  Christians,  and  teaching  them  how  to  persuade 
sinners.  This  is  very  necessary  down  here  among  my 
people.  Most  of  them  are  got  into  the  Church  throt^h 
excitement,  and  the  result  is,  that  they  are  doing  noth- 
ing for  God,  and  the  Church  is  in  a  bad  shape. 

You  would  be  surprised  to  know  how  many  poor  girls 
and  boys  there  are  who  want  education,  but  are  not  able 
to  obtain  it.  '  Their  people  are  not  able  to  do  an3rthing 
for  them,  and  the  State  is  doing  nothing  for  education, 
so  to  speak.    To  help  poor  boys  who  are  so  anxious  to 
be  educated,  but  are  not  able,  Professor  Coleman  insti— 
tuted  an  Industrial  Department  at  his  own  expense. 
This  department  has  enabled  over  twenty-five  youngr 
men  to  be  in   school  this  year,  who  otherwise  woul& 
have  been  lost,  perhaps.     This  department  is  being  very^ 
intelligently  managed,  and  has  been  quite  a  success  thu^ 
far.     It  is  quite  an  undertaking  for  one  poor  ma^,  buK 
Professor  Coleman  says  he  is  looking  for  God  to  manage 
it,  and  bring  him  out  safe.    There  was  also  a  Ministerial 
Department  added  to  the  work  this  year.  Not  a  theologi- 
cal department  at  all,  but  a  special  course  mapped  out 
for  those  to  pursue  who  have  been  called  to  the  ministry. 
The  ignorance  of  this  class  of  men  is  the  greatest  hin- 
drance to  religion  and  education  among  our  people.     It 
is  impossible  to  do  anything  among  the  negro  Baptists  in 
this  State  until  the  condition  of  this  class  of  men  is 
bettered.     In  view  of  this  fact,  we  added  the  above  de- 
partment.   I  am  glad  to  say  that  it  is  doing  finely  under 
the  direction  of  Rev.  P.  P.  Mellen.     We  have  twenty 
young  men  preparing  for  the   study  of  the   ministry. 
They  seem  ver>'  anxious  to  learn  how  to  do  something 
for, God  and  their  people. 
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I  think  the  intelligent  work  of  our  school  is  better  this 
year  than  it  ever  has  been.  We  have  them  rise  at  5  a.  m. 
for  study,  breakfast  at  7  a.  m.    School  opens  at  8.45  a.  m. 
We  spend  from  45  minutes  to  an  hour  in  devotional 
exercises.      School  closes  at  4  p.  m.     We  resume  our 
studies  at  7  p.  m.  and  continue  till  10  p.  m.     Sunday 
morning  we  have  a  prayer-meeting  at  6.30 ;  breakfast 
at   7 ;     Sunday   School   at   9 ;    church   at    11;    Young 
Peoples*    Union   at  3    p.   m.  ;    and   church  at  7  p.   m. 
This   is  to  plant   the   missionary  spirit   in   the  minds 
of   the   young  people.      This    also  teaches  them  how 
to   become   useful   for    the    Master.     This   also  keeps 
them  from  being  idle  on  the  Lord's  day.     We  demand 
a  recitation  of  each  pupil.    We  have  monthly  examina- 
tions of  all  the  classes,  and  read  the  standing  of  each  in 
the  prayer  hall.     This  makes  them  work  hard  to  obtain 
high  standing  at  the  end  of  each  month.     It  is  said  by 
some  of  the  leading  white  men  of   this  State  that  we 
have  the  best  colored  school  in  the  State,  and  by  the 
Superintendent,  that  our  teachers  give  better  satisfac- 
tion at  the  public  examinations  than  the  students  from 
any  other  school.     We  have  over  one  hundred  students 
preparing  to  teach.     Notwithstanding  the   crops  were 
short  and  prices  of  cotton  were  low,  the  financial  work 
of  our  school  has  been  good.     We  have  raised  among 
the  teachers  and  students  something  over  $300.     Stu- 
dents gave  from    fifty  cents  to  $3,  and  teachers   from 
Sio  to  $85.     Professor  Coleman  has  given  his  part  of 
tuition  to  the  school,  either  one  way  or  another,  ever 
since  he  has  been  connected  with  it.    Prof.  P.  P.  Mellen 
has  also  given  the  greater  part  of  his.     We  have  about 
completed  our  new  building  this  year,  and  also  erected 
a  building  for  kitchen  and  laundry  purposes.    We  have 
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supplied  the  rooms  in  the  hofyn*  donnitory  with  new 
furniture  as  far  as  we  were  aUe.    There  are  a  very 
large  number  of  colored  people  in  this  State ;  a  greater 
part  of  them  are  on  the  river  courses.   These  people  are 
not  very  far  from  slavery.    The  only  redemption  for 
them  is  to  prepare  teachers  and  preachers  to  go  into 
these  places  and  lead  them  out.     We  have  received 
three  barrels  this  session  from  our  dear  sisters  from  the 
North,  and  we  are  looking  for  one  more  soon.     These 
were  valuable  barrels.    You  dear  sisters  and  churches* 
have  our  many  thousand  thanks,  and  God  has  the  glory. 
God  only  knows    how  much  good  the  pens,   pencils^ 
books,   clothing,   and  bed-dothing,  etc.,   which  thoses 
barrels  contained,  have  done  our  poor  students.    I  don*K: 
know  what  we  would  have  done  had  it  not  been  for  th^ 
bed-clothing  which  you  sent.     We  had  some  students 
come  with  nothing  more  than  what  they  brought  tied  u 
in  a  pocket-handkerchief.    Professor  Coleman  had  topu^ 
shoes  on  some  of  their  feet.     Many  of  them  have  hwt 
one  suit,  and  that  a  very  poor  one.     We  teach  them  to 
be  clean,  and  keep  the  holes  patched.     We  have  some 
girls  as  bare  as  one  can  afford  to  be.  They  have  learned 
to  be  satisfied  with  a  few  clean,  patched  clothes  in  order 
to  obtain  an   education.     Anything  you  can  send  us 
along  the  line  of  clothing,  bedding,  books,  etc.,  will  be 
highly  appreciated.      It   is   natural  to  suppose  that  a 
school  only  ten  years  old.  founded  by  a  few  poor  colored 
people,  in  a  State  where  the  common  schools  run  two 
months  per  year  on  an  average ;  in  a  State  where  the 
white  people  are  prejudiced  against  the  negro  and  will 
not  help  him  to  an  education  ;  and  in  a  State  where  the 
majority  of  the  negroes  are  ignorant ;    and  in  a  State 
where  the  members  of  the  Church  are  irreligious,  non- 
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missionar}',  and  ignorant  ministers  ;  —  I  say  it  is  natural 
to  suppose  that  such  a  school  needs  everything  necessary 
to  make  it  a  school.  We  need  two  more  teachers  to  do 
the  work.  We  need  another  building  for  recitation  and 
chapel  purposes.  We  had  not  room  enough  in  the  girls* 
department  to  hold  the  girls  this  year.  The  whole  of 
the  new  building  will  be  soon  filled  with  boys. 

We  pray  God  that  some  way  may  be  provided  to 
obtain  a  much-needed  teacher  by  next  year.  We  are 
very  much  in  need  of  furniture.  Since  our  last  fire,  we 
have  made  out  with  what  was  left  and  with  what  we 
were  able  to  add  to  it.  It  is  nothing  like  what  it  should 
be.  May  the  Good  One  put  it  into  the  minds  of  about 
ten  devoted  servants  to  furnish  a  room  each  for  us.  We 
are  in  need  of  bedding.  As  has  been  said,  we  have  been 
greatly  helped  along  this  line  by  the  dear  sisters  and 
churches  who  have  sent  us  barrels  from  time  to  time. 
Our  poor  students  need  clothing,  and  will  be  thankful 
for  anything  in  this  line,  whether  new  or  second-hand. 
We  should  also  be  very  thankful  for  anything  that  we 
can  get  for  kitchen  and  dining-room  purposes,  from  a 
teaspoon  up.  We  should  be  very  thankful  for  any- 
thing along  the  line  of  shoes  for  girls  and  boys.

HOUSTON  BAPTIST  ACADEMY,  HOUSTON,  TEX. 
Teacher  :  Mrs.  Ida  L.  Garnett. 

Another  scholastic  year  of  bard  and  steady  work  will 
soon  close.  The  session  has  been  attended  with  many 
obstacles  and  drawbacks,  which  have  retarded  the  work 
in  a  very  large  degree.      On  account  of  the  aforesaid 
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drawbacks  the  enrolment  this  aession  is  not  as  large  as 
in  former  years.  Among  the  drawbacks  we  might  men- 
tion the  yellow  fever  and  dengue  epidemic  that  swept 
over  this  part  of  the  country  in  early  fall ;  this  epidemic 
necessitated  the  closing  of  our  doors  after  they  had  been 
opened  for  the  reception  of  students,  and  they  remained 
closed  about  a  month.  Among  the  evils  this  epidemic 
wrought  was  the  non-attendance  of  many  students  who 
had  promised  to  come. 

Another  material  disaster  to  our  attendance  was  the 
exceedingly  low  price  of  cotton  in  this  section,  which 
prevented  many  from  attending  who  had  promised  to 
do  so. 

Before  we  had  time  to  recover  from  these  besetments, 
bad  weather  set  in,  and  has  kept  up  with  remarkable 
regularity  until  the  present  time.  This  has  afiFected_ 
very  materially  our  attendance  of  day  students;  the= 
distance  of  our  school  from  the  city  limits  enhances  the^ 
difficulty  of  reaching  the  school  by  day  students,  in  bade-. 
weather. 

While   contending  with   these  stubborn   diflSculties^ 
death  stepped  in,  and  took  away  two  members  of  our — 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  the  persons  of  Rev.  John  Yates 
and  Bro.  Sidney  B.  Summerville,  both  good  men  and 
strong  helpers. 

And  now  in  the  midst  of  preparation  for  the  closing 
scenes  of  the  session,  the  country  is  shrouded  by  thick 
war  clouds  ;  and  this  has  affected  some  revenue  which 
we  expected  to  have  realized.  Yet  despite  all,  and  in 
the  face  of  these  multiplied  hindrances,  we  have  stood 
steadily  and  firmly  at  our  posts,  and  feel  much  gratified 
at  the  results  achieved  in  the  midst  of  it  all.  As  we 
have  said,   though  our  enrolment  is  somewhat  smaller 
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than  in  other  years,  yet  the  return  of  many  of  the  old 
students  and  the  ingathering  of  a  good  class  of  new  ones 
have  greatly  encouraged  us.  We  have  been  specially 
gratified  at  the  marked  progress  which  the  students 
have  made,  and  their  spirit  of  earnestness.  The  session 
has  not  been  altogether  void  of  some  recruits  for  the 
Master's  cause.  Six  young  people  have  thus  far  made 
profession  of  religion, — four  young  women  and  two 
young  men.  Their  actions  seem  confirmatory  of  the 
fact  that  *  *  they  have  been  washed  in  the  blood  of  the 
Lamb.'' 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  a  very  handsome 
present  sent  to  us  this  month  by  the  women  of  the  Dor- 
chester Temple  Benevolent  Circle,  in  the  form  of  a  dozen 
new  sheets  and  eight  pairs  of  pillow-slips.  These  arti- 
cles were  gratefully  received,  and  most  highly  appre- 
ciated, for  they  came  at  a  time  when  they  were  needed, 
and  we  hereby  extend  to  our  friends  our  sincere  thanks 
for  their  consideration,  generosity,  and  good  gift.

INDIAN  UNIVERSITY,  BACONE,  I.  T. 
Teacher  :  Miss  Minnie  M.  Pratt. 

The  school  year  of  1897-8  has  been  marked  by  several 
features,  which  might  well  be  mentioned  to  the  friends 
of  Indian  University.  Owing  to  the  general  revival  of 
business  throughout  the  country,  Indian  University  has 
made  progress  along  several  distinct  lines.  The  faculty 
has  been  increased  from  seven  for  the  year  1896-7  to  ten 
for  the  year  1897-8,  and  the  following  departments  have 
been  added  :  Industrial  Training  and  Athletics,  a  sepa- 
rate department  for  Mathematics,  and  the  appointment 
of  a  resident  physician. 
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At  this  time  the   enrolment  of  the  school  is  very 
nearly  twice  what  it  was  last  year,  and  the  average 
attendance  is  nearly  twice  as  great,  so  that  a  decided 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction.    Further  than 
this,  it  is  true  that  the  regularity  in  attendance  has  been 
increased  to  almost  equal  the  ratio  ;  the  pupils  are  also 
more  prompt  in  reaching  school  at  the  opening  of  the 
term,  and  plan  more  generally  to  remain  till  the  dose  o£ 
the  school  year.     This  growing  tendency  to  remain  in 
school  from  beginning  to  end  is.a  more  hopeful  sign  than. 
the  increased  enrolment,  as  it  is  evident  that  a  consid- 
erable portion  of  our  student  body  are  coming  to  fin<9. 
out  that  dn  education  can  be  secured  only  by  hard  anA. 
continuous  effort.     When  our  students  have   learned  ^ 
and  their  friends  as  well,  that  to  get  a  first-class  educa  — 
tion  requires  a  continuous  attendance  upon  a  school  ioT" 
a  series  of  years,  our  educational  work  in  Indian  Terri- 
tor>'  will  have  parsed  out  of  its  primitive   condition. 
That  this  is  to  be  the  result  soon  attained,  no  one  who 
has  studied  the  situation  can  have  any  reasonable  doubt. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  almost  perfect  this 
year.    A  careful  consideration  for  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  property  has  been  taken,  so  that  at  present  there 
is  no  reasonable  probability   that   any  disease   germs 
would  be  developed  on  the  premises.    A  thorough  reno- 
vation of  the  building  has  been  effected,  a  water-supply 
has  been  secured  for  the  building,  and  before  the  close 
of  the  year  it  is  hoped  that  improvements  now  contem- 
plated in  supplying  the  students  with  bathrooms,  having 
hot  and  cold  water,  may  be  completed.     When  these 
improvements  are  fully  secured,  the  equipment,  so  far 
as  the  sanitary  conditions  are  concerned,  will  be  more 
complete  than  in  any  school  in  the  Territory. 
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It  is  difficult  to  give,  in  a  word,  what  has  been  accom- 
plished by  our  teachers  during  this  school  year.  Owing 
to  the  increased  number  in  the  faculty,  a  better  classifi- 
cation of  the  students  has  been  made  possible,  and  conse- 
quently a  better  grade  of  work  has  been  done.  This  we 
believe  will  be  admitted  by  all  who  have  been  acquainted 
with  the  actual  working  of  the  school  for  the  past  few 
years.  At  present  each  teacher  is  able  to  devote  his  en- 
tire energies  to  a  single  department ;  whereas  hereto- 
fore, each  teacher  has  had  to  teach  a  little  of  everything. 
Not  that  we  have  attained  unto  perfection  already,  in 
these  lines,  but  we  are  making  progress. 

Indian  University  is  now  doing  work  in  the  following 
departments :  Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Bible 
Instruction,  Mathematics,  Latin,  Greek,  French,  Ger- 
man, English,  and  Natural  Sciences.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  the  development  of  the  pupils  along  the  line 
of  the  use  of  correct  English  ;  it  is  believed  that  the 
ability  to  speak  well  the  English  language  is  an  attain- 
ment worth  years  of  labor. 

The  school  is  soon  to  have  a  college  paper.  The 
board  of  managers  consists  entirely  of  students,  with  one 
member  of  the  faculty  to  oversee  the  work  till  it  is  well 
organized  ;  it  is  to  be  called  "  The  Baconian,"  after  the 
worthy  founder  of  our  loved  institution,  President 
Bacone.  We  hope  to  issue  the  souvenir  copy  of  this 
editorial,  about  May  first. 

As  to  numbers,  I  will  say  that  we  are  full.  It  has  be- 
come a  necessity  that,  in  order  to  grow,  we  must  have  a 
new  building.  President  Scott  is  going  to  put  forth  every 
effort  this  summer  to  raise  the  needed  funds  for  this 
building,  without  which  he  says  we  cannot  make  prog- 
ress.    We  have  had  a  larger  number  of  students  apply 
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this  year  than  we  ootild  pooBibly  aooommodate.  We  have 
also  found  it  absolutely  necessary  to  have  one  more 
piano,  and  this  has  been  otdered. 

While  we  are  grateful  for  all  these  encouragements, 
we  are  most  grateful  to  God  for  His  presence  with  us 
this  year,  and  the  abundant  spiritual  blessing  that  has 
been  poured  out  upon  us.  During  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary, Brother  Young  visited  us  and  held  revival  services, 
and  revival  services  they  were  indeed.  The  Holy  Spirit 
visited  us  in  great  power,  and  souls  were  quickened  to 
newness  of  life.  Sixteen  of  our  number  were  baptized, 
and  many  others,  who  had  grown  indifferent,  were  re- 
stored to  the  fellowship  of  the  Church.  It  was  a  time  o£. 
much  spiritual  refreshing  and  of  g^at  rejoicing  with  us. 

God  grant  that  at  the  close  of  the  next  school  year  w^ 
may  be  able  to  report  still  more  marked  improvementss 
over  the  last.

STATE  UNIVERSITY.  LOUISVILLE,  KY. 
Teacher  :  Miss  Elizabeth  Sbelby. 

One  of  the  most  important  lines  of  work  undertaken 
at  the  school  has  been  the  organization  of  a  missionary 
society  called  the  Pressley  Missionary  Society,  named  in 
honor  of  a  classmate  of  Dr.  Puree,  a  former  missionary 
to  Africa. 

.During  the  year  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the 
institution  has  been  celebrated,  and  quite  a  sum  of 
money  was  raised  to  pay  off  the  indebtedness  of  the 
school.  Most  of  the  students  are  Christians,  nearly  all 
Baptists.     We  have  just  observed  our  commencement. 

It  does  not  seem  possible  that  three  years  have  passed 
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since  I  came  here  from  Utah,  yet  such  is  the  case.    This 
commencement  has  been  the  best  in  that  time. 

Twenty-six  young  people  go  out  from  us  with  higher 
ideals  and  nobler  purposes.  Six  of  the  number  are 
young  men  who  followed  Dr.  Puree  here  from  Alabama, 
and  we  shall  miss  them  very  much.  They  all  return  to 
Alabama,  where  they  feel  they  are  needed  more  than 
here. 

You  will  remember  Mr.  Terrell,  — he  is  a  noble  young 
man,  and  will  do  a  great  work  for  the  Master  as  a  min- 
ister of  the  gospel. 

From  the  first  to  the  last,  everything  passed  off  nicely, 
while  I  felt  very  proud  of  some  of  the  closing  orations. 
Two  meetings  during  the  week  of  special  interest  and 
out  of  the  regular  order  were  of  the  nature  of  a  general 
discussion. 

The  first,  Tuesday  morning,  was  of  a  patriotic  nature, 
the  question  under  discussion  being,  '*  What  Part  Shall 
the  Negro  Take  in  the  War  against  Spain  ?  ' ' 

While  a  few  argued  that  the  negro  should  take  no 
part  until  granted  certain  privileges  which  he  is  now 
denied,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  most  of  them  spoke 
eloqiu7iily  of  loyalty  to  the  dear  old  flag,  the  land  of  their 
birth,  and  the  grand  country  of  which  they  are  citizens^ 
and  urged  all  to  look  above  narrow-minded  prejudices, 
prove  their  manhood,  and  thus  command  respect. 

I  enjoyed  the  meeting  very  much,  and  was  glad  to 
have  them  consider  the  matter  in  a  broad  and  liberal 
way,  for  I  have  never  yet  been  able  to  narrow  such  ques- 
tions as  religion,  education,  culture,  and  patriotism 
within  race  lines. 

Wednesday  morning  we  had  a  missionary  conference, 
at  which,  as  president  of  the  Pressley  Missionary  So- 
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ciety,  I  presided.  They  spoke  of  the  good  which  has 
come  to  them  as  individuals,  from  the  society,  during  the 
year,  and  of  an  awakened  interest  in  all  Bfjasion  Work. 
Reports  were  made  by  a  few  who  have  been  doing  local 
work  in  the  city.  Two  missions  have  been  started  this 
year,  the  meetings  being  held  in  private  houses.  One 
has  grown  sufficiently  to  warrant  the  renting  of  a  room 
for  regular  meetings,  and  the  work  will  be  carried  on  by 
the  workers  at  both  places  during  the  summer.  Two 
other  students  have  carried  on  a  Sunday  School  with 
the  children  at  a  colored  orphans'  home.  We  hope  in 
the  future  to  increase  the  number  of  active  workers  and 
missions  in  the  city.  Our  aim  is  to  impress  all  to  feel 
that  in  some  way  they  must  help  those  less  fortunate 
than  themselves. 

One  young  man  has  expressed  a  determination  to  %o 
to  Africa,  when  prepared. 

There  has  been  much  to  encourage  us,  and  we  feel 

thankful  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  have  a  part  ia 

this  great  work.

ATOKA  BAPTIST  ACADEMY,  ATOKA,  I.  T. 
Teaciikrs:  Miss  Blanchr  Willis,  Miss  Mary  Horney. 

We  have  had  nearly  eight  months  of  school,  and  it  . 
has  passed  very  pleasantly  and  I  hope  profitably  as 
well.  Last  fall  I  knew  nothing  of  the  nature  or  dispo- 
sition of  the  Indians,  except  what  I  had  read  or  heard 
about  them.  I  find  them  bright,  interesting,  and  eager 
to  learn.  The  full-blood  children  work  at  a  great  dis- 
advantage until  they  have  learned  to  speak  English. 
In  the  **  Home"  there  are  fifty-five  Indian  children, — 


/ 
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thirty-three  girls  and  twenty-two  boys.  Most  of  them 
are  full-bloods.  They  need  to  be  taught  everything, — 
even  the  smallest,  common,  little  duties  of  every-day 
life.  All  the  children  love  Mrs.  Rishel,  and  she  is  a 
sweet  mother  to  all  of  them.  It  is  like  a  beehive, 
every  one  is  so  busy  and  happy. 

About  two  hundred  pupils  have  been  enrolled  in  the 
whole  school.     During  the  year  I  have  enrolled  about 
fifty-five  in  my  department.     This  is  equal  to  third  and 
fourth  grades.     I  have  only  two  full-bloods  in  my  room, 
but  there  are  fifteen  who  proudly  call  themselves  Choc- 
taws.     We  teach  school  six  hours  a  day,  five  days  in 
the  week.     Aside  from   this  we   devote   about    three 
hours  daily  to  other  school  duties,  giving  music  lessons 
to  children  in  the  **  Home,'*  keeping  study  hour  in  the 
evening,  drilling  the  children  for  special  exercises  and 
various  other  duties. 

My  school  work  is  about  the  same  as  that  done  in 
any  graded  school  in  third  and  fourth  grades.  The 
average  number  of  classes  taught  daily  is  twelve.  I 
give  a  Bible  lesson  every  day,  and  the  children  take 
great  interest  in  these  lessons.  I  have  given  out  eight 
Bibles  and' about  1,500  pages  of  tracts  and  religious 
papers.  I  have  conducted  three  young  people's  prayer - 
meetings,  and  I  have  a  Sunday  School  class  of  nine 
lively  boys.  Miss  Homey  and  I  have  made  about  sixty 
calls  in  our  work. 

One  Sunday  this  spring  several  of  us  went  to  the 
Indian  church  at  Buffalo  Creek,  six  miles  east  of 
Atoka.  This  was  the  first  real  Indian  church  I  had 
seen.  The  people  were  to  have  meetings  for  several 
days,  and  so  they  were  camping  around  the  church. 
The  church  is  in  a  small  grove.     It  (the  church)  was 
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not  very  large,  and  the  smoke  from  the  fire  came  out 
of  the  stove  door  into  the  house,  instead  of  going  out 
of  the  pipe  and  chimney.    The  minister  was  a  Choc- 
taw, who  also  speaks  English  very  well.    The  men  sit 
on  one  side  of  the  church  and  the  women  on  the  other. 
Instead  of  cushioned  pews  they  have  backless  benches 
to  sit  on.     However,  the  church  is  lined  with  new  lum* 
ber,  so  that  it  looks  fresh  and  dean,  but  it  is  a  log 
church.    The  Indians  camping  around  the  church  have 
a  great  many  dogs.     During  the  meeting  the  churdh 
door  is  open,  and  the  deacons  sit  by  the  door  with  cittbs 
to  keep  the  dogs  out.     All  the  people  at  the  church  were 
Indians,  and  nearly  all  were  full-bloods.     I  suppose 
there  were    perhaps   150  altogether.     We  distributed 
papers  and  tracts  among  them.     Some  of  them  thanked 
us,  and  some  of  them  just  took  them  and  stalked  away, 
gazing  at  the  pictures  as  they  went.     They  kindly  in- 
vited us  to  take  dinner  with  them. 

The  Indian  boys  and  girls  in  the  **  Home  '*  are  very 
fond  of  music,  and  have  sweet  voices,  and  Professor 
Rishel  has  taken  a  great  deal  of  trouble  to  drill  them; 
I  am  sure  you  would  be  surprised  and  delighted  if  you 
could  hear  our  boys  and  girls  sing.

PROVO.  UTAH. 
Teachers:  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Andrews,  Mrs.  Flora  M.  Berry. 

The  work  of  our  mission  has  been  steady  and  unin- 
terrupted the  past  year.  Our  numbers  have  been  larger 
than  ever  before.  One  hundred  and  ten  have  attended 
the  school,  and  we  have  felt  that  our  mission  is  doing  a 
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work  for  the  Master  that  cannot  well  be  omitted.  The 
generous  donations  from  the  ladies  in  the  Maiden  church 
have  kept  children  in  the  school  who  could  not  have 
been  in  any  school  but  for  their  help,  and  they  have 
learned  of  Jesus  and  His  love  for  them.  North  Oxford 
and  West  Auburn  also  sent  us  a  very  helpful  donation 
last  autumn,  and,  with  thanksgiving  to  God  for  these 
Christian  sisters  in  the  Bast,  we  thank  them  also  for 
thus  keeping  our  work  for  the  Master  moving  on. 
There  have  been  seven  conversions  in  our  school,  but 
only  one  has  been  allowed  by  its  parents  to  unite  with 
the  church.  Over  these  pupils  we  keep  a  tender  watch, 
hoping  that  the  time  may  come  when  they  can  unite 
with  us.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  the  work  He  has 
permitted  us  to  do  in  this  dark  and  .waste  land. 

The  need  of  continued  work  among  this  people  is 
most  apparent.  We  are  getting  to  feel  bitterly  the 
results  of  Mormon  Statehood.  We  are  insulted  on 
ever>'  hand.  The  children  tell  our  school  pupils  that 
we  are  soon  to  be  driven  out,  and  none  but  Mormons 
can  live  here,  and  we  must  go.  The  Mormons  now 
believe  that  they  will  soon  have  control  of  this  country. 
They  are  misguided  and  short-sighted  enough  to  still 
hold  Joseph  Smith's  prophecy  as  true,  that  they  will 
sometime  rule  the  whole  world.  The  immoralities  and 
indecencies  of  Mormonism  affect  every  grade  of  society. 
They  are  the  common  talk  among  girls  of  tender  age, 
just  passing  into  womanhood.  Even  the  mails  are 
tampered  with  by  the  Mormons,  and  the  guilty  parties, 
although  known,  are  not  brought  to  punishment.  Only 
by  patient,  persistent  Christian  teaching,  such  as  we 
are  trying  to  do,  by  which  the  terrible  evils  of  this  hor- 
rible system  shall  be  exposed  in  the  searching  light  of 
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God's  truth  and  upright  living,  can  we  hope  far  any 
future  for  this  people.  They  are  not  only  ignorant  and 
corrupt,  but  are  also  a  menace  to  the  peace  of  onr  land. 
Patriotism  as  well  as  Christian  love  should  impel  ns  to 
continue  and  redouble  our  efforts  to  save  this  peofde. 
The  Christian  school  work  begins  at  the  foundations, 
seeking  both  to  save  and  enlighten  the  people.  And 
even  though  the  work  may  seem  slow  at  times,  yet  we 
believe  the  final  result  is  sure,  if  we  are  faithful  to  the

As  I  look  back  over  the  time  spent  here  I  can  note  prog- 
ress all  along  the  lines,  and  yet  it  is  so  slow  it  would  seem 
sad  if  we  had  but  prepared  the  sowing.     My  heart  aches 
when  I  think  of  all  that  needs  to  be  done  among  this 
people  and  how  the  work  is  handicapped  for  want  of  an 
interpreter.     We  have  gotten  nearer  the  people  :  even 
the  little  children,  who  would  at  first,  on  our  approach, 
run  screaming  into  the  arms  of  their  mothers,  will  now 
shake   hands  as  cordially  as  do  the  older  ones.    We 
have  ministered  to  the  sick  and  needy.     In  these  homes 
the  children  have  no  opportunity  whatever  for  education 
and  Christian  training.     The  Government  and  Mission 
Societies  are  doing  this  work.     The  work  among  the 
children  is  encouraging ;  still  it  has  a  great  drawback. 
The  children  are  obliged  to  return  to  the  camps  at  the 
close  of  school.     Three  of  our  boys  have  put  on  Christ 
by  baptism  ;  others  manifest  a  desire  to  be  saved.     The 
children  have  committed  a  great  many  Scripture  texts 
and  chapters  to  memory.      I  pray  that  the  truths   con- 
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ined  therein  may  sink  into  their  hearts,  to  bear  fruit 
r  Christ.  The  Christmas  gifts  donated  so  generously 
'  friends  gave  intense  pleasure  to  our  boys  and  girls. 
I  various  ways  the  older  girls  raised  several  dollars  for 
ome  Missions.  We  do  so  desire  that  they  should 
am  the  lesson  that  **  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than 

receive.**  Sunday  School  sessions  have  been  held 
roughout  the  school  year,  as  also  morning  and  even- 
g  chapel  exercises.  Junior  Work  is  in  its  infancy  ; 
ill  the  children  are  growing  stronger,  and  the  Chris- 
ans  bear  testimony  to  their  love  for  Christ  by  raising 
leir  voices  in  prayer. 

In  the  fall  several  wee  tots  entered  the  school  for  the 
rst  time.  Even  in  this  short  time  thev  have  learned 
afficient  English  to  make  their  wants  known  and  to 
inderstand  a  great  deal  of  the  instruction  given,  though 
»ut  little  of  the  time  can  be  given  them.  We  have  had 
he  pleasure  of  welcoming  many  visiting  missionaries. 
Their  presence  and  words  of  cheer  and  sympathy  have 
•trengthened  our  hearts  and  hands. 

Though  we  did  not  appear  before  audiences  for  the 
)urpose,  yet  en  route,  to  and  from,  last  summer,  on  our 
vacation  trip,  people  constantly  gathered  about  us  and 
listened  with  eager  and  intense  interest  of  the  Indian 
^ork.  We  believe  many  friends  were  won  for  the 
cause. 

We  are  exceedingly  grateful  and  thankful  for  the 
valuable  boxes,  barrels,  and  packages  sent  by  kind 
Hends,  whereby  the  school  has  been  supplied  with 
Nothing,  schoolroom  supplies,  and  literature.  We  can- 
lot  compete  with  the  other  schools  here,  as  we  are  not 
o  fully  equipped,  yet  we  do  not  allow  ourselves  to  be 
iscouraged  ;  there  is  much  to  encourage.     Our  hearts 
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ascend  in  gratitude  to  our  HeaTcnly  Fadier  for  all  Hii 
blessiags  throagh  the  year,  and  we  ask  that  yoa  will 
unite  your  prayers  with  oon  for  the  npUftiiigf  tA  this 
people  into  His  light  and  lore.

ECHO  MISSION,  VBLAROH,  NBW  UBXICa

One  year  and  seven  months  have  passed  since  we 
began  the  work  in  this  La  Jolla  Valley  ;  began  it  not 
knowing  whether  any  of  the  people  would  come  to  us  or 
send  their  children  to  our  school.  Standing  one  dif 
just  in  front  of  the  schoolroom  door,  calling  some  mem- 
ber of  the  family,  we  noticed  such  a  clear,  soft  echo  in 
the  hills  just  in  front  of  the  door  that  we  at  once  said, 
"  We'll  call  this  the  Echo  Mission,"  and  we  think  souk 
echoeii  of  our  work  and  of  our  school  have  gone  beyond 
our  valley,  and  we  trust  that  each  year  the  echoes  shall 
grow  clearer  and  farther  reaching  and  more  insistent  in 
their  message  to  these  people  with  deaf  ears. 

Our  school  and  .services  were  largely  attended  the  first 
year,  and  the  most  friendly  feeling  towards  us  seemed  to 
prevail-  Then  came  opposition  from  the  priests,  and  the 
numbers  decreased  and  the  friendliness  diminished.  A 
fever  swept  the  valley  like  a  scourge,  and  the  people  in 
many  cases  let  their  loved  ones  die,  rather  than  have  us 
give  medicine.  Sometimes  we  dressed  the  dead  for 
burial,  only  to  be  told  we  were  to  stay  away  from  the 
cemetery.  The  better  class,  for  the  most  part,  stayed  with 
us  in  school  and  ser\'ice.  and  they  are  still  with  us,  in 
spite  of  the  continual  warning  of  the  priests. 

Our  school  has  been  smaller  this  year  than  last,  owing 
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to  two  other  schools  in  the  valley,  both  taught  by  Catho- 
lic teachers.     Pupils  who  have  been  regular  in  attend- 
ance have  made  good  progress,  and  we  believe  feel  a  little 
of  the  importance  of  getting  an  education.     The  work 
with  them  is  obscure,  difficult,  and  seemingly  hopeless, 
viewed   from    human    standpoints.      In    a   roomful  of 
people,  at  times,  there  will  be  one  or  two  earnest  faces  ; 
all  the  others  indicate  an  unresponsive  attitude  to  God's 
plainest  words.  Day  by  day.  Sabbath  after  Sabbath,  and 
week  after  week,  a  few  of  them  hear  the  story  of  God's 
love  in  words  and  song  and  Scripture  texts.     Time  after 
time  they  receive  from  us  clothing,  medicine,  and  food 
and  nursing,  given  in  as  kindly  a  spirit  as  if  they  did 
not  denounce  our  faith,  and  yet  they  do  not  come  to  the 
*' Light  of  the  World."  Will  they  yet  come?  Perchance 
some  seeds  of  truth  may  find  lodgment  in  the  hard  soil 
of  their  hearts  as  it  is  scattered  day  by  day.     What  can 
we  do  but  **  sow  beside  all  waters,"  and  in  the  morning 
and  in  the  evening,  and  say  : 

"  Let  nothing  disturb  thee, 
Nothing  affright  thee ; 
All  things  are  passing  ; 
God  never  changeth  ; 
Patient  endurance 
Attaineth  to  all  things, 
Who  God  possesseth 
In  nothing  is  wanting  ; 
Alone  God  sufficeth."

As  our  teachers  at  Monterey  and  Santa  Rosa  do  not 
P^^ak  English,  they  have  a  quaint  way  of  expressing

Miss  Ramirez,  at  Monterey,  writes : 

EsTBBMED  PamND:  Hay  the  Lord  grant  that  on  receipt  of 
this  you  and  your  esteemed  asaociatea  may  be  well.  With  the 
Lord's  help  we  have  continued  to  labor  enthuaiaatically,  for 
we  wish  to  see  our  e£Eort8  crowned  by  a  ^try  large  harvest  of 
souls,  redeemed  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  who  shall  proclaim  His 
name,  and  labor  to  magnify  His  kingdom. 

We  have  lately  seen  that  the  word  of  the  Lord  never  retaros 

empty.    Two  persons  more,  who  have  been  onr  scholars,  have 

been  baptized  in  our  church;    one  of  them  is  the  child  of 

Christian  parents,  and  the  other  is  not.    Since  then  a  sister  of 

the  latter  has  asked  for  admission,  and  I  believe  that  several 

girls  from  our  school,  who  are  interested  in  the  cause  of  the 

Lord,  will  do  so.    Although  their  mother  is  a  member  of  oar 

church,  their  father  is  not,  but  with  the  Lord's  help  many  more 

will  join  His  army,  and  there  will  be  more  of  us  to  labor  in  His 

name.

FRESNO,  CALIFORNIA. 
Teacher  :    Miss  S.  E.  Stbxn. 

If  this  report  could  be  given  in  one  word,  that  won 
would,  I  think,  be  *'  Praise."  Praise  to  our  Father  whc^ 
has  kept  us  in  peace  and  safety.     Praise  to  Him  for^^ 
sending  into  our  school  79  pupils  since  April  i,   1897.  ' 
These,  though  not  so  many  as  we  could  wish,  are  as  ^ 
many  as  we  can  expect  under  the  icircumstances.    These 
have  all  heard  more  or  less  of  the  Gospel,  although  some 
of  them  come  only  a  few  times.  Praise  that  little  Joy  has 
come  into  .my  home  to  receive  a  Christian   education. 
Praise  that  dear  Lota,  who  for  a  long  time  has  known 
her  sins  to  be  forgiven,  now  knows  she  is  saved  and  has 
asked  for  baptism.     Praise  that  in  a  short  time  two  of 
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my  pupils  expect  to  be  baptized.     Praise  iot  a  pupil 

like  Yee  Chan.     He  came  into  my  school  for  the  first 

time   over  seven  years   ago.     He   could   read   neither 

English  nor  Chinese.     He  cooked  for  a  boarding-house 

and  came  to  school  evenings.     It  was  hard  for  him,  but 

he  was  diligent,  and  made  some  progress.     He  always 

listened  attentively  when  the  Bible  was  being  read  and 

explained.     After  a  few  months,  in  one  of  our  meetings 

held  at  the  close  of  English  lessons,  he  told  the  school 

he  liked  what  he  had  heard  of  Jesus,  he  wished  he  knew 

more,  he  wished  he  knew  if  it  were  true,  he  wished  he 

could  read  Chinese  that  he  might  study  the  Bible  in  his 

own  language.  After  that  things  went  on  about  as  usual 

with  him.     He  learned  English  a  little  fa^er  until  he 

had  been   in  school  about  a   year.     We  were   having 

another  meeting.     He  stood  and  told  us  that  now  he 

knew  of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  that  he  had  taken 

Jesus  for  his  Saviour,  and,  turning  towards  the  pupils,  he 

pleaded  with  them  to  accept  the  Saviour.     He  hired  a 

Chinaman  to  teach  him  to  read  his  own  language,  and 

studied  the  Bible  in  both  languages,  buying  such  helps 

as  he  could  use,  and  testifying  for  Christ  whenever  there 

was  an  opportunity.  Once  or  twice,  as  the  years  passed, 

Satan  tried  him  sorely,   but  he  always  came  through 

these  trials  the  stronger  for  having  had  them.   I  learned 

that  he  often  turned  missionary  in  the  place  where  he 

cooked.  Once  he  put  $40  in  the  bank,  and  keeping  enough 

to  live  on  for  a  few  months,  decided  to  spend  his  time  in 

study  and  assisting  me  in  the  school.     About  that  time 

a  Baptist  family  arrived  here  from  the  East  and  opened 

a  boarding-house  in  a  small  town  ten  miles  from  our  city. 

They  wanted  a  good  cook,  and,  hearing  of  Yee  Chan, 

offered  him  work.     Yee  Chan  said  :  '*  I  like  to  stop  and 
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study  awhile  now,  but  because  yoa  are  a  brother  in 
Christ,  I  will  cook  for  you  and  will  charge  five  dollan 
less  per  month  than  I  usually  get."  He  found  the  work 
hard  and  no  conveniences  in  the  kitchen.  The  people 
explained  that,  as  they  had  just  come,  money  was  scarce, 
but  in  a  short  time  they  would  be  able  to  get  needed 
articles.  Yee  Chan  kindly  lent  them  his  forty  dollars.  Of 
course  they  were  very  glad  to  have  the  use  of  the  money, 
but  did  not  buy  things  for  the  kitchen.  He  offered 
to  wait  for  his  wages,  which  offer  was  gladly  ac- 
cepted. After  a  time  he  left  their  service,  taking  a  note 
or  notes  for  the  money  due  him.  All  this  was  about 
three  years  ago,  and  he  has  not  yet  received  his  money. 
''Why  not  put  the  law  on  them?"  some  one  asked. 
''Jesus'  book  teaches  me  not  to  do  that  thing.  I  worked 
for  the  family,  and  trusted  that  man  because  I  con- 
sidered him  a  brother  in  Christ,  and  if  I  lose  I  lose. 
Jesus  knows  it  all.'* 

Since  then  he  went  twice  to  Alaska,  to  work  for  the 
sahnon -packing  companies.  While  there  he  did  Gospel 
work  among  his  countrymen,  and  last  October,  when 
the  party  returned  to  San  Francisco,  one  man  who 
had  gone  from  Fresno  a  heathen  was  rejoicing  in  his 
Saviour.  I  saw  him  baptized  in  Noveinber,  when  I 
went  to  see  Dr.  Hartwell,  and  to  see  about  little  Goldie, 
as  she  was  then  called.  I  do  not  know  which  was  the 
happier,  the  man  who  was  baptized  or,  Yee  Chan,  who 
had  led  him  to  Christ.  They  both  came  to  Fresno  in  a 
few  days,  and  were  in  school  about  a  week  when  Chan 
Chi,  the  new  convert,  came  to  me,  saying  :  **  I  can't  stay 
here.  My  mother  and  wife  and  my  relatives  do  not 
know  of  Jesus.  I  will  go  to  San  Francisco  at  once  and 
sail  by  the  next  steamer  for  China,  that  I  may  tell  them 
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and  Yee  Chan's  mother  of  the  Saviour.**  When  reminded 
that  he  could  not  come  here  again,  he  said  :  **  I  know, 
but  I  must  go,  my  mother  is  old.'* 

Yee  Chan  has  been  in  school  all  winter  studying  and 

helping  me.     He  has  helped  at  his  own  charges,  but 

will  be  compelled  to  get  work  of  some  kind  soon,  that  he 

may  have  something  on  which  to  live.    About  one  month 

ago  I  made  an  effort  to  get  him  a  return  certificate,  that 

I  might  send  him  to  China  to  study  under  Dr.  Graves, 

of  Canton,  and  also  to  do  missionary  work  among  his 

countrymen  as  he  found   opportunity.      He  was  very 

liappy  at  such  a  thought,  but  so  far  I  have  failed  to  get 

a  certificate.     The  trouble  is  that  he  was  registered  as 

cook  four  years  ago.     He  preaches  here  in  Chinatown 

on  the  streets,  or  in  the  stores,  or  schoolroom,  and  he 

makes  opportunities.     He  is  such  a  help  that  I  do  not 

>svant  to  let  him  go  to  China  with  no  possible  chance  of 

xetum.     We  still  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  get  the 

return  certificate  after  some  months.     I  wish  he  could 

iDe  kept  here,  at  least  till  my  vacation  is  over,  for  the 

^ake  of  his  influence  among  his  people. 

' '  Praise  ye  the  Lord  ;  for  it  is  good  to  sing  praises

BUTTE,  MONTANA. 
Tbachbr  :  Mrs.  J.  Whitmore. 

Entering  Butte  for  the  first  time,  one  finds  it  in  many 
^■espects  a  peculiar  city.  It  is  entirely  without  trees,  nor 
^i^an  one  see  a  spear  of  grass,  with  the  exception,  per- 
Viaps,  of  a  little  spot  here  and  there  that  some  one  care- 
fully tends.     Built  on  the  side  of  a  mountain   full   of 
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gold,  silver,  and  copper  ore,  dotted  with  smelterB  that  send 
out  smoke  until  the  air  is  thick  with  snlphur  fumes,  full 
of  people  who   come  here  from  every  quarter  of  the 
globe,  the  most  of  them  with  all  the  vices,  and  void  of 
the-elevating  influences  of  Christianity, — such  is  the  field 
in  which  the  Lord  has  permitted  me  to  work  for  you  for 
seven  3'ears ;  and  I  can  indeed  say  they  have  been  the 
happiest  of  my  life.     For  only  one  month  of  the  time 
(the  first)  have  our  Chinese  been  free  from  the  boycott 
of  the  labor  unions.    Persecutions  of  nearly  every  de- 
scription  have  been  heaped  upon  them,  and  at  times  we 
feared  that  all  must  go.     Had  not  the  Lord  been  for  us, 
it   must  have  been  so.     At  last  the  Chinese  have  ap- 
pealed to  the  courts,  and  an  injunction  has  been  issued 
on  some  twenty  societies,  restraining  them  from  further 
interfering  with  the  Chinese  until  the  matter  is  decided 
by  law.     We  believe  that  hereafter  we  shall  be  free,  to 
some  extent  at  least,  from  persecution. 

During  this  time  I  have  enrolled  nearly  300  pupils. 
Only  about  ten  who  were  here  when  I  first  took  the 
work,  remain.  It  seems  tliat  the  seed  is  scarcely  sowed 
before  they  are  gone.  The  past  year  I  have  had  sixty- 
five  names  on  the  books,  although  the  average  attend- 
ance has  not  been  nearly  so  large.  I  have  given  every 
day  to  the  work,  in  some  form.  At  nine  o'clock,  morn- 
ings, I  have  pupils  come  to  me  to  study;  afternoons 
I  go  out  to  give  lessons  to  those  who  cannot  come  even- 
ings :  and  at  three  o'clock  I  am  at  home  again  to  teach 
those  who  will  come  to  me.  From  half -past  seven  until 
ten  o'clock  we  have  our  evening  school.  I  have  had  as- 
sistance from  volunteer  teachers  here,  one  taking  an 
evening  each  week. 

I  have  done  a  little  work  with  the  Italians  and  Swedes, 
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but  my  time  has  been  limited,  and  I  did  not  accomplish 
as  much  as  I  could  wish.  I  have  had  the  promise  of  two 
Chinese  women  and  two  girls  who  have  recently  come 
to  America,  to  teach,  besides  the  ones  I  now  have,  so  I 
hope  to  have  quite  a  school  of  women  and  children  soon. 
Our  Christian  men  are  doing  earnest  Christian  work, 
and,  so  far  as  I  know,  perfect  harmony  exists  in  the 
school.  The  heathen  say  our  Christians  are  happy,  be- 
cause when  trouble  comes  they  go  to  meeting  and  sing 
and  sing,  and  talk,  until  they  forget  it  all. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  added  a  few  more  to  its  society. 
Two  prayer- meetings  are  held  every  week,  on  Sabbath 
and  Thursday  evenings.     These  are  generally  well  at- 
tended and  full  of  interest.     As  their  old  year  went  and 
the  new  one  came  in,  several  of  the  scholars  met  in  the 
Mission  to  thank  God  for  past  mercies  and  ask  that  His 
blessings  would  still  continue  to  rest  upon  us.     Soon 
a^fter  the  new  year  the  teachers  and  friends  gave  the 
pupils  and  their  friends  a  social,  which  resulted  in  gain- 
ing  three  new  ones  into  the  school. 

Over  six  hundred  dollars  have  been  raised  for  Chris- 
tian work  from  our  school.  All  enjoy  the  privilege  of 
giving  to  the  Lord.  We  still  assist  in  defraying  the 
expenses  of  our  two  brothers  in  the  field  in  China. 

Our  Mission  Home  has  recently  been  cleaned,  papered, 
^nd  painted  outside  and  in,  and  newly  carpeted,  so  we 
^re  very  comfortable  in  our  quarters,  although  they  are 
r-ather  small.  Some  of  the  scholars  are  earnestly  study- 
i^»g  the  Word  and  inquiring  the  way.  One  of  my  pupils 
"^▼rites  me  of  his  conversion  since  leaving  us. 

We  have  an  average  of  twelve  in  our  Sabbath  School. 
One  of  the  Christian  brothers  explains  the  lesson  in 
Chinese  to  those  who  cannot  understand  me. 
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I  have  made  fifty-three  religious  visits  and  eighty-six 
special  religious  conversations  with  pupils,  and  distrib- 
uted sixty-five  tracts.  And  so  we  leave  the  work  in  the 
Master's  hands,  for  we  know  that  '*  His  word  shall  not 
return  to  Him  void,  but  it  shall  prosper  in  the  things 
whereunto  it  is  sent."

There  is  much  to  be  thankful  for  in  the  record  of  the 
past  year.  The  evening  enrolment  has  been  much 
larger  than  at  any  time  since  the  establishment  of  our 
school.  Many  of  the  pupils  are  young,  and  are  hearing 
the  Gospel  for  the  first  time,  and  an  astonishing  and 
most  gratifying  thing  during  these  months  has  been  the 
willingness  of  all  the  boys  to  remain  from  half-past  nine 
until  ten  for  a  short  Bible  lesson,  which  was  given  by 
a  Christian  brother.  Men  Chow,  from  San  Francisco, 
who  spent  the  month  of  March  with  us.  The  attend- 
ance at  our  Sunday  evening  Bible  class,  and  the  inter- 
est manifested,  has  been  encouraging.  Our  Wednesday 
evening  prayer- meetings  are  a  delight,  in  spite  of  the 
lateness  of  the  hour,  namely,  ten  o'clock. 

Two  have  joined  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associa- 
tion, others  have  promised  to  do  so  soon  ;  one  we  think 
will  soon  present  himself  for  baptism.  One  who  has 
only  been  in  the  country  ten  months  says  he  is  already 
half  a  Christian.  We  have  this  comforting  thought 
when  a  Chinese  man  is  converted,  that  in  the  home  he 
will  represent  there  will  be  no  idol  worship,   neither 
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will  the  walls  of  his  house  be  decorated  with  ancestral 
tablets,  even  if  he  should  marry  a  heathen  woman. 
Some  have  only  been  with  us  a  few  months,  and  have 
dropped  out  of  sight,  but  we  cannot  think  the  labor  for 
such  in  vain ;  they  cannot  forget  us,  and  they  will 
always  associate  the  name  of  the  Mission  with  the 
name  of  Jesus. 

Our  loss  in  the  day  class  has  in  part  been  made  good 
to  us  in  the  person  of  a  little  mother  who  is  so  anxious 
to  learn  our  language  and  customs  that  she  rises  early 
mornings  to  study  her  lessons,  does  her  housework, 
then  gets  herself  and  two  babies  ready  for  school.  One 
plays  around  the  room  while  the  other  sleeps  in  the 
baby  carriage  or  is  cared  for  by  one  of  the  older  chil- 
dren during  the  reciting  of  the  lesson. 

The  house-to-house  visits  have  been  somewhat  inter- 
rupted by  sickness.

OUR  PAPER  MISSION. 

Our  Paper  Mission  has  had  a  prosperous  year,  bring- 
ing continued  testimonies  to  the  good  accomplished 
through  its  means.  During  the  year  a  large  correspond- 
ence was  put  into  the  hands  of  the  superintendent  from 
one  of  our  general  missionaries  who  had  undertaken  a 
work  similar  to  ours,  not  knowing  of  the  Paper  Mission. 

More  new  contributors  have  been  entered  upon  the 
books  than  during  any  year  of  the  present  superintend- 
ent's work,  the  number  about  equalling  that  of  the  two 
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preceding  years.  Over  Beren  hntidred  commnsicatioiis 
have  been  sent  oat ;  some  of  these  bringing  the  matter 
before  different  Circles  and  organixations ;  and  letters 
of  interest  from  the  West  and  Sonth  —  the  best  com- 
mentaries upon  the  work — have  been  read  and  scat- 
tered as  widely  as  might  be.  They  have  proved  an. 
unfailing  answer  when  the  qneation  has  been  asked, 
' '  What  can  you  tell  of  resalta  ? ' ' 

The  Gospel  Wagon  Work  in  California  has  been 
assisted,  an  unnsual  number  of  ministers  and  mission- 
aries have  been  supplied  from  our  store,  and  our  inter- 
est has  even  extended  across  the  vaters.to  bless  those 
in  foreign  lands. 

As  we  have  sent  our  books  and  papers,  a  personal 
interest  has  grown  towards  those  whom  we  have  thas 
befriended,  which  has  again  and  again  found  expression 
in  the  box  or  barrel  of  more  substantial  if  not  more 
necessary  aid  ;  helping  sometimes,  not  only  the  family 
to  whom  sent,  but  the  neighborhood,  giving  the  needed 
preparation  for  attendance  at  church  and  Sunday  School. 

We  bespeak  an  earnest  cooperation  on  the  part  of  our 
sisters,  that  the  coming  year  may  witness  still  more 
accomplished .

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CONSTITUTION    FOR   UNION   AUXILIARIES.. 


The  following  constitution  is  used  in  many  Union  Societies, 
and  18  approved'by  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sion Society,  510  Tremont  Temple,  Boston,  Mass. : 

Articlb  I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Woman'a 
Missionary  Society  of  Baptiat  Chnrch. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  socie^  shall  be  to  aid  The  Wo- 
man's Baptist  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  the  Woman's 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Siociety,  in  the  work  presented 
by  their  respective  constitutions. 

Art.  III.  Any  one  who  contributes,  yearly,  more  or  less  to 
its  work,  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Society.  Any 
one  contributing  one  dollar  per  year,  desiiniated  to  Forei|^ 
Missions,  will  thereby  become.a  member  of  The  Woman's  Bap- 
tist Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Any  one  contributing  a  like 
sum  to  Home  Missions  will  thereby  become  a  member  of  The 
Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society;  any  one 
contributing  the  sum  of  $2$  becomes  a  lile-member  of  either 
Society. 

Art.  IV.  Its  officers  shall  be  President,  Vice-President,  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer,  and  Solicitors,  performing  the  duties  usually 
assigned  to  such  officers. 

Art.  V.  All  moneys  raised  by  the  Society  shall  be  paid  over 
by  the  Treasurer  to  either  or  both  of  the  General  Societies  as 
specified  by  the  contributors.  When  collections  are  taken,  or 
gifts  are  undesignated,  they  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
either  or  both  of  the  General  Societies  by  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  a  regular  meeting,  notice  having  been  given  at  the 
previous  meeting  that  such  actions  would  be  taken. 

Art.  VI.  This  Society  shall  hold  its  annual  and  regular 
monthly  meetings  at  such  time  as  shall  be  decided  upon  by  a 
majority  of  the  members.  A  special  meeting  may  be  held  at 
any  time,  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers. 
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BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  SOCIETY. 


Article  I.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Wo- 
man's American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  It  shall  be 
cooperative  with  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society. 
Art.  II.  Any  woman  can  become  an  annual  member  of  this 
Society  by  contributing  one  dollar  a  year  to  its  funds,  and  a  life 
member  by  a  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  any  one  time. 

Art.  III.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  evangeli- 
zation and  education  of  women  and  children  among  freed- 
people,  the  Indians,  and  immigrants.  The  work  shall  be 
accomplished  by  the  employment  of  teachers,  missionaries,  and 
Bible  readers.  The  Society  shall  extend  its  work  from  time  to 
time,  into  such  portions  of  North  America,  and  among  such 
people,  as  shall  be  thought  advisable. 

Art.  IV.    The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent,  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  Clerk,  also  an  Executive  Committee  of  fifteen, 
elected  in  classes  of  five  each,  to  serve  for  one,  two,  and  three 
years  respectively.    The  President,  Vice-President,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive    Committee,    ex   officio.    Seven    members    shall    form    a 
quorum.     These  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual 
xneeting,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

Art.  V.  The  duties  of  the  President.  Vice-President,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  those  usually  per- 
formed by  such  officers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  devise  the  means,  and  select  the  agents  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  and  to  make  full 
report  of  their  proceedings  at  the  annual  meting.  It  shall 
liave  power  to  appoint  its  own  meetings,  elect  its  own  Chair- 
znan.  Clerk,  and  Auditor,  enact  its  own  by-laws,  and  fill  all 
vacancies  which  may  occur  in  its  own  body,  or  in  the  other 
offices  of  the  Society  during  the  year. 

Art.  VI.  The  church  branches  of  each  State,  represented 
k>y  the  Society,  shall  together  nominate  one  or  more  State  Vice- 
X^residents,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  State  Vice-President  to  have 
a  general  oversight  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  her  own  State, 
and  to  report  as  often  as  necessary  to  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  Society.  * 

Art.  VII.     This  Society  shall    meet  annually  at   such   time 

and  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  VIII.     This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended, 

by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 

meeting,  provided  notice   has   been   given    in   denominational 

pa|>ers,  by  one   insertion  at  least,  two  weeks   previous  to  the 

meeting. 
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BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  BOARD. 


Ajlticlb  I.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  BcMurd  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  This  order 
shall  be  held  subject  to  necessary  change,  as  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Secretary.  A  special  meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  the  Secretary,  or  at  the  written  request  of  three  members. 

Art.  II.  Every  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  opened  by 
the  reading  of  Scripture  and  prayer. 

A.RT.  III.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  annually  one 
of  its  members  to  serve  as  Chairman. 

Art.  IV.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  all  the 
business  transacted  by  the  Board ;  and  the  record  of  each  meet- 
ing shall  be  read  at  the  next  following  meeting,  and  when  ap- 
proved shall  be  signed  by  the  Clerk.  It  shall  alao  be  the  duty 
of  the  Clerk  to  send  to  the  members  of  the  Board  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  each  meeting. 

Art.  V.  All  remarks  made  by  meml^rs  of  the  Board  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Chair. 

Art.  VI.  No  motion  which  is  not  passed  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  record,  unless  ordered  by  the  Board. 

Art.  VII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Art.  VIII.  The  standing  committee  of  the  Board  shall  be 
the  Advisory,  Finance,  Leaflet,  and  Echo  Committees. 

a.  The  work  of  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  to  consider    - 
all  matters  of  business  which  may  be  brought  before  them  by 
the  Secretary,  and  to  present  recommendation  thereon  tothe-= 
Board. 

b.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  .ai 
of  the  finances,  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  being  at  all  times^ 
open  to  their  inspection,  and  shall  present  recommendations  ixxMm 
regard  to  the  investment  of  funds. 

c.  The  Leaflet  Committee  shall  provide  for  the  printing  o9 
new  leaflets  and  for  the  purchase  of  literature  from  other  socie — 
ties.  They  shall  also  prepare  for  the  Echo  a  list  of  publica — 
tions  adopted  by  the  committee. 

d.  The  Echoes  Committee  shall  have  a  general  oversight  oM 
the  interest  of  the  Echoes,  with  special  reference  to  the  extension^ 
of  its  circulation. 

Art.  IX.  If  any  member  shall  be  absent  from  three  regulai — 
meetings  without  sending  any  message,  her  place  shall  be  con — 
sidered  vacant,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  elect^.^ 
another  person. 

Art.  X.  These  By-Laws  may  be  added  to  or  amended  at  an>"' 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  two -thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  notice  of  the  proposed  addition  or  amendment: 
having  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting. 
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CONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXILIARY  SOCIETIES. 


Articlb  I.     This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
auxiliary  to    the   Woman's  American   Baptist   Home    Mission 
Society. 

Art.  II.  Its  object  shall  be  to  cultivate  a  missionary  spirit  in 
this  church,  and  aid  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mis- 
sion Society  in  its  work  of  educating  and  Christianizing  the 
dark  homes  of  our  country. 

Art.  III.  Its  officers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President^ 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer.

Miss  Davis  suggested  that  our  meetings  need  more 
preparation.  People  don^t  realize  the  amount  of  good 
and  helpful  literature  to  l>e  had  at  the  Rooms.  On 
the  other  hand,  some  leaders  come  in  two  or  three 
months  ahead  for  material,  and  then  report  an  excellent 
meeting. 

Mrs.  McKinney,  of  Ansonia,  Conn.,  emphasized  the 
importance  of  prayer  as  the  best  preparation.  Mrs. 
Butler,  of  Rockland,  Miss  Chase,  of  Springfield,  and 
others  brought  out  the  advantages  of  having  all  the 
parts  given  in  the  meml>ers'  own  words,  rather  than 
read . 

In  answer  to  the  imjuiry  of  Mrs.  Dary,  of  Sanford. 
as  to  how  much  time  to  spend  on  the  various  fields, 
Mrs.  Watkins  said  that  the  alternate  Home  and  For- 
eij;n  nicetinj^s,  having  two  meetings  a  month,  seemed 
best  to  her.  Mrs.  Latlirop,  of  Boston,  said  she  had 
found  it  an  excellent  plan  to  devote  each  meeting  to  a^ 
different  sul>ject,  durinj^  one  year,  thus  gaining  a  broad, 
though  necessarily  limited,  idea  ;  and  then  to  give  the 
following  year  entirely  to  one  subject.  She  also  advo- 
cated the  "Current  Invents"  plan,  especially  when 
slutlying  one  subject  the  entire  year.  Miss  Whittier,  of 
llyde  Park,  sj>oke  of  the  necessity  she  finds  for  putting 
real  study  into  each  lesson,  and  trying  to  fix  facts  firmly 
in  the  iiieiubers'  minds.  Mrs.  lloague,  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, wished  the  ihildren  might  be  taught  the  names 
and  distinctive  work  of  each  society. 

The  ([uestion  of  Mrs.  I^aldwin,  "How  can  you  have 
the  women  pray  if  they  won't  ?  "  started  an  interesting 
discussion,  which  l)rought  out  the  ideas  of  asking  them 
beforehand,  of  beginning  early  to  train  the  young  ladies 
into  the  habit,  of  having  all  kneel,  to  make  it  easier  for

those  who  pray,  and  of  taking  it  for  granted  that  they 

will  pray.     Some  experiences  were  rehite<l,  all  pointing 

to  the  fact  that  there  had  to  l)e  a  time  when  i)raying 

before  others  was  very  hard,  but  all  seeming  to  agree 

in  being  glad  they  had  been  induced  to  l)egin. 

The  last  suggestion  for  a  good  meeting  was  from  Mrs. 

Emery,  who  has  two  women  take  the   preparation  of 

the  program  at  each  meeting,  the  first  woman  securing 

some  one  to  take  her  place  on  the   next  program,  and 

so  passing    it   on   to   many  who   have   never   trieil    it, 

while  at   the  same  time    i)roviding   that   one   of   each 

program  committee  shall  have    had   the  experience  of 

helping  on  the  previous  program.     The  most  fre<|uently 

nientioned  thought  in  the   whole    discussion    was   that 

the  best  and  most  successful  missionary  meeting  is  the 

one  in  which  all  the  members  are  given  something   to 
do. 

The  second  question  discussed  was:  'Is  if  wise  to 
^nd  representatives  of  the  W,  A.  fi.  If.  M.  S.  to  sf^cak 
'"  ^^(! i^encral  meetini^s  of ,  Isson'utions  /  ' '  1  low  would  it 
affect  our  work  to  omit  sending  thein  ?  How  would 
^t  affect  our  Treasury  ?  Or  would  it  he  wise,  insteatl  of 
^^  entire  withdrawal,  to  have  them  present  at  the 
^ssociational  meetings  for  the  purpose.-  of  holding  a 
^'Oman's  meeting  between  the  sessions  ? 

The  discussion  of  this  question  was  tager  an<l  inter- 
acting, and  a  full  report  would  rcMjuire  more  space  than 
^satour  disposal,  but  a  brief  sunnnary  of  the  arguments 
^'i  both  sides  is  as  follows  :  Our  idea  is  to  do  the  best 
^vork  with  the  greatest  saving  of  time,  strength,  anil 
^'xpense.  If  we  send  speakers  to  the  general  meetings 
of  Associations,  they  are  often  unwelcome  on  account  of 
the  pressure  of  strictly  Associational  business  and  inter- 
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ests,  and  often  crowded  into  a  very  few  minutes,  on 
account  of  the  many  other  societies  who  also  send  rep- 
resentatives. If  we  send  them  simply  to  meet  the 
ladies,  we  save  neither  time  nor  expense.  This  might 
l)e  obviated  by  giving  the  woman's  hour  at  the  Associa- 
tions into  the  charge  of  the  Directors,  reserving  the 
speakers  from  the  Society  for  Basket  Meetings. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  many  parts  of  New  England 
the  gathering  of  the  Association  is  the  event  of  the 
year.  The  women  can  go  because  the  men  can  often  take 
them,  while  for  the  opposite  reason  they  are  obliged  to 
stay  at  home  from  Basket  Meetings.  The  already  inter- 
ested women  attend  Basket  Meetings,  while  many  who 
are  not  interested  may  be  reached  at  Associations. 

The   discussion   ])rought   out  the  fact  that  one  rule 
oannol  be  laid  down  as  e([ually  fitting  for  all   the  New- 
Ivnj^land  vStates.     Amonj^  those  taking  part  were  :   Mrs. 
McKinney,  of  Connecticut :  Mrs.  Hunt ;  Mrs.  Reynolds  ; 
Mrs.  Coloinan  ;  Mrs.  vSafford,  of  Vermont;   Mrs.  Bonney, 
ol    Maine ;     Mrs.     reckhani,    of    Massachusetts ;     Mrs. 
Hoagiie,  of  Now  Ilampsliire  ;   Mrs.  Wyman.  of  Maine: 
Mrs.  Dewhursl.  of  Connecticut ;   Mrs.  Butler,  of  Maine; 
Mrs.  Ilildrcth,  of  Massachusetts. 

The  final  discussion  was  as  to  the  advisa])ility  of  con- 
tinuing to  hold  the  Workers'  Meeting  in  connection 
with  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Mrs.  IMuninier,  of  New  Hampshire,  Mrs.  Graham,  of 
Maine,  Mrs.  Bartlett,  of  Rhode  Island,  and  others  spoke 
heartily  in  favor  of  it,  and  ([uestions  for  the  next  meet- 
ing were  promised  by  several.

^n  a  Meeting  for  Workers,  held  on  Wednesday 
niorniiig,  May  3d,  just  preceding  the  regular  session, 
there  were  fewer  questions  discussed  than  usual,  with 
the  result  that  these  few  were  thoroughly  considered 
irom  all  points  of  view  by  the  delegates  present,  and 
many  valuable  practical  conclusions  arrived  at.  A 
striking  testimonial  to  the  value  of  these  meetings  was 
the  emphatic  protest  called  out  by  a  tentative  sugges- 
tion on  the  part  of  one  of  the  officers  that  the  Workers' 
Meeting  be  dispensed  with  at  future  gatherings. 

The  Twenty-first  Annual  Meeting  of   the  Woman's 
American  Bapti.st  Home  Mission  vSociety  was  formally 
opened  at    2    p.    m.,  by  the    President,    Miss  Alice  B. 
Coleman,  who  presided  throughout  the  two  days'  .ses- 
sion  with  her  usual  grace  and  dignity.    Mrs.  J.  K.  Wil- 
son,  wife   of   the   pa.stor   of   the    entertaining   church, 
extended   to   the   delegates    a    hearty  welcome    to   the 
church  and  city,  in  characteristically  bright  and  pointed         i 
fashion.  1

The  reports  of  the  State  Vice-Presidents  and  tlieii 
Assistants,  admirable  for  their  brevity  and  compactness, 
showed  in  most  cases  a  slight  falling  off  in  receipts 
from  the  previous  year,  although  a  few  reported  gains. 
These  reports  will  be  found  in  full  on  later  i)ages. 

The  report  of  the  Paper  Mission  was  given  this  yeai 
orally,  for  the  first  time,  by  its  Superintendent.  Miss 
ICva  IC.  Ilowlett,  of  Wakefield,  Mass.  Her  account  o: 
the  variety  of  needs  met  ])y  this  mission  was  extremel} 
interesting,  and  the  extent  and  results  of  the  work  wert 
a  surj)rise  and  delight  to  many. 

An  address  by  Mrs.  G.  \l.  D.  Pepper,  of  Waterville, 
Me.,  full  (^f  vigor,  l)readth,  and  nobility  of  thought,  de- 
manded and  received  the  closest  attention  of  her  audi- 
ence. She  brought  out  very  clearly  the  iilea  of  the 
system  of  regular  and  full  gradation  prevailing  through- 
out the  universe,  enforcing  the  idea  with  ample  illustra- 
tions from  the  worlil  of  music,  art.  and  science,  and 
pressed  home  the  thought  of  attaining  wider  and  fuller 
knowledge  of  God's  broad  plans  in  order  the  better  to 
do  one's  i)art  in  them.  She  closed  with  a  brilliant  and 
keenly  sympathetic  description  of  the  rendering  ol 
Handel's  "  Messiah,"  and  of  the  greater  oratorio  of  The 
.Messiah  that  is  filling  the  heavens  and  the  earth. 

The  closing  address  of  the  session  was  by  Gen.  T.  J. 
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Morgan,  Corresponding  Secretary'  of  the  American  Hap- 
listHonie  Mission  Society.  After  a  few  j^raceful  wonls 
of  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  Woman's  Society, 
and  of  the  cordial  and  harmonious  relations  prevailing 
between  it  and  the  one  he  represents,  (General  Morj^an 
presented  our  **  Opportunity  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Kico." 
He  dwelt  on  the  political,  economic,  intellcrtual,  and 
religious  upheaval  throuj>;h  which  the  islands  art- 
passing,  and  showed  that  these  conditions  combine 
to  present  an  opportunity  for  effective  work  such  ;is 
comes  only  once  in  many  centuries.  In  spcakinj;  of  the 
work  already  undertaken,  he  emphasized  the  ])rr>viden- 
lial  provision  of  Spanish-speaking  missionaries  for  this 
work,  and  of  their  willingness,  although  vSonlhern  men, 
to  ii^^nore  the  color  line,  which  is  never  drawn  in  Cuba 
and  Porto  Rico.  In  closing,  he  conliall\  invited  the 
ladies  to  join  the  men's  society  in  tliis  work,  an 
invitation  which,  it  may  be  addc-d,  has  litrn  ac 
cepted. 

A  large  audience  gathered  in  the  evening,  and  mani- 
fested most  intense  interest  througlioul  the  rallier  ]>ro- 
longed  service.  After  the  devotional  exercises,  and  the 
rendering  of  two  anthems  by  a  choir  of  young  ])eo])le 
^^"ith  excellent  spirit,  Rev.  \V.  S.  Hawkes.  who  lias 
ken  Superintendent  of  Congregational  Missions  in  I -tali 
for  sixteen  years,  was  introduced,  and  spoke  on  "  Mor- 
nionisni  Revived,"  with  the  weight  and  power  gained 
^roni  a  long,  intimate,  and  personal  acquaintance  with 
tile  system  whereof  he  sjioke.  lie  showed  how  tlior- 
*^Ughly  the  whole  Mormon  system  is  saturated  with 
treachery  and  inir|uity,  and  1k)w  the  a(*(|uisition  of  the 
long  coveted  Statehood  lias  resulted  in  an  altitude  of 
lK)ld  and  open  defiance.     Mr.  Hawkes  commended  our 


Haptist  work  in  Utah,  and  urged  most  earnestly  that     it 
he  enlarged  and  strengthened. 

It  is  sufficient  tribute  to  the  power  of  Rev.  Charles  S. 
Morris,  of  Newton,  to  state  that,  although  he  did  not 
begin  to  speak  until  nearly  nine  o'clock,  and  labored 
under  the  additional  disadvantage  of  taking  the  place  oi 
an  advertised  speaker  on  another  subject,  the  audience 
listened  to  him  as  if  spellbound  for  over  an  hour,  as  he 
spoke  of  the  **  Present  Aspect  of  the  Race  Problem." 
After  an  eloquent  introduction  on  the  good  results  of  the 
hard  school  of  slavery  to  both  negro  and  white  man, 
Mr.  Morris  gave  in  a  very  winning  manner  a  bit  of  per- 
sonal history  by  way  of  testimony  to  the  value  of  our 
schools  in  the  South,  in  one  of  which  the  young  girl 
who   afterward    became   his   wife   was   converted  from 
Roman  Catholicism  b}-  the  power  of  the  beautiful  Chris- 
tian  lives  that  surrounded  her.     His  treatment  of  the 
recent  revolt  in j;  occurrences  in  the  South  was  calm  and 
unprejudiced.       While  he  did  not  at  all  make  light  of 
the   fearful  crime  charged  against  the  negro,   he  gave 
ample  evidence  to  show  that  tliere  is  at  least  a  grave 
doubt    of   the    truth    of   these    charges    in     many   in- 
stances. 

The  morning  session  on  Thursday  was  crowded  with 
good  things.  First  of  all  tliere  was  the  refreshing  half- 
hour  of  spiritual  communion  led  by  Mrs.  Ayer,  of  Port- 
land, Me.  Then  followed  the  reports  of  the  year's  work 
by  the  oflicers.  These  reports,  namely,  those  of  the 
Corresponding  vSecretary,  the  Trea.surer,  and  the  Super- 
intendent of  Alaska,  were  full  of  interest,  and  are 
printed  in  full  in  this  report. 

I-nder  the  figure  of  *'  Hid  Treasure,"  Mrs.  Lathrop

'^liere  are  four  burning  questions  in  our  laud,  against 
^"^'uich  we,  as  Home   Mission  workers,  should  set  our 
^^Ces  as  a  flint,  by  resolutions,  petitions,  and  personal 
Persuasion. 

First,  Intemperance,     As  your  Corresponding  Secre- 

^ry  has  travelled  from  State  to  State,  and  been  enter- 

^ined  in  homes,  schools,    and  hotels,  she  has  felt,  as 

^ever  before,  the  terrible  danger  of  intoxicating  drink. 

This  is  a  universal  danger,  not  confined  to  any  section 
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or  locality.     It  threatens  the  usefulness  of  our  mission 
schools,  and  has  even  invaded  some  of  our  churches. 

Second,  The  political  despotism  which  the  Mormon 
Church  is  seeking  to  build  upon  our  western  border. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  urgent  questions  now  before  the 
American  people.  The  priesthood  claims  universal 
power  in  matters  social,  financial,  civil,  and  domestic. 
This  is  a  heathenish  system,  and  if  it  triumphs,  this  new 
world,  with  its  boasted  civilization,  will  go  back  to 
heathenism,  because  of  the  apathy  of  the  nation.  It  has 
1,70c)  missionaries  in  the  field  proselyting  from  house  to 
house.  It  claims  63,000  converts  last  year.  Along  the 
western  border,  from  Canada  to  Mexico,  are  settled 
250, CKX)  of  these  loyal  Mormons.  In  each  State  of  the 
Union  are  centres  of  Mormon  power,  while  adherents  of 
this  vile,  false  religion  are  sending  men  and  women 
tQ  huihl  up  the  Mormon  government,  antagonistic  to  our 
national  life.  Utah  is  the  head  of  this  python  which 
seeks  to  crush  out  purity  and  soul-liberty.  To  meet  the 
foe.  we  have  seventy  churches  of  all  denominations  in 
Utah,  nine  self-supporting,  and  a  few  schools.  Baptists 
have  four  churclies  and  one  school. 

Third,  The  fern' He  eon di /ions  ivhich  exist  in  (he  South 
make  us  cry  out  in  l)itteruess  of  soul,  *'  How  long,  O 
Lord,  how  long  I  "  Human  beings  of  a  darker  hue 
than  we  are  lynched  without  trial.  A  man  made  in  the 
image  of  God,  destined  for  eternal  life  or  eternal  death, 
is  mutilated,  partly  burned  at  the  stake,  then  cut  up, 
and  pieces  of  flesh  and  hones  sold  as  souvenirs,  while  a 
part  of  the  heart  is  sent  in  triumph  to  the  Governor  of 
the  vState.  Is  this  l)ettcr  than  barbarism  ?  The  crv  of 
the  white  man,  that  all  this  is  necessary  to  protect  white 
women,  ])rovokes  another  (juestion.  Who  protects  negro 
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women  ?    One  need  stop  but  a  few  weeks  in  the  South 

to  see  the  bitterness  which    exists  between  the  races. 

W'e  would  not  condone  the  gross  sins  of  the  black  man, 

neither  those  of  the  white  man.     We  would  raise  our 

voices  clear  and  strong  in  favor  of  fair  trial  for  white 

3nd  black  as  becomes  a  civilized  people. 

Fourth,  The  Chmese  are  in  our  midst  a  peaceable, 
feiv-abiding,  industrious  race.     They  are  heathen,  to  be 
sure,  but   no  more   than    many   Japanese,   Italians,  or 
Russians.     Upon  our  Western  coa.st  have  these  alniond- 
^yed  strangers  been  robbed,  boycotted,  and  abused.     In 
soiiie  cities,    as  the  Chinese  boys  have   been  walking 
quietly  along  the  street,  they  have  had  their  garments 
cut ,  their  hats  knocked  off,  and  have  even  been  stoned 
and  severely  cut.     A  recent  incident  reveals  the  inic]- 
uitous  character  of  our  Chinese  exclusion  law.  Admiral 
I^^wey  recommended  that  the  Chinese  sailors  of  his  fleet, 
wIto  rendered    such  brave  and  efiicieut  service   in   the 
battle  of  Manila  Bay,  should  have  the  privilege  of  freely 
ti^itering  the  ports  of  the  Thiited  States.     Secretary  Long 
^^nt  the  request  to  the  Treasury   Department  with  his 
hearty  endorsement.     After  a  time  of  grave  deliberation, 
tne  Department  sent  back  word  that  it  had  no  discretion 
^^  the  execution  of  the  law,  which  prohibits  the  entrance 
of  any  and  all  Chinese  laborers  into  the   I'nited   States. 
^o  the  defenders  of  our  flag,  men  who  brave  death   lor 
"^^  honor  of  our  nation,  cannot  land  upon  our  shores. 
'*Ieu  from  Italy,  or  the  lowest  slums  of  any  J  European 
*^^tion,  can  come  and  go  freely,  but  our  heroes  are  de- 
barred access  to  the  country  for  which  they  are  fighting. 
The  Board  of   Directors  of  the   Woman's   American 
°^ptist    Home    Mi.ssion    vSociety  earnestly  desires   that 
^Ws  Society,  at  its  meetings  in  this  city,  shall  exjjress  its 
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tlisapproval  of  tliese  evils  now  existing  in  our  land,  by 
a  series  of  resolutions,  to  be  placed  on  record,  thus  indi- 
cating its  iwsition  upon  tliese  questions. 

Wc  stand  to-day  as  a  nation  with  new  duties  and  new 
claims  pressing  upon  us.  Whether  expansion  is  wise 
or  niiwise  it  is  not  for  tis  to  decide.  Upon  the  Chnstian 
Church,  upon  our  mission  societies,  God  has  rolled  new 
responsibilities.  An  urgent  appeal  haji  come  from  New 
York  :isking  us  to  take  up  school  work  in  Cuba.  Two 
hundred  bright,  interesting  children  await  some  con- 
,  sccratwl  Nuw  Kngland  teacher  in  Santiago.  The  needs 
of  all  our  mission  fields  in  North  America  are  imperative, 
Vft  wc  <li(i  not  dare  refuse  Doctor  Morgan  when  he  asked 
for  an  iiiimeiliat«  answer,  rather,  we  did  not  dare  say 
no  to  Crotl  .IS  lie  laid  this  new  burden  upon  us,  and  we 
]ilcdf5f<l  this  Society's  aid  in  this  new  field.  Because 
of  God's  goodness  in  the  past,  shall  we  mo%-e  coura- 
geously forward?  As  one  journeys  from  San  Francisco 
south  over  the  prairie  where  only  sage-brush  meets  the 
evf,  and  enters  tlic  lieauliful  San  Gabriel  Valley,  bright 
with  ilowers  ami  trees,  it  seems  hard  to  believe  that 
only  irri};atiou  is  needed  to  make  the  desert  through 
which  we  pass,  blossom  like  the  rose.  In  visiting 
many  towns  and  cities  we  find  unsightly  places  where 
darkne.ss,  superstition,  and  cnielty  abound.  They  need 
only  the  Christian  teacher  and  missionary  to  cause 
a1)undant  harvests.  To  carrj-  the  water  of  life  into 
these  ilark  ])Iaces  is  the  mission  of  Christian  women. 
These  are  days  of  clubs,  when  we  can  so  easily  secure 
knowledge  and  y  ratify  our  social,  intellectual,  and  testhe- 
tic  naUiros.  l,et  ns  not  weary  of  the  drudgery  of  mis — 
sion  work,  Inil  with  fresh  courage  and  faith  take  uj^ 
tlicsc  old  duties.     IIow  far  will  we  this  year  deserve  th^ 
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commendation  of  the  woman  of  Bethany,    **She  hath 
done  what  she  could  ?  '*     Are  we  breaking  a  single  flask 
^i  precious  ointment  in  self- forget  fulness  upon  any  of 
those  whom  Jesus  loves  ?     If  our  zeal  for  missions  flags, 
let  us  light  our  altar-fires  from  the  same  source  that  the 
great  and  good  have  lighted  theirs,  even  from  the  Sun 
of  Righteousness.    Remember  that  the  main  secret  of  suc- 
cess is  drudgery.  If  we  would  win  our  land  for  Christ,  we 
must,  with  a  patience  born  of  courage  and  God-given 
faith,  march  steadily  on  until  the  end.    "  This  one  thing 
I  do."     Not  from  duty  or  hal)it,  but  because  of  the  con- 
viction that  we  have  ])een  called  to  give  our  lives  for  the 
unsaved  ones.     The  one  thing  our  mission  workers  need 
is  courage,  God-given  courage.     May  this  be  your  key- 
word the   coming   year.     *'  Be   strong   and  of  a  good 
courage,  fear  not  nor  be  afraid  of  them  ;   for  the  Lord 
thy  God,  He  it  is  that  doth  go  with  thee  :   He  will  not 
fail  thee  nor  forsake  thee."

ALASKA. 


Thk  old  Kasterii  proverb  tells  us,  **  If  Mohammed 
cannot  go  to  the  mountain,  the  mountain  must  come  to 
Mohaninied."  We  have  not  visited  the  Alaska  Mission, 
l)ut  the  Mission  has  visited  us  in  the  person  of  its  super- 
intendent, Rev.  C.  P.  Coe.  He  left  Alaska  in  Octol)er, 
1S98,  having  been  granted  a  few  months'  leave  of  absence. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  the  North  American  Commer- 
cial Company,  he  received  free  transportation  for  himself 
and  family  to  San  Francisco.  In  January  he  came  to 
New  ICngland,  and  the  entire  month  was  spent  among 
our  oliurclies  and  circles,  making  in  that  time  fifty-six 
addresses.  He  returned  to  San  Francisco  early  in  Feb- 
ruary. ( )n  the  twenty-third  of  April  he  was  in  Portland. 
( )rej;()n,  and  last  Saturday,  the  thirtieth,  he  sailed  from 
vSeattle  to  vSitka,  ho]>ing  to  reach  Wood  Island  about 
May  iJtli. 

Mr.    and    Mrs.   (leo.    Hill,    assi.sted    by    Mi.ss    Hattie 
Deiinistun,  were  left   in  charge  of  the  Mission   during 
his  absence.     The  mail-boat  reached  the  island  Febru- 
ary   1 2th,    and  early   in    March   we    received   our    first- 
letters. 

Wood-cutting,  cutting  poles  for  fences,  improvements; 
of  walks  around  the  Orphanage  and  church,  had  been^ 
the  winter's  work.  The  winter  had  been  mild,  but— . 
niucli  sickness  had  prevailed.  A  number  of  the  chil — 
dren    had    been  very  seriously   ill  ;    con.stant    care   auA 
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watching  bad  broken  down  Mrs.  Hill,  and  the  letters 
contained  their  desire  to  be  released,  but  would  remain 
2t  the  Mission  until  Mr.  Coe's  return. 

During  the  year  the  barn  has  been  enlarged.     The 

^3y   question    in    Alaska    is   a    difficult    one    to   solve. 

Good  grass  has  been  for  a  number  of  years  cut,  but  the 

heavy  rains   have  destroyed  it.     A  silo  was  therefore 

^"Jlt,  at  an  expense  of  one  hundred  dollars.     Much  of 

t^t   grass  for  the  silo  was  brought  eight  miles  in  the 

lar^^  whale-boat,  and  it  required  many  a  hard  journey 

to    secure  it.     When  the  silo  was  opened,  late  in  the 

winter,  the  cows  refused  the  ensilage,  but  later  found 

that  *'  necessity  knows  no  choice." 

The  one  pressing  need  urged  by  our  Alaska  workers, 
^^cl   brought  very  closely  to  your   Hoard   by   Mr.  Coe, 
wa<i  a  boys'  dormitory.     As  it  is.  the  chihhen  re(|uire 
coiistant  watching,  and  our  teachers  know  no  rest.     Mr. 
Coe  desired  very  earnestly  to  secure  one  thousand  dol- 
la-rs  for  such  a  building.     Vour  Board  could  not  encour- 
age him  to  ask  for  that  amount  in   New  Ivngland,  Init 
^e    was  authorized  to  secure  aid,  if  possil)le,   from  the 
baptists  on  the  Pacific  coast.     With  wliat  success,  the 
following  lines  received  from   Mr.  Coe  a   few  tlays  ago, 
testify  : 

"  San  Francisco,  April  i^)tli. 

"Have  receiilly  returned  from  churih,  wlitri'  I  s])oke  on 
'Alaska.  Did  not  speak  this  nu)rnin>;.  California  i'liunli<-s 
^'^^  not  anxious  to  hear  anylhinj;  aUoul  Alaska  Mission  work, 
*^d  I  have  other  business  than  nrj^injj;  for  a  ihaniH-  to  sptak 
^'1  Alaska." 

While  we  could  not  grant  his  reijiiesl  for  a  new  build- 
'^^g.  we  fully  recogni/e  the  grent  need  of  one,  and  that 
^nie  way  must  very  soon  be  provided  that  I  lie  l^oys  and 
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girls  may  have  separate  dormitories,  or  we  must  mal 
our  Orphanage  a  home  for  boys  or  girls  only. 

Of  the  good  work  done  in  the  Mission,  I  quote  fron^ 
letter  of  Mr.  Robert  Slifer,  the  government  teacher,  a.: 
who  has  spent  the  winter  at  the  Orphanage  : 

"The  work  here  is  worthy  of  the  attention  it  is  receivm: 
It  is  doing  a  vast  amount  of  good.  It  has  never  been  my  lot 
meet  a  people  who  were  so  degraded,  and  in  many  ways  so  tmj 
to  work  with,  as  the  Creoles  of  this  section.  The  Mission  cl 
dreu  are  in  most  cases  the  very  worst  that  could  be  found 
deal  with  when  they  came  into  the  Mission;  in  a  short  tii 
they  are  better  than  the  best  of  the  outsiders.'* 

Present  number  in  the  Orphanage,  twenty-seve« 
ICarl,  one  of  the  oldest,  has  finished  his  time  and  n 
turned  to  his  home  in  Unga,  one  of  the  Aleutian  Island- 
Alexander,  the  first  one  to  enter,  will  leave  this  sunime 

Work  among  the  natives  is  slow  and  very  hard.  Mr; 
Hill  has  done  much  to  win  their  friendship  by  tb 
medical  care  she  has  given  their  sick.  The  hold  c 
the  Cireek  Church  upon  them  is  strong,  and  such  is  th 
character  of  the  white  civilization  that  the  native  see 
in  his  own  religion  something  better  than  the  white  ma 
offers.  The  white  man  lies,  steals,  practises  every  for 
of  vice  and  inmiorality,  and  the  native  says,  "  If  this 
Christianity,  I  care  not  for  it." 

Our  Mission  stations  and  homes  are  centres  of  a  ne 
life.  They  counteract  the  evils  of  civilization,  tlu 
are  an  antidote  for  the  i)oisonous  breath  of  the  whi 
man.  One  school  alone  does  more  to  uplift  and  redee 
the  natives  than  all  the  efforts  of  the  Greek  Chun 
conil)ine<l. 

In  the  present  i^overnor  of  Alaska,  Hon.  John  ( 
Brady.    Protestant    missions  have  a  warm    friend    ar 
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helper.     He  is  an  **  illustration  of  human  helpfulness," 

himself  at  one  time  a  waif  in  New  York  City,  taken 

from  police  custody  at  eight  years  old,  and  sent  to  a 

Western  home.     In  this  home  encouraged  and  helped, 

he  sought  the  best  education  the  schools  offered.     He 

^aduated  at  Yale,  and  at  a  theological  seminary.    Was 

JDade  a  missionary  to  Alaska,  then  United  States  Com- 

nii.ssioner,    and   now   governor   of    the   territory.       He 

tnows  by  a  life  among  them  of  the  actual  needs  of  the 

Alaskans,  and  as  he  him.self  has  been  helped,  he  is  ready 

^nd  willing  to  encourage  every  effort  to  uplift  and  help 

others. 

Some  of  you  may  be  disappointed  that  I  do  not  tell 
)'Ou  of  natives  converted,  and  of  additions  to  the  church. 
^t±  not  impatient. 

In  one  of  the  fierce  mountain  battles  of  our  Civil  War, 

^^neral  Thomas  was  watching  a   body  of  his  troops, 

Painfully  pu.shing  their  way  up  a   steep  hill,  under  a 

^''ithering   fire.      Victory  seemed   impossible,   and    the 

S^ueral,  even  he,  a  rock  of  valor  and  patriotism,  ex-

^^^p.''     His  chief  of  staff,  watch  in  j^^  the  battle  with  etpial 

^^mestness,  placed  his  hand  on  his  connnander's  arm,

^^Xiie.'*     Presently  the  moist  eyes  of  the  brave  leader

^^'ork.     From   the   beginning    it    has   been   our   aim  to 

^aise    five   thousand    dollars   annuallx    for   the    Alaska 

^i.ssion.       Could    we   secure   this,   there    would    l)e    no 
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need  to  draw  from  the  General  Fund.  We  must  tno! 
earnestly  press  the  need  of  this  amount  Ux  this  bratu 
of  our  work,  and  more  earnestly  ask  for  God's  Uesui 
upon  the  work. 

Our  receipts  for  this  year  hai-e  been  thirty-six  hu 
dred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  and  thirty-five  ces 
{$3,675.35),  $113.95  more  than  the  amount  last  yt 
But  our  Sunday  Schools  have  fallen  off.  We  num1 
227  schools,  seventy-three  less  thau  last  year. 

Maine  reports  44  schools ;  New  Hampshire,  21 ;  Vt 
niont,  27  ;  Massachusetts,  75  ;  Rhode  Island,  26  ;  Co 
necticut,  34;  total,  227. 

It  is  evident  our  Sunday  Schools  do  not  understan 
that  we  wish  an  annual  collection.  Let  us  seeL  t 
impress  this  fact. 

The  work  demands  enlargement,  yet  our  receipts  ar 
not  eciiial  to  its  present  exijense.  We  ask  for  mor 
help,  for  niorc  fieisonal  work  in  our  Sunday  Rcliooli 
Instead  of  our  annual  letter  we  .sent  the  Alaska  conce: 
exirrisf  to  our  su]ierintendents.  From  results  we  b 
lic've  it  would  have  been  I)elter  to  have  sent  our  usu: 
letter. 

"V<iu  have  lifaid  the  report  of  our  Treasurer, — tt 
Alaska  lialanoe  not  snfficient  to  pay  the  unpaid  bills  1 
the  amount  of  $i,oijo.  The  report  leads  us  to  give  yo 
in  olijsitig  the  following  problem  : 

(liven,  a  mission  seven  thousand  miles  distant,  tl 
ciiliri.'  support  of  which  amounts  to  $5,000  annuall; 
or  $416,75  \K-T  month.  To  meet  this  expense  tl 
Woman's  Ameritan  Itaptist  Home  Mission  Socie 
received  tor  llie  year  iS.;S  $3. 675. 35,  or  $306.27  p 
month.  How  <\Tn  this  amount,  plus  the  $4-25  bnlao. 
al  the  beginning  of  the  year,  minus  the  unpaid  bills 
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$1,000,  cover  the  expense  of  the  Mission  ?  And  what 
shall  be  the  outlook  for  the  year  1899  ?  Your  Board  has 
been  trying  to  solve  this  problem.  We  pass  it  on  to 
you  to-day,  believing  that  our  New  England  workers 
hold  the  true  key  to  its  solution. 
In  solving  it,  we  ask  that  there  may  be  no  elimination.

In  mis- 
sionary work  we  have  done  nothing  new  or  startling. 
It  is  said  tliat  Ahraliam  Lincohi,  during  the  years  of  our 
fierce  .strnj;gle  as  a  nation,  used  often  to  quote  the  homely 
words  of  the  motto,  "  Keep  pegging  away."  The  spirit 
of  this  nu^tto  has  been  ours,  and  becau.se  of  this  faith 
and  perseverance  of  many  of  our  sisters,  we  have  made 
some  progress,  and  in  many  of  our  churches  their  gifts 
have  exceeded  previous   years. 

Hasket  Meetings  have  l)een  held  in  each  Association. 
I<ast  June  Mrs.  V.  ly.  Knapp  and  Miss  Ames  went  to- 
gether to  four  of  these  meetings,  and  did  a  great  deal 
to  make  them  helpful  and  interesting.  Miss  Ames,  a 
teacher  at  Jack.son,  Miss.,  gave  some  experiences  of 
her  work.  Mrs.  Amanda  Miller  Coleman  visited  several 
churches  in  the  fall,  where  .she  si)oke  to  many.  In  Jan- 
uary, Rev.  Mr.  Coe,  of  Wood  Island,  Alaska,  addressed 
a  union  meeting  at  Manchester,  and  vividly  brought  to 
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tfcie  minds  of  his  hearers  the  great  need  of  Mission  Work 
in    that  far  off  home  land. 

-At  our  State  Convention  and  Association  Meetings, 
wr^  have  had  Mrs.  F.  L.  Knapp,  Rev.  A.  E.  Reynolds, 
axid  Mrs.  A.  M.  Coleman,  to  give  us  help  and  encour- 
as^nient  for  the  furtherance*  of  the  Home  Mission 
Wcrk. 

Two  Directors  have  resigned  during  the  year,  Mrs. 
Mlastings,  of  Salisbury  Association,  and  Miss  Flanders, 
of  r»^ewport  Association.  We  always  regret  changes,  and 
^^  I  looked  about  for  others  to  take  their  places,  I  felt 
discouraged,  and  there  seemed  to  ])e  no  one  willing  to 
d^  this  part  of  the  work  ;  but  two  efficient  women  have 
^en  found,  Mrs.  O.  A.  Towne.  and  Miss  M.  F.  Ken- 
d^Jck,  so  that  now  I  can  report  each  Association  with 
^  g^ood  leader. 

^  was  somewhat  fearful  that  the  increased  price  of  the 
^r^t><'j  would  lesson  the  number  of  subscril)crs,  but,  on 
^^^  contrary-,  I  find  an  increased  nunibt-r  of  copies  have 
^^ii  taken  in  some  of  our  churches  over  last  year,  and 
tnat  we  have  had  given  us,  by  the  generosity  of  the  Ivdi- 
^^^»  six  maps,  which  if  used  will  greatly  help  us  in  our

Salisbury  Association,  There  has  been  an  advance  in

Two  barrels 
of  clothing  have  been  sent  by  the  Circles  of  the  First 
Church,  Concord,  and  the  church  at  Franklin  Falls, 
valued  at  $70. 

In  Dublin  Association  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
gifts  from  churches  and  Sunday  Schools,  and  more 
clothing  has  l)een  sent  to  our  schools,  Keene  heading 
the  list  by  sending  four  barrels  and  one  box,  East  Jaf- 
frey  one,  and  Troy  one,  the  value  of  all  amounting  to 
$242.45.  The  subscribers  to  the  Echoes  are  about  the 
same  as  last  year,  175  in  number,  Keene  having  the 
largest  number,  and  consequently  has  earned  a  map. 

Meredith  Association,  The  report  from  this  small 
Association  is  encouraging,  for  the  Circles  and  Sunday 
Schools  have  sent  more  money  this  year  than  last,  and 
the  Circles  have  kept  up  their  interest  by  meeting  as 
regularly  as  possible.  There  are  fifty-one  Echoes  taken 
in  the  five  Circles.     No  clothing  reported. 

Mil/ord  Association.     We  can  report  an  increase  in 
gifts  also  in  this   Association.     The  number  of  Circles 
remains  the  same  as  last  year,  but  the  missionary  in- 
terest in  previously  existing  ones  has  continued,  and 
"  regular  meetings  "  have  been  reported  in  nearly  every 
Circle.     The  contribution  of  clothing  is  larger  than  last^ 
year,  Manchester  People's  Church  sending  one  barrel* 
Nashua,  First  Church,  two,  and   Nashua,  Crown  Hill, 
one,  total   value,    5150.82 ;     the    subscriptions    to    th^ 
Echoes  have  fallen  off  some.     Last  year  there  were  474, 
and  this  year,  388.     The  churches  having  the  largest 
numl)er   are  Manchester,  Merrimac  Street,  Nashua,  ist, 
and    Milford,   each    having    more    than    fifty,   entitling" 
them  to  maps. 

Newport  Association.     The   four  Circles  actively  en- 
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gaged  in  the  work  for  our  Society  have  been  faithful 
this  year.  The  subscription  to  the  Echoes  has  decreased, 
compared  with  last  year.  Ten  churches  have  contrib- 
uted money,  although  in  all  of  them  tliere  are  no  Cir- 
cles. Over  one  hundred  subscribe  to  the  Echoes  in  this 
Association.  The  church  at  Clareniont  again  conies  to 
the  front  as  the  only  one  sending  clothing  to  one  of  our 
schools.     This  barrel  was  valued  at  $40. 

Porismouih  Association,  The  blanks  sent  out  in  Jan- 
uar>' were  returned  to  the  Director  with  unusual  prompt- 
ness. Seven  churches  of  the  sixteen  are  yet  without 
Circles,  and  it  looks  rather  di.scouraging  at  the  prospect 
of  trying  to  form  them  in  these  churches.  The  niission- 
ar)-  spirit  is  not  developed  to  any  great  degree.  In 
Stratham  things  look  very  discouraging.  They  have 
no  pastor,  the  church  is  closed.  Another  of  these  small 
churches,  which  has  done  nothing  in  previous  years, 
has  this  year  given  five  dollars  to  the  Alaska  Orphan- 
age. From  the  eight  churches  having  Circles,  come 
"Jore  favorable  reports.  There  has  been  an  advance 
"^ade,  not  all,  however,  in  amount  of  money  given, 
though  all  have  done  fairly  well.  The  subscribers  to 
^he  Echoes  number  al)out  two  hundred.

The  August  and  the  most  o 
the  September  meetings  we  were  unable  to  attend ;  bu' 
Mrs.  A.  M.  Coleman  charmed  all  our  people  with  hei 
pleasing  and  eloquent  appeals  for  her  people. 

We  are  ready  to  give  her  a  cordial  welcome  at  al 
times  and  in  all  places.  A  little  advance  has  beei 
made  in  our  Junior  Work.  Two  special  workers  bar 
been  chosen  as  assistants,  and  they  have  entered  upte 
their  work  with  an  earnest  purpose,  which  only  come 
from  a  love  for  it.  Mrs,  Piper,  of  the  Woodstock,  ara 
Mrs.  Fuller,  of  the  Vermont  Central,  believe  in  person  : 
aggressive  work.  Others  will  be  appointed.  The  ye  a 
began  with  a  full  complement  of  Directors,  but  fortS 
first  time  the  Addison  is  without  a  leader.  Mrs.  J.  C 
Himles,  becnusL-  of  continued  ill  health,  has  thought 
best  to  givt  up  the  work  she  loved  so  dearly,  and  h-; 
been  doing  so  faithfully  and  well.  We  shall  miss  h^ 
but  feci  sure  of  her  continued  interest.  We  believe  t  ^ 
Lord  has  some  one  for  the  place,  and  in  His  own  tis^ 
she  will  be  found. 

Only  one  Association  reports  an  increase  in  contrih^ 
tons  ami  contributions. 

In  the  Shaftsbury,  nineteen  out  of  twentj'  churcl'* 
have  sent  cheerful  letters  with  their  reports,  and  tl 
most  of  the  Sunday  Schools  are  contributing  for  Alas^ 
One  is  especially  worthy  of  commendation,  as  they  gi  ' 
tile  collection  tlie  first  Sunday  in  each  month  to  AlasW^ 
ICast  Hubbardston  has  exceeded  her  last  year's  recoi' 
as,  with  eiglit  women  in  the  church,  they  have  .sent 
our  Treasury  $12.50.     More  interest  is  reported  amo* 
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tbe  young  people  and  Bands.  Some  very  beautiful 
sacrifices  have  been  made  by  the  children.  In  one 
place  they  carry  flowers,  with  Scripture  texts,  to  the 
sick  and  aged  ;  in  another  a  little  boy  earned  ten  cents, 
and  the  next  Sunday  put  it  all  into  the  box,  while  we 
of  older  growth  reserve  the  most  for  self. 

Several  valuable  barrels  and  boxes  have  been  sent  to 
our  schools  and  missionaries.     One  family  was  cheered 
by  receiving  one  from  the  ladies  in  Brattleboro,  valued 
at  $175.50.   This  has  greatly  exceeded  any  yet  reported. 
We  think  the  number  of  Echoes  has  been  well  main- 
tained,  and  that  we   shall  soon  again  reach  our  old 
number.      While  w^  rejoice    that  our  Treasury   has 
received  a  trifle  more  from  Vermont  than  last  year,  we 
are  hopeful  that  $1,053  for  general  work,  and  $119  for 
A.laska,  will  be  greatly  exceeded  next  year. 

The  same  number  of  churches  have  reported  as  last 
year,  seventy -eight,  but  not  all  the  same.  May  He 
who  rules  all  things  incline  our  hearts  to  better  and 
niore  efficient  service.

which  has 'caused  despondency  and  a  fearful  attack  c 
the  j^enuine  old-fashioned  "blues.'' 

Souk*  one  has  sugjj^e.sted  that  it  is  Jus/  />ossz7f/t' that  tTi< 
(lysi)e]>sia  is  on  the  other  .side,  and  that  the  dark  hi  1.1  e 
ghisscs  were  on  our  own  eyes  as  we  read  the  repox't.s, 
but  Ti'f:  think  not. 

A  good  deal  has  been  .said  of  late  about  *  *  poli.sh  i  ug 
up  tlie  (lark  side  to  make  it  bright."  We  have  done  so 
much  rubl>ing  and  ])olisliing  this  year  to  make  tliini?-*' 
api)enr  biii;lit,  that  we  sometimes  feel  w-e  had  better 
.sto])  and  take  things  as  they  are,  or  we  shall  find  the 
material  tliat  r.///  poh'sli  is  all  rubbed  off,  and  only  tli*^ 
metal  foundation  is  left. 

.We  have  said  sometimes,  What  is  the  matter  \N'ith 
us.  are  we  dead  ^  When  liundreds  of  thou.sands  ^^ 
souls    in    our   own    land    are    dying    Christless ;     wli^*^ 
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thousands  here  among  us  are  in  utter  heathen  darkness, 
just  as  much  as  those  across  the  seas ;  when  so  many 
hundreds  of  thousands  are  in  darkness,  degradation,  ig- 
norance, and  superstition  in  our  own  Christian  country, 
we  ask  again,  are  we  dead  ?     And  the  answer  conies 
back,  **  Not  dead,  but  sleeping."     We  remember  going 
to    a  Missionary  Meeting  once  where  special  pnusic  was 
prepared  for  the  occasion,   and  the  anthem  was  this, 
'*  He  Giveth  His  Beloved  Sleep."     We  feel  like  praying 
in  the  words  of  the  old  hymn  : 

"  Revive  Thy  work,  O  Lord, 
Thy  mighty  arm  make  bare ; 
Speak  with  the  voice  that  wakes  the  dead 
Ami  viafcc  Thy  people  hear. 

'*  Revive  Thy  work,  O  Lord, 
Disturb  this  sleep  of  death, 
Quickeu  the  smouhlerinj^  embers  now 
By  Thine  almighty  breath. 

'*  Revive  Thy  work,  O  Lord, 
Create  soul-thirst  for  Thee, 
And  hung*ring  for  the  bread  of  life, 
Oh,  may  our  spirits  be." 

When  we  get  here  there  will  be  no  need  of  constant 
polishing  to  make  our  work  seem  l>rij;lit.  One  Director 
^ys,  •*  How  pitiful  that  the  lyord's  work  needs  constant 
^^imulation.  Oh,  that  Christians  might  be  true  to  the 
^^sponsibilities  placed  upon  them  I  ' ' 

Of  our  eleven  Associations  one  has  l)cen  without  a 

director  all  the  year,  as  we  could  not  find  any  one  willing 

^o  take  up  the  work  ;  in  two  others  the  Directors  have 

JUst  resigned,  one  on  account  of  her  own  physical  weak- 

'^^Ss,  and  the  other  finds  it  necessary  to  tlo  so  becaii.se 
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of  illness  in  the  home.  We  shall  miss  these  two  earnest 
workers,  and  hope  the  Lord  will  soon  send  us  others  to 
take  their  places.  One  of  our  Directors  says,  **The 
Gospel  leaven  is  working,  and  it  is  a  sweet  privilege  to 
be  able  to  do  even  a  little  in  spreading  the  good  tidings." 
Another  says,  '*  I  fear  the  barrels  sent  have  taken  an 
undue  share  of  money  in  many  of  my  Circles.** 

Basket  Meetings  have  been  held  in  all  but  one  of  the  -r^ 
Associations  with  about  the  usual  degree  of  attendances^ 
and  interest. 

The  number  of  Echoes  taken  is  considerably  smalleK^  ^ 
than  last  year,  owing  to  the  increase  in  price.  Th^  ^ 
envelopes  for  the  French  offering  were  used  in  all  bii^  ^ 
two  of  our  Associations. 

Some  Circles  have  been  greatly  helped  by  sendin^^Kni^ 
delegates  to  visit  the  different  Circles  in  the  Associ^    a- 
tion,  or  neighboring  churches,  thus  getting  new  thought: — ^g 
new  ideas  as  to  conducting  meetings,  and  new  iuspii na- 
tion, which  they  can  impart  to  others  on  their  return         to 
their  own  Circle. 

One  Circle,  in  giving  a  report  at  a  Basket  Meetir-=ag, 
said,  "  Our  Missionary  Meetings  are  the  life  of  czz»ur 
church  ^  we  always  all  look  forward  to  these  meetii— ^gs 
with  pleasure." 

We  wish  every  Circle  could  say  this.

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We  wish  the  interests  of  Alaska  had  been  more  thor- 
oughly pushed  in  this  district,  and  feel  there  is  an 
opportunity  for  more  vigorous  work  in  that  direction. 
We  regret  that,  instead  of  increased  gifts  for'increased 
ex|)enses,  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  this  district, 
and  fear  the  work  will  suffer  for  our  neglect. 

We  are  glad  to  report  the  first  Precious  Jewel  in 
Berkshire  Association,  —  a  life  member,  —  **  the  only 
baby  in  the  church,**  and  also  a  band  of  thirty  Jewels 
at  Pittsfield. 

Berkshire  sends  an  encouraging  report,  both   as  to 
interest  and  contributions.     Four  new  churches  have 
come   into   line,   leaving    only   three   more   without    a. 
worker.     Mrs.  Perkins  gratefully  mentions  the  helpful,, 
encouraging  words  of  some  of  the  pastors.     She  reports^ 
a   Precious  Jewel   Life  Member  at  Tyringham,  and  s 
Band  of  thirty  Jewels  at  Pittsfield.     The  subscriptions 
to  the  Echoes  have  l)een  increased,  and  a  contribution 
was  taken  in  December  for  the  French  work,  which  was 
an  extra  gift. 

Frail klhi  Association  is  made  up  of  small  churches 
Few  have  circles,  many  are  without  pastors.  It  is  little 
wonder  they  often  ^et  discouraged.  Miss  A  Hard  wishes 
they  could  be  reached  oftener  with  good  speakers.  She 
says,  "  I  can  see  the  result  of  the  Basket  Meeting  held 
last  year,  in  the  increased  contributions  from  the  church 
where  it  was  held."  She  reports  a  loss  in  contributions 
and  in  Echoes  subscriptions. 

Miller's  River  is  another  Association  of  small  churches. 
The  report  shows  a  falling  off  in  contributions,  but  the 
Director  feels  sure  that  other  churches  may  have  contrib- 
uted, but  have  failed  to  send  any  report  to  her.  She  is 
very  anxious  that  some  one  else  shall  be  found  to  take 
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hold  of  the  work  in  that  Association,  as  ill  health  inter- 
feres wth  her  work. 

Westfield  sends  a  good  report  of  increased  contribu- 
tions, but  the  Director  regrets  the  falling  off  of  /u'/iors 
subscriptions  and  the  contributions  for  Alaska.  There 
is  an  increase  of  interest.  A  Workers'  Meeting  was  held 
in  the  winter,  when  many  questions  of  interest  were  dis- 
cussed. At  the  May  Basket  Meeting,  it  was  voted  to 
ask  for  an  annual  **Har\'e.st  Offering"  in  October, — 
this  to  be  an  extra  gift. 

Worcester  met  with  a  loss  early  in  the  year,  when  Mrs. 
G.  F.  Wheeler,  on  account  of  ill  health,  was  obliged  to 
?ive  up  her  work  as  Director.  No  one  has  as  yet  been 
found  to  fill  the  place,  and  Mrs.  K.  M.  Milliken  kindly 
agreed  to  "fill  the  gap"  till  one  could  be  found.  She 
egrets  her  incomplete  report  and  thinks  the  women  do 
not  understand  the  necessity  of  returning:  the  blanks 
sent  out,  either  with  or  without  the  desired  informa- 
tion. She  reports  a  loss  in  contributions  and  wishes 
some  one  could  go  through  the  churches  and  stir  up 
interest  in  the  work  among  the  women,  and  men  too. 

And  so  we  bring  the  record  of  the  year's  work,  --  not 
such  as  we  wish  it  was,  not  what  we  liO]>ed  it  would  be, 
^nt  such  as  it  is,  both  bright  and  dark.  May  He, 
whose  we  are  "  and  "  whom  we  ser\'c,"  fill  our  hearts 
with  such  love  for  His  service  that  we  may  be  al>le  to 
^^coinplish  more  in  the  coming  year.

We  hoped  to  have  f^ 
the  first  lime  a  complete  list  at  the  head  of  our  Reponr 
With  the  accession  of  Mrs.  Griffen  to  the  position 
Herkshire,  our  last  vacancy  was  filled;  but  we  recei"^ 
word  from  Mrs.  Thomas,  of  Worcester,  that  she  will  "• 
uiial)lc  to  continue  her  work.  Thus  we  have  one  blaiL 
line  ai;ain. 

In  llic  fall  word  was  received  from  our  Vice-Preside  i 
tlial  sixty  dollars  had  been  pledged  by  the  Societ 
lowanl  the  suj)porl  of  Mrs.  Stein's  Chinese  children, 
Jt)y  and  Lota,  and  the  suggestion  was  made  that  we 
look  out  for  this  obligation.  We  took  up  this  work, 
and  have  met  with  an  encouraging  measure  of  success. 
Miller's  River,  a  .small  Association,  has  contributed 
well  toward  the  object ;  Franklin,  Westfield,  and  Berk- 
shire have  resi)onded  heartily.  While  the  full  amount

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Berkshire.  Our  new  Director,  who  joined  us  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  has  taken  hold  with  a  willinj; 
hand.  She  has  received  some  word  of  acknowlcdj^nicnt 
or  report  from  every  one  of  the  nineteen  churches,  (hic 
to  her  earnest  persistence  in  the  matter  of  correspond- 
ence. The  number  of  contributions  received  is  encour- 
aging and  the  outlook  briglit. 

Franklin,  Mrs.  Morse  has  sent  frecjuent  words  of 
encouragement,  and  has  kept  a  careful  watch  over  the 
possibiHties  of  her  field.  She  has  given  a  talk  in  the 
interests  of  our  work  to  her  own  young  i>e<)ple,  and  has 
heard  from  six  societies  not  heard  from  or  not  existing 
last  year.  Contributions  are  received  from  societies 
not  contributing  last  year. 

Afiller's  River.  vSeven  of  the  ten  churches  in  this 
Association  have  been  heard  from,  four  havinjj;  con- 
tributed through  Junior  organizations  to  our  work. 
We  learn  of  a  well-attended  Junior  Christian  Mndeavor 
Society  in  Orange.  Royalston  and  North  Leverett 
again  resjjond  faithfully  to  the  call :  the  Turner's  l*alls 
young  people  contribute  this  year,  and  the  report  from 
Athol  is  gratifying. 

Westfiehi.  The  special  effort  made  for  Joy  and  I^ota 
in  this  Association  has  been  attended  witli  special 
success,  a  larger  amount  beinj^  contributed  than  was 
expected.  Twenty-four  organizations  have  l)een  lieard 
from,  thirteen  of  which  have  made  contributions  through 
our  Society.  The  Director  wislies  very  much  that  she 
might  hear  from  every  one  of  the  churches  in  the 
Association. 

Worcester.  Acknowledgment  shonld  be  made  lo  Miss 
Florence  Peacock,  who  has  nndereil  efi'icient  assistance 
to  Mrs.    Thomas  since   last    fall.      An    effort    has    been 
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started  to  find  a  successor  to  our  Director  here,  whose 
retirement  we  much  regret.  There  are  encouraging 
features  in  the  report  from  Worcester,  the  most  notice- 
able being  an  increase  in  the  contributions  to  Alaska, 
due,  we  think,  to  the  mite-boxes  prepared  by  Mrs. 
Thomas  for  the  Primary  Departments. 

The  Directors  and  Assistant  Vice-President,  having  a 
better  knowledge  of  conditions  than  ever  before,  are 
confident  that  the  results  of  next  year's  work  will  be 
better  than  those  of  this  year.

At  the  close  of  another  year  we  pause  to  question, 
What  has  been  accomplished  ?  What,  if  any,  advance 
has  been  made  in  contributions  over  the  gifts  of  former 
years  ? 

Do 
we  find  an  increa.se  in  knowledge,  which  stirs  the  heart 
to  look  to  God  in  prayer  for  guidance,  with  self-sur- 
render, saying,  *'  Lord,  what  wilt  Thou  have  me  do?  " 

Much  faithful  work  has  been  done,  and  prayer  has 
been  continually  offered  by  many  that  every  woman  in 
our  churches  shall  realize  her  opportunity  to  share  in 
the  work  of  saving  our  home-land  for  Christ. 

Realizing  that  the  children  must  be  instructed  in  the 
needs  of  our  country,  and  that  the  best  way  to  fix  their 
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attention  would  be  by  an  object-lesson,  making  them- 
selves their  own  instructors,  a  rally  was  planned  and 
held  December  3d.     Each  school  was  given  a  part  in 
the  excellent    exercise    prepared    by    Mrs.   Gooch,    of 
Cambridge,  for  the  last  Annual  Meeting.     More  than 
one  hundred  children  were  in  the  procession.     So  much 
interest  was   manifested,   it   has   since  been   given   by 
^ight  individual  schools.     We  were  much  indebted  to 
^^rs.  Rigler  and  Mrs.  Bartlett,  two  of  our  busy  pastors' 
^'ives,  for  its  success.     Mrs.  Rigler  gave  the  children 
^n  instructive  blackboard  talk,  which  held  their  atten- 
tion closely. 

We  were  much  favored  in  having  Rev.  Curtis  P.  Coe 
^ith  us  in  January  nearly  three  days,  speaking  in  our 
city  churches  and  schools  five  times  one  Sunday,  and 
four  times  during  the  other  two  days.  Our  people  were 
itispired  with  confidence  in  him,  and  the  result  will  be 
felt  for  the  future  in  larger  contributions  for  the  work, 
^^e  report  this  year  our  largest  offering  for  Alaska. 

The  ladies  of  our  Board,  learning  of  the  great  need 

^^   reading  matter  by  the  students  at   Winton,   N.  C, 

*^*^^t  early  in  January  and  packed  a  large  box  and  then 

^    barrel  with  books  and  a  small   amount  of   clothing 

^"nd  bedding  ;  some  gave  money  to  purchase  books,  and 

others  culled  from  libraries  at  home. 

The  day  of  prayer  was  a  day  of  blessing ;  the  topics 
>*'ere  wisely  chosen,  and  the  presence  of  the  Lord  was 
felt  in  the  quiet,  spiritual  atmosphere  from  the  begin- 
ning to  the  end.     We  recommend  the  union  of  churches 
^s  far  as  possible    in    this  service  each   year    for   our 
country. 

In  January  an  earnest  protest  was  sent  to  our  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  against  the  seating  of  Brigham 
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H.  Roberts,  and  our  hearts  were  cheered  by  their  replie 
assuring  us  of  their  cordial  cooperation,  and  their  efior 
to  prevent  in  future  the  recurrence  of  such  a  calami' 
and  disgrace.

"  Precious  Jewels,"  which  we  trust  will  be  greater  t 
coming  year,  as  the  charge  has  been  put  in  the  han 
o(  Mm.  J.  T.  Stites,  who  will  look  after  the  little  on 
in  all  our  churches. 

The  Warren  AssodatioH  of  twenty-five  churches 
un<Ier  Ihc  leadership  of  Mrs.  H.  B.  Whitman,  a  vaoi 
untiring  worker,  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent  in  lb 
service  of  licr  Lord.  She  writes  of  the  "  constant  J0>' 
Uiou;;!!  mingled  with  regret,  that  time  and  strengt 
have  hedged  in  the  earnest  desire  for  a  larger  work.' 
She  rejoices  in  the  efficiency  of  her  Visiting  Committee 
Mrs-  Rhodes  aitd  Mrs.  Rigler,  who  have  spoken  a 
several  of  the  clutrclieH. 

At  the  Annual  Uasket  Meeting  in  Januarj-,  onl; 
oi^litccu  Ciiclcs  were  reijorted  and  one  new  one  organ 
iml  at  TheniK  on  the  union  plan.  Miss  M.  H.  Weede 
save  a  most  excellent  paper  on  "  Onr  New  Relations, 
tjiviiig  us  glimpses  of  those  who  dwell  in  the  Philippine: 
Hawaii,  Cuba,  and  Porto  Rico,  showing  us  anothc 
opportunity  for  services  of  love-  Rev.  C.  P.  Coe  wa 
thereto  plead  fur  .Alaska,  and  Rev.  Arthur  St.  Jamt 
for  liis  DWt]  pi.-o]iIe,  tlie  French  Catholics.  At  tli 
Kepteinher  niectinj;  of  the  Assoeiation,  the  work  anion 
tile  loloreii    people   w:(s   outlined    and    commended   b 
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their  own  gifted  representative,  Mrs.  Amanda  Miller 
Coleman. 

"  Correspondence  has  been  held  with  all  the  churches 
and  all  the  superintendents,"  and  an  increase  of  con- 
tributions in  each  department  is  reported. 

The  Providence  Association  of  twentv-five  churches  is 
under  the  care  of  Mrs.  O.  F.  Lee,  the  first  Director 
appointed  in  the  State. 

Reports  have  been  received  from  ten  of  the  churches  ; 
two  write  that  everv  woman  in  the  church  has  been 
in\ated  to  contribute  this  year  to  the  work.  The  con- 
tinued interest  and  zeal  of  the  "  Vineyard  Workers," 
of  Central  Falls,  and  of  the  Circle  of  the  First  Church, 
Pa\\'tucket,  deser\'e  connnendation.  No  Basket  Meet- 
>ng  has  been  held.  At  the  noon  mcetini^  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  September,  Miss  Moore,  of  Hartshorn  Memorial 
College,  spoke  of  the  work  there. 

So  small  a  number  of  churches  have  rci)orted,  we  are 
unable  to  estimate  the  financial  condition. 

The  Na7-ragansett  Association  has  twenty-seven 
churches.  Mrs.  K.  Cottrell,  Director,  is  earnest  and 
zealous  to  bring  all  the  churches  into  close  fellowship 
^vith  the  work  of  our  Society,  but  finds  it  diflicult  to 
^ach  them,  as  they  are  mostly  in  the  country  and 
widely  separated.  Some  are  deeply  interested,  and  con- 
tnbute  according  to  their  means  ;  some  do  not  reply  to 
^he  letters  sent,  and  one  returns  the  blank  with  "lack 
of  interest  and  no  Circle."  Only  twelve  churches  sent 
^ny  report. 

The  visit  of  Rev.  Mr.  Coe  to  Hope  \'alley  brought 
out  a  large  audience  to  listen  to  the  story  of  our  Alaska 
Mission  :  much  interest  was  awakened,  and  we  lio]>e 
lor  large  results.     Xo  Basket  Meetinj^^  has  been  held. 
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but  Hope  Valley  has  asked  that  one  be  held  there  soo 
*  This  Association  also  reports  an  increase  in  contrib 
tions. 

Our  Newport  Auxiliary  sends  its  usual  cheery  gre 
ing,  although  the  year  has  been  one  of  many  hindrance 
storms  have  prevented  the  holding  of  some  meetini 
and  caused  a  small  attendance  at  others. 

There  has  been  much  sickness,  and  they  report  t 
loss  by  death  of  three  members.  The  usual  number 
barrels  have  been  sent  to  needy  fields,  and  the  contril 
tions  are  about  as  usual. 

.  While  we  always  feel  at  the  close  of  the  year  a  reg 
that  we  have  not  done  more,  and  see  many  imperf

As  another  year  has  passed  and  we  try  to  tell  the 
story  of  its  work,  we  endeavor  to  distinguish  between 
the  efforts  which  look  to  permanence  and  those  which 
are  but  transient.  We  say  here  we  have  found  work 
begun,  which  in  time  must  bear  fruit,  and  there  one 
which  promised  well  has  proved  short-lived  and  alxir- 
tive;  and  so  we  are  lifted  up  and  cast  down  by  every 
wind  of  apparent  success  or  failure,  forgetting  that  these 
efforts  of  ours  are  but  the  ripples  on  the  surface  which 
eddy  around  the  strong  undercurrent  of  (iod's  provi- 
dence in  the  establishment  of  His  kingdom  in  the  earth, 
and  the  love  of  the  kingdom  in  the  hearts  of  His  people. 
A  year  ago  Connecticut  workers  had  one  of  the  uplifting 
times,  measuring  the  work  by  the  financial  success 
which  had  come  to  us.  Shall  we  come  with  bowed 
^eads  and  discouraged  hands  because  this  year  finds  us 
fallen  back  in  our  gifts?  To  those  who  judge  from 
appearances  there  may  seem  room  for  disheartenment, 
^Ut  the  Lord  looketh  upon  the  heart,  and  it  has  been 
granted  some  of  us  to  have  a  glimpse  of  the  sympathy 
and  love  in  many  hearts  which  beat  responsive  to  the 
C'alls  of  our  work.  During  the  winter,  as  answers  came 
to  our  appeals  for  hel])  in  various  ways,  we  found 
^vorkers  either  prostrated  themselves,  or  carrying  un- 
^isiial  burdens  of  anxietv  or  sorrow,   and  we  do  know 


that  many  hands  full  of  the  every-day  cares  of  lite  ar 
yet  busied  in  a  large  share  of  those  things  that  go  t 
make  up  the  success  of  niissionar>'  work. 

The  undercurrent  of  God's  providence  is  using  oil- 
efforts,  small  though  they  seem  to  us,  to  lead  one  an 
another  to  love  God  more,  and  that  means  to  love  Hi  ^ 
commands,  to  obey  them,  and  His  creatures  to  upli^^ 
them.  So  we  will  take  courage,  and  trust  the  Lordt^ 
open  the  way  before  us,  and  pray  Him  to  bind  all  HC- 
children  together  for  earnest,  devoted  service. 

The  work  of  our  Society  has  been  presented  at  eact^ 
regular  meeting  of  our  Associations,  at  the  State  Cois  - 
vention,  and  at  the  State  Annual,  while  extra  meeting^^ 
have  been  held  in  the  Hartford  and  Stonington  Union 
Associations.     Mrs.  Lathrop  spoke  three  times  in  one 
week  at  as  many  places ;  Miss  Giles,  of  Spelman,  Mrs. 
A.  M.  Coleman,  Mrs.  McWhinnie,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Peck- 
ham,  and  Mrs.  Reynolds  have  each  presented  the  work 
with  interest  and  acceptance.     The  French  work  has 
been  urged    for   December,  and   resulted  in   a   gift  of 
$114.39.     ^^^^^  services  of  the  Bible  woman  are  eagerly 
sought,  and  at  Convention,  when  the  work  was  explained, 
the  Italian  missionarv  wanted   a  Bible  woman  for  his 
people  also.     He  was  sure  such  a  one  could  do  much 
good  in  the  homes. 

The  total  gift  of  Connecticut  for  the  past  year  is 
$3,185.45,  fully  four  hundred  dollars  less  than  the  pre- 
vious year  from  the  same  sources.  Our  Alaskan  con- 
tributions show  a  loss  of  $90.72,  and  when  we  find  that 
but  thirty-seven  schools  have  remembered  this  field 
against  fifty-two  schools  of  the  preceding  year,  the  loss 
is  accounted  for.  We  hope  to  make  this  up  very  soon. 
We  have  one  school  which  four  times  each  year  since 
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i^e  Orphanage  was  begun  has  sent  ^\^  clolhirs  as  regn- 

farjy  as  the  quarters  have  come  around.     Five  hundred 

calendars  have  been  placed  ;  the  Rev.   Curtis   P.   Coe 

has   spoken   in   a   number  of  our  churches,    and   the 

concert  exercise  has  been  well  received.     We  hope  all 

these  efforts  will  prove  fruitful  early  in  this  year. 

Mrs.  E.  A.  Spencer,  of  Hartford  Association,  regrets 

that  the  old  problem  of  the  uninterested  still  demands 

solution  ;  but  while  many  reports  are  discouraging,  one 

new  church,  after  two  years  of  establishment,  with  but 

forty  resident  women,   has  entered   upon   the  plan   of 

systematic  benevolence,  and  sends  ^\^  times  the  amount 

given  the  year  before,  having  decided  upon  one-tenth 

of    all   its   benevolence    for   Woman's  Home  Missions. 

We  long  for  the   time  when   our   church-membershii) 

sliall  be  a  unit  in  their  desire  for  the  success  of  all 

xnissionary  labor. 

In  Hartford  Association  there  are  eighteen  churches 

contributing  to  our  work  by  Circles,  Sunday  vSchools, 

and  Young  People,  $786.92.    Value  of  supplies,  $188.39. 

In  Ashford  Association  Mrs.   Annie  A.  Preston  finds 

the  work  somewhat  hindered  in  her  scattered  country 

churches,   contributions  delayed   because  of   untoward 

circumstances  of  weather  and  otherwise,  but  is  assured 

that  *'He  who  rules  in  the  hearts  of  His  people  will 

give  the  earnest  purpose,  the  willing  hand,  the  volun- 

tar>'  sacrifice,  the  tender  prayer,  and  so  the  work  will 

be  carried  forward  to  His  glory.     A   bequest   of  $25<^ 

came  to  hand  a  little  late,   which  will  make  a  good 

beginning  on  the  new  year.     Of  the  fifteen  churches  in 

Ashford  Association,  ten  have  contril)uted  by  Circles, 

Sunday  Schools,  and  Young  Peo])le,  $292.55. 

Mrs.  S.  F.   Brown,   whose   faith  never   wavers,   has 
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earnestly  sought  to  bring  the  work  in  Stonington  Union 
Association  to  a  successful  issue.  In  her  own  Circle, 
two  of  the  consecrated  workers  have  been  called  up 
higher.  The  same  has  been  true  of  this  Circle  for 
several  years  past,  and  yet  as  these  dear  friends  look 
upon  the  scene  of  their  earthly  labors,  they  find  no 
diminution  of  interest  along  missionary  lines.  Tides  of 
public  unrest,  atmospheric  changes,  even  extra  burdens 
in  renovating  the  church  home,  have  effected  no  reduc- 
tion in  their  offering  for  Woman's  Home  Missions. 
The  depressing  or  distracting  influences  of  the  past  year 
have  l)een  felt  more  in  other  parts  of  the  field,  so  that 
we  find  a  loss  in  this  Association  of  over  $90.  There 
have  come  to  the  Treasur>'  in  all  from  Stonington  Union, 
$351-1 7-     Value  of  supplies  reported,  $117. 

One  woman  in  Ashford  Association,  when  asked  how 
they,  in  a  small  church,  kept  up  their  interest,  said, 
**  Why,  we  make  a  business  of  it  ;  we  mean  to  succeed.*' 
We  have  tried  like  this  friend  to  make  a  business  of  our 
re])drl,  but  many  blanks  have  not  been  returned,  de- 
layed it  may  be  unavoidably,  but  if  we  could  be  more 
businesslike  in  this  work,  I  am  sure  we  should  find 
more  joy  in  it  ourselves,  and  would  it  not  be  one  way 
of  rendering;  faithful  service  ?  Shall  we  not  all  in  this 
year  now  bej^un  use  every  means  to  make  the  work  of 
our  Woman's  Society  a  success?  Let  us  pray,  j>lan, 
and  labor  to  this  end,  remembering  how  the  weeks  and 
months  fly  swiftly  by,  and  believing  that  they  who  give 
quickly  may  gladly  give  double.

we  can  only  weep  as  we  lay  our  little  service  and  our 
little  gifts  at  his  feet. 

Neiu  Haven  Association.  Miss  McWhinnie  reports 
quite  a  falling  off  in  gifts  from  Woman's  Circles,  a  slight 
declension  in  gifts  from  young  people,  and  a  small  ad- 
vance in  Sunday  School  offerings.  Circles,  $554.99  ; 
Sunday  Schools,  $115.39;  Young  People,  $149.50;  As- 
sociation collection,  $5.87.  Total  contributions,  $825.75. 
One  meeting  has  been  held  during  the  year  besides  the 
Association  Meeting  in  Kssex. 

Fairfield  Association.  Mrs.  Silliman  reports  a  slight 
loss,  which  we  believe  is  due  to  so  many  churches  being 
pastorless,  or  in  the  process  of  changing  pastors.  At 
such  a  time  all  the  energies  of  a  church  seem  to  be 
relaxed.  May  the  time  soon  come  of  long  pastorates 
and  steady  work.  Money  sent,  $373.77  ;  supplies, 
$112.68;  EchoeSy  250. 
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A  very  pleasant  meeting  was  held  with  the  First 
Church.  Bridgeport,  in  Jutie.  Mrs.  Reynolds  addressed 
the  gathering  of  women  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  young 
people  in  the  evening,  bringing  all  into  close  acquaint- 
ance with  our  field  and  work. 

New  Londo7i  Association,  Mrs.  Perkins  reports  an 
advance  of  eighty-eight  cents,  which  is  just  that  much 
worth  of  encouragement  after  losses.  Circles,  $309.14  ; 
Sunday  Schools,  $83.50;  supplies,  $312;  Echoes^  227; 
Young  People,  $126.  Total,  $498.64.  A  ver>' interest- 
ing and  enthusiastic  meeting  was  held  during  the  winter 
in  New  London,  at  which  Mrs.  Dewhurst  presented  the 
whole  field  for  our  work,  and  Mr.  Coe  spoke  of  his  field 
of  labor  in  Alaska  with  all  its  interests. 

Such  has  been  the  work  in  the  three  Associations.  May 
the  failures  and  omissions  of  the  past  year  be  incentives 
for   prompt,   energetic,  and  loving  action  in  the  year 
which  we  enter.     Redeeming  love  must  be  the  theme  of 
our  message.     It  is  what  every  human  soul  needs  :  it  is 
the  need  of  the  world.     Vou  and  I  know  it ;    we  must 
tell  it.     Mrs.  Ingalls,  of  Burmah,  was  talking  to  an  aged 
Burmese  woman,  and  telling  her  this  wonderful,  though 
sim]>le,  story,  when  the  face  of  the  woman  lighted  up, 
and  she  exclaimed,  **  Yes,  that  is  the  rest  of  it,  oh.  that  is 
the  rest  of  it.   I  have  always  looked  for  some  one  to  tell  me 
the  rest  ol  it.  ever  since  one  told  me  some  of  it."      Upon 
being  ([uestioned  as  to  who  this  was,  she  said  it  was  a 
pale,  sick  lady,  whose  luisl)and  was  in  prison,  evidently 
referring  to  Ann  Ilazeltinc  Judson.     And  all  these  years 
she  had  l^een  looking  for  .some  one  to  tell  her  the  rest  of 
it.      Dear  sisters,  how  many  hungering  souls  there  are 
in  this  our  own  land,  who  have  not  even  heard  a  part  of 

They  hunger  :  they  know  not   what  will    satisfy,  but 
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we  know.  They  are  dying  of  thirst,  when  our  hand 
may  press  the  life-giving  draught  to  their  lips.  Shall 
we  withhold  it  ?

The  Junior  reix)rt  for  Connecticut  remains  nuich  the 
same  as  last  year,  except  in  the  list  of  its  workers. 

Two  of  our  Junior  Directors,  because  of  home  cares, 
have  been  forced  to  resign,  —  Mrs.  Fayette  (^loss,  of 
Ashford  Association,  and  Mrs.  William  T..  Hicks,  of 
Fairfield  Association.  Both  gave  u]^  Iheir  resjumsibili- 
ties  most  reluctantly,  and  only  when  circumstaiues 
made  it  absolutely  impossible  for  theiii  to  fulfil  iheir 
duties  longer. 

A  new  Director  has  been  found  for  Ashfonl  Associa- 
tion,  in  Miss  Marion  Storrs,  of  Mansfield,  who  is  still 
pursuing  her  studies  at  Mt.  Ilolyoke  College  :  but  the 
other  position,  I  regret  to  say,  remains  .still  unfilled. 
the  many  recjuisites  for  a  successful  Junior  Director 
l)eing  always  hard  to  find  combined  in  any  one  jK-rson. 

Of  the  ninety-six  societies  re])ortinj^  this  year,  seventy- 
five  have  given  toward  our  work,  an  increase  of  thirteen 
over  last  year. 

The   gifts   have    not,    however,    correspondingly    in- 
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creased,  but  are,  instead,  about  the  same  as  last  year, 
the  total  being  $579.34. 

Ashford,  under  its  new  leader,  has  proved  itself  the 
banner  Association,  having  nearly  doubled  its  gifts  this 
year,  while  of  the  other  five,  three  —  Fairfield,  Hart- 
ford, and  New  Haven  —  have  fallen  behind.  Stoning- 
ton  Union  has  held  her  own,  and  New  I/>ndon  reports 
an  advance  of  $3.  At  our  Workers'  Meeting,  held  in 
connection  with  our  State  Annual  Meeting,  it  was  voted 
b\'  our  Junior  Directors  to  make  a  special  effort  toward 
interesting  our  Junior  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  this 
year,  anil  toward  that  end  a  circular  letter  has  been 
printed  ami  sent  out ;  and  we  are  hoping  and  praying 
for  an  increase  in  gifts  as  well  as  interest  among  our 
Juniors  this  coming  year. 

I(  only  our  young  people  could  enter  into  the  spirit  of 
these  lines  of  Miss  Havcrgal,  surely  our  prayers  would 
be  abundantly  answered.

The  blessings  that  have  coiiie  to  Spelman  Seminary 

^Tiring  its  eighteenth  year  are  those  of  quiet  peace  and 

'Unbroken  prosperity,  so  common  that  we  often  fail  to 

temember  that  they  call   for  songs  of   loudest   praise. 

Health,    harmony,  patience,  and   perseverance,    in    an 

organized,  orderly  routine,  have  made  our  oftener  than 

twice-told  tale  one  that  satisfies  the  heart,  if  it  cannot 

startle  and  thrill  the  imagination. 

In  our  literary  departments,  which  are  unchanged  in 
character  and  conduct,  save  that  wc  steadily  raise  our 
requirements  year  by  year,  we  have  the  following 
numbers  enrolled  :  College,  2  ;  college  preparatory,  5  ; 
missionary  training,  3;  teacher's  i)rofessionaI,  17; 
academic,  57 ;  and  English  preparatory,  395.  Last 
May  we  gave  seven  teacher's  professional,  and  eight 
academic  diplomas . 

In  our  industrial  departments,  in  addition  to  all  our 
former  work,  we  have  carried  on  a  milliner>-  class, 
under  the  supervision  of  a  lady  of  large  experience  and 
skilful  touch.     This  has  been  popular,  as  w^ell  as  profit- 
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able.  We  have  the  following  numbers  of  students 
enrolled:  Printing,  28  ;  dressmaking,  51  ;  sewing,  305; 
millinery,  108;  nurse  training,  34;  laundiy,  225;  ad- 
vanced cooking,  12;  elementary  domestic  arts,  250. 
Last  May  we  gave  four  printing  certificates,  two  nurse- 
training  certificates,  and  twelve  certificates  in  our  ad- 
vanced courHC  in  domestic  arts. 

Ill  our  musical  department  we  have  had  special 
succtss  in  chorus  singing,  as  was  seen  in  our  Easter 
and  Christinas  music,  and  in  the  rendering  of  a  difficult 
7r  Dritm  at  our  last  Commencement.  The  entire  school 
has  instruction  in  vocal  music  ;  our  academic  and  higher 
linglish  preparatory  studefits  form  our  chorus,  and  we 
have  hmi  a  semi-chorus  and  a  quartette  of  selected 
voices  which  have  had  private  training,  and  have  given 
^•n^icty  and  j>k-asure  by  their  singing  on  special  occa- 
sions. We  have  enrolled  fifty-nine  pupils  In  instru- 
mental mnsie.  To  play  the  organ  or  piano  is  not  with 
Dur  ^irls  an  oniaineiital  accomplishment,  as  it  may  be 
llioiij^ln.  The  school  teacher  is  uften  exi>ected  to  play 
the  ilnnvh  organ  in  tlie  country  districts,  and  an  ad- 
vantageous positiiin  must  .sometimes  be  declined  if  the 
teacluT  has  nii  skill  as  a  musician. 

In  mir  relij;ioiis  work,  which  interpenetrates  all  our 
ilepartnienis.  we  have  maintained  the  same  earnestness 
as  ■)[  nld,  and  haw  seen  forming  and  ripening  fruit, 
ha\'iu>;  had  twenty-eij;hl  conversions  this  year.  We 
live  in  the  sjiiinjf,  however,  rather  than  in  the  harvest 
lime.  We  are  not  sparing  in  our  sowing,  and  hope  the 
sower  an<l  the  reaper  may  rejoice  together. 

Our  total  enrolment  is  larj-er  than  last  year,  being 
,Ti;,,— Imardcrs,  jn.i :  .lay  scholars,  '53.  We  have  thirty- 
eight  teachers,  seven  of  whom  serve  for  the  first  time 
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^his  year.     It  is  worthy  of  note  that  ten  of  our  faculty 
have    been    connected    with    Spelman   more   than  ten 
years. 

Our  alumnse  will  soon  number  150.     They  are  to  be 

found  scattered  from  Africa  in  the  East  to  the  Indian 

T'erritory  in  the  West.     We  receive  from  them  fre(iuent 

affectionate  letters  and  encouraging  reports  of   homes 

"i^de  happy,  of  children  .in   training  for  Spelman,  of 

^liristian  work  bravely  done  in  dark  places.     At  our 

^^*.st  Commencement    their    Alma    Mater   welcomed   a

Friends  who  revisit  Spelman  note  with  interest   the 
Teat  change  in  our  grounds  which  has  been  made  by 
^le  removal  of  the  old  small  buildings,  and  the  grading 
nd   the   taking    away    of   fences   between    Rockefeller 
^^all    and    IClla    Street  ;    by   the  widening   of    lA'onard 
^Street,  through  our  gift  to  the  city  of  a  strip  of  land 
tilong  the  electric  car   line,   and   by  the  erection    ol   :i 
substantial  iron  fence  on  our  new  front  boun<lary,  nil  of 
which  improvements  have  followed  tlie  gift  of  land  from 
Mr.    Rockefeller   mentioned    in    our    last    report.     The 
same  visitor  will  see  in  the  future  ijrass  and  tlowers  and 
trees  and  w-alks  and  <lrives.  through  whiv^h  will  be  the 
approach  to  our    fine   brick   buildings.     When    we    re- 
ceive permi.ssion   from  the  cit>',  as  we  hope  soon  to  do, 
to  close  the  part  of  Leonard  Street  wliieh  runs  through 
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our  property,  we  shall  secure  a  loog  desired  privacy 
and  freedom. 

We  feel  the  need  of  more  money  for  current  expenses, 
which  increase  yearly  without  a  corresponding  increase 
of  income.  Our  need  of  a  new  hospital,  which  has  been 
mentioned  for  two  years  past,  continues,  and  grows 
stronger.  Only  this  week  we  have  been  obliged  to 
refuse  to  receive  for  a  surgical  operation  a  poor  woman 
who  had  travelled  three  hundred  miles  to  obtain  relief 
from  suffering.  She  could  not  be  admitted  to  the  Grady 
Hospital,  and  applied  to  us.  Not  only  were  our  two 
and  only  private  rooms  occupied  by  patients  who  could 
not  lie  moved,  but  our  operating-room  was  in  use  by 
another  sufferer  awaiting  her  turn  to  take  the  next 
vacancy.  We  couUl  arrange  no  place  for  the  stranger. 
Her  church  raised  money  to  pay  her  bills,  but  there 
st'L'iiis  IK)  help  for  her  in  Atlanta.  There  were  appeals 
in;ulc  for  a  hospital  fund  last  spring  to  generous  indi- 
viduals and  to  the  young  people  in  the  North,  and  a 
tiny  iiest-egg  was  laid  ;  but  the  war  with  Spain  diverted 
attontiun  from  our  cause.  Now  that  the  peace  treaty^ 
has  been  ratifie<l  we  should  hope  for  a  response.  The- 
tinn;  if^  fast  approaching  when  it  will  be  imperative  that 
changes  In;  nunlc  in  our  frame  dormitories.  They  now 
need  repairs  to  make  them  neat  and  comfortable,  but 
would  it  not  be  wise  to  defer  these  until  funds  can 
be  secured  to  give  us  arrangements  on  a  permanent 
bdsis  ? 

Pressing  needs  make  a  current  which  will  not  allow 
ns  to  rest.  Looking  at  the  shore,  we  find  that  we  have 
passid  our  forinir  landmarks,  and  yet  we  must  still  pull 
on  our  oars.  W't-  shall  not  share  the  fate  of  those  who 
have  all  ami  cry  for  worlds  to  couiiuer,  whose  achieve- 
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fflents  bring  stagnation  and  enervation  of  character :  we 
.  are  compelled  to  advance.

I  quote  what  one  of  our  teachers  recently  wrote  home, 
"If  you  want  me  to  report  anything  exciting  send  nie 
to  Porto  Rico  or  the  Philippines."  Nevertheless,  life- 
is  interesting  to  many  amongst  varied  personalities  anil 
administering  to  such  varied  wants.  Perhaps  one  of  its 
duties  is  to  tame  down  one  wild  little  Michigan  girl, 
who  prefers  to  do  every  one's  work  but  her  own,  or  to 
inform  a  member  of  one's  geography  class,  as  I  have 
just  been  doing,  that  the  English  people  of  to-day  are 
civilized,  and  do  not  now  roam  the  woods  in  the  skins 
of  wild  animals,  as  her  composition  suggests.  Sonic  of 
our  graduating  class  have  been  struggling  to  obtain  the 
means  with  which  to  purchase  the  sinij)le  white  gown 
that  shall  be  woni  May  iSth.  One  of  the  girls  reoeiillx 
received  a  letter  from  her  own  mother,  saying  that  she 
would  try  and  come  to  Conimencenient  if  baby,  now 
two  months  old,  does  not  hinder,  the  first  intimation 
that  a  little  stranger  was  expected  or  had  arrivt-d.  As 
far  as  is  known,  no  girl  who  ever  stayed  the  course 
through  at  Hartshorn  went  astray,  and  may  these  bright 
girls  be  kept  by  His  sheltering  arm. 

There  are  in  all  ninety-seven  pu])ils  enrolled,  and  of 
course  the  boarders  have  the  best  (lisri])line  in  iiiatleis 
outside  of  books,  such  as  lessons  in  order,  table  man 
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ners,  and  the  like.     Buttonless  clothing,  where  battons 
should  be,  is  placed  in  the  same  list  with  an  nnleamed  . 
arithmetic   lesson.     Certificates  for  proficiency   in  the 
culinary  department  have  recently  been  issned,  and  as 
"the  proof  of  the  pudding  is  in  the  eating,"   a  well 
gotten  up  dinner  is  one  of  the  tests.     The  Missionary, 
White  Shield,   and  Temperance  Society  are  doing  a 
great  work.     Instruction  in  the  underlying  principles 
is  extremely  necessary  amongst  these  people.     One  lady 
remarked  that  her  wine  cotild  do  no  harm,  for  it  was 
made  from  grapes  from  her  own  back  yard.     Hartshorn 
is  rei>resciitcd  iu  seven  little  mission  Sunday  Schools, 
and   many   a   jmor  bonie   is  cheered   by  the  visits  of 
teachers  and  girls.     The   literature  and  work  for  the= 
SL-win^-sohooI  sent  from  the  North  are  doing  a  grantS 
work.     Please,  pleaso  do  not  forget  Hartshorn  in  youia 
])ray(.i-s,  lor,  after  all.  that  is  one  of  the  greatest  jxjwer>= 
that  can  Ix;  ext-rtt-ii  for  the  good  of  this  work.

Tile  MatliLT  School  opened  its  thirty -.second  year*  i 
work  x\w  sixth  of  October  last.  The  first  enrolraer»1 
was  small,  owing  lo  the  iiitcn.sely  warm  weather  and 
tilt- ]iiiVLi!en(?c  of  fever.  In  some  cases  whole  families 
wtrf  prostralL-d.  It  was  our  privilege  to  minister  to 
the  sick,  and  thns  beeoiiie  acquainted  with  the  people 
and  i.k-iilify  nnrsclvts  willi  their  interests. 

The  year  (i].i-iR>d  with  perjili-xed  (iiiestionings.    There 
ninsl  In-  some  new  conililions  alumt  the  work,  and  what 
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would  the  results  be  ?  Could  the  people  be  brought  to 
see  that  we  sought  the  best  good  for  themselves  and 
their  children  ?  Would  they  fall  in  line  with  the  nt-w 
departure  and  give  us  their  hearty  support  ?  When  the 
plans  for  work  were  laid  before  the  people,  their  listless 
attitude,  depression  of  spirits,  and  plea  of  jM)verly, 
though  discouraging  to  the  workers,  were  not  surpris- 

• 

Jng.  not  when  one  knows  that  a  stirring  appeal  from 
the  pen  of  a  State  senator  was  i)ul)lished  in  behalf  of 
the  white  farmers  who  had  suffered  from  the  effects  of 
summer  rains  and  cyclones.  Much  more  might  have 
^n  said  in  behalf  of  the  colored  farmers. 

But  the  year  is  now  nearing  its  close.  The  perplexed 
<luestions  have  been  answered.  The  introduction  <>f 
"ewplans  has  helped  the  school.  We  j)raise  our  Father, 
and  are  joyful  of  heart  as  we  look  back  upon  the  woi  k 
accomplished.  The  attendance  has  been  better  than 
we  dared  hope.  Some  who  entered  school  late  in  the 
year  are  now  earnestly  planning  to  take  up  the  next 
year's  work  at  its  beginning.  None  have  ever  paid 
tuition  before  this  year.  The  poorest  have  seen  that  it 
^an  be  done,  and  we  hope  to  accomplish  more  another 
year.  One  of  our  girls  who  has  been  called  home  to 
the  field  work  writes,  '*  I  am  planting  some  for  myself 
^hat  I  may  meet  my  expenses  next  year."  One's  sym- 
pathy goes  out  to  the  boy  who  trudges  two  and  a  half 
""lies  to  school  with  a  heavy  sack  of  clams  over  his 
shoulder,  to  meet  his  tuition,  and  his  mate  who  ])nngs 

^at  pine  ;  "  or  the  girl  who  slyly  hands  her  teaclier  a 
dumber  of  eggs  to  meet  her  schooling,  and  her  neighbor 
^'Jio  follows  with  a  pail  of  milk. 

The  hearty  cooperation  of  teachers  and  pupils  has 
wrought  the  .school  t<;  a  much  liigher  standard  than  in 
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previous  years.     We  have  reason  to  hope  for  still  better 
work  next  year. 

Our  Sunday  School  and  Young  People's  meetings 
have  been  services  of  great  interest  and  profit  to  teachers 
and  pupils.  It  is  through  these  avenues  that  we  have 
opportunities  of  reaching  the  outside  young  people  who 
are  constant  in  their  attendance.  The  work  of  the 
Spirit  has  been  manifested,  and  some  who  did  not  know 
Jesus  as  their  Saviour  when  they  entered  school  have 
become  glad  witnesses  for  Him.  Sunday  School  work 
in  outlying  districts  has  been  faithfully  done  by  Miss 
Kinsman. 

The  Industrial  Department  has  been  under  the  charge 
of   Mrs.    Mather,   assisted  by  Miss  Ti£Fany  and   Mis&. 
Wroten,  who  have  done  good  and  faithful  work.     Tocv 
much  cannot  be  urged  in  behalf  of  this  department. 
It  would  be  a  joy  to  know  that  every  one  of  our  gradu — 
ates  could  become  teachers.     The  remark  of  a  young; 
woman,  a  graduate  from  another  State,  is  very  perti- 
nent :   **  There  are  more  teachers  than  schools.**    Hence, 
for  the  young  girl  who  is  not  strong  enough  to  follow" 
the  field  work,  and  too  wise  to  settle  down  upon  the 
pittance  most  of   the   irresponsible  young  men  of    this 
section  have  to  offer,  there  must  be  some  other  opening. 
She  is  a  fortunate  girl  who  can  neatly  make  and  fit  her 
own  garments.     She  is  doubly  fortunate  if  she  can  add  to 
the  small  home  income  by  cutting  and  making  for  others. 

But  whether  fitted  for  the  schoolroom  or  domestic 
service,  we  wish  our  girls  to  imbibe  the  noble  spirit  of 
the  Word,  and  bring  this  influence  to  bear  upon  their 
people.  It  is  the  whitened  fields  beyond  that  we  would 
reach  through  the  refined  and  consecrated  lives  of  our 
students.

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WAVLAND  SEMINARY,   WASHINGTON,   D.  C.

As  the  time  has  come  for  the  annual  report  from 
Wayland,  we  find  in  looking  back  over  the  year  that,  as 
in  all  households,  we  have  received  many  blessings,  for 
which  we  are  truly  grateful,  while  at  the  same  time  our 
hearts  have  been  saddened  more  than  once  by  failures 
on  the  part  of  some  to  carry  out  what  they  knew  was 
desu-ed  and  expected  of  them. 

The  total  enrolment  for  the  year  has  been  161  pupils, 
a  larger  number  than  we  have  had  for  the  last  few  years. 
Of  that  number  ninety-six  are  boys  and  sixty-five  girls. 
Four  are  in  the  college  class,  and  thirty-five  are  taking 
the  ministerial  course. 

In  some  special  meetings  which  were  held  during  the 
winter,  eighteen  were  converted.  One  of  the  number 
has  already  been  baptized,  and  others  are  planning  to 
openly  confess  their  faith  very  soon.  Some  are  waiting 
Until  they  shall  return  home  that  they  may  be  received 
into  their  own  home  church. 

As  spring  advances,  many  of  our  students  are  obliged 
to  leave,  in  order  to  get  work  for  the  summer.  As  a 
result  of  this  and  sickness,  etc.,  our  present  enrolment 
is  reduced  to  130.  There  are  eight  teachers,  besides 
four  advanced  students  who  a.ssist  in  teaching. 

Las  week  two  young  men  came  to  us  from  Africa. 
They  are  from  Cape  Colony,  and  have  .studied  a  little 
over  two  years  in  Cape  Town,  where  they  macie  a  good 
beginning  in  acquiring  the  Knglish  Iangiiaj;e.  They 
speak  it  quite  fluently.  They  are  of  the  Zulu  tribe. 
They  came  to  America  that  they  might  better  prepare 
themselves  to  go  back  and  teach  their  people. 
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The  rapid  progress  in  the  erection  of  bnildings  for 
the  Virginia  Union  University,  at  Richmond,  Va.,  en- 
sures without  doubt  now  the  removal  to  that  city  by 
next  fall. 

Kour  buildings  have  been  started  which  are  being 
built  of  granite.  The  grounds  adjoin  those  of  the 
Hartshorn  School  for  girls,  which  school  will  also  be 
included  in  the  University.  The  location  and  extent 
of  the  grounds,  together  with  the  elegant  buildings, 
give  promise  of  making  one  of  the  finest  institutions  for 
learning  in  the  Southland.  A  generous  donation  of 
$5,000  was  made  by  one  man  of  wealth  toward  the 
erection  of  a  house  for  the  President.  This  is  encour- 
aging, as  well  as  some  small  gifts  which  have  coma 
from  various  sources.  There  will  be  a  great  need  fo 
money  with  which  to  furnish  the  rooms  of  the  differetH 
buildings. 

We  would  not  neglect  here  to  thank  our  many  frien(3 
who  havt;  so  liberally  contributed  to  the  needs  of  Wa^ 
land  (luring  the  past  year,  for  their  kind  remembrance  = 
and  trust  that  we  may  still  ha^'e  their  prayers  and  gocrr 
wisliLS  when  we  shall  have  Ijecoraeapart  of  the  Virgin  " 
fiiion  University.

WATERS   INSTITUTK.   WINTON,    N.  C. 


This  session  has  been  one  of  unusual  success,  uotwith- 
stan<liug  the  hard  limes.  The  total  eurolmeut  is  217, 
with  goiHl  avorage  attendance.  The  list  of  boarding 
])U]iilb  rcachfd  sovonty-two,  Ihirty-six  of  whom  are  girls. 
Many  dark  days  have  come  to  the  students,  for  pay-day 
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is  often  announced  before  the  money  l(»  seltk-  tlu-ir 
accounts  arrives,  and  as  frequently  some  art*  not  jit  nil 
sure  of  the  means  to  pay  their  l)ills,  there  are  often 
som)wful  hearts  and  sad  countenances  for  fear  of  having; 
to  leave  school.  They  need  help.  Work  here  is  so 
scarce  and  wages  so  small  that  only  a  favored  few  ran 
cam  enough  to  pay  their  school  l)ills.  Dozens  of  our 
young  men  are  compelled  to  leave  home  and  go  to  some 
distant  place  to  obtain  work,  and  thus  much  of  our  best 
talent  is  taken  away  and  a])sorl)ed  by  the  follies  and 
fashions  of  the  times,  wherever  their  lot  is  cast,  the 
young  men  l)eing  unprepared  to  resist  the  temptations. 

Poverty  and  injustice  and  hardships,  however,  do  not 
quench  the  thirst  for  knowleilge  in  all.  Some  of  our 
young  men  wear  one  suit  of  clothes  every  day.  and  then 
give  them  a  good  brushing  and  wear  them  on  Sunday, 
as  they  are  not  able  to  have  a  Sunday  suit  and  ])ay 
their  school  bills.  Our  men  and  boys  neetl  help.  The 
times  demand  of  them  more  than  they  can  by  any  ulforls 
of  their  own  obtain,  strive  as  they  may.  We  trust  thai 
our  friends  will  liberally  aid  these  peoi)le  until  they  can 
stand  alone. 

We  have  received  .several  valuable  barrels  tlii.s  ses- 
^^on.  for  wdiich  we  are  grateful.  Our  great  need  iov  the 
^niing  year  is  furniture  for  Reynolds  Hall.  Several 
Rirls  now  occupy  rooms  provided  only  with  a  poor 
^(Istead,  and  a  box  or  barrel  for  tables.  Tablecloths 
for  the  dining-room,  knives  and  forks,  spoons  an<l 
dishes,  are  also  needed. 

The  moral  and  religious  tlevelo]>iu<.nt  of  the  students 
this  year  has  been  an  oee;ision  of  iL^ralilnde.  Tlie 
prayer- meetings  are  usually  warm  anil  earnest,  while 
the  Voung  People's   Union,   the   Temperance   vSociel>  . 
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and  other  organizations  are  well  attended,  and  managed 
principally  by  the  students.  We  thanic  God  for  what 
this  year  has  wrought  for  us,  and  trust  the  future  to 
bring  forth  fruit  from  the  seed  sown  in  the  hearts  of 
these  seekers  after  truth  and  knowledge.

ROGER  WILLIAMS  UNIVERSITY,  NASHVILLE,  TENN.

Notwithstanding  the  somewhat  unsettled  condition  oC- 
the  school  owing  to  the  change  of  Presidents  in  th^ 
midst  of  the  school  year,  we  feel  that  much  good  wor^ 
has  been  done  by  the  students.  The  enrolment  varies 
little  from  that  of  last  year,  but  we  have  been  favorets 
with  an  exceptionally  good  class  of  students.  Four  gratH 
iiate  this  year  from  the  College  Department,  five  frona 
the  Normal,  and  fourteen  from  the  Academic. 

Religious  work  has  been  done  by  various  organizsL' 
tions.  The  young  ladies  have  maintained  throughout 
the  year  an  early  Sunday  nioming  prayer -meeting,  also 
a  B.  V.  1'.  U.  meeting  Sunday  evenings,  and  Friday 
evening  meetings  led  by  teachers.  The  young  men  hare 
a  V.  M.  C.  A.,  and  meet  Sunday  and  Friday  evenings, 
besides  supplying  ser\'ices  for  the  school  several  Sunday 
forenoons  during  the  year. 

The  Mission  Study  Class  has  given  public  programs 
each  month,  besides  doing  the  regular  Band  work  ;  has 
raised  $15  for  missions,  and  will  graduate  thirteen 
members. 

More  attention  has  been  given  to  reading  than  in  for- 
mer years,  with  good  results.     Some  valuable  new  books 
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hare  been  added  to  the  general  library,  and  the  libra- 
nan  reports  the  demands  for  books  to  be  increasing  daily. 

About  the  middle  of  January,  Doctor  Sowerby  came 
to  us  from  Boston,  and  the  short  time  he  has  been  among 
us  has  convinced  us  that  there  is  a  l)right  future  before 
the  school.  WitU  tireless  energy  he  is  planning  im- 
provements, beautifying  the  grounds,  conducting  an 
enthusiastic  ministers'  department,  and  preaching  the 
Gospel.  The  ministers'  class  is  especially  useful,  as 
roany  of  the  city  pastors  are  enrolled  and  are  intensely 
interested.  The  course  contains  Church  History,  Bib- 
Heal  Geography  and  Interpretation.  The  students  are 
Quired  to  prepare  sermons  upon  given  texts,  preach 
them  before  the  cla.ss,  after  which  they  are  criticized. 
We  anticipate  a  strong  department  in  this  work  another 
year. 

We  regret  that,  on  account  of  failing  health.  Mrs.  A. 
M.  Halev,  who  has  for  so  manv  vears  been  an  efficient 
worker  in  this  school,  feels  that  this  must  be  her  last 
year  of  class-room  work.  But  we  trust  that  she  may 
still  have  many  years  of  usefulness  in  the  cause  that  is 
so  dear  to  her. 

On  the  whole,  the  outlook  is  bright,  and  we  can 
heartily  say  with  the  Psalmist,  '*  I  will  lioi)e  continually, 
and  will  yet  praise  Thee  more  and  more,"  (or  (»od  is 
able  to  do  more  than  man  can  understand.

ARKANSAS  BAPTIST  COLLEGlv.  IJTTLlv  ROCK,  ARK. 

Teacher:  Miss  l.illic  I..  <Fibl)s. 

But  a  few  more  weeks,  and  another  year's  work  in  the 
Arkansas  Baptist  College  is  completed.     Although  our 
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school  is  fourteen  years  old,  this  has  beeo  in  many  re- 
spects a  year  of  beginnings.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  school  are  we  able  to  send  forth  graduates 
from  the  College  Department;  and  for  the  first  time 
since  the  disastrous  fire  of  1893  have  the  girls  had  a 
place  to  board  in  our  own  building. 

Our  school  has  made  many  steps  of  progress.  On  the 
third  of  October  we  opened  school  with  thirty-three  pu- 
pils. We  now  have  on  roll  187,  103  of  whom  are  young 
men.  If  one  should  visit  us  now  who  saw  us  at  the 
same  time  of  the  year  last  session,  he  would  see,  instead 
of  the  t\vo-stor>-  building,  a  four-stor>- ;  would  find 
twenty-one  girls  in  our  boarding  department,  and  our 
class-rooms  filled  with  students,  some  of  whom  are  anx- 
ious to  learn  in  order  that  they  may  teach  others. 
Among  this  mimlier  are  three  who  expect  to  go  out  as 
);raduates  from  the  College  Department.    . 

All  of  the  boarders  except  one  are  professing  Chris- 
tians, and  we  are  working  hard  that  she  too  will  sooii- 
acknowledge  Christ  as  her  Saviour.  Although  the 
otlit-rs  are  Christians,  we  clearly  see  a  need  of  more 
Christian  training,  and  notice  a  lack  of  true  devoted- 
ncss  to  His  cause.     Truly  "the  harvest  is  great." 

We  have  five  teachers,  including  the  President,  but 
only  two  of  these  board  in  the  college.  Besides  the 
regular  teachers,  there  is  a  matron  of  the  cooking,  who 
was  formerly  a  student  of  this  school.  She  seems  to 
understand  her  work  well.  We  have  many  religious 
meetings  and  talks  with  the  girls,  all  of  which  we  pray 
will  prove  beneficial  to  them. 

A  few  wc-ek.s  ago.  the  students,  .seeing  the  great  need 
of  money  to  carry  on  this  work,  and  anxious  to  do  some- 
thing to  help,  organized  themselves  into  tribes,  naming 
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tliem  ill  honor  of  some  of  the  leading  negroes  of  the  de- 

ziomination  in  the   State,  in  order  that  through  these 

tiey  might  reach  the  masses,   and  thus  receive  many 

j:>enni€S.     Their  aim  was  to  raise  $150.     One  tribe  was 

amed  in  honor  of  the  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 

f  this  city,  and  as  the  other  tribes  were  quite  anxious 

o  raise  more  money  than  this  one,  it  was  really  inter- 

^sting  to  see  how  they  rallied.     Over  $225  were  raised. 

his,  we  think,  shows  the  loyalty  of  the  students  to  the 

^school. 

Our  needs  are  many,  but  we  will  only  mention  a  few. 
ur  dining-room  is  almost  bare,  the  laundr>'  is  unfur- 
lished,  and  we  have  nothing  with  which  to  furnish  the 
:ourth  story,  which  we  think  will  be  finished  in  time  for 
:he  students  to  occupy  next  fall.     The  books  in  the 
library  are  ver>'  few,  not  enough  to  furnish  our  small 
umber  of  boarders  with  reading  matter.     We  hope  our 
Iriends  will  see  our  needs  and  come  to  our  rescue.    They 
<?an  at  least  give  us  their  prayers,  and  this  we  hope  they 
^vill  do  ;  for  without  prayer,  success  is  not  ours.

My  fifth  annual  report!  The  life  here  is  such  a  busy 
one  that  we  would  scarcely  take  note  of  the  flij^ht  of  time 
were  it  not  for  these  milestones.  The  past  year  has 
not  been  unlike  previous  ones.  The  great  purpose  of 
all  this  work  is  the  same,  and  an  annual  report  could 
easily  be  summed  up  b}'  saying  that  all  our  energies 
have  been  spent  in  trying  to  ui>lift  this  people  intellec- 
tually, morally,  and  spiritually. 


i 
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Nevertheleiis,  some  points  may  be  noted.  Again  the 
yellow  (ever  scourge  visited  Mississippi,  and  this  time 
Jackson  was  one  of  the  infected  points.  The  city  was 
sorely  afRicted,  and  it  was  not  till  the  middle  of  Novem- 
ber that  our  school  could  open.  Even  then  there  were 
lingering  cases  around  us.  Many  were  afraid  to  come 
to  Jackson  for  weeks  after  the  opening.  Of  course  every 
one  was  poor,  and  even  poorer  than  last  year,  for  the 
second  successive  scourge  more  than  doubled  the  pov- 
erty. Many  of  our  best  students  could  not  return,  and 
a  large  proportion  of  tliose  in  attendance  had  to  be 
helped. 

In  January  the  smallpox  broke  out  a  half  mile  from 
ns.  Parents  became  uneasy  about  having  their  chil- 
dren 50  near  it,  and,  while  we  did  not  close  for  a  day, 
some  went  home  for  a  time,  and  the  work  sufiered  inter- 
ruption. 

So  the  year  has  been  an  unusually  hard  one.  We  are 
hoping  that  the  very  severe  winter  killed  all  disease 
germs,  and  that  our  next  session  may  be  full  and  pros- 
perous. 

More  and  more  do  we  feel  the  importance  of  industrial 
work  for  Ihe  girls.  All  of  the  work  in  dining-room, 
hall.s,  donnitorie.s,  laundry,  etc.,  is  done  by  them  in 
their  daily  hour  of  service.  This  work  is  changed  fre- 
(|ucntly,  so  lliat  each  gir!  ser\-es  in  all  departments.  Our 
Sewing  Departmenl  has  been  very  helpful.  Mending 
receives  much  attention.  Girls  learn  tb  cut  and  fit  plain 
garments,  and  next  year  we  expect  to  add  systematic 
dressmaking. 

The  school  has  recently  been  incorporated  as  a  col- 
lege, with  a  Hoard  of  Trustees,  four  of  whom  are  ne- 
groes.    A  full  College  course  will  be  arranged  during 
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the  coming  year.  The  Ijeginning  in  this  line  will  be 
small,  but  we  expect  a  few  students  will  soon  enter  upon 
the  college  work.  We  have  added  one  year  to  the 
Academic  courses,  three  in  number,  Knglish,  I^atin, 
and  Classical.  This  year  one  student  graduates  from 
the  English  and  three  from  the  Latin  Academic.  We 
shall  have  graduates  from  the  Classical  next  3'ear. 

The  aim  is  each  year  to  send  out  better  trained  men 
and  women  to  be  leaders  among  their  people,  both  in 
this  country  and  in  Africa.  One  of  the  class  of  this 
year,  a  most  devoted  Christian  young  man,  expects  to 
find  his  life  work  in  the  Dark  Continent.  And  this  is 
as  it  should  be,  for  Home  work  and  Foreign  work  are 
one.  The  teacher  on  the  Home  field,  who  enters  into 
her  work  from  the  same  conviction  and  with  the  same 
zeal  as  the  one  who  goes  to  Foreign  shores,  reaps  rich 
reward  and  achieves  the  fullest  success.  More  and  more 
deeply  is  the  missionary  character  of  this  work  impressed 
upon  me.  Mrs.  L.  G.  Barrett. 


COLKMAN   .ACADKMY.   OIBSLANl),    I.A.

This  school  was  founded  twelve  years  ago  with  ten 
pupils  b}'  Prof.  O.  ly.  Coleman.  liver  since  it  started  it 
has  been  increasing  yearly.  There  are  five  buildings 
oil  the  grounds  now\  Two  buildings  were  con.sunied 
by  fire  in  1895.  Two  of  these  buildings  have  been  put 
up  this  se.s.sion.  The  money  with  which  to  do  so  was 
collected  by  the  teachers  and  .students.  We  have  put  a 
new  fence  around  the  campus.  We  are  now  arranging 
to  paint  the  new  building.     Notwithstanding  much  rain 
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and  the  low  price  of  cotton,  the  Snancial  success  of  the 
school  lias  been  good.  The  students  and  teachers  have 
raised  between  $700  and  $800.  We  have  six  teachers 
and  two  assistants.  We  have  about  two  hundred  stu- 
dents. They  come  from  four  different  States,  and  all 
except  a  few  are  about  grown. 

At  6,45  Sunday  mornings  we  have  prayer-meetings  ; 
9  o'clock,  Sunday  School ;  at  11,  preaching  service  ;  at 
3  P.  M.,  Young  Peoples'  Baptist  Union  ;  and  at  7  P.  M., 
preaching  sen-ice.  The  students  manifest  great  interest, 
and  lake  active  parts  in  all  these  meetings.  Tuesdays 
our  Sewing  Circle  meets.  We  teach  the  young  women 
the  different  kind.s  of  sewing.  They  manifest  a  lively 
interest  in  this  work.  We  have  prayer- meetings  each 
Wednesday  night  in  the  chapel.  We  meet  monthly. 
We  discuss  siil>iectK  along  the  line  of  mission  work,  and 
we  have  each  one  to  put  in  something  tor  missions  every 
time  we  meet.  You  can  see  that  our  aim  is  Christian 
education.  We  also  have  prayer- meetings  in  the  chajwl 
each  Saturday  morning  at  6.45.  We  have  a  series  of 
meetings  each  year  for  the  purpose  of  converting  the 
unconverted  part  of  our  school.  Much  good  is  lieing 
aci-omplished  by  these  meetings.  At  the  meeting 
held  in  February,  fifteen  bright  and  active  souls  were 
adtlcci  to  the  church.  This  work  was  accomplished  in 
one  week.  This  leaves  about  three  students  twelve 
years  of  age  nncxinverted.  In  a  simple  and  intelligent 
way  we  appeal  to  (he  conscience  and  judgment  of 
sinners.  IJy  this  course  of  argument  .some  believe  on 
their  seat.-;.  The  students  in  iKith  high  and  low  classes 
never  let  :ui  opporlunity  to  speak  to  a  sinner  about  his 
soul  slip.  They  attend  all  the  meetings  in  the  chapel. 
talk  to  the  sinners  all  through  the  day,  have  meeting;^ 
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in  their  rooms  during  the  day,  and  also  hold  these 
meetings  in  their  rooms  after  ten  o'clock  at  niglit.  Mrs. 
Coleman's  absence  is.  very  much  rej^retted  by  all,  and 
her  presence  ver>*  much  needed,  notwithstanding  we 
have  had  a  smooth  and  loving  session  this  year. 

We  need  another  building  for  the  accommodation  ol 
young  men.  We  need  a  dining-room  for  the  general 
Awarding  department  for  girls.  We  need  a  dining-room 
and  kitchen  for  the  girls'  home.  We  neeil  all  the  ])ai)er, 
lx)oks,  anything  that  can  be  used  in  the  kitchen,  dining- 
room,  or  bedroom,  and  we  need  all  the  clothes  for  girls 
and  boys  you  can  send  us.  There  is  a  growing  influ- 
ence for  education  all  over  the  State.  Ciod  grant  that 
at  the  close  of  the  next  school  year  we  may  ])e  able  to 
report  that  our  needs  have  been  sui)i)lied.

Our  friends  who  are  interested  in  tlie  ediualional 
work  among  the  colored  peoi)le  of  the  South  are  familiar 
with  the  institutions  at  Atlanta,  Marshall,  Raleigh.  an<l 
other  places,  to  which  they  look  with  m)  much  ])ride 
and  .satisfaction  as  they  see  the  encouraging  results. 

While  the  purpose  of  our  institution  is  the  same  as 
these  others,  yet  in  many  respects  it  is  of  a  peculiar 
nature,  and,  with  two  exceptions,  entirely  unlike  the 
other  denominational  schools  of  the  South.  For  some 
time  the  idea  has  been  gainin.i;  with  Xortliern  friends 
of  the  work,  that  the  colored  j)eo])le  should  begin  to 
assume  .some  of  the  burdens  and  responsibilities  of  their 
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educational  work,  and  it  is  in  this  particular  that  oar 
university  differs  from  the  other  schools.  l*be  property 
is  owned  and  controlled  by  the  colored  Baptists  of 
Kentucky,  and  the  President  and  Faculty,  with  one 
exception,  are  colored.  It  may  be  an  experiment,  but  it 
iii  now  twenty-five  years  since  it  was  undertaken,  and  the 
difficulties  and  reverses  of  those  years  have  been  profit- 
able lessons.  Being  the  Lord's  work,  it  has  stood,  and 
must  continue  to  do  so. 

Starting  with  a  minus  quantity,  for  they  had  to  bor- 
row money  with  which  to  make  the  first  paj^ment  on~ 
the  property,  it  is  not  strange  that  they  always  have 
been  and  are  still  financially  embarrassed,  but,  thanks, 
to  the  assistance  of  Northern  friends,  the  progress  has 
been  steady  and  sure. 

While  we  have  no  fine  buildings,  endowment,  scholar- 
ships, etc.,  yet  we  do  have  that  which  is  l»etter,  — 
earnest,  loyal  students,  who  are  making  noble  sacrifices 
for  the  sake  of  a  Christian  education. 

Indeed  the  religious  element  is  the  greatest  feature 
of  our  institution,  and  the  weekly  prayer- meeting  the 
well-spring  of  comfort,  encouragement,  and  aspiration 
for  students  and  teachers  alike.  These  meetings  are 
ui)t  emotional,  but  there  is  a  deep  spiritual  interest,  and 
some  of  thu  experiences  are  wonderful  examples  of 
dependence  upon  God  in  times  of  distress,  when  money 
was  ucLtled  for  books,  luition,  ox  food,  and  emploj'ment 
was  found  ami  the  necessary  funds  secured  as  an  answer 
to  prayer. 

Abdut  twelve  yoiins  men,  under  appointment  of  our 
Missiiinary  Soeicly ,  are  carrying  on  Sunday  Schools  in 
some  of  llie  weak  city  churches,  or  conducting  religious 
services  at  the  Colored  Orphans'  Home,  the  Old  Folks' 
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Home,  and  in  the  stums  of  the  city.     Their  reports  are 
ve:>'  encouraging. 

A  former  student  has  recently  returned  from  nii.'i- 
sionaiy  labors  in  Africa,  and  brought  to  us  three  vtrj' 
inieresting  African  children.  They  arc  from  Cape 
Colony,  and  are  intelligent  and  rcrined.  comparing  very 
favorably  with  American  children.  Their  parents  send 
"'em  for  the  sake  of  the  superior  advantages  they  will 
enjoy.  They  are  all  members  ()£  the  Catholic  Church, 
"Ut  iv«  trust  they  may  licrc  leant  the  triitli  as  it  is  in 
CJiri St  Jesus.  Ivi.izAHitTii  Sehlkv.

TT'he  past  school  year  at  Indian  rnivvrsity  iias  been 
'"  many  ways  the  most  prosperous  one  we  have  ever 
"*0.  We  are  able  to  note  marked  ini])rovenients  over 
^^^  last.  The  enrolment  has  not  lieen  t|uite  so  large  as 
'''^t  year,  but,  almost  without  a  single  excejitimi,  the 
P^X^ils  have  remained  throughout  the  year,  n<it  more 
^'^sxii  one  or  two  leaving  for  even  a  few  days'  absenie. 
^  ^"i  is  is  a  decided  improvement  over  former  years,  as 
^^'^^  have  always  had  from  six  to  one  tio/eii  leave  liefore 
"*«i  beginning  of  the  spring  term.  When  we  liavc 
^■"-xght  these  jieople  to  really  understand  that  il  lakes 
t'Siie  as  well  as  patience  and  perseverance  in  onkr  ui 
''^^tome  educated,  we  will  have  reached  a  mili-stoiie  in 
^•^^  work  of  Christian  education  in  Indian  Tcrrilory. 
^^  lias  been  too  much  the  tendency  <>i  our  penpli-  in  this 
V=*Tlo(  the  country  t<>  go  to  sclioiil  lor  a  few  weeks  of 
^"'X:  year,  and  remain  at  home  the  resl  of  the  year  for 
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^oiiiL*  irivial   purpose,  or  perhaps  just    simpl}*    because 
they  do  not  want  to  come  to  school.     They  get  tired, 
and  think  they  must  stop  and  get  rested.     Neither  the 
parents  nor  the  children  had  any  idea  of  self-mastery 
or  what  it  meant  to  persevere  in  a  certain  course  when 
the  work  was  established  among  them  fourteen 
ago,  but  we  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  these  years  of  toil 
have  done  much  for  the  education  of  the  parents  alon] 
this  line,  as  well  as  for  the  children  under  our  immediati 
charge. 

The  one  thing  which  proves,  perhaps,  more  than  an ^ 

other  the  real  w^orth  and  high  character  of  our  schoc^  i 
is  the  fact  that  its  graduates  are  able  to  go  out  and  c!^.c 
work  of  a  high  grade  (I  mean,  of  course,  those  who  ha^"^^^^ 
graduated  from  our  college  course).  They  have  d^fi^ss- 
tinguished  themselves  as  teachers  and  Christian  wot — 3c. 
ers,  and  have  been  successful  in  the  professions  in  whL  <^li 
they  have  engaged.  You  will  meet  them  in  all  parts,  of 
the  Territory  and  outside  of  it  as  well,  and  you  v^rill 
always  find  them  loyal  to  their  Alma  Mater. 

In  the  leading  nation  of  the  Territor>'  (Cheroke-^  ^, 
graduates  of  this  school  are  not  required  to  tak^  a 
])reliniinary  examination  before  the  Board  in  order  "to 
receive  first  grade  certificates. 

Two  of  the  former  members  of  this  school,  one  a 
graduate  of  the  class  of  '94,  sailed  this  fall  as  missio  di- 
aries to  China,  where  they  are  ver>'  happy  and  v^  ^' 
successful  in  their  work.  All  three  of  our  last  yea^^'s 
graduates  are  engaged  in  teaching,  and  one  is  al- ^ 
preaching.  We  received  a  letter  a  few  days  ago  frci^ni 
one  of  iheiii,  a  Cherokee  Indian,  offering  to  supports  ^ 
white  l)oy  in  this  school. 

I  can  truly  say  that  the  religious  interest  in  the  sch^^^^ 
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this  year  has  been  very  deep,  and  the  results  have  been 
most  gratifying.     All  of  the  girls  are  Christians,   and 
nearly  all  of  the  lx)ys  have  become  Christians.     Next 
Sunday  night  (Easter)  we  go  to  Muskogee  to  witness 
the  baptism  of  four  of  our  students.     President  Scott's 
sermons  and  talks  have  been  a  real  spiritual  feast,  and 
so  full  of  earnestness  that  they  could  not  fail  to  convict 
*nd  convert.     A  new  feature  in  this  line  of  work  has 
^en  the  organization  of  a  Personal  Workers'  Class  by 
°ne  of  the  matrons.     In  this  way  the  girls  have  learned 
^^  do  personal  work.     Our  Y.   W.   C.   A.   is   a  wide- 
^^vake  band  of  girls.     They  sent  a  delegate  this  year  to 
^he    Kan.sas  State   Convention,   who   came   1>ack    with 
^nauy  helpful  suggestions  for  the  work  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 

The  work  in  the  different  literary  departments  has 
*^cen  most  satisfactory.  My  class  in  i^hysical  culture 
^nd  elocution  has  done  excellent  work,  but  in  order  to 
^^iiduct  the  former  properly  we  should  have  a  gym- 
'^3.sium. 

Among  our  Indian  students  we  have  several  full- 
'^loods  who  are  rapidly  mastering  the  Knglisli  language. 
^Ome  of  them  are  preparing  for  the  ministry.  The 
^^altli  this  year  has  been  very  good. 

Some  addition  has  been  made  to  the  c<inipnient.  We 
^^^  very  proud  of  our  library.  It  is  just  a  beginning  as 
y^^t,  but  we  hope  to  increase  it  very  materially  in  the 
*^^ar  future.  At  one  public  entertainment  given  in 
^^  uskogee  we  made  (juite  a  sum,  which  we  aildcd  to 
^Vir  library  fund.  Any  l)(K)ks  of  reference,  cyclo])e(lias, 
•c,  from  our  friends  would  be  a  nuicli  ])ii/e(l  gift. 

We  enjoyed  a  visit  from   Mrs.  M.  C.   Reynolds,  the 
orresponding  Secretary  of  our  Woman's  A.  B.  H.  M.  S. 
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Her  words  of  encouragement  and  dieer  linger  with  ns 
and  inspire  us  to  greater  endeavor  and  more  Wtliftil 


One  marked  improvement  is  noticeable  to  the  home. 
Some  repairing  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  papering 
and  fixing  up  the  rooms,  and  we  are  delighted  with  the 
way  ill  which  our  boys  keep  them ;  they  take  great 
pride  in  making  them  cozy  and  homelike.     Go  to  theuL- 
when  you  will,  you  will  find  them  in  perfect  order;  w^ 
consider  this  a  step  in  advance  for  our  boys.     I  caia 
remember  the  time  when  it  was  with  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty that  we  could  persuade  the  boys  to  even  make 
their  beds  and  sweep  their  rooms. 

In  my  annual  letter  of  last  year  I  spoke  of  our  hope 
of  raising  eiiounb  money  to  either  put  an  addition  to 
this  building  or  erect  a  new  one.  I  am  glad  to  report 
that  wt  have  the  first  $1,000  of  this  building  fund  on 
deposit  at  Now  York,  to  be  used  only  when  enough  is 
added  to  it  to  warrant  the  enlargement  without  incur- 
ring any  debt.  We  are  hoping  that  we  may  not  have 
to  wait  any  longer  than  thi.s  summer  vacation  to  tjegiu 
this  work  of  building,  but  where  the  money  is  to  come 
from  we  do  not  know  as  jet,  The  longer  I  remain  in 
this  work  the  more  and  more  do  I  rcali?.e  the  importance 
of  higher  education  for  our  American  Indian.

Before  thi.s  you  have  rcccivtd  Mi.ss  Iloriiey's  letter,  so 
you  know  o(  the  sorrows  iiiid  cures  that  we  have  bad 
recenlly.     We  .still  havi-  two  ^-cry  sick  girls,  but  we  are 
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still  hoping  that  they  will  be  belter  soon.  The  doctor 
fears  consumption  for  one  of  the  little  girls.  It  seems 
verj' strange  that  she  and  all  those  who  have  been  taken 
away  were  among  the  very  brightest  children  in  the 
"Home." 

This  has  been  such  a  broken  up  year  of  school.  In 
December,  just  after  you  visited  us,  our  school  was 
nearly  broken  up  on  account  of  .scarlet  fever  in  town. 
In  March  about  half  the  pupils  of  the  school  were  out 
with  measles.  Between  time,  ro.seola,  sore  eyes,  and 
scarletiua  have  been  going  the  rounds. 

Spring  has  really  come  at  la.st,  and  I  am  so  glad.  The 
trees  are  green  and  the  prairies  are  covered  with  flowers, 
spring  beauties,  anemones,  buttercups,  daisies,  and  vio- 
lets. This  morning  some  of  the  children  brought  great 
branches  of  dogwood  in  full  bloom,  and  we  hung  it  all 
about  the  schoolroom,  and  as  it  was  cool  and  cloudy  it 
looked  very  pretty  all  day.  We  had  planned  to  ileco- 
ratethe  church  for  Easter,  and  to  have  a  Sunrise  Praise 
Service  at  6.30  Ka.ster  morning,  but  we  had  to  give  it 
^P  just  the  day  before  Easter,  when  little  Minnie  died. 
^e  have  begun  to  work  on  the  last  day's  i)rogram, 
which  will  be  May  25th,  I  think. 

Several  of  our  boys  and  girls  have  given  their  hearts 
to  Christ  since  Christmas,  and  we  had  weekly  prayer- 
meetings  in  the  "Home  "  before  so  many  were  ill.  We 
were  very  much  afraid  Mrs.  Risliel's  strength  would 
give  way  before  it  was  all  over.  For  weeks  she  tlid  not 
have  a  night's  rest.  It  was  necessary  for  Mr.  Rishel  to 
be  away  during  the  greater  part  of  the  sickness,  so  that 
everything  rested  on  Mrs.  Rishcl's  shoulders.  We  shall 
be  so  thankful  when  every  one  is  well  again.

The  school  year  of  189S-99  has  been  a  prosperous 
one  for  Wichita  Baptist  Mission,  if  one  takes  into  con- 
sideration the  limited  facilities  for  doing  the  work  as- 
signed it. 

The  school  has  been  full  all  the  year,  and  if  the  build- 
ings could  have  accommodated  more  children,  they  were- 
ready  and  anxious  to  attend. 

As  Dr.  T.  J.  Morgan  says:  "  We  cannot  expect  the 
same  industrial  fruitage  in  the  first  generation  with 
them  as  in  a  single  generation  of  our  own  race ;  nor 
should  we  cxj^cct  the  same  social  or  moral  progress. 
It  is  absurd  to  ex])ccl  it.  Hut  Christly  principles  take 
hold  on  them  and  mould  iheiii."  Religious  training  is, 
ami  will  ever  be,  the  hope  and  .salvation  of  the.se  unfor- 
tunate ]>eople.  Nearly  all  the  returned  students  from 
the  (jovernmeiit  .schools  who  failed  to  become  Chris- 
liaiis  while  in  .school  return  to  their  old  life  when  they 
reach  the  reservation. 

Nearly  all  the  children  that  have  entered  .school  at  the 
Mission,  as  soon  as  they  reach  the  years  of  accounta- 
])ilily,  and  have  obtained  a  sutTicient  knowledge  of  the 
I'jigb'sh  language  to  understand  the  plan  of  salvation, 
have  been  iM)iiverled  and  bai)tize(l.  The  health  of  the 
children  during  the  i)resent  school  year  has  been  excel- 
lent, until  the  latter  ])ai't  of  the  year,  when  they  became 
atllirtr*!  with  measles.  Through  the  instrumentality  ol 
friiMnis  of  the  W.  A.  P..  11.  M.  vSociety  of  New  Mnglaiul 
tlu-  I'liildivn  h:ivi-  been  su])])lir(l  with  the  necessary 
elotliiiii;.      Schoolroom  suj)])lics  have  been  limited,  and 
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^^^  that  reason  first-class  work  could  not  l)e  done.     The 
'^^ks  we  have,  anil  the  seats  in  the  schoolroom,  were 
^'v-en  to  the  Mission  by  the  Indian  Agent,  otherwise  we 
'^^ou.ld  have  been  more  limited  than  we  were.

"^The  school  year  of   1898  and  1S99  has,  in  many  ways, 
^^^n  an  encouraging  one  ;  it  has  ])cen  one  of  seed  sow- 
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ing.  We  have  not  been  permitted  to  see  all  the  results 
we  hart  hoped  for,  but  we  do  not  feel  that  we  have  la- 
bored in  vain.  Almost  all  of  the  children  have  shown 
by  their  daily  li\'es  a  desire  to  follow  Christ.  Three  of 
our  girls  have  recently  found  the  joy  of  salvation.  Dur- 
ing the  Christmaii  vacation  one  of  onr  oldest  boys  fol- 
lowed Christ  in  baptism.  The  transformation  has  been. 
truly  wonderful  in  his  case.  When  his  grandfather 
broiight  liim  to  us  he  said  he  had  never  done  any  good 
in  school,  and  he  would  probably  run  away  after  a  few 
days.  When  the  light  of  God's  love  reached  his  dark- 
entii  niiiid,  lie  was  an  entirely  different  boy.  Now  he 
has  expK-sseil  a  desire  to  remain  with  Professor  Crane 
during  the  summer. 

It  makes  us  sad  to  Ihiiik  of  our  girls  and  boj-s  going 
back  to  their  tepees  as  soon  as  school  closes.  But  we 
do  pray  that,  as  they  j^o,  their  lamps  may  l)e  trimmed 
ami  burning,  and  that  they  may  lighten  the  dark  way 
of  their  people. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  blessings,  for  which  we  are 
truly  thankful :  notwithstanding  the  se^-cre  winter,  and 
the  ]>revalent  .sickness  at)Oiit  us,  we  have  been  spared. 
We  have  had  some  vexing  probloins  to  solve  in  caring 
for  and  providing  for  the  children.  The  barrels  from 
New  I\iiji;liind  sisters  have  lelieved  u.s  in  many  ways, 
and  we  have  been  pennilted  to  minister  to  this  people, 
whom  we  have  learned  to  love,  in  a  more  acceptable 
manner. 

Our  rising  hell  rings  at  five  o'clock  every  morning ; 
we  have  breakfast  at  six,  and  then  licgins  the  day's 
work.  Some  of  the  boys  go  to  their  work  in  the  field. 
others  attend  to  the  cattle,  while  the  girls  are  biyiy  with 
the  housewurk,     At  8,30  the  first  school  bell  rings ;  they

fflake  themselves  ready  for  school.  A  simple  truth  or  a 
practical  lesson  from  God's  Word  is  presented  at  the 
chapel  exercises  each  morning,  as  it  is  at  the  close  of 
each  day. 

Sunday  School  meets  at  ten  o'clock,  after  which  we 
generally  attend  service  at  the  little  Wichita  church, 
about  two  miles  away.  At  three  o'clock  in  the  aftcr- 
nooxi  we  meet  again  in  the  chapel  for  a  song  ser\'ice, 
whi<^h  the  children  seem  to  enjoy  very  much.  Natu- 
rally^ they  have  very  sweet  voices,  and  they  are  always 
del  1  ghted  to  learn  new  songs.

why  I  not  baptize?  I  love  Jesus,  too."  She  watches 
all  the  baptisms  closely  and  often  says :  "  I  love  Jesus ; 
I  am  nearly  large,  then  lean  be  baptized."  The  school 
closed  for  vacation  early  in  July  and  we  went  to  the 
coast.  We  did  not,  however,  leave  Fresno  till  after 
mother's  birthday,  which  came  the  sixth  of  July.  L 
was  physically  very  weak,  and  for  the  first  time  in  alT 
these  }-c.irs  did  no  missionary  work  during  the  vacation. 
I  was  scarcely  able  to  take  care  of  my  dear  little  family. 
Wt  rettiriied  to  Fresno  late  in  September,  and  began 
the  work  here  the  first  of  October.  I  did  not  (eel  rested, 
but.  having  had  my  eyes  fitted  with  good  glasses,  the 
headaches  became  less  frequent  and  I  was  able  to  do  the 
usual  amount  of  work.  Then,  in  December,  our  dear 
Mrs.  Reynolds  came,  and  her  presence  cheered  and  com- 
forted us.  Her  short  visit  was  truly  a  blessing  to  the 
whole  .school.  Hiiring  the  first  week  of  Januarj-  we 
held  nightly  prayer-meetings  at  the  clase  of  English 
lessons.  Very  few  attended,  and  from  all  we  could  see 
il  almost  seemed  that  our  meetings  were  doing  no  good  ; 
but  mar  the  close  ol  the  week,  Chin  Kwan,  one  of  our 
nicest  boys,  who  had  been  telling  me  a  long  time  that 
be  woulil  Itcconie  a  Christian  when  he  understood  all  the 
Bible,  came  to  sec  me,  and  told  me  that  he  had  been  so 
impressed  with  the  Hiblc  verses  studied  each  evening 
ttiat  he  had  taken  each  verse  separately  and  prayed  over 
it,  and  now,  allbough  he  knew  very  little,  he  had  given 
his  heart  to  Je.sus  and  wanted  to  follow  Him  in  baptism- 
Another  young  man,  who  was  converted  and  baptized 
some  years  ago  in  Japan,  wanted  to  join  our  church  by 
letter,  so  we  dismissed  the  school  one  Wednesday  even- 
ing and  the  pupils  attended  prayer- meeting  at  the  church 
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when  these  two  were  received.     They  each  spcikc  hen  11 " 
tifnllyto  the  church,  while  I  inteqireted.     This  is  about 
what  Chin   Kwan  said:  '*  I  am  verv  irlad  to  he  here 
to-night  ami  see  all  of  you,  the  friends  whom  I  love,  and 
listen  to  5'ou  speak  the  j^^ospel,  for  it  comforts  my  heart. 
I  thank  God  for  His  great  j^race  to  me  in  i;ivinj^  mc  this 
opportunity  of  ])eing  in  this  meeting.     Hefore,  1  have  not 
kept  God's  commandments.     I  did  not  understand  God's 
wonderful  gospel.     When  I  was  a  child  in  my  family 
I  obeyed  my  parents  in  worshijnng  many  idols,  always 
praying  them  to  bless  oiir  whole  family.     They  could 
"othelp  me.     I  now  know  that  none  of  them  had  power. 
^h'  heart  was  often  .sad.     I  went  to  San  l*rancisco  and 
^nen  came  to  Fresno,  where  I  was  associated  with  Chris- 
nans.     They  induced  me  to  go  to  school,  and  because 
^'  that  I  learned  Knglish  and  the  Bible  every  night.     I 
'^^^d  in  the  Bible  these  words  :   '  Whosoever  believeth  in 
*^^y\\  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.'     My 
^^art  was  converted,  and  I  trust  Jesus  for  eternal  life. 
desire  all  of  you  to  pray  for  me  and  my  peoj>le.     I 
^^pe  the  Spirit  will  help  3'ou.     If  you  are  willing  to  re- 
^^iVe  me  I  want  to  join  this  church  and  be  bapti/x-d." 
*^n   Ngni   spoke   equally  well,   telling   of  his  heathen 
"^Uie  in  China,  and  of  how  he  iK-ard  the  gospel  and 
S3.ve  himself  to  Jesus  some  years  ago  in  Jajian,  having 
Soiie  to  Yokohama  to  engage  in  l)usiness.     The  church 
8^vc  them  a  warm  recejHion.     The-  baptisms  the  next 
^Uuday  were  beautiful.     Chin  Kwan's  was  the  nicest 
looking  Chinese  baptism  I  ever  witnessed.     lie  was  in 
hill  Chinese  dress.      A  few  weeks  later.  Luni  Kai,  who 
has  belonged  to  the  school  for  one  and  a  half  years,  but 
often   absent  at  work,  gave  himself  lo  the   Lord.      lie 
took  a   firm   stand,    acknowledging   his  past   sins,    and 
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depending  on  Christ  for  full  forgiveness.     He  reads  Chi 
nese  better  than  many  of  the  pupils  and  seems  to  havu 
some  gift  for  speaking.     He  was  received  by  the  church: 
the  last  Sunday  in  February  to  receive  baptism  the  nex_ 
Sunday.     In  a  few  days  I  received  word  from  two  cz. 
my  boys  who  were  at  work  in  the  country  that  they  ha 
accepted  Jesus  and  would  be  in  to  attend  praj'er-meetin 
Saturday  evening,  and  the}'  hoped  to  follow  Christ  L 
baptism  at  once.     Imagine  my  joy  when,  on  Saturdrk.. 
evening,  f/nrc  instead  of  tjco  of  the  old  ])upils  from  tl"i. 
country  came  to  tell  us  they  belonged  to  the  Saviour- 
We   have  prayed    for  these   for   years.     They  were,    / 
think,    all   in  school    when    Lum   Lun   was   converted, 
seven  or  more  years  ago,  and  we  had  the  pleasure  of  a 
visit  fn^n  Lum  I.un  the  very  week  these  all  ilecided  for 
Christ,  and  lie  was  in  our  meeting  that  Saturday  even- 
ing.    These  three  liave  attended  Sunday  School  nearly 
all  llie  lime,  but   for  several  years  work  has  kept  them 
in  the  iHjuntry  during  the  week.     Ivach   one  gave  his 
testimony,    ;ind    afterward    I    (luestioned    them    closely, 
fee  ling  that  tlie  eluireh  depended  on  me  largely  in  the 
leeeplion  of  my  pupils.

We  have  now  twenty-eight  in  our  Y.  M.  C.  A.,t)^'0 
having  joined  the  past  year.  This  is  the  only  Young 
Men's  Christian  Society  now  in  our  city.  There  is  a 
manifest  spiritual  gro^^th  in  the  lives  of  many  of  our 
men.  The  prayer- meetings  have  been  interesting  and 
helpful. 

My  day  work  consists  principally  in  teaching  those 
who  cannot  come  to  our  evening  school.     Besides  tl^e 
men  w^lio  come  to  my  house,  I  teach  six  women  ax*^ 
girls  at  their  homes.     They  are  all  bright,  and  seem  ^^ 
l)e  interested  in  their  studies.     These  are  the  wives  a«^^ 
daughters  of  merchants.     None  of  these  families  ncr»^' 
worship  the  idol,  the  last  one  was  put  away  at  th^^^^ 
New  Year.     The  father  said,  **  My  little  girl  loved        ^® 
worship  so  much,  and  was  always  asking  for  money 
buy  sacrifice  to  it,  but  it  is  foolish,  and  we  will  not  ha-^^^ 
it  any  more." 

I  reserved  myself  a  few  days  for  rest  in  the  summ^^      ' 
and  went  to  the  little  town  of  Deer  lyodge,   where^^^^ 
found  a  little  cottage  to  make  my  home  during  my  sta^=»^*^' 
I  soon  found  that  ior  rest  I  had  chosen  the  wrong  plac^  -^ 
The  next  day  after  my  arrival  several  of  the  Chine^^  ^^  ^ 
of  the  vSunday  School  called,  and  asked  if  I  would  ir:^^ 
teach  them  more  of  the  Bible  and  gospel  songs.      Ar 
how  could  I  refuse  them  ?     In  a  short  time  I  was  teac^:^^ 
ing  mornings,  afternoons,  and  evenings.     We  startetf  - 
prayer-meeting,   and  I  did  all  I  could  to  increase  t 
Sunday  School.     When  I  informed  them  of  my  int( 
tion  to  return  home,  they  plead  with  me  to  stay  a 
help  them  longer.     One  in  particular,  who  had  alwj 
opposed  Christian  work,  came,  with  tears  in  his 
and  begged   me  to  stay  and  tell  him  and  his  friei 
more  of  Jesus.      I  consented  to  stay  two  weeks  Ion- _^er 
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when  I  found  that  they  had  made  arrangements  to  pay 

the  rent  for  that  time.     God  will  bless  the  word  taught 

there.      Already   some    refuse   to    contribute   to  their 

heathen  worship;  some  have  come  to  Butte  to  attend 

school,  and  although  they  are   slow  in   accepting  the 

new  religion,  we  believe  the*  har\'est  will  come  in  time. 

We  have  made  eighty-four  religious  visits,  and  dis- 
tributed 167  Bibles  and  tracts.  Over  $400  have  been 
raised  by  our  men  for  Christian  work.  We  are  now 
endeavoring  to  procure  the  money  to  buy  a  lot  and 
l>uild  a  commodious  home  for  those  who  wish  to  live  in 
cleanliness.  We  are  praying  that  the  Lord  will  prosper 
this  attempt  which  will  advance  His  work  here. 

efforts  are  also  being  made  to  assist  in  building  a 
baptist  church  at  San  Chung,  China,  a  central  point 
for  the  Chinese  from  three  counties  to  attend  worship. 
As  it  is  in  the  vicinity  of  the  homes  of  many  of  our  men, 
they  feel  anxious  to  see  the  building  erected.  And  so 
see  the  work  widening  into  broader  fields.  Of  the 
live  missionaries  who  returned  to  China  two  years 
o,  and  who  are  Ijeing  assisted  in  part  by  our  school, 
'^^v.  Tong  Kit  Hing  writes  they  have  baptized  forty 
*^to  the  church. 

The  work,  we  feel,  is  being  more  firmly  established 
n^Te.  The  Chinese  merchants  have  erected  several 
^^ick  blocks.  Persecution  has  not  been  so  bitter,  and 
^I>en  boycott  is  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  many  Chinese 
^x-c  returning  to  the  city  for  employment. 

Mrs.  Reynolds's  visit  to  us  in  the  month  of  December 
^^as  of  great  encouragement,  and  a  stimulus  to  us  all. 
^'^r  scholars  feel,  more  than  ever  l)efore,  your  sympathy 
*^d  interest  in  them. 

With    fresh  hope   and  courage  we  would   work  on. 
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cxpcctinj;  jjreat  things  of  the  Lord,  who  says,  "My 
spirit  rcniaineth  among  you.  Fear  ye  not.  Be  strong, 
therefore,  an<l  work,  for  I  am  with  you.

The  year  which  seemingly  began  Init  a  few  weeks 
ago  has  so  far  ])asse(l  that  we  again  find  ourseh*es  face  to 
face  with  our  annual  report,  and  coulti  we  write  such  a 
one  as  we  would  desire,   we  would  record  many  con- 
versions and  wonderful  works  done  for  the  Master,  but, 
alas  I  we  can  report  only  as  far  as  human  eye  can  see 
and   human    knowledge   extend.     We   trust,   howeveti 
that   the   all-seeing   and    all-directing   eye   can   belioW 
lu-arls  that  are  being  implanted  with  such  knowledge 
as  will  not  only  be  the  saving  of  their  own  souls,  bi^ 
will  be  the  means,  in  God's  hands,  of  saving  others,  an^ 
the  upbuilding  of  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  upon  tls* 
eartli. 

Willi  this  end  in  view  we  have  labored  and  prayed 
I  say  we,  for  Sister  Nelson,  whose  name  and  presence 
have  been  connected  with  our  Mission  so  many  years : 

We  liav€ 
been  highly  favored  this  year  in  having  Brother  Leejoe, 
our  missionary,  with  us  for  three  months.

speak  his  own  language  and  understand  him  perfectly, 
so  he  goes  to  Brother  Toug  Kit  Hing,  pastor  of  the 
^irst  Chinese  Church. 

A^nother  favor  accorded  us  was  the  welcome  visit  of 
^^rs.  Reynolds.  One  has  heard  of  people  scrubbing 
their  floor  and  cleaning  up  because  company  was  ex- 
P^oted,  but  seldom  have  I  known  of  an  event  to  call 
^orth  the  labor  and  interest  that  her  coming  did  among 
^u.r-  boys.  How  hard  they  studied,  and  how  many  times 
h^y  rehearsed  their  verses  to  make  sure  they  would 
Pronounce  their  words  so  as  they  would  be  understood. 
Some  testts  of  Scripture  were  put  on  the  board  with 
suoh  care  and  exactness  that  it  did  not  fail  to  call  forth 
^^>Tds  of  comment  and  praise  from  her.  One  boy  re- 
^^ined  until  midnight  one  night  and  until  one  o'clock 
^^^  next  to  finish  his  blackboard  w^ork,  notwithstanding 
'^^  had  to  rise  at  four  in  the  morning  to  go  out  on  his 
V'^^etable  wagon  ;  'another  spent  the  greater  part  of  one 
^^ek  preparing  a  short  address  so  he  might  deliver  it 
^*^  English.  Thus  were  we  all  cheered  and  helped  by  her 
^^^ming. 

We  are  just  now  rejoicing  over  the  interest  manifested 
^^id  the  questions  asked  about  God,  heaven,  good 
^^ople,  bad  people,  how  soul  and  body  can  live  together, 
^'tid  by  and  by  not  live  together,  by  two  boys  whom  we 
^^ach  two  hours  each  day  in  a  little  back  room  well 
^^ented  by  the  fumes  of  the  opium  smokers  just  the 
^^Iher  side  of  a  board  partition.  To-day  I  obtained 
^Vieir  consent  to  let  the  missionary  come  and  talk  with 
^Xiem,  hoping  that  conviction  of  conscience  may  come 
'^ith  the  answer  to  their  questions.  Upwards  of  seventy 
•^:^ys  have  been  enrolled  so  far  during  the  school  year, 
^ome  to  remain  but  a  short  time,  long  enough,  however.

Nearly  forty  visits  have  been  made  since  Christma 
but  fail  in  making  any  report  of  the  children's  schoc

Again  the  Kastertide  is  upon  us,  and  while  the  grc 
world  is  rejoicing  in  the  season  of  hope,  and  the  brea 
of  flowers  and  thrill  of  song  fill  the  places  of  worsh: 
we,  in  this  hill-encircled  valley,  feel  a  strange  sense 
depression  and  a  chill  at  heart.  There  is  no  hope 
the  strange  services  here.  Straggling  processioi 
carr>'ing  hideous  images,  march  through  the  valh 
The  howling  chant,  or  dirge,  that  always  accompani 
the  procession,  carries  one  in  imagination  to  far-aw; 
heathen  lands.  The  lovely  moonlit  nights  are  seaso 
of  suffering  for  the  .sect  that  scourges  its  membe 
with  cruel  whips  of  the  cacti,  causes  some  of  the 
to  drag  immense  wooden  crosses  through  the  street 
binds  one  of  its  members  on  the  cross,  and  leav 
him  there  until  the  flesh  can  no  longer  endure.  Nig' 
after  night,  even  until  the  flush  of  morning,  are  tl 
horrible  wailings  and  rites  kept  up. 
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As  we  heard  them  in  the  fresh  beauty  of  dawn,  when 
tile  valley  was  thrilling  with  bird  songs,  we  wished  that 
some  messenger  with  a  live  coal  from  off  God's  altar 
^^^ght  appear  upon  the  purple  height,  at  whose  foot 
tlxey  held  their  semi-barbarous  rites,  and  tell  them  that 
"W^as  all  4one  for  them  nineteen  hundred  years  ago  once 
y^9-  all. 

But  the  picture  brightens  when  we  step  into  the 
schoolrooms  in  which  seventy-five  pupils  have  been 
^Q  rolled  this  year. 

•  •  In  Him  was  life,  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men,'* 
say  the  soft,  clear  voices,  these,  and  many  verses 
testifying  of  Christ's  power  and  glory,  rather  than  that 
of    Mary. 

^lany  more  have  been  in  school  on  mass  days  this 
y^ar  than  other  years. 

Some  of  the  fathers  came  to  us  this  Lenten  season  and 
'i^c^uired  how  many  years  we  expected  to  have  a  school 
^^xe.  They  said,  **  The  priest  says  he  will  not  confess 
^"•-XTsins  for  us  if  we  keep  the  children  in  school,  but  if 
y^^ii  are  going  to  have  school  here  for  years,  we  are 
S"^^ing  to  send  the  children  and  not  go  to  him  to  con- 
^^^."  This  was  a  good  occasion  for  a  lesson,  right 
^^5m  God's  Word,  on  our  intercessor  and  high  priest. 

A  very  tiny  baby  was  taken  many  miles  to  be  bap- 
ti^^ed  into  the  church.  One  of  the  patrons  of  the  school 
^^^companied  it  to  become  the  godfather,  but  the  priest 
^^^d,  *'  No,  you  will  not  take  your  children  from  the 
^rotestant  school,  I  will  not  baptize  the  child."  So  the 
tHiy  creature  had  to  be  taken  home  and  sent  again  with 
^  ^^an  obedient  to  the  priestly  rule.  A  few  days  after  the 
^ll  in  the  belfry  of  the  Catholic  church  in  our  plaza 
^^tly  tolled  the  funeral  dirge  for  the  little  one  who  gave 
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Tip  its  little  span  of  life  to  be  baptized.  Aod  there  ■■ 
many  such  instances. 

Very  dark  indeed  the  way  seems,  and  very  slow  ac 
weary  the  work.  But  the  people  are  thinking  little  ■ 
little  for  themselves,  and  the  children's  minds  are  beia 
strengthened  in  daily  thinking.  Miss  Sarah  L.  Hi^ 
of  Illinois,  has  been  assisting  us  since  February  ist,  li 
the  wee  tots,  too  small  to  do  regular  school  work,  h^ 
been  having  a  happy  time  in  kindergarten  plays  b.i 
work. 

Discouraged  are  we  not  at  all ;  simply  working,  ttn 
waiting  for  God  to  cause  the  seed  sown  to  germinate,  fl 
some  of  it  surely  will.

INTERNATIONAL  SCHOOL,  MONTBRBY,   MEXICO. 


Our  Intematioiial  School  began  its  labors  this  yea 
on  the  first  of  September,  1898,  so  that  we  have  ha< 
seven  months'  work.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two  scholar 
have  been  enrolled,  of  which  number  seventy-seve: 
are  boys  and  seventy-five  girls,  all  under  sixteen  year 
of  age.  They  are  cared  for  by  one  principal  and  tw 
assistants.  The  daily  attendance  averages  sevent 
scholars.  We  have  four  courses  organized,  in  whic 
the  following  branches  are  taught  as  primar>'  instrui 
tion  :  National  tongue,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geographj 
geometry,  lessons  of  things,  metric  system,  civic  instnn 
tion,  fatherland  history,  natural  sciences,  morality  an 
urbanity,  caligraphy,  drawing,  gymnastics,  and  sewinj 

Besides  these  our  attention  and  labor  are  directed  t 
religious  teaching,  which  occupies  a  good  part  of  01 
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time.  We  begin  our  labors  with  singing,  reading  the 
Bible,  and  prayer.  We  also  have  Bible  classes  and 
religious  conversations  with  the  children.  The  majority 
come  to  our  Sunday  School,  although  many  of  them 
belong  to  Catholic  families.  Since  the  beginning  of 
these  months,  two  of  our  scholars  have  become  members 
of  our  church  by  baptism.  Our  work  is  not  limited  to 
tbe  school ;  we  also  make  religious  visits,  especially 
to  the  families  of  our  scholars ;  we  give  tracts,  and  help 
the  pastor  of  this  church  as  we  are  able.  We  believe  the 
school  is  a  powerful  influence  to  propagate  the  gospel, 
because,  besides  educating  the  children,  we  are  every 
day  attracting  new  families,  to  whom  we  tell  the  glad 
tidings  of  salvation. 

Our  scholastic  labors  end  this  year,  July  31st;  the 
vacations  last  during  the  month  of  August,  and  the  first 
of  September  begin  again.  We  ask  and  hope  that  the 
Lord  will  bless  our  labors  and  the  Society  that  so  faith- 
fully sustains  them.

MONTEMORKLOS,  MEXICO. 
Teacher :  Miss  Orelia  Rocha. 

This  school  was  established  on  September  i,  1898, 
*nd  though  only  ten  pupils  enrolled  the  first  day  the 
number  has  increased  to  fifty- two. 

The  school  occupies  two  rooms,  for  which  Rev.  T.  M. 
^estrup  pays  the  rent.  He  and  his  wife  have  helped 
®e  a  great  deal,  as  we  started  almost  without  any- of  the 
^ings  needed  in  a  schoolroom.  A  cousin  of  mine,  Ida 
Westrup,  a  bright  girl  of  fifteen,  is  my  assistant ;  she 
does  not  get  anything  from  the  Board,  but  we  ask  those 
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children  who  are  able  to  pay  something  to  do  so,  ax: 
the  money  gotten  that  way  is  for  her. 

The  attendance  at  school  was  rather  small  last  mon.'' 
on  account  of  the  sickness  there  was  in  town,  but  tl 
children  are  coming  regularly  now  and  we  expect 
have  good  work  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  good  many  of  the  pupils  are  of  Christian  paren  1 
all  the  rest  are  of  Roman  Catholic  families,  but  we  a- 
them  all  to  come  to  Sunday  School  and  there  they  lean 
of  the  gospel,  besides  what  they  learn  of  it  at  .scho^ 
They  like  our  hymns  ver>^  much,  and  readily  learn 
sing  them. 

Some  ladies  from  the  North  have  been  very  nice  to 
in  sending  pencils,  paper,  etc.,  for  the  school ;  they  a*^ 
sent  us  a  good  many  Christmas  presents  for  the  childr^ 
which  they  enjoyed  very  much.  We  thank  them  : 
thinking  of  and  rememl>ering  us,  although  we  are  '■ 
from  them.  May  the  Lord  help  us  in  our  future  wc 
and  send  His  blessings  upon  us.

BRUNSWICK,  MAINK. 

BiMr  H'oman  :  Mrs.  Rose  Anna  Hart  sock. 

During  the  last  seven  months  I  have  been  labor£ 
among  the  French  Roman  Catholics  of  Aiigusta,  SkcJ 
began,  Waterville,  and  Brunswick.  The  work  has  b^ 
difficult  and,  many  times,  discouraging,  and  besides 
have  not  been  as  far  north  for  several  winters  and  h^ 
suffered  a  great  deal  from  the  cold.  We  have  had  sii< 
from  the  twenty-seventh  of  November  to  the  prese 
time.  It  was  not  easy  to  walk  for  two  or  three  hours  i 
the  snow.     Many  times,  when  the  temperature  was  se\ 
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^ral  degrees  below  zero,  I  had  to  go  from  house  to  house 
to  call  on  from  five  to  twelve  families,  enter  warm  apart- 
nients,  and  remain  there  a  few  minutes  without  remov- 
ing my  wraps,  then  pass  out  into  the  cold  again.     I  can 
sa.y  from  actual  experience  that  it  is  a  very  good  way  to 
ta.][e  cold.     But  this  work,  as  well  as  all  missionar)*^  labor, 
hi^  its  hardships  and  its  pleasures.     I  succeeded  dur- 
iTi^  the  last  few  months  in  permanently  placing  eighty- 
one  Testaments  and  a  great  many  tracts.     More  could 
hsive  been  accomplished,  but  everywhere  I  go  some  one 
informs  the  priest  of  my  presence  in  the  town,  and  of  the 
riature  of  my  work,  and  he  tells  the  people  of  the  danger 
tlx€re  is  in  reading  the  Bible,  and  says  if  they  read  the 
^ible  with  attention  they  will  be  perv-erted  and,  conse- 
quently, be  lost,  as  there  is  no  salvation  outside  the 
^^cman  Catholic  Church. 

The  first  four  weeks  here  were  encouraging.  I  sold 
^^'ven  New  Testaments,  gave  away  a  few,  and  loaned  a 
large  number,  which  w^ere  returned  when  the  priest  or- 
^^red  them  destroyed.  Father  Charland,  of  Waterville, 
^^d  the  audacity  to  burn  a  New  Testament  which  I  had 
*^^ned  Mrs.  Hubert  Veilleux.  I  consider  that  he  has 
^^  right  to  destroy  property  which  does  not  belong  to 
^^^n,  and  will  write  to  ask  him  to  pay  for  it. 

I  have   in   my  possession   a   Testament   which  was 

^•irown  into  the  fire  by  a  French  woman  of  Brunswick, 

*^^t  it  was  rescued  from  destruction  bv  another  member 

^t  the  family  who  remembered  that  the  book  was  not 

^teirs.     The  New  Testaments  I  offer  the  French  Roman 

^tholics  are  of  the  version,  *'  M.  le  Maistre  de  Sacy,'* 

Approved  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  still  the 

I        priests  of  that  church,  who  call  themselves  Christians, 

\       \>um  the  Word  of  God,  and  tell  their  people  that  the 
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Bible,  even  the  one  approved  by  their  church,  will  leaci 
them  to  perdition. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  Roman  Catholics  need  the 
gospel  as  much  as  the  heathen  do.  Many  would  accept 
the  Word  of  God  with  delight  if  the  priest  did  not  come 
and  pull  up  the  seed  before  it  has  had  time  to  germi- 
nate. Still,  I  feel  sure  that  a  few  will  study  the  Word 
of  God  even  now  that  they  know  the  priest  forbids  it, 
because  when  I  have  read  passages  of  Scripture  to  them 
they  have  been  surprised  that  the  priest  condemned  a 
book  containing  such  good  counsels,  and  trust  that  God 
will  bless  my  feeble  efforts  in  trying  to  carry  the  glorious 
light  of  the  gospel  into  homes  which  are  shrouded  in 
the  dark  gloom  of  Romanism. 

May  we,  as  God's  servants,  realize  more  and  more 
that  Roman  Catholics  are  bound  with  chains  of  super- 
stitions and  error,  and  that  the  world's  Redeemer  is  the 
only  one  who  can  offer  them  release  and  give  them  life 
and  peace.

I  have  been  employed  as  Bible  woman  beginning  wnth 
the  first  of  last  November  to  the  last  of  March.  I  have 
been  two  months  in  each  place  where  I  was  sent.  My 
first  place  was  in  Salem,  Mass.  There  are  a  great  many 
French  people  there,  and  Brother  J.  C.  Smith,  who  i 
stationed  there  with  his  family,  has  a  nice  little  congre 
gation  of  French  Protestants,  and  ver>''  often  some  Cath 
olics  come  in.  While  I  was  there  I  made  io6  visits  i 
Roman  Catholic  homes,  where  I  was  usually  very  wel 
received,  and  in  a  great  many  families  was  permitted  t 
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'^a.d  God's  Word  and  pray  with  them.  They  were  glad 
to  Hear  about  a  Saviour  who  is  always  ready  and  willing 
to  receive  and  forgive  them.  I  also  placed  five  New 
*  ^staments  and  two  Bibles,  and  distributed  1,040  pages 
^^  "tracts  and  literature. 

^y  next  place  was  in  Gardner,  Mass.,  where  ray  own 

*-^^c>ther  and  family  are  stationed.     He  has  charge,  also, 

^^    Fitchburg  and  Winchendon,  and  I  visited  these  places 

^'^ith  him.     I  made  in  these  fields,  during  two  months  of 

^^^ry  bad  weather,  117  visits  in  Roman  Catholic  homes, 

t^laced  four  New  Testaments,  sold  one,  and  distributed 

^  «  236  pages  of  tracts  and  religious  literature.     I  met 

^^veral  very  interesting  families  while  in  Gardner,  one 

^specially,  consisting  of  the  father  and  mother  and  seven

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BY-LAWS  FOR  THE   BOARD. 


Articlb  L  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  This  order 
shall  be  held  subject  to  necessary  change,  as  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Secretary.  A  special  meeting  may  l)e  called  at  any  time 
by  the  Secretary,  or  at  the  written  request  of  three  members. 

Art.  II.  Every  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  opened  by  the 
reading  of  Scripture  and  prayer. 

Art.  III.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  annually  one 
of  its  members  to  serve  as  Chairman. 

Art.  IV.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  all  the 
business  transacted  by  the  Board ;  and  the  record  of  each  meet- 
ing shall  be  read  at  the  next  following  meeting,  and  when  ap- 
proved shall  be  signed  by  the  Clerk.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  the  Clerk  to  send  to  the  members  of  the  Board  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  each  meeting. 

Art.  V.  All  remarks  made  by  members  of  the  Board  shall 
be  addressed  to  the  Chair. 

Art.  VI.  No  motion  which  is  not  passed  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  record,  unless  ordered  by  the  Board. 

Art.  VII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Art.  VIII.  The  standing  committees  of  the  Board  shall  be 
the  Advisory,  Finance,  Publication,  Echoes^  and  Meetings 
Committees. 

a.  The  work  of  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  to  consider 
all  matters  of  business  which  may  be  brought  before  them  by 
the  Secretary,  and  to  present  recommendation  thereon  to  the 
Board. 

b.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision 
of  the  finances,  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  being  at  all  times 
open  to  their  insp>ection,  and  shall  present  recommendations  in 
regard  to  the  investment  of  fun<ls. 

c.  The  Publication  Committee  shall  provide  for  the  printing 
of  new  leaflets  and  for  the  purchase  of  literature  from  other 
societies.  They  shall  also  prepare  for  the  Echoes  a  list  of  publi- 
cations adopted  by  the  committee. 

d.  The  Echoes  Committee  shall  have  a  general  oversight  of 
the  interest  of  the  Echoes,  with  special  reference  to  the  exten- 
sion of  its  circulation. 

e.  The  Committee  on  Meetings  shall,  with  the  Corresponding  _ 
Secretary,  have  charge  of  the  public  nKt-tiiigs  of  the  Society. 
They  shall  arrange  for  the  programs,  and  shall  represent  the 
Board  in  making  arrangements  with  the  entertaining  church  or 
churches. 

Art.  IX.  If  any  meml>er  shall  be  absent  from  three  regular 
meetings  without  sending  any  message,  her  j)laoe  shall  be  con- 
sidered vacant,  and  it  .shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  elect 
another  person. 

Art.  X.  These  By-Laws  may  be  adde*!  to  or  amended  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  notice  of  the  proposed  addition  or  amendment 
having  been  given  at  a  previous  meeting.

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THE    WORKERS*    MEETING. 


The   Workers'   Meeting,  held    in    connection  with   the 
enty-second  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  was  charac- 
^zed  by  great  freedom  of  discussion  of  the  topics  pre- 
-tited.     Mrs.  Anna  Sargent  Hunt  presided. 
I.     What  oversight  should  the  State  Vice-Presidents  have 
'cr  the  Directors'  expenses  ? 
The  Vice-Presidents  were  requested  to  state  their  present 
^'^^ethods  in  this  matter. 

Mrs.  Hoague  reported  that  the  Directors  in  New  Hamp- 
^Viire  Associations  work  entirely  at  their  own  expense, 
^^he  was  confident  that  more  and  better  work  would  be 
one  if  expenses  were  borne  for  them. 
Mrs.  Dewhurst  stated  that  in  Connecticut  they  have  a 
Jtate  Treasurer  who  retains  the  collections  taken  at  all 
public  meetings,  and  annually  pays  all  the  expenses  of 
^Directors,  except  postage. 

In  Eastern  Massachusetts,  Mrs.  Peckham  said,  two  Asso- 
ciations send  the  collection  taken  at  the  morning  session  of 
"^he  Basket  Meeting,  to  the  Director.     The  other  Associa- 


Mrs.  Hildreth  of  Western  Massachusetts  sa 
herself  proposed  this  question,  owing  to  much  i 
among  her  own  Associations.  She  thought  t 
often  objected  to  giving  money  for  the  '*  machini 
however,  realized  what  a  large  item  postage  a) 
be.     She  urged  a  uniform  method. 

Mrs.  Reynolds  took  exception  to  the  last  idei 
has  given  some  people  money,  and  they  can  pa;

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III.  Are  the  Annual  Reports  used  as  much  as  they 
should  be,  considering  the  expense?  What  can  be  done  to 
nwke  them  more  useful  ^ 

Mrs.  McWhinnie  stated  that  the  custom  is  to  send  one 
copy  to  each  Director,  one  to  each  life-member  made  thai 
>'wr,  and  then  to  send  in  answer  to  calls  for  them.  Of 
'75^  printed  last  year,  250  still  remain.  *'  Has  the  time 
come,"  she  asked,  "  when  we  have  so  many  Advance 
Reports  that  we  do  not  need  the  Annual  Report  ?  " 

Judging  from  the  prompt  replies,  such  a  time  has  not 
come,  for  Mrs.  Draper  of  Massachusetts,  and  Mrs.  Hinds 
of  Rhode  Island  spoke  of  the  interesting  programmes  that 
"lay  be  prepared  from  the  Annual  Report  alone ;  while 
Miss  Howard  of  Connecticut,  Mrs.  Thomas  of  Maine,  and 
Mrs.  Gillette  of  Massachusetts  spoke  in  favor  of  it. 

Mrs.  Reynolds  explained  that  tlie  "  Advance  Report," 
sent  out  in  June,  is  made  up  simply  of  extracts  from  some 
of  the  letters,  in  Mrs.  Reynolds'  own  words,  while  the  final 
report  contains  all  the  teachers'  letters  in  their  own  words. 

Miss  Davis  requested  that  whenever  a  Circle  has  a  good 
programme  made  from  the  Annual  Report,  a  copy  of  it 
^  sent  to  the  Rooms  to  aid  other  Circles. 

Mrs.  Hinds  brought  out  the  fact  that  a  considerable 
expense  is  saved  the  Society  by  ordering  a  large  package  of 
Reports,  which  may  be  sent  for  about  twenty-five  cents, 
>nd  then  distributing  them  personally,  thus  making  sure 
that  every  pastor's  wife,  circle  leader,  etc.,  has  one* 

IV.  Will  any  other  nation  help  us  evangelize  the  United 
States  and  Mexico  ? 

This  question  was  evidently  included  in  the  list  for  the 
purpose  of  emphasizing  the  great  importance  of  Home 
Mission  work,  since  with  all  the  blackness  of  heathenism  in 
®ur  midst,  no  other  of  the  Christian  nations  can  be  said  to 
share  with  us  the  obligation  to  bring  these  heathen  to  a 
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knowledge  of  Christ.  Let  us  feel  with  all  Christians,  tibe 
world  over,  our  obligation  to  the  heathen  outside  our  tx)r- 
ders,  but  not  to  the  forgetting  of  our  tremendous  task  Im  ^re 
in  North  America. 

Mrs.  Rishel  of  Velarde,  New  Mexico,  and  Miss  WillisB-  ms 
of  Spelman  Seminary,  spoke  of  the  real  heathenism  whm  ich 
is  continually  coming  to  their  knowledge. 

V.  What  do  the  Directors  think  of  the  pledges  of  't^vo 
cents  a  week?  What  do  you  think  of  special  gifts?  Of 
thank  offerings? 

Most  of  the  speakers  on  this  question  favored  the  plan  of 
two  cents  a  week.  There  was  quite  a  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  the  advisability  of  using  pledges  and  envelopes. 
Some  thought  they  would  be  a  help,  as  the  women  are  g^^' 
ing  in  that  way  to  the  Foreign  Society. 

Mrs.  Reynolds  called  attention  to  the  mistaken  impres- 
sion that  we  have  "plenty  of  money,"  because  we  closed 
our  year  out  of  debt.  This,  she  explained,  was  made  f>o^' 
sible  only  by  cutting  off  $3,500  worth  of  work  I  'TT^^ 
Society  is  now  in  debt. 

Miss  Davis  emphasized  the  inadvisability  of  special  gii"^^' 
that    is,    those  designated    for  work  to  which  we  are    ^^^ 
pledged.     Mrs.  Hinds   of  Rhode  Island,  Mrs.  Draper       ^ 
Massachusetts,  Mrs.  Thomas   of  Maine,    Mrs.  Stapled      ^ 
Massachusetts,  Mrs.  Whitman  of  Rhode  Island,  Mrs.  9*^^' 
ney  and  Mrs.  Hall  of  Maine,  and  Miss  Williams  of  Speln-B  ^^  ^' 
took  part  in  this  discussion. 

VI.  What  are  the  dangers  and  advantages  of  the  Pa^  t^ 
Mission  ? 

Mrs.  Reynolds  spoke  of  the  danger  of  diverting  gifls^ 
heeding  the  appeals  which  often  come  from  those  to  wYm  ^^^^ 
papers  are  sent.  ^ 

Mrs.  Gillette  of  Massachusetts,  to  whom  the  Paper  \f 
sion  owes  its  beginning,  said  that  this  could  be  avoide  ^ 


vve  would  be  level-headed,  and  turn  over  all  such  appeals 
to  the  proper  authorities.  .  On  the  other  hand,  she  knew 
personally  of  much  good  done  both  to  recipients  and 
senders. 

Miss  Payson  of  Medfield,  paid  a  strong  tribute  to  the  help 
she  had  received  from  being  able  to  help  others  in  this 
Work. 

VII.  Should  the  expenses  of  speakers,  when  paid  by 
^he  Association,  be  credited  as  a  gift  from  the  Association? 
Mrs.  Reynolds  wished  to  know  the  opinion  of  those 
present  as  to  the  plan  of  sending  all  money  to  the  treasury, 
to  be  credited  as  a  gift,  while  expenses  of  speakers  must  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  sent. 

Mrs.  Jutten  of  Massachusetts,  thought  it  would  do  no 
«arm,  and  often  pleases  the  Association  sending  the  money. 
Mrs.  Hinds  of  Rhode  Island,  urged  uniformity. 
Mrs.  McWhinnie  thought  that  such  a  plan  only  swells 
^he  amount  contributed,  without  doing  a  cent's  worth  of 
S'ood,  since  they  are  paying  ''  for  value  received,"  and  ought 
**^t  to  be  credited  with  doing  two  things  with  one  sum  of 
*^oney. 

Miss  Howard  of  Connecticut,  thought  we  ought  to  pay 
^^  our  *'  missionary  amusements  **  as  well  as  other  pleas- 
^^^s,  while  Mrs.  Jutten  took  exception  to  the  idea  that  we 
^^Ve  speakers  entirely  for  our  own  pleasure.  It  is  as  much 
'^  rouse  more  interest  in  the  work,  and  as  such  it  seems 
^'r  to  take  money  from  the  treasury. 

^rs.    Brigham    of    Massachusetts,    thought    incidental 
"^penses  should  not  be  counted  as  missionary  money. 

VlII.  How  can  we  obtain  more  business-like  methods 
^*>^ong  women  ? 

This  aroused  no  discussion,  since  Mrs.  Reynolds  stated 
^^t  after  visiting  178  meetings  since  Sept.,  '99,  she  would 
6ive  as  her  verdict  that  our  women  are  business-like. 
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Although   the   weather   and   the   size   of  the  audiences 
^cre  not  all  that  might  be  desired,  the  excellence  of  the 
Programme  and  the  evident  earnest  spirit  of  the  audience 
^nibined  to  effect  an  Annual  Meeting:  that  will  serve  as  a 
stimulus  and  a  source  of  renewed  power  to  many  of  our 
^^orkers  during  the  year  that  has  just  begun.     The  meeting 
^*3sheld  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  May  2  and  3,  1900, 
^^  the  Clarendon  Street  Baptist  Church,  Boston,  Mass.,  a 
^nurch  that  is  full  of  tender  and  stirring  associations  to  all 
Missionary  enthusiasts.     The  spirit  of  the  late  pastor.  Rev. 
^'  J'  Gordon,  was  expressed  in  the  familiar  quotations  so 
*ien  heard   from  his  lips  that  were  placed  on  the  three 
^"<ies  of  the  auditorium  :  '' Never  say  ^  Xo  '  to  God.*'    **We 
^^   playing   at   missions."     "  Let   us   advance   upon   our 
'^Ces."     "  Some  can  go  ;  most  can  give  ;  all  can  pray.** 
T'he  President  of  our  society,  Mrs.  Alice  B.  Coleman, 
^o  presided  throughout  the  meeting,  opened  the  session 
^  ^dnesday  afternoon  with  the  103d  Psalm,  and  asked  Mrs. 
^^Hna  Sargent   Hunt,  of  Maine,  to  lead  in  prayer.     The 
^^Icome  to  the  church  was  graciously  extended  by  Mrs. 
"^*  J.  Gordon,  who  urged  us  to  live  up  to  the  mottoes  by 
^nich   we  were    surrounded.      The    President   responded 
'^^iefly  and  fittingly,  and  then  appointed  the  following  com- 
mittees:— 
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in  other  corners  of  the   same    field.     We  hope   that   the 
experiment  will  be  repeated  at  no  distant  date. 

The  greetings   of  the   parent   society  were   courteously 
extended  by  Dr.  F.  T.  Hazlewood,  the  New  England  repre- 
sentative of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society, 
In  a  straightforward,  frank,  and  vigorous  address  he  pointed 
out  the  paramount   importance   of  Home   Mission  work. 
*'  Home  Missions,"  he  said,  "  is  the  nerve  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions.    Cut  the  nerve,  and  you  destroy  Foreign  Missions ; 
but  give   it  proper    nourishment,    and    you   increase   the 
strength  of  Foreign  Missions."     He  believed  this  to  be  a 
time  for  self-assertion  in  Home  Mission  work,  and  would 
change  the  motto,  ''  Let  us  advance  upon  our  knees,"  to 
**  First,  get  on  your  knees,  and   then  advance  upon  your 
feet." 

It  is  a  pleasant  surprise  to  listen  to  Rev.  C.  S.  Brown  of 

VVinton,  N.  C,  who  had  arrived  in  Boston  unexpectedly. 

He  spoke  feelingly  of  his  work  at  Waters  Normal  Institute, 

^f   which    he    is   the    principal   and    the    founder,    but    so 

"Modestly  withal  that  those  who  did  not  know  it  otherwise 

^^uld  never  suspect  that  self-sacrifice  and  even  heroism  are 

^onimon  factors  in  his  everyday  life,  which  is  so  thoroughly 

^^d  intelligently  devoted  to  the  uplifting  of  his  race.     The 

^*osing  prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  Jutten  of  Fall  River,  who 

also  pronounced  the  benediction. 

The  devotional  services  in  the  evening  were  led  by  Rev, 
*^niory  W.  Hunt,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  who  has  since  become 
^^  pastor-elect  of  the  entertaining  church.  After  a 
^*^asantly  rendered  anthem  by  a  sextette  of  young  girls 
^''Otn  the  Bible  school,  the  Rev.  Kerr  Boyce  Tupper, 
•  D.,  of  Philadelphia,  delivered  a  stirring  address  on 
The  Foreigners  at  Our  Door."  This  address  bristled 
^^th   most   alarmingly   suggestive    statistics,    interspersed 
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with  sparkling  bits  of  wit  and  humor,  the  whole  welded 
together  into  an  eloquent,  logical  discourse  that  completely 
won  and  thoroughly  impressed  the  audience.     His  main 
I>oints  were  first  a  thorough  presentation  from  many  sides 
of  the  facts  so  difficult  to  realize  regarding  the  enormous 
number  of  foreigners  in  this  country,  and  of  the  necessity 
to  save  them  if  they  are  not  to  sink  us ;  second,  a  demon- 
stration of  the  fact  that,  while  much  can  be  done  by  legis- 
lation, and  more  by  education,  the  only  solid,  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  problem  is  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ ;  and  third,  an  exposition  of  the  adaptiveness  of  the 
Home  Mission  Society  to  save  men,  and  the  noble  portion 
of  women  in  that  work.    The  benediction  was  pronounced 
by  the  Rev.   J.    A.    McElwain,    Assistant  Pastor  of  the 
Clarendon  Street  Church. 

The   Thursday    morning    session,   which    is  always  the 
busiest  one  of  the  two  days,  was  prepared  for  by  a  sweet 
devotional  service  led  by  Miss  Grace  G.  Davis,  of  Boston, 
and  was  well  attented,  in  spite  of  a  really  appalling  down- 
pour of  rain.    The  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
the    Treasurer,  and    the  Superintendent  of  Alaska,    were 
full  of  interest,  as  they  always  are,  and  will  be  found  in 
this  volume. 

One  of  the  most  touching  addresses  of  the  entire  meeting 
was  the  * 'Message  to  Mothers,"  from  Mrs.  A.  A.  Dilts,  of 
Lowell.

Resolved^  That  we  recognize  in  the  ^^  Home  Mission  Echoes"  9^ 
important  agency  in  the  advancement  of  our  work,  and  feel  that  its 
wide  spread  circulation  would  mean  the  increase  of  interest  in  that 
work,  and  larger  contributions  for  its  support.  We  therefore TCgrtt 
that  the  circulation  of  this  valuable  agency  has  fallen  off  during  the 
past  year,  and  we  urge  that  special  efforts  be  made  during  the  com- 
ing year  to  largely  increase  that  circulation. 

Resolved^  That  the  generous  action  of  the  Chinese  Christians  in 
Butte,  Montana,  in  giving  $1,750  of  the  $2,500  needed  to  buiW  * 
chapel  for  their  use  in  that  city,  is  worthy  of  hearty  recognition 
and  high  praise.  Out  of  their  poverty  they  have  given  abundantl/i 
and  in  this  large  generosity  they  have  set  an  example  worthy  01 
general  imitation.  We  are  sure  that  the  blessing  of  God  will  rest 
richly  upon  those  whose  gifts  have  been  so  abundant  and  so  costlv. 

Rrso/z'cd,  That  while  wc  are  thankful  that  the  Societv  has  closed 
tlie  year  without  debt,  we  regret  that  such  a  result  was  secured  only 
by  serious  retrenchment  in  our  work.  The  large  and  numerous 
opportunities  of  the  hour,  which  are  indeed  the  voice  of  God,  call 
loudly  for  an  enlargement  of  our  work,  and  not  for  i-etrenchment. 
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e  appeal  to  our  people  for  increased  giving,  that  the  great  work 
our  Society  may  be  extended,  and  yet  all  expense  incurred  thereby 
fully  met. 

Resolved^  That  the  acquisition  of  our  new  possessions,  Cuba  and 
irto  Rico,  with  all  the  opportunities  thus  afforded  for  Christian 
)rk,  lays  upon  us  a  serious  obligation  to  give  to  peoples  degraded 
'  ignorance  and  superstition,  the  gospel  that  instructs,  purifies, 
•lifts,  and  saves.  We  therefore  declare,  that,  recognizing  this 
tligation  in  the  providence  of  God  thus  imposed  upon  us,  we  will 
ake  special  efforts  to  meet  it  and  to  cause  '*  those  who  sit  in  dark- 
nsand  in  the  shadow  of  death,  to  see  a  great  light." 

Resoh'ed^  That  the  action  of  our  national  House  of  Representa- 
t'cs  in  refusing  admission  to  the  polygamist,  B.  H.  Roberts,  of 
lah,  has  given  great  gratification  to  the  people  of  our  land,  and 
a  cause  of  profound  thankfulness  to  God.  The  nation  is  to  be 
>ngratulated  that  the  polygamist  practices  of  the  Mormons  have 
I  this  action  received  such  severe  condemnation.  In  it  the

The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  attended  many  mect- 
Jiigs,  where,  after  the  address,  dainty  luncheons  have  been 
served,  and  she  has  met  the  sisters  face  to  face.  Several 
'"cceptions  have  also  been  given  her  by  the  Farther  Lights 
Societies,  and  she  has  met  the  winsome  girls  who  are 
t^ringing  so  much  grace  and  youthful  enthusiasm  into  the 
service.  We  would  suggest  to  our  circles  not  to  depend 
^*pon  a  speaker  to  be  present  at  every  meeting.  A  pro- 
gramme made  up  from  the  literature  of  the  Society,  in  the 
bands  of  an  original  woman,  will,  in  the  long  run,  be  far

Publications.

Home  MIssloa  Echoes. 

We  are  troubled  by  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
Home  Mission  Echoes  taken.  The  number  sent  out  in 
March,  1900,  was  fourteen  thousand  and  forty-eight,  a 
decrease  over  March,  1S99,  of  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  fifly-two.  This  decrease  is  in  New  England.  In  the 
west  it  is  grow,ing  in  favor.  Why  is  this?  We  are  in 
receipt  of  many  words  of  approval  of  the  paperl  Is  not 
.the  trouble  in  each  case  where  numbers  have  dropped  off, 
that  some  one  woman  has  forgotten  or  neglected  to  canvass 
the  church  for  the  usual  number  of  papers  ?  Stir  up  the 
uninterested.  Home  Mission  Echoes  ought  to  pay  foi 
itself. 

Will  it  always  be  an  old  story  we  have  to  bring?  I — 
there  nothing  new  to  which  we  may  look  forward  ?  Befor 
another  annual  meeting  we  shall  enter  upon  a  new  centu 
Upon  its  threshold  we  ask  this  solemn  question  :  "Ho 
can  we  fittingly  celebrate  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth::  Ti 
century?"  Shall  not  the  year  1900  collect  rich  gifts  ^-O 
hand  down  to  the  young  century,  its  heir?  The  Romcm  n 
Catholic  church  is  planning  for  a  year  of  special  devotici^n 
beginning  with  Christinas,  1900.  The  Presbyterians  w  m  11 
seek  to  bring  into  their  Sunday  schools  one  million  ne^^^v 
pupils.  The  Methodist  church  will  aim  to  secure  the  ssai-l- 
vation  of  one  million  souls,  and  also  contribute  $20,000,000 
for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom.  What  is  our  aim  si-s 
Baptists?  What  is  our  stint  as  a  Home  Mission  org^ani sec- 
tion?   What  is  your  work  as  an  individual  ?    DowereaLi^^e 
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what  a  great  and  effectual  door  is  open  to  us  ?     Our  politi- 
cal leaders  may  well  be  imitated  in  their  zeal.    They  never 
sit  down  and  expect  the  campaign  to  go  all  right.     They 
put  themselves  into  it.     In  a  close  presidential  election  an 
eloquent  speaker  was  sent  a  thousand  miles  to  secure  the 
vote  of  one  man.     The  man  was  won,  and  also  the  state. 
We  hear   nothing   here   of   the  expense,  or   of    sacrifice. 
Success  is  only  gained  in  the  kingdom   of  this  world,  and 
*^  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  by  some  one's  sacrifice.     '*  Sac- 
rifice and  service,"  oh,  daughters  of  the  King.     Let  this  be 
your  motto  the  coming  year.     Most  of  us  will  enter  the 
wew  century.     Ere  its  close  we  shall  see  the  King  in  His 
^^^^uty ;  we  shall  behold  the  land  that  is  very  far  off.     Is 
there  anything  new  for  the  eternity  stretching  on  before  us? 
-^he  voice  of  one  like  unto  the  Son  of  Man  comes  floating 
^o-wn  through  the  centuries:    ''To  him  that  overcometh 
^vill  I  give  to  eat  of  the  hidden  manna ;  and  I  will  give  him 
*  ^'hite  stone,  and  in  the  stone  a  new  name  which  no  man

Greeting : —  First  of  all  I  wish  to  thank  the  Mission  Board, 
the  whole  Society,  for  their  cordial  and  continued  support 
sympathy,  and  for  the  interest  and  good  will  manifested  in 
personal  welfare. 

When  we  returned  to  Alaska  last  spring  we  were  most  fortun; 
in  securing  Mrs.  Cambell,  of  Oakland,  to  go  with  us,  as  matr 
She  has  proved  to  be  a  woman  true  as  steel,  and  has  in  every 
verified  the   wisdom  of  our  choice.     The  spring  work  was  be 
before  we  reached  home,  and  through  the  summer  continued  miB- 
as  usual,  gardening,  fishing,  haying,  filling  the   silo  with   gra 
raising  chickens,  and  caring  for  the  stock  occupied  the  time.     T^ 
accident  of  the  haying,  whereby  Conrad  and  Mike  were  drowns 
filled  us  all  with  sorrow. 

Schools. 

In  September  the  government  school  opened  with  Mr.  Rober 
Slifer  in  change.  The  enrollment  has  been  larger  than  ever  before. 
As  the  children  must  spend  a  portion  of  each  day  in  work,  I  made 
arrangements  with  Mr.  Slifer  to  conduct  school  four  evenings  a 
week,  omitting  Wednesday,  the  usual  prayer  meeting  evening. 
After  Christmas  the  evening  school  was  thrown  open  to  all,  and 
about  thirty  men  and  boys  are  enrolled.  Our  children  are  making 
creditable  advancement  in  studies,  and  I  note  with  pleasure  their 
increasing  desire  to  read  books.  If  I  can  obtain  permission,  and 
proper  arrangements  can  be  made,  I  am  planning  to  send  some  of 
the  children  to  the  Carlisle  Indian  School. 

Religious  Services. 

Morning  and  evening  prayer  service  in  the  school  room  have 
been  continued,  and  the  usual  Sundav  and  church  services  in  the 
chapel.  It  has  been  my  privilege  to  baptize  two  of  the  girls,  Kate 
Sheperd  and  Mamie  Kiehn.     Pariscovia,  Sallie  and  Grace  Hobbs 
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have  also  been  received  for  baptism.  I  believe  the  spiritual  tone 
of  the  work  is  more  manifest  every  year.  Our  church  of  ten 
members  is  alive  to  the  interest  of  the  denomination,  and  con* 
tributed  in  1898  and  1899  $116  to  the  missionary  societies. 

The  Children. 

We  were  surprised  upon  our  return  to  see  how  the  children  had 

grown ;  and  the  bills  for  living  expenses  are  often  so  large  as  to 

take  my  breath  away,  for  the  children  will  eat,  and  they  will  eat 

so   much.     At   present  we  have  twenty-nine   in   the  Home;  one, 

Alexander,  is  in  California   with    Mrs.  Coe*s  parents.     We  could 

double   the   number   in   a   short   time,  but  lack  of   room  and  the 

depleted   condition  of  the  Alaskan  treasury  has  compelled  me  to 

refuse  to  take  more.     From  Unga  and  Prince  William  Sound  have 

come  appeals  to  which  I  have  had  to  turn  a  deaf  ear.     If  we  do  this 

work  in  the  Lord*s  name,  we  ought  to  be  ready  to  undertake  all  He 

sends  us.     This  is  the  only  centre  of  religious  influence  other  than 

the  Greek  Church  for  thousands  of  miles,  and  we  ought  to  give  the 

iDenefit  of  the  Gospel  to  as  many  as  are  willing  to  receive  it. 

Building:. 

Ever  since  we  came  here  it  has  been  our  opinion  that  we  ought 

^o  have  two  buildings,  one  for  the  boys  and  one  for  the  girls  if  both 

>vere  to  be  cared  for.     An  appeal  last  year  for  such  a  building  was 

'unsuccessful.      There  was  not  much  encouragement  towards   the 

thousand  dollars  necessarv  for  a  dormitorv.     Nevertheless  we  have 

not  changed  our  opinion,  and  fully  expect  the  time  will  come  when 

our  hopes  will  be  realized.     So  imperative  was  the  need  that  we 

^ave  to  the  boys  our  own  cottage,  and  fitted  up  rooms  for  our  own 

use  in  the  Orphanage.     This  arrangement,  while  not  satisfactory 

as    a    final    settlement   of   the   question,   confirms    us   in    the    first 

opinion.     When   we   built   the   cottage  we  felt  it  essential  to  the 

health  and  comfort  of  our  own  family,  and  time  has  not  changed 

this  thought.     It  would  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  us  to  return  to  it. 

Sewing:  Circle. 

-Early   in   the  fall   the   ladies  of  the   Mission  family  organized  a 

^Owing  circle,  to  which  all  the  native  women  on  the  island  were 

•'^vited.     This  has   been  well  attended,  nearly  all  have  been  pro- 

"^^i^ied  with  quilt  patches,  which  they  have  about  finished.     Tea  is 

•"ved  to  all  in  the  afternoon  of  the  meeting.    The  American  Tract 
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Society  kindly  turnished  some  tracts  in  the  Russian  language,  some 
of  which  have  been  distributed.  At  first  one  or  two  were  reluctant 
to  take  them,  but  before  thej  left  they  asked  for  one. 

Our  Work. 

The  loom  sent  by  friends  in  Atlantic  Citj  has  been  put  to  use ; 
thirty  yards  of  carpet  has  been  woven.  An  expert  might  find  fault 
with  it,  but  we  think  it  good  for  those  who  know  nothing  of  the 
trade.  The  carpet  lies  on  the  front  hall  and  stairs  of  the  Orphanage, 
and  looks  well.  Ten  tons  of  Ice  has  been  stored  for  summer  use: 
thirty-five  tons  of  ensilage  were  placed  in  the  silo,  and  five  tons  fji 
good  hay  placed  in  the  bam.  The  lamps  from  the  young  people 
of  Charlestown  were  received  safely,  and  placed  In  the  church. 

The  Future* 

A  question  that  often  confronts  us  when  we  think  of  the  future 
of  these  children  is,  what  will  they  be  able  to  do  to  gain  a  liveli- 
hood?   We  should  think  earnestly  of  It.    It  will  not  do  to  take 
these  children  and  teach  them  better  ways  of  living,  and  then  when 
they  leave  fail  to  see  that  they  have  an  opportunity  to  live  as  we 
have  taught  them?    In  a  developed  country  the  need  of  help  would 
be  over  when  out  of  school,  but  here  it  is  not  so.     Fur  hunting  It 
a  thing  of  the  past.  There  are  no  fishing  industries  in  this  vicinity. 
I  am   now   investigating  the  question  of  establishing  a   fishini 
station,  and  the  present  data  seem  to  indicate  it  would  be  profitabI< 
It  may  be  that  one  of  the  Commercial  Companies  may  begin  th  m-3 
work;  if  not,  then  we  ought  to  do  something  in  the  matter.    MI 
would  take  considerable  money  to  start  the  plant,  but  not  much  f( 
a  permanent  investment,  and  considerable  for  wages  until  we  cour 
receive  returns   for  the  first  season's  work.      We  could  work  tl 
year  round  —  in   summer   with    salmon,  and  in  winter  with  co 
Such   a   plant   would  give  employment  to  natives  as  well   as  if 
boys. 

Encouragements. 

The  work  here  is  not  one  of  unremitting  trial  and  toil.    Th^     ^ere 
are  many  bright  moments  by  the  way;  the  love  and  regard  of  1^^    the 

children  are  large  compensations;  so  are  our  pleasant  relations  w =^ith 

the  Commercial  Companies,  and  other  white  population,  and  ~  the 
love  and  confidence  of  the  natives.  During  the  summer  we  l^^Miad 
visits  from  the  United  States  revenue  cutter,  the  Harriman  Ei 
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dition.  The  famous  steamship  McCuUough  also  came  into  the 
harbor.  This  month  a  party  from  Cape  Nome,  with  Rev.  L.  L. 
Wirt,  who  has  charge  of  the  Congregational  stations  in  Alaska, 
visited  us.    Mr.  Wirt  preached  for  us  on  Sunday  morning. 

Christmas. 

Our  Christmas  festivities  were  second  to  none  ever  enjoyed  here, 

although  the  boxes  from  New  England  so  long  on  the  way  had  not 

arrived.    Christmas  afternoon  the  steamer  Golden  Gate   steamed 

into  the  harbor,  and  we  learned  that  the  long  delayed  boxes  were 

on  board.    The  next  day  they  were  brought  over  to  our  island,  and 

the  opening  of  them  forcibly  reminded  us  of  the  interest,  thought^ 

fulness,  and  love  of  our  New  England  friends.    The  boxes  exceeded 

*nj  ever  sent  before  in  usefulness  and   value.     The   kindness  of 

Kodiak  friends  I   would  specially   mention.    They  made  a   large 

number  of  dolls  for  our  tree,  and  sent  fruit,  ribbons,  and  candy  to 

•brighten  our  Christmas.     To  one  and  all,  far  and  near,  we  return 

our  thanks.     There  has  been  little  sickness  in  the  Mission  during 

the  jrear,  and  we  hope  and  pray  that  we   may  be  delivered  from 

•ickness  now,  for  our  physician.  Dr.  Ostrum,  is  to  leave  us,  and  is 

going  to  take  charge  of  the  hospital  at  Cape  Nome,  leaving  us  with 

"0  one  competent  to  administer  medicine.     It  is  doubtful  if  we  can 

^^^Te  a  doctor  unless  one  can  be  found  for  the  school.

The  Home  Side. 

^he  sixth  annual  report  of  Alaska  closed  with  the  follow- 
S'  problem  : 

ft.  Vjiven,  a  mission  seven  thousand  miles  distant,  the  entire 
^  •^l^ort  of  which  amounts  to  $5,000  annually,  or  $416.75  per 
.*  ^th.  To  meet  this  expense  the  Woman's  American  Baptist 
;  ^~^e  Mission  Society  received  for  the  year  189S  $3,675.35,  or 
^  ^^^.27  per  month.  How  can  tliis  amount,  plus  the  $4.25  balance 
^lie  beginning  of  the   year,   minus    the  unpaid  bills  of  $1,000, 
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cover  t lie  expense  ot  the  Mission?  And  what  shall  be  the  outlook 
for  the  year  1S99?  Your  Board  has  been  trying  to  solve  this 
problem.  We  pass  it  on  to  you  today,  believing  that  our  New 
England  workers  hold  the  true  key  to  its  solution. 

*'  In  solving  it,  we  ask  that  there  may  be  no  elimination." 


The  time  allowed  for  solving  it  has  passed.      Your 
answer  has  been  given  in  the  Alaska  report  of  our  Treas- 
urer, $4,535  for  Alaska.     The  answer  is  incorrect,  yet  it 
shows  that  an  earnest  effort  has  been  made  on  the  part  of 
our  workers  to  solve  the  problem.     We  are  grateful  for  the 
law  of  approximation,  and  foryourencouragement  will  say 
that  you  are  within  $500  of  the  correct  answer.     Will  you 
work  upon  it  another  year.^     The  increase  of  gifts  means 
an  added  interest,  and  you  certainly  will  be  not  satisfied 
until  you  reach  the  correct  answer,  which  is  $5,000  per 
year  for  Alaska.      The  number  of  contributing  Sunday 
schools  is  314,  a  gain  of  87  oyer  last  year,  but  not  a  great 
gain  when  you  remember  that  in  1897  j^e  had  304.     Th 
sure  financial  foundation  of  the  Alaska  Mission  depend 
upon  the  annual  gift  from  our  Sunday  schools.     Let  ever}^ 
representative  of  a  Baptist  Sunday  school  here  today  as 
herself  the  question,  "  Have  I  done  what  I  could  to  brin 
the  matter  to  my  superintendent  ? "

promise  of    the  fulfillment  of  his  hopes  is  on  its  way  to

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Monthly  Mail. 
The  promise  of  a  monthly  mail  by  the  government  has 
not  been  fulfilled,  and  in  consequence  there  has  been  more 
irregularity  in  the  postal  service  than  usual.  We  received 
no  mail  from  December,  1899,  till  March,  1900,  and  the 
April  mail  is  but  just  at  hand.  Unseaworthy  boats  were 
placed  on  the  route;  one  was  wrecked,  and  the  other, 
caught  in  a  severe  gale,  set  sail  for  the  open  sea,  and  reached 
Seattle 'safely,  but  did  not  return.

Shadows. 

Our  report  has  its  shadows.  That  Mr.  Coe  has  been 
obliged  to  refuse  admission  to  children ;  that  again  3. to 
again  the  door  of  the  Orphanage  has  been  closed,  and   tlnat 
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^^">en  he  knew  he  was  not  only  shutting  the  children  out  of 
^  temporary  home,  but  sending  them  out  to  lives  of  dark- 
less and  sin,  and  possibly  shutting  them  out  of  Heaven, 
'^^s  been  a  great  sorrow  to  us.     It  would  take  so  little  to 
'^'■>ng  light  and  happiness  into  their  3'oung  lives,  and  yet  we 
^^it  refuse  them.     He  closed  the  doors  because  your  Hoard 
'^^d  told  him  that  we  could  assume  no  greater  expense,  and 
y^}ir  Board  did  this  because  the  receipts  for  the  work  com- 
^^^led  us  to  do  so.     The  death  of  the  faithful  Conrad  has 
^^st  a  shadow  o'er  all  the  work ;  he  was  one  in  whom  Mr. 
^■^^^  trusted,  who  could  execute  his  plans,  and  of  whom  he 
^^pected  much  in  the  future.     He  seemed  essential  to  the 
*^ork.

^»^nll  protect  the  rights  and  title  of  Mission  property  and 
*~Iomes.  Our  Society,  with  those  of  other  denominations, 
'^^s  united  in  asking  from  senators  and  representatives  sup- 
port of  the  amendment.  We  have  written  to  every  New 
^rigland  senator  and  representative,  asking  their  support, 
^^d  answers  of  help  have  been  receivetl  from  the  most  of 
^riem.      The  president   of  the  Ahiska  Chamber  of  Com- 
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nicrce  has  been  in  Washington  recently,  in  the  commerc        * 
interests   of  the   country.     In  the  meantime  we  are  co*»^    ^ 
stantly  hearing  of  quantities  of  gold  being  brought  fn 
Alaska,  and  tested  at  the  assayer's  office,  or  converted  in 
dollars  at  our  United   States  mints.     I  bring  you  toda] 
nugget  from  Alaska.     It  comes  in  the  form  of  a  letter  fro 
the  first  girl  received  into  the  Home.

Wood  Island,  Alaska,  Oct.  26th,  1899. 

My  dear  Mrs.  McWhinnie :  —  Your  kind  and   welcome  letter^' 
received  today.     How  happy  it  made  me  feel.     I  haven't  felt  hap^:^^ 
since  Conrad  and  Mike  were  drowned,  but  how  glad  I  am  that:^ 
am  a  Christian  and  love  Jesus,  for  He  is  everything  to  me. 
father  was  here  yesterday,  and  it  would  have  done  your  heart 
to  hear  how  he  praised  the  Mission,  and  how  grateful  he  is  becau^^ 
it  has  done  so  much  for  his  daughter.     If  it  had  not  been  for  th»^ 
Mission  and  the  missionaries,  I  should  never  have  know  Jesus  ^s 
my  precious  Redeemer.     Please  tell  the  ladies  that  my  heart  is  iull 
of  gratitude  for  what  they  have  done  for  me.    The  more  I  talk  to 
God  and  study  His  precious  book  the  more  I  love  Him.     It  seems 
to  me  my  trust  in  Christ  is  growing  stronger,  and  I  often  ask  Jesus 
to  fill  me  with  His  sunshine.     Pariscovia,  Kate,  Mary,  and  I  have 
a  room  together,  and  in  the  evening  when  we  go  up  stairs  the  girls 
often  ask  me  questions  about  how  I  became  a  Christian,  and  we 
talk  it  all  over.     I  am  praying  for  the  boys  and  girls^  and  the  other 
day  Claude  told  me  that  he  loved  to  read  his  Bible.

Let  our  Mission 
stations  be  reinforced,  enlarged,  increased,  until  His  ban- 
ner is  uplifted  upon  the  mountains,  along  the  rivers,  among 
the  islands,  and  in  the  icy  north  of  Alaska.  Then  like  its 
own  northern  lights  which  radiate  and  flash  with  transcend- 
ent brilliancy,  until  in  their  perfection  they  form  the  per- 
fect boreal  crown,  so  shall  the  light  from  these  stations 
radiate  and  flash  until  unto  all  the  natives  is  revealed  the 
Crown  of  Righteousness  laid  up  for  those  who  love  our 
Lord.

A  little  more  than  two  weeks  ago,  in  the  pleasant  village 
of  Dexter,  '^  down  in  Maine,"  there  were  arranged  aroun 
the  pulpit  in  one  of  the  churches  twelve  pots  of  Easte 
lilies.     The  classes  in  the  Sunday  school  had  each  broughi 
one  to   make  the  church  beautiful  on  this  bright  Elaster 
morning,  and  then  to  gladden  the  heart  and  bring  joy  t 
some  one  who  could  not  enjoy  the  day  except  as  some  jo 
was  brought  to  them  in  their  sick  rooms. 

Tears  came  to  many  eyes  as  they  looked  at  the  lilies,  ar 
thought  how   like   Christ   the  whole    idea   was,  bringi 
beauty  and  peace  to  those  who  were  well,  and  comfort  a 
help  to  the  sorrowing. 

Instantly  it  all  gave  me  courage,  and  I  thought,  "  This      is 
the  true  spirit  of  Missions,  and  it  is  not  dead  in  East^^i"!) 
Maine."     What  it  needs  is  to  be  broadened  and  direc't^^'d 
into  channels  which  shall  spread  the  results  of  it  into    ^x  M 
the  world.     As  we  always  say  in  our  reports,  this  mea"«^s 
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more  and  better  leaders,  State  leaders,  Associational  leaders 
and  Circle  and  Band  leaders.  When  these  are  found  the 
women  of  Eastern  Maine,  as  elsewhere,  will  follow. 

Mrs.    Dunn   reports    from    Aroostook^  that   only   New 

Sweden  and  Caribou  report  regular  monthly  meetings,  but 

that  $81.60  were  raised  in  the  Association.     In  a  few  days 

by  careful  solicitation  she  raised  $15  in  Houlton,  and  hopes 

to  organize  a  Circle  soon  —  thus  proving  how  much  a  good 

leader  can  do  in  any  church. 

Hancock  Association  has  a  very  efficient  worker  in  Mrs. 
Smith ;  she  sends  a  very  full  report,  giving  gains  in  all  but 
One  church.  This  Association  always  does  good  work,  and 
A^e  are  sure  they  will  do  even  better  the  coming  year. 

Kennebec  has  had  a  new  Director  this  year,  but  one  who 
Inas  done  her  work  faithfully  and  well ;  she  reports  twelve 
d^ircles,  with  280  contributors,  sending  to  our  Society 
^222.76,  besides  contributions  to  Alaska  from  six  Sunday 
schools;  \i\  Echoes  taken;  two  barrels  of  comforters 
£'om  one  Circle,  and  from  another,  papers  through  the 
Xiiterature  Mission ;  one  new  Circle  organized. 

Penobscot   has   been    without   a   Director    through   the 

entire  year.     There  is  a  great  deal  of  missionary  interest 

liere,  and  some  strong  workers  among  pastors  and  people ; 

'but  we  feel  that  our  part  of  the  work  has  been  at  a  great 

loss  for  want  of  a  leader. 

Piscataquis  Association  has  no  Director,  but  we  hope 
to  have  one  soon.  We  welcome  Airs.  Speed,  the  wife  of 
the  pastor  at  Monson,  who  is  proving  to  be  a  good  helper 
in  the  work. 

Washington  Association  reports  few  Circles.  One 
church  works  through  the  C.  E.  Missionary  Committee, 
holding  regular  monthly  meetings,  and  sending  $5  to  our 
Work.     Miss  Stevens,  though  w^orking  with  many  discour- 
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agements,  still  keeps,  as  she  says,  **  peg^ng  away,"  and  is 
planning  for  two  Basket  Meetings  in  the  near  future. 

One  great  hindrance  to  the  work  in  Eastern  Maine  is  the 
distance  from  headquarters,  so  that  so  few  speakers  are 
able  to  get  to  the  churches  and  present  the  work. 

A  great  cry  comes  in  almost  all  the  reports  this  year : 
^'  We  must  have  a  speaker,  so  that  our  people  will  know 
more  about  the  work,"  and  a  Basket  Meeting  does  not 
answer  the  purpose ;  the  people  are  so  scattered  that  but 
few  can  attend. 

As  this  has  been  my  first  year  in  the  work,  I  cannot 
make  comparisons,  but  from  the  reports  I  think  we  have 
averaged  about  as  usual.  Gain  is  reported  in  some  places, 
and  lack  of  interest,  want  of  leaders,  etc.,  in  others. 

I  know  what  is  needed  more  than  anything  else,  even 
more  than  speakers  from  the  ''Rooms"  —  is  a  general 
worker  who  can  have  the  time  and  strength  to  visit  every 
part  of  Eastern  Maine.  This,  of  course,  would  mean  some 
expense  to  the  Society,  but  it  would  also  mean  a  g^eaL 
ingathering  of  money,  of  prayers,  and  of  interest  in  the 
Society. 

So  as  your  Vice-President  for  Eastern  Maine,  I  hold  the 
office  under  protest,  waiting  and  hoping  and  praying  that 
one  who  can  fill  the  above  conditions  and  so  do  successful 
work  for  the  Society  and  for  the  Master,  will  soon  be  found 
to  take  my  phice.

Again  I  undertake  to  review  the  year's  work,  and  I  find 
^t:  as  usual,  a  difficult  task,  as  there  is  so  much  done  to 
dvance  the  cause  by  our  Circles  that  cannot  be  counted  or 
ven  noticed.  These  Circles  are  our  strength  and  power, 
nd  upon  their  activity  or  apathy  depends  the  success  or 
ailure  of  this  Society. 

In  nearly  every  Association  the    churches   and    Circles 
ave  given  more  money  than   last   year,  yet   some  of  the 
^:hurches  that  contributed  last  year  have  not  done  so  this 
3ear. 

Some  churches  have  subscribers  to  the  Echoes  this  year 
that  had  none  last  year,  yet  in  nearly  every  church  there  is 
a  decrease  in  the  subscription  list. 

Clothing  of  more  value  has  been  sent  to  our  schools,  but 
the  number  of  barrels  is  smaller  than  last  year. 

The  Directors  are  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one,  in   the  Portsmouth   Association,  where  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Moulton's  place  has  been  filled  by  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Howard  Moulton.     Mrs.  J.  W.  Moulton  served  faithfully, 
and  we  hope  strength  will  be   given    her   to  perform  her 
duties  in  her  home  that  kept  her  from  being  able  to  do  out- 
side work.     These  Directors  are  helpful,  and  all  are  inter- 
ested in  the  work,  which  is  encouraging. 

In  four  Associations  Basket  Meetings  were  held.     Mrs. 
^IcWhinnie  and  Mrs.  Peckham  spoke  at  these  meetings  in 
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their  usual  inspiring  way,  and  much  that  is  encouraging  in 
this  report  is  due  to  their  visits.  We  hope  that  the  list  of 
voters*  names,  sent  in  the  petitions  to  our  representatives  in 
Congp'ess  last  winter,  helped  in  the  exclusion  of  the  Mor- 
mon, Roberts,  from  the  House. 

In  the  fall  Mrs.  Reynolds  and  our  State  workers  held  a 
conference,  and  it  proved  to  be  just  what  we  have  needed, 

—  the  coming  together  to  talk  over  the  needs  of  the  work, 

—  and  it  helped  us  in  trying  to  interest  those  in  our  churches 
to  give  more  towards  the  support  of  our  Home  Missionary 
Society. 

Dublin  Association,  There  are  eleven  churches  in  this 
Association.  In  eight  are  well  organized  Circles ;  ninety- 
six  Echoes  taken  this  year,  a  decrease  of  79.  Four  barrels 
and  one  box  of  clothing  were  sent  to  our  schools,  valued  at 
$47.41.  Last  year  six  barrels  and  two  boxes  were  sent. 
Two  Circles  have  sent  literature  to  our  missionaries.  There 
has  been  contributed  this  year  by  the  Circles  and  churches 
$143.30;  $110.19  was  sent  last  year,  making  an  increase  of 
$33. 1 1 .  The  Basket  Meeting  was  held  at  Swanzey  this 
year.  This  meeting  was  well  attended  by  delegates  from 
the  Circles. 

Aleredith  Association,  There  are  ten  churches,  and 
five  Circles  report.  Forty-six  Echoes  are  taken  this  year, 
and  last  year  51.  No  clothing  or  literature  have  been  sent 
to  our  schools.  Contributions  this  year  $55  ;  last  year  they 
were  $47,  an  increase  of  $8.  The  Director  felt  very  much 
encouraged  that  the  churches  responded  to  her  request  for 
a  large  contribution.  The  Basket  Meeting  was  held  at 
Rumney.  Only  two  churches  sent  delegates,  but  the  few 
in  attendance  were  helped  in  their  work.

The  report  for  this  year  from  the  Junior  Home  Mission- 
ary Societies  of  New  Hampshire  is  not  at  all  satisfactory. 
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The  contributions  of  money  are  considerably  less  than  last 
jear,  and  in  other  ways  there  is  a  manifest  lack  of  interest 
in  many  places.  This  is  partly  due  to  the  facts  that  of  our 
G[ve  Directors,  one  has  been  ill  a  large  part  of  the  time ; 
another  has  been  out  of  the  state  with  a  sick  daughter ;  and 
a  third  has  felt  obliged  to  resign  because  she  has  not  time 
and  strength  to  give  to  the  work ;  and  I  have  been  able  to 
do  very  little  on  account  of  illness. 

We  are  not,  however,  without  many  reasons  for  encour- 
agement. Many  more  boxes  and  barrels  have  been  sent 
than  usual,  and  the  Directors  who  have  been  able  have 
done  faithful  work  and  with  fairly  good  results.  There  is 
an  increase  of  interest  in  several  places,  especially  in  the 
Milford  Association,  and  with  strength  returning  to  those 
who  have  been  partly  laid  aside,  we  hope  for  better  things

Meetings  have  been  held,  with  constantly  increasing  intei 

est,  and  by  special  request  and  vote,  two  are  to  be  hel^^ 
this  year   in   the   Shaftsbury.      These   have  been  deepl   ^ 
helpful  and  spiritual,  and  the  reflex  influence  very  markec^9. 
We  sometimes  think  the  collections  indicate  the  tone,  aim.  <f 
when  the   Lamoille  responded  with  six  dollars,  and  tlc^e 
Shaftsbury  with  twelve,  our  hearts  were  greatly  encotm^T- 
aged,    and   our   faith   strengthened.     The   churches  ha^^ve 
made  much  improvement   in  the  time  of  returning  th^ir 
blanks,  as  well  as  the  manner  in  which  it  is  done.     \^e 
are  expecting  to  hear  from  each  church  next  year. 

We  also  notice  that  in  some  Associations  where  a  few 
years  ago  only  a  small  number  of  churches  made  collec- 
tions, that  this  year  each  church  has  responded,  and  thajt:

The  new  Circles  also  will  do  their  first  mission  work  in 
the  months  to  come ;  and  so  the  work  goes  on,  reaching 
beyond  anything  we  can  discern  even  with  our  strongest 
lenses  ;  so  we  leave  it. 

One   Director   says:    *' Our   Circle   officers,  taken   as  a 
whole,  are  very  spiritual,  and  that  certainly  means  work  for 
the  Master.**     Another  says  ;   "I  feel  it  of  more  importance 
that  a  larger  number  should  be  interested,  than  to  urge  those 
who  are  giving  to  give  more,  and  I  shall  make  this  a  special 
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^^ature  of  my  work  this  next  year."  Listen  to  the  words 
^r  another  as  she  looks  at  the  other  side,  and  says :  "  I  do 
^ot  believe  in  dismal  forebodings,  but  I  wonder  what  we 
Ought  to  say  and  do.  Am  just  longing  for  the  pen  of  a 
ready  writer,  for  a  great  physical  endurance,  and  a  tongue 
touched  with  a  live  coal  from  off  the  altar.  I  feel  as  if 
sonaething  must  be  done,  when  women  with  our  privileges, 
our  opportunities,  and  our  possibilities  are  willing  to  spend 
so  much  time  and  strength  on  the  things  that  last  only  for  a 
day,  and  the  Lord's  vineyard  lies  waste.  We  ask  in  echo- 
ing harmonies  for  "showers  of  blessings,"  and  then  go  out 
and  cover  the  ground  with  the  waterproof  of  selfishness." 

Still  another  tells  us  she  has  one  Circle  where  **the 
I^resident  does  all  the  work,  and  the  members  are  all  will- 
ing she  should."  What  a  pity  that  those  women  are  con- 
^nt  to  lose  all  the  blessing  that  comes  from  doing.  We 
are  sorry  for  them. 

Associational  Notes. 

Barnstable  reports  only  $45  for  our  work, —  $3  less  than 
last  year.  These  churches  are  small,  but  if  the  interest 
were  aroused,  might  each  of  them  do  something  for  our 
work. 

Boston^  North,  Mrs.  Earle  reports  one  new  Circle 
organized,  a  helpful  Basket  Meeting  held,  and  a  public 
Evening  Meeting  held  in  some  of  the  churches.  She  sug- 
gests that  every  church  might  have  one  evening  a  year 
when  the  work  is  presented  at  the  regular  prayer-meeting, 
either  by  a  speaker  or  by  a  bright  programme  arranged  by 
home  talent,  thus  reaching  the  ear  and  perhaps  the  heart  of 
those  who  will  not  go  to  an  afternoon  Circle  Meeting.

We  would  thank  them  warml} 
for  their  faithful  services.  With  regret  your  Assistant 
Vice-President  also  has  to  report  her  own  resignation 
With  deep  gratitude  for  the  experiences  of  the  work  anc 
for  love  and  cooperation  of  fellow  workers,  she  has  found 
it  best  to  confine  her  eflbrts  to  Westfield  Association, 
assuming  oversight  of  the  Junior  Department  there. 

Gratitude  is  due  to  our  faithful  leader,  Mrs.  Griffen,  in 
Berkshire  Association.  A  number  of  Alaska  calendars 
were  sold  by  her ;  while  the  returns  for  Alaska  in  this 
Association  evince  an  especial  interest  in  that  work.  The 
increase  in  contributions  for  Alaska  is  noticeable  in  MiL 
ler*s  River  and  Westfield,  also.  A  special  word  of  enthui 
siasni  should  be  tendered  the  Young  People's  Societies  c 
Worcester  Association  for  gifts  to  the  general  treasurw 
Hopeful  eflbrts  have  been  started  in  two  Associations  W 
secure  new  Directors.

Twelve   months   in   anticipation   promise  many   oppor- 
tunities  for  service,  and  hope  stirs  the  heart  and  kindles 
zeal  to  labor  that  another  year's  report  shall  show  better 
Results.      Twelve   months  in  retrospect,  and  with  sorrow 
We  find  that  we  have   not  realized  our  ideal ;  there  have 
i>een    interesting    meetings,  and  an  apparent   growth    in 
interest  and  feeling  of  responsibility,   but   no  increase  in 
Contributions,  and   we   seek   to    find   reasons    for   failure; 
There  have  been  many  hindrances  that  were  unavoidable ; 
the  w^inter  months  have  been  peculiarly  trying,  because  of 
rnuch  illness  among  the  workers  and  in  the  churches. 

Many  of  the   Circles   report   smaller  attendance  at  the 
i"egular  meetings,  and  the  Collectors  give  this  as  a  reason 
£or    the   smaller   returns.     We    are    not   discouraged,   for 
through  the  year  as  we  have  tried  to  keep  in  touch  with  the 
'Workers  and  the  Circles,  we  have  seen  many  evidences  of 
love,  self-denial,   consecrated  effort,  devotion,  and  Christ- 
likeness.     To   those   who    labor   thus,    God's    promise    of 
success  is  sure. 

The  usual  "  Children's  Rally"  was  held  the  first  week  in 
December,  with  a  larger  attendance  than  in  any  previous 
year.  Two  hundred  children  joined  in  the  marching  song, 
and  a  large  audience  of  older  friends  enjoyed  with  them  the 
stereopticon  views,  and  a  lecture  upon  Alaska,  by  Mrs. 
McWhinnie.  We  can  but  hope  the  interest  manifested  in 
hearing  of  the  needs  of  the  work,  will  develop  willing 
hearts  and  hands  to  send  the  Word  of  Life. 


Less  than  one-half  of  the  Sunday  schools  in  our  state  are 
contributing  to  the  support  of  the  Orphanage  in  Alaska. 
The  Union  Prayer  Service  held  on  the  9th  of  January  was 
well  attended,  and  was  a  profitable  .season  to  those  who 
were  there,  and  we  trust  will  redound  in  blessings  upon 
those  who  work  as  missionaries  and  teachers,  and  upon  the 
pupils  in  our  mission  schools. 

The  workers  at  home  were  also  lovingly  remembered, 
with  earnest  desire  that  they  might  be  g^ven  wisdom,  and 
strength  of  body  and  mind  to  plan  and  execute. 

We  have  waited  and  hoped  for  the  coming  of  a  woman 
to  work  as  Missionary  among  our  large  French  population, 
and  as  we  close  the  year  we  rejoice  that  she  is  now  here 
and  at  work. 

The   request   from  the  Board   that  the  Young  People^s 
Societies  assume  the  support  of  Mrs.  Duggan,  our  mission- 
ary at  Porto  Rico,  has  been  presented  to  them,  and  a 
have  gladly  responded.     The  imperative  call  for  help  b} 
**  our  new  possessions  "  could  not  pass  unheeded,  yet  w 
cannot  carry  on  the  work  there,  for  lack  of  means,  unless^ 
the  young  people  in  our  churches  come  to  the  rescue  withi 
substantial  aid.

Looking  back  over  the  year  we  have  the  satisfaction  of 
feeling  that  Connecticut  has  made  some  advance,  and  since 
it  proves  to  be  along  all  the  various  lines  of  Circle,  Sunday 
school  and  '^'oung  People's  work,  we  are  encouraged  to 
think  th.'it  the  gain  is  a  permanent  one. 

Taking  no  note  of  legacies,  two  of  which  are  reported 
amounting    to   8350,  we    find    an   advance  of  $621.78,  an 
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average  increase  of  $200  for  each  department^  with  Alaska 
a  little  in  the  lead. 

We  are  aware  that  the  growing  demands  of  this  increasing 
American  family  call  for  much  larger  gifts,  but  our  new 
children,  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  are  but  infants,  scarce  out 
of  swaddling  bands,  and  year  by  year  as  our  women  come 
to  realize  that  the  children  are  growing,  calling  for  educa- 
tion and  outfit  according  to  their  station,  they  will  arouse 
themselves,  and  who  can  tell  but  we  shall  recount  next  year 
much  larger  increase.  Surely,  if  we  could  but  realize  the 
need  and  glory  of  willing  and  abundant  service,  we  would 
work  more  earnestly  for  definite  results. 

One  important  feature  during  the  year  has  been  a  stated 
purpose  presented  with  each  succeeding  season.  As  in  the 
summer,  those  of  us  who  work  with  the  little  ones,  had 
pledged  a  certain  sum  by  the  first  of  September,  and  it  was 
truly  beautiful  and  inspiring  to  see  how  anxious  one  little 
company  of  children  were,  when  the  summer  outings  were 
planned,  that  the  amount  should  be  provided  before  they 
went  away.  Sept.  ist  found  the  stated  sum  and  more  in 
their  treasury. 

Then  from  June  to  November  some  were  "  crazily  fanat- 
ical "  enough  to  keep  up  an  agitation  on  the  Mormon  ques- 
tion, with  the  result  that  many  came  to  know  for  the  first 
time  something  of  the  blackness  of  the  plague  spot  which 
Mre  calmly  suffer  within  our  borders ;   and  since  the  imme- 
diate disgrace  we  dreaded  has  been  averted,  we  are  all  glad 
to  have  had  even  a  small  share  in  swelling  the  total  of  five 
million   signatures,    which    so   completely,  with  noiseless 
steps,  routed  the  enemy. 

November  very  appropriately  called  for  a  thank  offering, 
which  in  many  places  met  with  ready  response.  The  fol- 
lowing months  passed  quickly ;    our   women,    busy   with 
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of  funds  along  all  missionary  lines.     In  many  Circles  tl^ 
year's  work  is  reported  from  January  to  January,  vfh\C^ 
will  account  for  the  difference  between  "  blank*'  and Ec6^ 
reports.     However,  there  is  a  -commendable  eagerness  ^^ 
gather  all  possible  gifts  up  to  the  last  week  in  March,  an 
if  the  Director  can  know,  she  will  gladly  include  every  gil 
Up  to  the  close  of  the  missionary  year.     We  acknowledge^ 
with  gratitude  the  kindness  of  our  Treasurer  in  sending  t( 
the  Vice-President  the  March  lists  in  time  for  our  Stat^^ 
Annual,  held  April  12th,  so  that  an  exact  summary  wa^^  -^ 
given   at  that  meeting  as  reported  in  the    Watchman  0    ^^ 
April  19th. 

Last  July  we  had,  by  the  kindness  of  the  Crescent  Beach^»  " 
committee,  an  opportunity  to  present  our  work  on  th^  -^^ 
opening  day  of  the  summer  atssembly.  Mrs.  McWhinni^  -•^ 
spoke  for  Alaska,  while  other  features  of  interest  were  pre  ^  J^' 
sented  by  local  workers,  and  the  afternoon  session  closci^-  ^sd 
with  an  address  by  General  Morgan  of  the  Home  Mission  -^on 
Society.  Our  Society  is  gladly  placed  upon  the  programme  ^c^e 
of  Associations  and  the  State  Convention.  We  wouU  M^  1^ 
express  our  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  of  the  brethrer*'"^^  "• 

All  the  workers  who  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  wit 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  in  conference  last   Octobei 
felt  strengthened  and  encouraged,  and  many  points  wei 
made  clear  which  had  been  queries,  while  the  united  pray* 
gave  new  confidence  to  carry  on  the  work. 

Each  Association  in  Northeastern  Connecticut  has  bee^a^  ^^en 
in  the  care  of  those,  who  for  many  years,  have  been  ot-^'  ^i/r 
leaders  in  Home  Mission  work.     We  greatly  regret  th    ^mat 
one  of  these  tried  and  true  friends  feels  that  she  must  IM^    be 
excused   from    further   service.      There   are  those  who  '^^se 
places  seem  more  than  usually  hard  to  fill,  and  Mrs.  Spe        n- 
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cer,  from  her  long  and  continuous  intimacy  with  the  work 
as  State  Vice-President  and  Director  of  Hartford  Associa- 
tion, seems  one  of  this  kind.  We  hope  soon  to  find  some 
one  to  undertake  in  her  place. 

Each  Association  has  made  substantial  gain.     Mrs.  E. 
A.  Spencer  finds  steady  increase  in  gifts,   though   fewer 
churches  reported  the  past  year.     Mrs.  Annie  A.  Preston, 
working  against  heavy  odds,  yet  by  her  own  personality 
W^inning  recognition  and   financial   help   from   sometimes 
Unexpected  sources.     Mrs.  Brown  commends  the  faithful- 
less  of  the  women  in  small   communities ;    in   one   case 
Where  one  of  the  younger  members  of  such  a  Circle  was  on 
tVie  eve  of  departure  for  a  new  home,  the  friends  said  :  "So 
that  her  interest  may  not  waver  amid  new  surroundings, 
we   will  make  her  a  life  member."     If  you  knew  where  to 
look  you  would  find  a  record  which  says  :  to  April  ist,  1899, 
^8.72;  to  April  ist,  19CX5,  $34.50;  an  entirely  additional 
^ift  was  that  life  membership.     Not  ten  miles  from  that 
cihurch,  six-year-old  Abby  Gertrude,  with  winning  smile 
and    willing    feet,    sold    forty-one   calendars,    forwarding 
-within  the  week  the  whole  amount  with  postage. 

We  have  to  record  the  going  home  of  many  tried  and 
true  friends;  but  who  can  question  the  ultimate  success 
when  old  and  young,  with  steady  determination,  seek*  and 
find  ways  of  earnest  service. 

The  gift  for  Alaska  shows  a  lively  interest  in  fifty-seven 
Sunday  schools,  against  thirty-eight  last  year  ;  also  fourteen 
Young  People's  Societies  have  had  the  Orphanage  in 
remembrance.  From  the  Sabbath  schools  of  Connecticut 
have  come  $418.05;  from  Young  People,  $224.59;  ^'"^"^ 
other  friends,  $52.19  —  making  a  total  of  $694.83  for 
Alaska.  Total  receipts  for  the  year,  $4158.18  —  being  an 
advance  of  $965.23  over  last  year. 
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Our  ladies  have  been  busy  caring  for  the  physical  wants 
of  our  wards — though  value  is  not  always  stated. 

Home  Mission  Echoes  are  not  so  generally  taken  as  we 
wish  —  let  us  look  to  more  earnest  eflbrt  in  this  direction. 

We  are  grateful  for  what  has  been  attained  so  far ;  may  it 
be  but  the  beginning  of '  more  persistent  conscientious 
effort  during  the  whole  of  this  year  just  beg^n,  and  may  we 
all  realize  that  power  and  willingness  to  do  are  a  gift  to  be 
eagerly  sought  after.

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The  report  of  the  Assistant  State  Vice-President  for  this 
year  is  a  very  joyful  one,  because  of  the  increased  gifts 
from  the  Young  People  of  our  state. 

The  total  amount  given  as  reported  through  the  Echo^^ 
is  $810.93,  *  &^^  o^  nearly  $250  over  the  previous  year'^ 
and  $100  over  any  year  since  the  separation  of  the  Youn^ 
People's  work  from  the  general  work  in  1892. 

Eighty  societies  contributed  toward  this  result  as  follows  c 
C.  E.  and  B.  U.  Societies,  14;  Junior  C.  E.  and  B.  U., 
22  ;  Bands  and  Farther  Lights,  36;  miscellaneous,  8. 

The  objects  toward  which  our  gifts  were  largely  applied 
were :  the  salary  of  Miss  Tanner,  at  Atoka  Academy, 
Atoka,  I.  T. ;  the  salary  of  Mrs.  J.  P.  Duggan,  at  Ponce, 
Porto  Rico  ;  the  Kodiak  Baptist  Orphanage,  Alaska ;  and 
the  support  of  Joy  and  Lota,  at  Fresno,  Cal. 

This  latter  object  was  given  to  the  Juniors,  who  responded 
most  heartily,  sending  in  $79.77  of  the  $80  asked,  before 
the  books  closed,  and  who  are  now  well  along  on  the  next 
year's  gifts.  This  result  is  the  more  cheering  when  we 
remember  that  out  of  the  Juniors  of  today  will  come  our 
future  workers. 

We  are  also  glad  to  report  a  full  list  of  Directors,  Miss 
Emma  L.  Davis  having  accepted  the  Directorship  of  Fair- 
field Association. 

It  is  largely  to  the  faithful  work  of  these  Directors  during 
the  past  year,  that  the  increase  in  our  gifts  is  due. 

We  aim  for  $1,000  the  coming  year,  and  we  pray  that 
in  His  strength  we  may  be  able  to  attain  unto  it.

The  nineteenth  year  of  Spelman  Seminary  has  been 
larked  by  no  unusual  incidents.  The  teachers  in  the 
arious  departments  have  done  their  customary  work  with 
tdelity  and  success,  and  earnest  study  has  borne  its  wonted 
ruit  with  the  majority  of  the  pupils.  Manual  training  in 
be  printing,  dressmaking,  sewing,  and  cooking  classes, 
nd  in  the  housekeeping  and  laundry  departments,  and 
noral,  mental,  and  religious  training  have  all  been  prose- 
uted  with  organized  and  systematic  vigor. 

We  feel  the  effect  of  the  return  of  financial  prosperity  to 
he  country,  in  an  enrollment  that  is  larger  than  we  have 
lad  since  1893,  and  it  is  gratifying  that  the  principal 
ncrease  has  been  in  the  higher  classes.  We  have  had  this 
erm  an  enrollment  of  598,  285  being  boarders,  and  313 
lay  scholars.  They  have  come  from  eighteen  different 
tates,  from  South  America,  and  from  Africa. 

Our  literary  departments  have  had  the  following  enroll- 
nent :  — College,  4  ;  missionary  training,  i  ;  teachers'  pro- 


fessional,  23 ;  college  preparatory,  9 ;  academic,  73  :  aiul 
English  preparatory,  445.  We  gave  diplomas  last  May  as 
follows :  — Missionary  training,  i ;  college  preparatory,  5 ; 
academic,  4.  In  our  industrial  department  we  have 
enrolled: — Printing,  32;  dressmaking,  63 ;  sewing,  402; 
nurse  training,  47 ;  advanced  cooking,  13.  Last  May  we 
gave  seven  certificates  on  completion  of  the  printing  course, 
four  for  the  nurse  training  course,  twelve  for  the  advanced  j 
course  in  domestic  arts,  and  two  for  the  dressmaking  class. 

The  nurse  training  department  is  in  good  condition,  vMi 
seventeen  young  women  giving  their  entire  time  to  prac- 
tical work.      In  former  years  measles,  chicken-pox,  an 
grip  have  visited  the  school,  giving  training  to  the  nurses  r 
but  no  epidemic,  either  mild  or  severe,  has  approached  u 
this  term,  for  which,  of  course,  we  are  very  grateful.     \ 
we  long  more  and  more  for  a  hospital  that  will  give 
facilities  for  surgical  nursing.     There  would  be  no 
culty  in  finding  enough  patients,  if  we  had  room  for  their:^^,!. 
We  feel  that  our  graduates  from  this  department  are  doi^cr  j^ 
valuable  ser\'ice  for  the  world. 

Our  normal  and  training  department  which  was  org^i^u. 
ized  in   1S92  on  its  present  basis,  with  nine  students,       ^jj 
graduates   from    our   academic   department,  has   enrol.  Med 
during  these  eight  years  seventy  different  young  won^ejj, 
forty-three  of  our  own  previous  training,  and  twenty-seven 
graduates  of  other  schools.     The  average  enrollment  has 
been  seventeen ;  the  total  number  of  diplomas  given  has 
been  twenty.     We  hope  to  give  six  more  in  May. 

These  graduates  have  filled  positions  of  influence  in 
seven  different  states,  and  their  reputation  is  such  that  vre 
receive  many  more  applications  for  trained  teachers  than 
we   can    fill.     At    least   three   schools   controlled    by  the 
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Negroes  themselves  will  have  no  other  assistants  than  Spel- 
'^lan  girls,  and  preferably  our  normal  graduates. 

^any  who  have  taken  a  part  of  this  course  but  who  felt 
triable  to  give  time  to  complete  it,  are  successful  teachers. 
One  is  in  the  new  Georgia  Normal  and  Industrial  Insti- 
^^•Jle  at  Greensboro,  organizing  the  industrial  work  among 
ttxe  girls;  a  second  has  recently  obtained  a  permanent 
*t:ate  license  in  Georgia,  and  is  at  the  head  of  a  large  town 
^^iliool ;  a  third  is  on  her  third  year  of  teaching  in  Arkansas 
ptist  College,  Little  Rock ;  a  fourth  has  been  assistant 

incipal  of  a  public  school  at  Milledgeville,  Ga.,  for  four 
3^^ars ;  and  still  another  has  a  fine  position  in  the  public 
^<:ihool8  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.  These  individual  notices 
'^^ight  be  indefinitely  continued  did  space  permit. 

In  1892  our  practice  school  included  only  two  poorly 
^^lassified  grades,  a  primary  and  an  intermediate.  Now  it 
*>«s  eight  well  classified  grades,  each  of  two  divisions,  and 
Tomotions  are  made  twice  a  year.  It  is  by  no  means 
nusual  for  a  girl  who  has  advanced  no  further  than  the 
pper  classes  of  the  practice  school  to  pass  the  state 
Examination  and  obtain  a  license  to  teach. 

We  are  glad  to  observe  a  growing  appreciation  of  the 

'Value  of  our  normal  work  among  those  for  whom  it  was 

Established.     One  student  has  come  to  us  this  year,  who, 

liaving  taught  several  years  in  the  city  of  Selma,  had  leave 

fDf  absence  granted  her  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

so  that  she  might  have  the  advantage  of  normal  training. 

The  principal  hindrances  to  securing  double  our  number 
of  normal  students,  which  number  could  easily  be 
instructed  without  a  larger  teaching  force,  are  : — the  dif- 
ficulty poverty  imposes  of  taking  time  for  thorough  prepar- 
ation to  teach ;  the  feeling  of   parents  that  the  academic 
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course   is    sufficient,  and   that   the  older  members  of  the 
family  should  help  them  educate  the  younger  ones;  and 
the  ease  with  which  graduates  of  an  academic  course  can 
obtain   positions   as   teachers  without  special  training  i^^ 
teaching.    As  the  state  requirements  for  procuring  license* 
to  teach  in  the  public  schools  are  made  more  rigoro»>^^ 
and   as    it   comes  to  be  seen  that  normal  graduates  h^-^^ 
advantage  over  others,    these  obstacles  will  gradually    ^^ 
overcome. 

A  new  missionary  field  is  opening  before  our  gradual ^^' 
For   three   years   we   have   had   three  students   from  c^^^^ 
family  from  Bocas  del  Toro,  Columbia,  South  Ameri^^^*' 
This  term  there  are  ten  from  that  place,  and  a  call  conr        ^^^ 
from  there  for  educated  teachers  for  the  common  schooi^^^*' 
A    representative    from    the  Negro  inhabitants  intends  ^° 

visit  Spelman  soon,   and  some  of  our  graduates  hope  ^^ 

return  with  him  ^o  South  America. 

The  outward  aspect  of  our  grounds  is  rapidly  changicrrr^S^* 
Through   the   liberality   of    Hon.    John    D.    Rockefell        ^^^ 
another  piece  of  land,  which  cut  into  our  property  at  ^^^^ 
northwest  corner,  has  been  bought  for  us,  and  a  beautL  ^"^ 
iron    fence    is  being  put  around  our  entire  twenty  act     *«• 
The  unsightly  cottages  that  disfigured  the  landscape  hs^ve 
been   removed,    gullies    have    been    filled    and    irregi^  ^^^ 
prominences    smoothed    over,    and    soon   w^e    shall    h^^'^ 
smiling  verdure  covering  the  whole  large  campus. 

In  these  days  of  disquietude,  when  menacing  clouds  r"^^^ 
on  the  horizon,  we  feel  impelled  to  press  forward  iim*^^^ 
earnestly  than  ever  in  the  Christian  education  of  the  yoi-»'^^ 
of  the  Xecrro  race.  More  and  more  do  we  feel  that  <^^-^^ 
most  important  work  is  the  moral  and  religious  training  ^ 
our  pupils.     Those  whose  generous  kindness  has  upl^^ 
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us  so  bountifully  and  beneficently  in  the  years  that  are  past 
little  realize  the  good  that  they  have  done.  With  fresh 
and  enduring  gratitude  we  bless  the  Woman's  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  and  all  friends  who  have 
aided  us  by  prayers  and  gifts.

Let  me  just  own  up  that  I  was  glad  when  Dr.  Tefft  said 
"that  I  might  write  the  annual  letter  of  H.  M.  C.  Not 
that  I  have  so  much  to  write,  but  I  am  glad  of  a  chance  to 
say  a  good  hearty  "Thank  you"  to  the  Christian  North, 
who  are  doing  so  much  for  a  people  still  denied  in  their 
home  land  the  opportunities  given  to  others. 

Concerning  the  pupils,  it  is  much  the  same  story.  A 
few,  bom  of  young  and  progressive  parents,  who  have 
been  educated  in  such  schools  as  those  supported  by  the 
Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  come 
with  something  of  a  foundation  ready  to  be  built  upon-; 
but  these  are  the  few. 

It  is  still  true  that  for  the  most  part  the  homes  of  the 
colored  people  of  the  South  are  not  homes  save  in  name, 
but  places  of  ignorance,  superstition,  abject  poverty,  and 
the  corruption  common  to  such  life. 

Poverty,  ignorance  and  sin  cannot  be  put  off  as  one 
would  lay  aside  an  outer  garment,  and  he  who  expects  it 
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of  any  people  expects  too  much.  The  downtrodden  man, 
desperately  struggling  to  rise,  deserves  the  sympathy  of 
those  more  blessed.  Hosts  of  the  young  colored  people 
are  aspiring,  and  many  of  the  parents  make  desperate 
struggles  to  lift  their  children  to  a  plane  above  that  in 
which  they — themselves —  have  groveled,  not  from  choice, 
but  from  sheer  inability  to  rise,  being  held  down  by  large 
families  to  support  and  small  pay,  regardless  of  the  amount 
or  hardness  of  the  work  done. 

I  wish  you  of  the  North,  who  are  aiding  in  this  blessed  ^ 
work,  might  know,  as  I  do,  the  struggles  made  by  the  ^^ 
poor  and  ignorant  colored  people.  Men  toil  from  before^^^ 
the  dawn  of  day  far  into  the  night,  and  receive  for  sue! 
services  forty  cents.  Women  labor  in  the  same  way  fo* 
twenty  cents  a  day  (working  for  less  if  by  the  month )^" 
cooking,  washing,  ironing  and  cleaning,  for  large  famili^  ^  • 
for  two  or  three  dollars  a  month. 


These  facts  touch  the  life  of  your  schools  in  the  Sout.::ar^  ^^ 
Young  people  from  such  homes  are  void  of  training.  a 

field  hand  toiling  from  mom  till  night  away  from  her  cH-rrr?/;, 
dren  cannot  train  them,     A  mother  whose  energies  are  ^jj 

used  to  wash  clean  the  linen  of  others  cannot  keep  her  o^  iv;, 
children  clean.     The  low  wages  of  father  and  mother  t^oiay 
cover   the  bodies  of  their  children,  but  it  cannot  clo^Ae 
them.     Two  or  three  dimes  a  day  may  feed  on  com-bre5(/ 
and  pork,  but  it  cannot  nourish. 

Here  we  are  face  to  face  with  a  people  ill-clad,  poorly 
nourished,  and  untrained.  Thus  they  grow  up.  Thus 
they  come  to  the  institutions  that  you  have  planted.  Here 
the  work  of  your  teachers  must  begin.  No  use  to  look  on 
and  lament  their  condition,  but  with  book  and  Bible  in 
hand  and  Christ  in  heart,  go  to  work,  remembering  that 
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the  line  which  separates  our  present  condition  from  theirs 
is  but  a  few  years  back.      [How  vividly  do  I  recall  my 
cabin  life  with  meal-coffee  and  corn-bread  for  breakfast, 
and  the  dinner  not  much  more  nor  much  better] . 

What  the  Woman's  American    Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society,  and  that  still  older  and  larger  society,  the  Ameri- 
can Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  have  done  for  the  hun- 
<ircds  who  hold  diplomas  from  their  schools,  may  be,  yea, 
ix^ijst  be  done  for  the  thousands  equally  desirous  of  an  edu- 
o^i.tion  and  equally  willing  to  strive  to  that  end.

ay.  Her  profession  is  teaching,  but  no  one  word  can

Eliza   Jackson,    for   ten   years   a   faithful  teacher,    has

^lirough  them  changed  the  homes,  infusing  into  the  little 

^^nes  her  own  missionary  spirit,  temperance  principles,  and 

i  ndustrious  habits. 

The  children  of  one  family  actually  ran  away  from 
iiome  because  their  parents  compelled  them  as  soon  as 
^he  darkness  came,  to  pillage  the  neighborhood  for  things 
not  their  own.  These  children  wanted  to  live  both  night 
and  day  the  lessons  of  honesty  taught  them  by  this  faith- 
ful Christian  woman,  the  product  of  one  of  your  schools; 
and  not  being  free  in  the  home,  they  left  it  that  they  might 
not  only  know  the  right,  but  live  the  right. 
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Heredity  may  be  strong,  fettering  the  soul  and  to  soitm^  < 
extent  counteracting  good  influences ;  but  the  redemptiw^e 
power  of  our  Saviour's  blood  is  stronger  still.  It  is  ^Mti 
His  name  that  this  work  is  being  done,  and  abundant  Jay 
does  He  reward  the  laborers,  giving  experiences  so  riu  h 
that  Heaven  seems  very  near  to  earth,  and  earth  at  the  ve—  ry 
doors  of  Heaven.

The  South  led  in  wintry  weather  this  year.     Our  sKrioiv 
storm   began    Dec.    31st.      The    first  intimation   was     the 
rattling  of  hail  on  the  windows  and  cistern  cover,  followed       j 
by  the  feathery  crystals ;  and  the  charm  of  our  dinner  hour       ^' 
that   last    Sunday   of   the   old   year  was  a   genuine  New 
England  snow  storm. 

Smiling  skies  soon  ushered  in  our  warm,  sunny  weather. 
A  belief  seems  to  prevail  among  the  colored  farmers  that 
a  snow  storm  is  the  harbinger  of  good  crops  for  the  ensu- 
ing year.  Be  it  true  or  not,  there  has  not  been  such  a 
rich  harvest  for  the  past  five  years,  as  has  gladdened  the 
burdened  hearts  of  the  people  the  past  year.  No  one  has 
rejoiced  over  this  more  than  our  island  people.  Their 
children  were  able  to  enter  school  earlier  than  usual,  happv 
in  the  thought  that  they  could  help  more  toward  their 
expenses.

Bright   new    pupils    sought   admission,  and  the  earlier 

applicants  were  received ;  but  later  ones  had  to  be  turned 

away  for  lack  of  sufficient  room.     As  it  is  we  have  been 

inconvenienced  by  our  crowding ;  but  there  has  never  been 

a  murmur  of  complaint,  though  the  teachers  have  at  times 

suffered  with  the  discomfort  of  rather  close  quarters. 

We  have  registered  thirty-nine  boarding  students,  with 
an  additional  enrollment  of  eighty  day  pupils.  We  would 
that  our  dormitory  room  enabled  us  to  reverse  the  numbers. 
It  must  be  the  experience  of  every  southern  mission  worker 
that  the  most  blessed  results  follow  the  work  with  the 
boarding  students. 

Some  of  our  new  students  are  ''up  country"  girls  of  fine 
mental  ability,  and  they  have  roused  to  greater  enthusiasm 
Our  interesting  island  girls. 

Other  things  being  equal,  one  finds  wider  intelligence 
the  further  north  he  goes,  as  the  contact  of  race  with  race 
^ends  to  greater  thrift  and  energy  among  the  freed  people. 
One  may  wander  for  miles  on  our  islands  without  passing 
the  home  of  a  white  family. 

We  have  been  conscious  of  new  life  all  along  the  line 
this  year.  Excellent  progress  has  been  made  in  the  pri- 
mary department  under  Miss  Harvey's  skilled  labor.  So 
thinks  a  well  grown  girl  who  could  not  write  her  name 
when  she  entered  school  last  October.  She  now  reads 
well,  and  writes  a  good  letter  to  her  happy  home  friends, 
sixty  miles  distant. 

The  intermediate  department,  under  Miss  Kinsman's 
ever  faithful  interest,  is  working  up  to  the  possibility  of 
higher  grade  work  next  year. 

Our  sewing  class  under  Mrs.  Barber,  has  taken  practical 
work    in   various   stitches,  and    is   engaged  at  present  in 
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cutting  and  fitting  plain  garments.  We  long  for  th< 
girls  to  be  centers  of  strong  personal  influence  in  t~~  he 
neighborhoods  from  which  they  come.  With  head,  han^^d, 
and  heart  trained  to  self   sacrificing  work,  our   studer       its 

may  be  messengers  of  joy  to  many  a  life  we  can  ne\ ^'cr 

reach. 

Our  weekly  prayer  meeting  has  never  been  more  he^Mp- 
ful.     Many    have   expressed    a   desire   for   prayer.      O^^ne 
evening  the  ' '  worst  boy  in  the  neighborhood  "  came  f^a^r- 
ward  and  knelt  with  others,  and  is  soon  to  be  "  burS— ed 
with  Christ  in  baptism."     We  praise  our  Father  for  thc^^se 
among  our   pupils  who  give  evidence  of  a  changed  li     ^^' 
Nowhere  has  the  work  of  the  Spirit  been  more  appar^^n^ 
than  in  the  voluntary  and  tearful  confession,  on  the  p  ^^^ 
of  our  boarding  students,  of  petty  faults  known  only        ^^ 
themselves. 

The  Christmas  holidays  made  an  unusually  pleasra*-'^^ 
break  in  the  lives  of  our  students.  A  Christmas  tree  \w^3S 
well  laden  with  pretty  and  useful  gifts  from  friends  Nort  ^  • 
and  a  generous  treat  was  provided  for  the  girls,  the  A^y 
spent  at  the  "  Old  Fort "  grove.

WATERS  INSTITUTE,  WINTON,  N.  C.

We  are  nearing  the  close  of  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and 
successful  years  in  the  history  of  our  school.  The  number 
CDf  students  has  been  larger  than  in  any  previous  year ;  the 
character  and  deportment  of  the  students  have  been  good ; 
^here  has  been  marked  improvement  in  the  literar}'  and 
temperance  work.     We  can  report  progress  along  all  lines. 

The  moral  and  spiritual  development  of  the  students  is  a 
cause  for  thanksgiving,  though  we  regret  that  two  of  our 
number  are  yet  non-professors  of  religion.  We  believe, 
however,  that  the  work  of  grace  has  deepened  in  the  hearts 
of  the  professing  Christians,  and  that  they  will  go  out  better 
prepared  to  live  aright  themselves  and  to  help  others. 

Nine  of  our  students  have  been  out  teaching  in  the  public 
schools.  Their  work  has  been  satisfactory,  and  their  influ- 
ence wholesome  so  far  as  we  have  learned. 

Our  school  has  been  well  filled  this  year ;  the  indications 
are  that  we  will  need  more  room  another  year,  and  also 
another  teacher. 

As  I  told  you  in  a  previous  letter,  we  have  been  heavily 
taxed.  We  have  done  the  best  we  could,  but  a  teacher  or 
nnatron  seems  imperative.  We  wish  to  do  a  higher  class 
of  work  than  formerly,  and  give  more  attention  in  detail  to 
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the  work  in  hand.  Other  needs  are  furniture  for  five  rooms, 
an  organ  or  piano,  wall  maps  for  the  recitation  rooms,  and 
books  of  reference  for  our  library.  A  few  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  old  chapel,  which  sadly  needs  to  be 
replaced  by  a  better  building. 

This  school  has  the  hearty  support  of  the  people  for  whom 
it  was  established,  but  their  heartiest  effort  is  not  sufficient 
to  carry  on  the  work,  because  they  are  poor.  With  the 
proper  means  this  school  can  do  great  good,  being  located 
as  it  is  in  the  midst  of  a  dense  population  of  colored  people^ 
and  easily  accessible  to  them. 

We  have  reason  to  hope  for  better  things  in  the  future, 
as  we  also  feel  the  pressing  need  to  elevate  our  people  as 
speedily  as  possible.     A  new  era  is  about  to  dawn  upon  us. 
We  are  nearing  a  crisis.     What  the  outcome  will  be  we  are 
not  able  to  divine.     The  condition  of  affairs  in  the  South 
tell  us  that  we  must  educate,  must  raise  the   standard  of 
morality  and  religion  among  us ;  must  acquire  wealth,  or 
we  go  down  before  the  inevitable.     The  fate  of  the  Indian 
of  this    continent  is  far   more    desirable    than   that  which 
threatens  us,  unless  God  in   His  wisdom  saves  us  from  it. 
We  need  money  and   sympathetic  friends  to  help  us  in  our 
great  peril. 

Truly  the  friends  of  the  North  have  been  generous  in  the 
past,  but  at  no  time  have  we  needed  help  more  than  now. 

The  thousands  of  foreigners  crowding  our  shores,  the 
inhabitants  of  the  newly  acquired  territories,  demand  large 
and  immediate  help,  and  the  Baptists  of  the  North  and 
Soutli  must  plant  schools  ntul  churches  in  these  new  colo- 
nies ;  hut  we  are  here,  we  were  born  liere,  we  were  enslaved 
here,  we  have  sutVered  and  toiled  here.  W^e  therefore 
appeal  to  our  friends  to  continue  aiding  us  that  we  may  be 
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elevated  here.  As  a  race  we  are  generally  willing  to  do 
what  we  can  to  help  ourselves,  but  we  are  yet  dependent 
upon  our  friends. 

We  are  indebted  to  many  of  our  friends  for  barrels  con- 
taining bedding,  clothing,  and  other  useful  articles.     As  far 
as  we  could,  we  have  written  a  letter  of  grateful  acknowl- 
edgment  to  each    church,  society,  or   individual.     If  any 
One  has  not  received  such  a  letter  from  us  I  would  like  to 

Icnow.

ARKANSAS    BAPTIST  COLLEGE,    LITTLE    ROCK,   ARK. 

Teacher:  Miss  Lillie  L.  Gibbs. 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  write  you  an  annual  letter 
concerning  our  work.  In  two  more  months  another  year's 
work  in  the  Arkansas  Baptist  College  is  ended.  This  year 
our  field  has  been  '*  white  to  harvest."  Many  have  come 
to  us  who  did  not  know  how  to  sew  or  mend  their  own 
clothes,  cook,  keep  their  rooms,  or  even  themselves  tidy. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  we  can  see  an  improvement  in  every 
respect;  and  although  they  are  still  far  from  perfection,  we 
feel  that  they  will  do  much  good  in  their  homes  when  they 
return  to  them  this  summer. 

There  have  been  four  conversions  in  our  school  this 
session.  When  I  tell  you  that  we  have  seventy-three  pupils 
on  roll  who  are  not  Christians,  four  converts  will  seem  a 
small  number ;  but  to  compare  tliis  number  with  those  of 
previous  years,  we  can  look  at  in  a  difierent  light,  for  these 
are  the  first  converts  of  the  institution  in  three  or  more 
years.  Many  of  our  students  who  come  to  us  as  professing 
Christians  are  not  sincere,  and  hence  are  stumbling  blocks. 
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Although  the  outlook  is  sometimes  very  ilark,  we  art  not 
discouraged,  for  we  believe  our  prayers  will  be  answered. 

The  Lord  has  blessed  our  family  with  good  health ;  we 
have  had  only  one  veiy  sick  g^rl,  and  she  is  now  improving. 

The  last  floor  of  the  building  has  been  finished  enough  to 
be  occupied,  and  we  have  had  eixty-seven  girls  in  the  board- 
ing department.     W'e  are  sorry  that  we  still  have  no  place    ^^ 
for  our  boys,  ami  they  are  scattered  over  the  city,  somfc^^ 
vforking  for  Iheir  board,  while  others  are  fairly  accommo~  ,^_ 
dated  in  the  homes  of  those  who  will   board  them;    for-:^^^. 
unfortunate  for  us,  the  best  families  here  ai-e  unwilling  t  .:;^^^ 
board  the  students.     We  are  hoping  that  not  many  year-  ^_^^ 
will  pass  before  we  can  purchase  the  block  across  the  strerr— -^j^j 
from  us,  iincl  erect  a  building  for  the  boys;  for  we  reali         „ 
that  we  will  be  unable  to  give  them    the  proper  traini      -^ 
until  wc  can  have  their  home  life,  while  here,  under  c=:ai;r 
direction. 

The  class  standing  of  the  students  this  session  is  m^jc/, 
above  that  of  last,  and  the  average  attendance  is  also  much 
better.     Our  students  are  beginning  to  learn  that  thev  ain 
not    accomplish    much   by    spending    only    three    or   four 
months  in  school  at  a  time. 

We  speak  often  of  our  friends  in  the  North  who  are 
doing  so  much  for  us,  and  tluougli  us  the  students  liatc 
learned  to  love  you.  M'e  all  feel  that  without  the  aid  and 
prayers  of  our  friends  there,  we  can  do  but  little;  and  wt 
pray  that  they  will  never  see  fit  to  withdraw  their  hands 
from  us,

Commencement  occurred  about  six  weeks  after  our  last 
annual  report.  Four  students  graduated,  one  from  the 
£nglish  academic  course  and  three  from  the  Latin 
academic.  Of  this  number  one  is  teaching  in  the  public 
schools  of  Vicksburg,  one  is  here  at  Jackson  College  con- 
tinuing his  studies,  and  two  are  at  home  preparing  for 
further  study. 

Much  work  comes  to  the  faithful  teacher  during  the 
summer.  Students  are  constantly  writing  for  counsel  as  to 
the  best  way  to  get  ready  for  another  school  year.  Last 
summer  all  were  filled  with  hope  of  a  full  and  early  open- 
ing on  account  of  the  extreme  cold  of  the  previous  winter. 
But  we  were  doomed  to  disappointment,  for  the  dread 
yellow  fever  appeared  for  the  third  time  in  September,  and 
delayed  our  opening  until  November  15th.  Mr.  Barrett 
and  I  were  shut  in  by  quarantine  six  weeks,  and  the 
experience  was  far  from  pleasant.  Many  students  spent 
their  money  during  this  time,  and  others  were  persuaded 
to  take  schools  near  home,  and  thus  our  attendance  was 
again  reduced.  But  both  enrollment  and  average  have 
been  larger  than  last  year,  and  this  is  most  encouraging. 

The  small  pox,  so  prevalent  all  over  the  South  the  past 
winter,  has  visited  Jackson  in  fullest  force,  and  many  cases 
still  linger  at  this  writing.  By  having  all  vaccinated,  we 
have  thus  far  avoided  any  cases  here  at  tlie  school.  We 
feel  deeply  thankful  for  this,  as  several  other  schools  had 
cases  in  their  dormitories. 

Neither  have  we  had  severe  illness  of  any  kind.  We 
believe  this  is  due  to  our  excellent  location,  and  to  watch- 
fulness over  slight  ailments. 
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While   there   has   been    no   great  change  in  the  school 
during  the  year,  yet  a//  departments  have  been  advanced. 
The  academic  work  has  been   lifted  one  year,  so  that  we 
have  no  graduating  class  as  usual.     One  student,  however, 
graduates   from    the    College   preparatory   course,   and  is 
ready  to  enter  upon  College  work  next  year.     So  marked 
has  been  the  change  in  the  character  of  the  literary  work 
done    within   a  few  years,  that   we  have  had  an  unusual 
number   of  applications  for  our  graduates    as  teachers  in 
high  schools. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Mcintosh,  our  faithful  and  efficient  music 
teacher  for  the  past  six  years,  spent  a  part  of  last  summer 
at  the  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Chicago,  taking  lessons  on 
both  piano  and  cornet,  in  order  to  be  better  fitted  for  her 
work.     All   students  receive  daily  vocal  lessons    free,  the 
school  being  divided  into  three  grades.     Our  Commence- 
ment concert  will  be  the  cantata  of  Esther,  which  easily 
grows  out  of  the  daily  work.     Lessons  are  also  given  on 
piano,   organ,    mandolin    and    cornet.      The    number   of 
instrumental    pupils    has    been   greater   than    for    several 
years.     The   colored   people   are    known   to    be    musical. 
Our  students  become  teachers  and  church  workers,  and  if 
they  can  play  an  instrument  well  their  usefulness  is  greatly 
increased.     Among    our    applications    for    teachers    were 
some    for   those    who    could    teach    music    in    addition    to 
academic  studies. 

We  have  no  well  equipped  industrial  department.  One 
is  much  needed.  Students  do  the  work  in  kitchen,  dining 
hall,  dormitories,  and  laundry,  as  well  as  about  the  grounds, 
thus  gaining  much  practical  knowledge.  The  girls  have 
daily  lessons  in  plain  sewing. 

The  Mc Kinney  Missionary  Society  has  used  the  Conquest 
Missionary  Course  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  with  great   profit. 
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More  and  more  are  our  students  realizing  that  their  educa* 
tion  is  valuable  only  as  they  can  use  it  for  uplifting  their 
people  and  for  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Young  Ladies'  Prayer  Meeting  have 
been  full  of  interest  and  spiritual  power.  Last  Sunday  was 
a  meeting  of  especial  power,  more  than  half  of  the  students 
testifying.  Our  constant  aim  is  to  develop  a  deep  and 
earnest  spiritual  life,  realizing  that  character  is  above 
knowledge  and  mental  discipline.  The  daily  Bible  work 
has  been  graded,  and  thus  made  more  helpful. 

Just  now  students  are  going  out  to  begin  work  on  the 
farms.  This  is  most  unfortunate.  One  entire  session  in 
school  is  far  better  than  two  half  sessions.  Many  do  not 
realize  this,  and  some  are  so  situated  that  they  could  not 
possibly  remain  an  entire  year  without  help.  This  shows 
the  necessity  for  a  student  aid  fund.  A  little  help  would 
often  enable  worthy  students  to  complete  the  year.  Can 
we  find  a  better  place  to  invest  than  the  human  brain. ^ 

Again  we  thank  New  England  women  for  supplies  of 
bedding  and  clothing.  These  have  been  unusually  accept^ 
able  this  year,  as  three  successive  years  of  fever  have 
deepened  the  poverty.  If  you  could  take  a  peep  into  the 
little  cabins  swarming  with  half  clad  children,  you  would 
realize  the  value  of  your  offering.  This  is  outside  work, 
but  it  cannot  fail  to  appeal  to  the  true  missionary  teacher. 

More  and  more  is  our  conviction  of  the  importance  of 
this  work  and  its  lasting  influence  deepened.  More  and 
more  do  we  feel  that  a  person  should  enter  it  with  the  defi- 
nite purpose  of  giving  to  it  their  life  service.

W  ^ 
have  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  students  on  roll.     Thc^^^^- 
are   from  four  different  states.     Most  of  them  are   aboi 
grown.     About  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  them  are  boardei 
There  has  been  quite  an  excitement  about  small  pox  in  tl 
state  since  Christmas.     Had  it  not  been  for  this  we  woul 
have  had  over  three  hundred  students  now.     We  have  mad^^ 
rooms  in  the  third  story  of  the  girls'  building.     This  givc^^ 
more  room  in  that  building.     We  erected  a  laundr}'  an</ 
kitchen  building  for  the  new  building  for  girls.     This  gives 
more  room  in  that  building.     We  have  also  made  five  reci- 
tation rooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the  boys'  dormitory.     This 
gives  more  room  for  boys.     Another  large  building  is  very 
much  needed.     We   want  to  commence  that  next  month. 
There  never  was  a  greater  desire  for  education  among  my 
people. 

The  majority  of  our  students  are  from   Washita,  Beth, 
and  Red  Rivers,  where  our  people  are  most  thickly  settled, 
ignorant  and  sinful.     We  are  trying  to  establish  in  them, 
first  of  all,  the  right   idea  of  religion.     The  Bible   is  our 
leading  text  book.     First  lesson  after  devotion  each  day  is 
the  Bible.     Our  greatest  need  is  more  room.     So  anxious 
are  our  young  people  to  educate,  that  four  hundred  would 
come  if  we  had  the  room.     We  have  had  as  many  as  twelve 
girls  in  one  room.     They  make  themselves  satisfied,  because 
they   want    to    remain    in    school.      We    have    some    poo 
students  boarding    themselves.     They  are  living  on  $i.^ 
per  month.     Good  many  of  our  boys  do  their  own  washir 
because  they  are  not  able  to  hire  it  done.     This  will  gi 
you  an  idea  of  how  they  must  appreciate  the  clothing,  et 
sent  them  bv  the  blessed  churches  and  Circles  in  the  east 
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a.nd    middle   states.     Praise  the  Lord.     We    have  special 

nneetings   called   Thanksgiving   meetings,  in  which   these 

@ifts  are  mentioned.     We  then  give  God  and  our  friends 

'thanks  for  them.    We  are  greatly  in  need  of  a  library.    We 

"^vould  gladly  thank  some  one  or  church  for  a  Webster's 

XJnabridged  Dictionary  and  some  volumes  of  Encyclopedia. 

If  "we  have  done  anything  at  all,  we  owe  it  to  our  northern 

:friends   and  God.     We  could  not   have  existed  in   north 

XiOuisiana  without  your  help.     We  need  more  room ;  we 

Tieed  a  library ;  we  need  clothing  for  our  poor  students ;  we 

-need  sheets,  pillows,  comforts,  blankets,  etc.     We   need 

articles  that  can  be  used  in  the  boarding  department.     God 

only  knows  how  we  have  been  helped  by  the  barrels  sent 

us  this  session.

INDIAN  UNIVERSITY,  BACONE,  I.  T. 

Teacher:  Miss  Minnie  M.  Pratt. 
This  present  school  year  has  been  marked  by  several 
features  that  have  made  it  somewhat  different  from  all  the 
previous  years.  We  have  had  in  attendance  a  much  higher 
grade  of  pupils,  both  among  the  Indians  and  whites.  We 
have  also  had  more  full-bloods  this  year  than  last.  The 
intellectual  life  has  been  more  intense,  the  work  among  the 
students  has  been  more  eager,  as  it  has  shown  itself  in 
class-room  work  and  in  the  different  literary  societies  of 
the  school. 

The  meetings  of  the  Psi  Delta  Literary  Society  during 
the  last  quarter  have  been  increasingly  interesting.  The 
subjects  discussed  have  been  of  the  widest  possible  scope, 
covering  some  of  the  more  important  subjects  of  popular 
and  literary  interest.     The  membership  itself  is  beginning 
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to  realize  the  importance  of  the  work  of  this  society,  as    ^^ 
indicated  by  the  by-law  recently  adopted,  fining  each  mer*^- 
ber  who  neglects  to  take  the  part  assigned  him  on  the  pf^>' 
gramme,  or  for  absenting  himself  from  the  society  wither '•^^ 
a  reasonable  excuse.     The  Library  Association  has  tak  ^^ 
on  some  new  life  during  the  last  two  months.     A  lar^g^ 
number  of  periodicals  have  been  secured,  and  interest       ^^ 
the  reading  table  has  accordingly  increased ;  when  we  ha-  '^^^ 
added  to  this  a  new  set  of  "The  Encyclopedia  Brittanic^"-  » 
we  may  well  feel  that  our  library  is  making  advanceme^'^*^- 
The  Young  Men's  Debating  Society  is  one  of  the  strong^^^^ 
organizations    in    the    school.      On    one    recent  debat:' 
"Resolved,  That  a  republican  form  of  government  is  mo^ 
just  than  that  of  a  limited  monarchy,"  the  club  fell  intc^    ^ 
discussion  that  exceeded  any  previous  experience.     Aft:^^ 
a  struggle  of  over  two    hours,  the   question    was   final  H^ 
decided    in   flavor   of    the    aflfirmative.      A    constitution^^ 
amendment  recently  provides  for  a  chaplain,  and  for  the 
opening  of  all  sessions  with  an  invocation. 

In  all  the  rush  of  the  literary  life  and  work  of  the  school, 
it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  work  of  spiritual   growth 
has    not    been    neglected.       The    Baptist   Young    People's 
Union,    the   general    religious   society   of  the  school,  has 
maintained  its   weekly  service  through  all  the  term,  with 
abundant   success,  and   with  no  little  degree  of  fruitage. 
Through  all  the  days  of  the  spiritual  awakening,   which 
swept  over  the  school  during  the  week  of  February   nth, 
its  members  proved  themselves  eflficient  and  faithful  work- 
ers,  and   much   that  was  accomplished   would   have    been 
exceedingly  difficult  of  achievement  had  it  not  been  for  the 
trained  instrument  so  ready  at  hand.     For  the  past  three 
years  there  have  occurred  about  this  time  of  year,  gracious 
revivals  among  the  students  of  Indian  University ;  but  this 
year  the  revival  was  a  most  unusual  one.     I  have  never 
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seen  in  any  revival  a  surer  evidence  of  the   power  and 
'working  of  the  Holy   Spirit.     It  seemed  to  take  hold  of 
«very  one,  both  teacher  and  pupil,  and  hold  them  in  its 
^rip.     I  have  never  witnessed  anything  like  it  during  the 
Avhole  thirteen  years  that  I  have  been  in  Indian  Territory. 
Also  the  meetings  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation have  been  unusually  instructive  and  helpful.     This 
society  has  never  been  so  strong  in  the  history  of  the  insti- 
tution.    The  earnest  words  that  are  spoken  in  the  informal 
meetings  are.  having  a  profound  effect  upon  life  and  char- 
acter.    The  study  of  the  Bible  and  of  the  lives  of  such 
workers  as  D.  L.  Moody  and  Frances  Willard  serve  to  con- 
vey inspiration  and  power. 

During  the  month  of  February  some  of  our  young  men 
who  were  recently  converted  in  the  revival,  with  Prof, 
R.  A.  Schwegler  as  leader,  conducted  a  series  of  revival 
services  in  Muskogee,  our  nearest  town,  with  splendid 
results.  It  served  also  to  give  to  these  young  converts  an 
idea  of  personal  work  and  an  experience  that  was  most 
valuable.  When  we  can  once  get  our  young  Christians 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Master  we  feel  so  much  surer 
of  them.  The  coming  of  Prof.  Schwegler  to  the  school 
from  Brown  University,  Providence,  R.  I.,  has  proved  a 
great  blessing  and  help  to  the  work.  He  is  not  only  a 
most  excellent  instructor,  but  his  influence  upon  the  stu- 
dents religiously  has  been  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  his 
sermons  have  been  full  of  power,  and  a  great  spiritual  uplift 
has  been  the  result.  We  recently  had  the  joy  of  seeing 
eight  of  our  students  put  on  Christ  by  baptism. 

As  I  have  spoken  before  of  our  graduates,  I  will  only 
say  a  word.  Of  the  thirty-one  who  have  graduated  from 
the  higher  college  department,  sixteen  are  teaching,  one  is 
a  missionary  in  China  with  his  wife,  who  is  also  a  former

student  of  Indian  University,  one  is  taking  post-graduate 
work  with  us  this  year  preparatory  to  entering  Yale  next 
year,  and  one  is  doing  a  most  successful  evangelistic  work 
throughout  the  Northern  states. 

The  health  of  the  school  and  the  attendance  have  been 
better  than  ever  before.  But  the  crying  need  of  the  insti- 
tution today  is  for  more  room.  We  must  have  it  to  accom- 
plish a  larger  work.  We  have  already  secured  in  cash 
nearly  $3,000,  and  another  $1,000  in  pledges,  and  without 
doubt  another  $1,000  can  be  secured  near  by -when  we  are 
ready  to  build.  We  need  $15,000  more  to  build  and  equip 
a  dormitory  for  the  young  ladies.  With  a  sufficient  equip- 
ment, it  will  be  easy  to  have  a  school  here  of  several  hun- 
dred in  the  next  few  years. 

There    is   no  question  but  what  the  need  for  educated 
preachers  and  teachers  in  Indian  Territory,  which  moved 
the  Home  Mission  Society  in   1865   and   later  on  in  1879, 
is  a  more  imperative  need  today  ;  for  there  are  more  Indians 
accessible  to  the  school  today  than  ever  before ;   there  are 
more  Indians  who  are  prepared  to  take  its  course  of  study; 
there    are    more    Baptist   churches    to   be    supplied   with 
pastors ;  and  there  are  more  schools  that  should  be  supplied 
with  Christian  teachers.     The  work  of  Christian  education 
among  the  Indians  is  not  completed,  nor  has  the  need  of 
it  passed  away.     We  are  standing  on  the  threshold  of  a 
more  important  Indian  work  than  ever  before.     As  Indian 
University  is  the  only  school  supported  by  Baptists  for  the 
higher  education  of  the  Indian,  our  denomination   should 
gather   about  it  and  give  to  it  the  support   it  so  greatly 
needs  and  which  we  believe  it  so  richlv  deserves.

Twice  the  work  has  been  interrupted  in  our  school, —  last 
^11  three  weeks  by  the  small-pox  scare,  again  now  by  the 
^me  thing.  As  it  is  so  near  the  close  of  the  term  we  fear 
^Dme  will  not  return,  even  when  permission  is  granted. 

I  find  among  many  the  thought  that  if  they  attend  a  few 
Months  in  the  year,  they  are  as  far  advanced  as  the  other 
Members  of  their  class,  and  no  more  is  needed  ;  but  I  under- 
fed tand  there  is  much  improvement  this  year  in  that  way. 

The  pupils  have  done  good  work,  and  for  the  most  part 
"lave  seemed  very  much  interested.  The  total  enrollment 
in  my  departnitfnt  has  been  between  fifty  and  sixty,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  about  thirty. 

Every  month  rhetorical  exercises  are  given,  usually  cen- 
tered about  some  one  thought  or  national  holiday.  At  this 
time  some  are  anxious  to  be  given  something  to  do ;  othfers 
are  very  backward  about  appearing  before  the  public. 

I  have  been  surprised  to  notice  how  little  illness  we  have 
had  until  the  past  three  weeks.  Now  nearly  every  one  is 
well  again. 

Last  fall  during  a  revival  in  the  church,  several  of  our 
"  Home "  boys  and  girls  were  converted  and  baptized. 
From  time  to  time  others  have  joined  the  church,  until  now 
all  but  two  of  the  older  boys  are  Christians.  Twenty  are 
awaiting  baptism,  the  majority  from  the  Academy.  This 
is  largely  the  result  of  special  services  held  the  past  two 
weeks,  and  conducted  by  Mr.  Stubblefield,  general  mis- 
sionary for  the  Territory. 

Our  evening  study  hour  was  given  up,  and  we  attended 
all  the  meetings.  The  church  was  always  full,  crowded 
sometimes,  and  everyone,  I  think,  received  a  blessing. 
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The  other  evening  when  a  nmnber  of  ihe  Acatiiiiiv  cliil- 
(Iren  presented  themselves  for  membership,  Mrs.  Robb  was 
called  u]K)n,  as  she  had  Utked  with  each  one.  She  sale 
they  seemed  to  understand  thoroughly  what  they  wer  - 
doing,  and  showed  that  they  had  been  well  taught.  CZ 
course  we  were  pleased  to  have  such  words. 

A  number  of  times  some  of  our  young  people  and  tcachc 
have  attended  Sunday  services  at  the  full-blood  churches 
the  country,  where  we  thought  we,  perhaps,  might  do  mc^ 
good  than  in  town.

Vour  missionary  to  the  Wichitas  and  Caddos  finds  \\xat 
for  the  year  ending  April  ist,  he  has  performed  thefollo\«'-

The  young  generation  of  Indins 
are   now  starting  out  to  make  a  place  for  themselves  in 
civilized    life.     All  the  government  employees,    who  «r 
Indians,  have  white  men  to  improve  their  lands  for  tbt 
and  make  them  homes.    Mescot,  ghost,  green  com,  turk 
stump,  war,  and  various  other  dances  still  consume  n 
of  the  time  of  our  non-Christian  Indians.     The  Sabba 
a  chosen  day  for  races  and  dances.     Many  of  the  chi' 
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in  the  government  school  spend  most  of  their  time  at  these 

amusements.     During  time  of  payment  when  the  Indian 

receives  grass  payment,  every  Indian  on  both  reservations, 

except  the  Christians,  are  engaged  in  gambling,  and  this 

is    carried   on   until  every  dollar  is  gone  that  the  traders 

failed  to  collect  for  debt.     Gambling,  polygamy,  mescal, 

3nd  the  ghost  dances  are  the  idols  of  the  Indians,  and  v\rhen 

the  white  man  introduces  his  idol,  whiskey,  the  complete 

iiegradation   of    the   Indian   will   soon   be   accomplished. 

x*^othing  will  save  them  but  regeneration^  just  as  the  white 

man  is  saved.     The  hope  of  the  Wichitas,  through  grace, 

is  a  small  Baptist  church  composed  of  about  fifty  members ; 

and  the  light  of  the  Caddos  is  a  Baptist  church  composed 

of  seventeen  members  where  we  try  from  week  to  week  to 

liold  forth  the  word  of  God.     It  is  difficult  for  one  or  two 

missionaries  to  hold  forth  the  light  when  the  whole  world 

surrounding  lieth  out  in  darkness.

PROVO  ACADEMY,  PROVO,  UTAH.

The   year   opened    with   a   very  discouraging  outlook ; 

^hose  who  had  been  so  long  connected  with  the  school  as 

^^^chcrs,  were  gone;  several  families  whose  children  were 

**ithful  pupils,  had  moved  away,  so  that  less  than  fifteen 

^^  the  former  students  were  here  when  school  opened. 

By  visitation  before  school  began,  and  by  steady  work 
^^Xlcc,  the  school  h^  grown  until  about  eighty  have  been 
^^^Tollcd.  The  fact  that  our  school  rooms  are  less  pleasant, 
^^ing  basement  rooms,  and  not  so  well  equipped  as  others, 
^^s  kept  a  large  number  from  us,  whom,  we  believe,  we 
*^ight  have  gained. 
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With  very  few  exceptions,  all  the  children  of  the  school 
attend  our  Sunday  school.  Some  of  them  come  from 
Mormon  homes,  and  their  attendance  is  somewhat  irregular 
at  Sunday  service,  but  we  hope  that  with  the  truth  received 
there  and  in  our  daily  Bible  teaching  they  may  be  won 
from  error. 

The  attitude  of  the  children  attending  the  Mormon 
schools  has  not  been  so  disagreeable  as  in  former  years,  yet 
often  our  pupils  must  endure  ridicule  and  scorn  for  coming 
to  us. 

One  would  suppose  that  after  the  blow  given  to  Mor- 
monism  in  the  expulsion  of  Congressman  Roberts,  the 
people  here  would,  at  least,  be  more  tolerant,  but  they 
seem  even  more  bitter,  and  hate  the  Christian  people,  who, 
as  they  say,  are  persecuting  them. 

There  have  been  some  small  encouragements  in  the  work. 
We  can  see  how  one  woman  has  been  brought  under  Christ- 
ian influence  through  her  children  attending  our  school; 
she  has  been  converted,  and  hopes  to  unite  with  the  church. 
Another  Mormon  woman,  we  believe,  will  openly  express 
her  disbelief  in  Mormonism,  and  come  out  into  the  glori- 
ous light  of  the  truth  as  soon  as  she  has  the  courage  to 
brave  the  persecution  which  would  follow  that  act. 

We  wish  we  could  send  a  report  full  of  encouragement, 
but  the  work  here  must  necessarily  be  of  slow  growth. 

The  time  not  spent  in  actual  school  work  or  needed  rest, 
is  spent  in  calling  upon  the  sick  and  in  the  interest  of  the 
Sunday  school.  Thus  we  have  tried  to  sow  the  seed,  know- 
ing that  some,  at  least,  will  fall  upon  good  ground  and 
bring  forth  fruit  to  His  glory.

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BAPTIST  CHINESE  MISSION,  FRESNO,  CALIFORNIA. 

Teacher:     Miss  S.  E.  Stein. 

The  days,  weeks,  and  months  seem  to  pass  so  rapidly 
t:hat  almost  before  we  know  it  our  school  year  is  closing, 
snd  we  realize  it  is  time  for  another  annual  letter. 

It  was  interesting  and  very  pleasing  to  our  church  and 
new  pastor,  at  the  beginning  of  this  school  year,  to  extend 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship  to  five  of  our  Chinese  pupils 
-who  had  been  received  into  the  church  a  short  time  before. 
These  boys  (men)  work  in  the  country  usually,  and  we 
do  not  see  them  often.  They  were  pupils  in  our  school 
for  a  long  time,  several  years  ago ;  and  since  becoming 
Christians,  and  even  before,  have  been  faithful  in  attend- 
ing our  Sunday  school. 

In  May  one  of  my  pupils  and  I  attended  the  Anniversa- 
ries in  San  Francisco ;  and  on  my  way  back  the  dear 
Father  gave  me,  perhaps,  the  best  opportunity  for  talking 
Jesus  I  have  known  in  California.  As  I  passed  to  my 
car,  accompanied  by  a  few  friends,  I  noticed  car  after  car 
with  Chinese  heads  at  every  window,  and  wondered  what 
it  meant.  Such  a  long  train  !  At  the  first  opportunity  I 
asked  the  conductor.  He  informed  me  they  were  just 
from  China  on  their  way  to  Mexico.  They  had  been 
taken  on  the  cars  from  the  steamer,  and  locked  in,  with- 
out touching  foot  to  American  soil.  I  at  once  asked  per- 
mission to  visit  these  cars  for  the  purpose  of  talking  the 
Gospel.  My  friends  quickly  explained  that  I  was  a 
missionary  to  the  Chinese,  speaking  their  language,  and 
volunteered  to  go  with  me.  Our  conductor  sent  the  con- 
ductor of  the  Chinese  cars  to  me,  and  he  guided  me  and 
my  friends  to  them.     As  we  went  he  said  :   '*  Lady,  I  do 
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not  envy  you  this  visit."     The  door  was  op>ened  just  long 
enough  to  admit  us,  and  then  we  were  locked  in  with  the 
Chinese.     The  closeness  of  the  air,  filled  with  smoke  from 
the   pipes,  almost   overcame  me   at  first.     Each  car  was 
packed  full,  and  in  some  of  them  there  was  a  barrel  of 
water  with  a  tin  cup,  and  the  water  spilling  out  made  the 
place  look  more  like  it  was  intended  for  cattle  than  men. 
We  were  soon  able  to  begin  work.     While  I  talked  to  one 
group,    a   preacher   talked   to   others,    using  a   Christian 
Chinaman  who  had   gone    with    us   as  interpreter.    We 
passed  from  car  to  car,  giving  God's  message  as  we  were 
able,  and  nearly  all  the  men  listened  with  much  interest. 
A  very  few  of  them  had  heard  a  little  of  the  Gospel  before. 
The   other    ladies  of   our    party  were   praying   while  we 
talked,  and  our  faith  said  the  seed  that  was  sown  in  His 
name  that  day  would  not  be  lost.     Just  before  we  reached 
the  last  two  cars,  the  conductor,  for  some  reason,  decided 
not  to  let  us  go  further.     W^e  thought  he  was  suspicious  of 
the  Chinaman  we  had  with  us.     He  explained  that  he  was 
under  heavv  bonds  to  the  railroad,  and  the  railroad  to  the 
government,  and  he  hoped  we  would  not  insist  upon  going 
further.      Thanking  him  for  the  privileges  already  given 
us,  we  returned,  giving  the  men  another  kind  word  and 
good-bye  as  we  again  passed  through  their  cars.    Several  of 
them  promised  to  begin  to  pray  to  Jesus.     I  felt  that  I  had 
not  only  not  lost  time  from  missionary  work  by  going  to 
the  Anniversaries,  but  that  I  had  gained. 

A  part  of  our  vacation  was  spent  in  the  country,  and 
when  we  got  home  and  took  up  the  regular  work  in  the 
fall,  I  found  one  of  the  women,  a  mother  of  three  children, 
very  sick.  She  told  me  that  she  once  thought  she  was 
dying,  and  that  she  was  not  afraid.  I  never  heard  of  a 
heathen  not  being  afraid  to  die.     I  repeated  :     *'  Let  not 
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3^our  heart  be  troubled ;"   and   she  said  her  heart  was  not 

"troubled.      She  could   talk  very  little,  for  she  was  weak 

from  long  coughing  and  little  sleep.     She  said  she  often 

asked  Jesus  to  forgive  her  sins  and  save  her  soul ;  and  she 

had   told   the   ten-year-old    girl  to   be    kind    to    her  little 

brothers  and  obey  her  father.     I  went  very  often  to  see  this 

dear  soul,  and  she  was  always  glad  to  see  me,  though  often 

suffering  intensely.     Monday,  Nov.  13th,  when  I  got  there 

they  had  just  laid  her  out,  and  as  the  husband  tried  to  put 

her  bracelets  on  her  arms,  I  raised  one  hand  and  helped 

him.     Many  of  the  older  neighbor  women  were  there,  and  . 

they  asked  if  I  would  like  to  see  her  face.     When  I  said 

"  Yes,"  they  told  me  to  uncover  the  face  and  look  for  she 

was  very  nice  looking.     Just  as  I  started  to  raise  the  cover, 

the  women  screamed  out,  calling  the  name  of  the  dead 

woman,  and  saying  :   **  The  teacher  is  looking  at  you  now  I" 

I  did  not  look,  but  asked  the  women  why  they  did  so.    The 

only  reply  I  got  was:   *'It  is  our  custom."     They  several 

times  urged  me  to  raise  the  cover  that  they  might  call  to 

her,  but  I  did  not.     When  asked  why  they  did  not  look  at 

her,  they  said:   "Don't  dare."     They  busied  themselves 

keeping  incense  burning  at  the  foot  of  the  corpse.     Every 

visitor,  except  myself,  brought  something  to  offer  to  the 

departed  spirit,  and   took  away  in   return  a  little  present. 

One  old  woman  so  often  placed  fresh  incense  sticks,  and 

burnt  so  much  paper  money  that  others  called  out :   "  You 

have  obtained  much  merit  by  this  time."     The  dear  little 

children  were  placed  on  matting  near  the  dead  mother,  and 

taught  to  wail.     White  cotton  garments  were  put  on  over 

their  other  clothing,  and  white  bands  bound  around  their 

heads.     I  was  there  all  the  time  I  could  spare  during  the 

three  days  the  body  was  kept  out  of  the  ground.     Each  day 

the  same  thing  went  on  at  intervals,  the  ten-year-old  child 
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wailing  louder  and  louder  as  directed  by  the  women,  while 
tears  flowed  down  her  face.  She  would  crj-  out :  ''  Why- 
did  you  leave  us?  Have  mercy  on  us?  What  did  you  do 
that  caused  you  to  leave  us  ?  Pity  us  I  Have  mercy  on  us  ! " 
I  wept  often,  more  for  the  living  than  the  dead,  for  I  had 
hope  that  all  was  well  with  the  woman,  although  she  had 
never  dared  to  own  Christ  in  her  home.  Wherever  I 
called  during  those  days  the  report  of  my  weeping  had  gone 
before,  and  the  women  seemed  to  feel  that  I  was  one  of 
them.  They  said  one  to  another:  "She  truly  cried,  not 
.just  at  wailing  time,  but  she  cried  as  if  she  could  not  give 
her  up."  And  then,  with  a  tender  heart,  I  told  how  I 
could  not  help  but  cry  for  the  little  ones  left  without  a 
good  mother.  The  Buddhist  priest  was  paid  a  large  sum 
to  get  her  soul  out  of  darkness  into  light,  and  when  I  once 
dared  to  say  to  a  woman  that  I  thought  she  had  never  gone 
into  darkness,  and  gave  her  my  reason  for  so  believing, 
she  looked  surprised,  and  said  ;  "  Did  she  say  she  was  not 
afraid  ?  —  not  afraid  of  what  ?  "  Then  came  the  oppor- 
tunity of  telling  how  one  who  trusted  in  Jesus  could  die 
without  fear. 

I  will  not  take  the  space  to  tell  about  the  funeral.  It 
was  like  other  heathen  funerals  in  rich  homes,  and  much 
concerning  them  has  often  been  seen  in  print. 

Our  work  of  teaching,  conducting  meetings,  and  visiting 
went  on  without  anything  of  unusual  interest  for  some 
time,  when,  one  Sunday  evening,  Yee  Chau  came  into  the 
school-room  from  the  street  meeting,  followed  by  an  old 
Christian  Chinaman  of  San  Francisco,  who  was  passing 
through  here,  accompanied  by  three  little  Chinese  children. 
They  called  themselves  United  Christians,  and  had  been 
helping  Yee  Chau  in  the  street  meeting.  About  a  dozen 
heathen  followed  them  in,  and  the  children  sang,  little  Joy 
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also  helping.  The  meeting  was  of  much  interest,  nearly 
all  of  our  Christian  boys  taking  part,  and  the  old  China- 
man speaking  well.  Near  the  close  nine  of  the  heathen 
said  they  would  like  to  be  Christians. 

Not   long  after  the  Lord   gave  me  an  unusually  good 

opportunity  in  one  of  the  homes.     The  husband  was  in, 

and    while   I    was   talking   to   the  wife  and  children,  he 

listened ;  and  in  a  short  time  the  old  Christian  Chinaman 

mentioned  above  came  in.     At  my  request  he  helped  me 

to  talk,  and  each  one  listened  well.     I  am  told  that  the 

next  morning  when  the  family  got  up  the  man  said :    "I 

feel  happy  this  morning.      I  don't  know  what  it  is,  but  I 

think  it  must  be  the  Holy  Spirit  in  my  heart.     Let's  you 

and  I  decide  to  be  Christians  and  have  a  Christian  home 

hereafter."     Sad  to  say,  the  woman  did  not  yield.     She 

told  him  to  go  ahead  if  he  wished ;  she  was  not  ready  yet. 

She  listens  well,  and  knows  the  truth.     We  are  praying 

tliat  soon  she  will  let  Jesus  into  her  heart.     The  man  told 

xne  a  few  days  ago  that  he  was  just  waiting  for  her. 

Next  door  to  them  is  a  family  where  the  wife  and 
another  would  gladly  be  a  Christian,  but  the  husband  hates 
Christianity,  and  she  says  he  scolds  her  if  she  seems  to  care 
:€or  it. 

We  continue  to  scatter  the  seeds  of  truth,  and  trust  Him 
:£or  the  harvest.  We  verily  believe  that  more  good  is  being 
done  in  these  homes  than  we  know. 

We  had  a  Christmas  entertainment,  on  a  small  scale,  for 
the  Chinese,  and  took  three  days  holiday.  At  Chinese  New 
Year  we  also  had  a  holiday  of  three  days,  two  of  them  in 
January,  and  the  other  Feb.  ist.  We  had  prayer  meetings 
on  these  evenings,  and  although  the  heathen  did  not  attend, 
the  Christian  pupils  and  I  found  it  good  to  wait  upon  the 
Lord. 
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Brother  Lee  To  is  with  us  for  a  few  weeks  this,  the  last 
month  of  the  school  year,  and  we  hope  his  visit  will  prove 
a  great  blessing  to  many. 

We  have  enrolled  this   year   loS  different  pupils,  and 

made  210  visits  to  the  homes.

CHINESE  BAPTIST  MISSION,  BUTTE,  MOlSTANA. 

Tracker:     Mrs.  J.  VVhitmore. 
We  considered  that  we  ha'd  made  quite  a  forward  move- 
ment six  years  ago,  when  we  succeeded  in  renting  a  build- 
ing near  Chinatown  where  our  men  could  have  a  home 
separate  from  heathen  influences.     At  that  time   we  fitted 
up  the  house,  at  an  expense  of  $135,  using  one  of  the  rooms 
for  prayer  meetings.     As  time  passed  the  quarters  became 
too  small  and   inconvenient,   and   in  our  search  for  better 
accommodations  we  were  disappointed  in  finding  anvthino^ 
desirable.     About  nine  months  ago  we  called  a  meeting  at 
which  it  was  decided  we  would  see  what  could  be  done  in 
the  way  of  securing  a  lot  on  which  to  build  a  home  of  our 
own.     After  a  time  we  found  one  adjoining  Chinatown, 
which  we  purchased,  and  now  have  a  substantial  two-storv 
building,  twenty-two  by  forty  feet,  erected.     The   upper 
floor  is  used  as  an  auditorium   and  a  study  room,  \vith  a 
seating  capacity  of  two  hundred.    The  lower  floor  is  divided 
into  living  rooms  for  the  scholars.     This  is  the  only  build- 
ing of  its  kind  in  Montana,  and  we  hope  it  will  indeed  be 
a  light-house  that  will  guide  many  off  the  rocks  of  sin  and 
despair  into  the  harbor  of  safety  and  peace.     The  entire 
cost  of  the  building  and  lot  is  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 
We  have  raised  of  this  amount  seventeen  hundred  and  fiftv 
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dollars,  leaving  a  debt  which  we  hope  to  pay  in  part  with 
Tent  which  is  charged  each  person  who  occupies  a  room  in 
the  building.     Some  of  the  Christian  men  who  cannot  live 
there  also  pay  two  dollars  each  month,  the  same  as  those 
who  live  there.     They  enjoy  their  new  home,  and  keep  it 
neat  and  clean.     The  task  of  collecting  the  necessary  funds 
was  comparatively  easy,  as  the  Chinese  of  the  city  were  a 
unit,    and    nearly   all   contributed  something  towards  the 
enterprise.     Many  donations  came  to  us  unsolicited  from 
different  parts  of  the  state,  and  the  sacrifices  have  been  so 
cheerfully  made  that  it  has  but  proved  to  us  it  was  of  the 
Lord,     Two  of  our  scholars  made  the  Mission  a  gift  of 
two  beautiful    chandeliers,    which    light   the  school-room 
nicely.     The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  made  us  a  donation  of  one  of  the 
front  windows,  and  my  home  church  in  Wisconsin  made 
donation  for  the  other.     We  still  lack  furnishings  for  the 
rooms  in  the  way  of  seats.  Bibles  and  bedding.     The  bath 
I'oom  has  not  been  completed,  as  it  was  thought  best  not  to 
incur  too  much  debt.     The  building  was  dedicated  Dec.  6. 
I^ev.  L.  G.  Clark,  the  State  Missionary,  preached  the  ser- 
mon.    A  few  evenings  after,  the  scholars  gave  an  enter- 
tainment  in    the    Chinese   tongue,    to    which    about    one 
hundred  of  their  countrymen  listened.      A  nice  lunch  was 
served,  and  the  evening  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

The  first  Sabbath  in  January  we  organized  a  Bible 
school  in  our  new  quarters,  with  one  of  the  Christian 
Chinese  as  Superintendent.  The  attendance  has  gradually 
increased  until  the  enrollment  is  nearly  three  times  as  large 
as  formerly.  We  now  have  three,  and  sometimes  four, 
classes. 

Our  regular  school  attendance  is  also  much  improved. 
We  have  added  one  more  assistant  teacher  each  evening, 
and    while  it   is    sometimes  diflicult  to    secure    competent 
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c^msecrated  helpers,  we  can  say  that  we  believe  there  is  not 
one  of  these  but  that  love  the  work  and  are  earnest  in  their 
efforts  to  win  souls  for  Christ.  We  have  enrolled  sevent}*- 
nine  since  we  sent  you  our  last  report,  and  from  these  we 
have  seen  growth  and  development  in  character  and  Christ- 
ian life. 

We  now  pay  for  the  fuel  and  lights  used  in  the  building, 
which  were  formerly  furnished  by  the  church  with  which 
the  men  are  connected.  They  have  sent  funds  to  assist  in 
building  two  churches  in  China,  and  also  to  assist  in  the 
work  of  the  Canton  Academv. 

The  \ ,  M.  C.  A.  now  numbers  thirty-one  members, 
and  still  holds  its  meetings  each  Sabbath  evening.  It  has 
recently  come  to  my  notice  that  one  of  our  active  members 
who  left  us  some  time  ago,  has  been  the  means  of  starting 
a  school  for  the  Chinese  in  Deadwood. 

The  Thursday  evening  meetings  are  well  attended,  and 
interesting.  One  of  our  teachers  brings  his  violin  and 
assists  in  making  the  music  better.  One  of  the  scholars 
has  recently  made  a  public  stand  for  his  Saviour,  and  been 
baptized.  When  he  came  before  the  church  for  acceptance 
he  said  :  '*  I  used  to  gamble,  smoke  opium,  use  tobacco, 
and  do  many  other  wicked  things,  for  my  heart  was  full  of 
sin  ;  but  I  have  given  them  all  up  for  Jesus,  and  I  am  sure 
he  saves  inc.  All  my  strength  is  His  now,  and  I  want  to 
work  for  Him  while  I  stay  here." 

There  arc  two  who  take  private  Bible  study  at  my  home, 
one  coining  at  half-past  eight  in  the  morning.  I  have  a 
class  in  the  study  of  the  Scriptures  in  the  evening  school, 
and  my  afternoons  are  given  to  eight  women  and  children. 
One  of  the  women  is  reading  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  and 
says   she  hopes  to  be  one  of  God's  children  soon.       Our 
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little  Toy,    who   returned  to   China  some   months  ago,  is 

now  in  a  Mission  school  in  Canton,  where  she  will  be  able 
to  continue  her  studies. 

The  work  is  more  than  can  be  told  in  so  brief  a  space. 

We  often  hear  of  these  people  witnessing  for  Christ,  and 

often  among  our  American  people.     One  of  our  men  told 

his  mistress  a  few  days  ago  that  it  was  wrong  to  play  cards, 

for  it  was  wasting  God's  time.     We  are  aware  that  it  is  a 

^reat  obligation  entrusted  to  us,  to  give  them  the  Word  of 

Life,  and  that  we  need  true  wisdom  and  power  to  teach  it 

aright.

SACRAMENTO,  CALIFORNIA. 

Teacher:  Miss  Eliza  Willsie. 

The  school  year  for  which  I  am  now  to  report  has  not 
lieen  merely  a  year  of  ten  months,  according  to  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Board,  but  one  continuous  year.  There  has 
been  no  longer  vacation  than  ten  days  or  two  weeks  since 
the  summer  of  1898,  including  the  Chinese  New  Year. 
This  has  been  accomplished  largely  through  the  labors  of 
Mrs.  Nelson,  whose  name  and  heart  is  as  closely  connected 
with  our  work  as  any  member  belonging  to  it. 

We  feel,  too,  through  her  spiritual  strength  has  been 
given  to  the  believers,  and  a  lasting  impression  made  upon 
the  heathen  boys  in  favor  of  Christianity.  During  the 
past  year  our  boys  have  seemed  to  awaken  to  greater  ideas 
of  progress.  The  money  ($25)  used  to  renovate  and  paper 
the  room,  was  raised  entirely  within  the  Mission ;  $9  sent 
to  assist  another  mission,  besides  defraying  all  the  expenses 
oi  our  own,  and  assisting  with  the  rent. 
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Our  average  attendance  during  the  winter  months  has 
been  sixteen  or  seventeen.  Nine  have  joined  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association.  Three  have  been  baptized. 
We  felt  somewhat  gratified  to  hear  brother  Lee  To  say 
when  he  was  about  to  leave  us  the  last  time,  ^'I  do  not  feel 
bad  to  leave  you,  for  your  Mission  has  a  good  foundation." 

We  find  ourselves  frequently  answering  the  question, 
**Do  these  boys  hold  out.^"  I  will  give  you  an  instance: 
something  over  four  years  ago  one  of  our  young  boys  was 
called  away  from  the  Mission  by  a  heatlien  uncle,  just  after 
he  had  stepped  out  publicly  on  the  Lord's  side,  and  placed 
in  a  mine  in  a  remote  part  of  Utah,  where  he  would  have 
none  but  heathen  companions. 

One  day  in  Chinatown  one  of  our  boys  met  a  man  who 
said  he  was  from  Utah,  and  in  talking  with  him  learned 
that  he  knew  this  boy,  Fong  Sin,  and  said  of  him  :  *'  He  is 
a  very  good  Christian."  Does  not  this  remind  one  of  the 
little  white  flower  that  is  found  in  the  mines  ? 

The  home  work  has  not  brought  the  result  we  hoped  for 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year;  while  they  always  welcome 
us  and  make  us  such  good  promises,  they  seem  so  to  fear 
the  persecution  of  their  heathen  friends.  The  women  are 
so  helpless.  While  I  feel  some  of  them  are  almost  per- 
suaded, yet  they  hesitate  to  step  out. 

We  saw  much  pleasure  and  happiness  in  many  homes 
resulting  from  the  labors  of  loving  hands  of  a  Sabbath 
school  class  of  young  girls  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  who  sent 
twelve  or  thirteen  sweetly  dressed  dolls  for  the  little 
Chinese  girls  at  their  New  Year's.  Books  and  lessons  for 
a  number  of  da3's  were  entirely  lost  sight  of.

Annual  Report.  in 

ECHO  MISSION,  VELARDE,  NEW  MEXICO. 

Teachers:  Rev.  W.  H.  Rishel ;  Mrs.  W.  H.  Rishel. 

How  the  years  speed  by  full  of  duties,  full  of  opportuni- 
ties, yet,  to  human  eyes,  almost  barren  of  results. 

As  the  time  approaches  commemorating  Christ's  last 
days  on  earth,  particularly  His  triumphal  entry  into  Jeru- 
salem, we  wonder  if  the  angel  who  keeps  the  record  of  our 
deeds,  in  the  Book  of  Life,  has  entered  some  things  as 
triumphs  for  us,  when  to  our  eyes  they  seem  but  sad 
failures. 

Our  school  opened  well,  and  earlier  this  year  than  usual. 
Many  children  came,  filling  the  three  rooms  to  overflowing, 
and  keeping  the  three  teachers  well  out  of  mischief. 

We  notice  greater  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  children 
in  using  the  English,  and  in  singing.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions  they  have  been  happy  and  obedient.  Mass  days 
the  children  came  in  greater  numbers  than  ever  before. 
The  priest  said  the  worst  possible  things  to  the  parents 
about  us,  telling  them  they  were  **ropes  dragging  their 
children  down  to  hell  if  they  sent  their  children  to  Protest- 
ant schools."  A  few  weakened  and  kept  their  children 
out,  or  sent  them  to  the  public  school.  Most  of  them  still 
come. 

Two  saloons  in  our  little  plaza  furnished  the  funds  for  a 
long  session  of  seven  months  public  school,  this  year. 
"  Therefore,  the  saloons  are  a  good  thing  in  our  place," 
say  the  deluded  people.  But  I  have  heard  wiser  people 
say  such  things  ;  have  not  you  } 

Another  cunning  method  of  Satan's,  this  year,  has  been 
to  send  a  young  man,  from  a  plaza  miles  away,  to  our 
school  because  it  was  a  "  very  good  school."  At  the  end 
of  a  week  it  became  necessary  for  him  to  go  home   and 
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attend  to  important  duties,^  and  one  or  two  young  men  who 
lived  near  him,  but  had  been  much  in  school,  and  were 
doing  good  work,  also  found  a  great  deal  of  work  suffering 
to  be  done  in  their  homes,  although  other  years  it  waited 
two  months  longer. 

Just  now  we  are  making  special  arrangements  for  Easter 
services,  and  into  this  comes  an  interruption  in  the  way  of 
a  little  drama  of  "  The  Lost  Child,  Jesus."  Our  children 
are  in  demand  as  actors,  and  our  rehearsals  languish. 
Having  the  pupils  as  just  day  pupils,  we  cannot  keep  them 
from  taking  part  in  such  things.  The  Lenten  season  is  too 
sacred  a  time  for  some  to  attend  Protestant  schools,  but  it 
is  not  too  sacred  to  have  "  shinney,"  and  ball  games,  and 
cock-fights  every  Sunday  afternoon.  Yet  they  know  the 
commandments  in  English  and  in  Spanish.  I  can  only 
think  of  the  words  in  Matt.  13  :i5,  and  pray  for  them. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  shadows,  but  there  are  lights  as 
well.  Peep  into  the  school  room  in  the  sunny  mornings 
and  see  them  all  gathered,  our  new  teacher.  Miss  Carrie 
Mathews,  at  the  organ,  Mr.  Rishel  leading  the  singing, 
and  I  sometimes  helping  sing,  sometimes  doing  this  or  that, 
all  necessary  work.  Yes,  they  can  sing  many  songs. 
Fifteen  minutes  of  this  song  serv^ice  and  they  go  to  the  reg- 
ular rooms,  and  each  teacher  has  them  for  fifteen  minutes 
longer  teaching  Bible  verses.  I  do  not  know  what  the 
other  rooms  can  do,  for  I  am  not  in  them,  but  in  the  inter- 
mediate room,  when  the  teacher  says,  "  Who  can  give  a 
verse  this  morning?  "  there  is  a  lively  response.  Three  or 
four  are  on  their  feet  simultaneously,  and  they  give  them  in 
English  and  in  Spanish.  They  do  not  want  to  stop  when 
the  time  is  up.  "What  do  you  want  to  sing,  children  ? '* 
"  Tell  me  More  about  Jesus,"  ''  The  Light  of  the  World  is 
Jesus,"  "  Take  the  Name  of  Jesus,"  are  called  for,  and 
many  more.     They  can  sing  them  alone,  too. 
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Busy  and  happy  they  are  all  the  time  they  are  in  school, 
and  those  who  come  regularly  are  making  good  progress. 
So,  amid  the  shadows  the  light  shines  out  in  many  ways, 
and  we  work  and  are  not  discouraged,  because  we  have 
God's  promises  that  the  work,  and  the  Bible  truths  taught, 
shall  accomplish  His  purposes. 

Yes,  it  is  difficult  and  very  slow,  but  day  by  day, 

'*  Upbearing,  like  the  Ark  of  old, 
The  Bible  in  our  van, 
We  go  to  test  the  truth  of  God, 
Against  the  fraud  of  man."

INTERNATIONAL  SCHOOL,  MONTEREY,  MEXICO. 

'teachers:     Miss  Orelia   Rocha ;  Miss  Bertha  A.   Westrup;   Miss 
Maria  Westrup. 

This  school  opened  September  1st,  1899,  under  the 
chajge  of  three  teachers.  The  total  number  of  students 
enrolled  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  is  162,  all  under 
fifteen  years  of  age.  As  there  are  only  six  grades  in  the 
primary  schools  of  this  country,  we  have  only  up  to  the 
fiflh  grade,  for  there  were  not  any  pupils  advanced  enough 
to  be  in  the  sixth. 

Besides  getting  a  common  school  education,  their  reli- 
gious instruction  is  ever  held  in  view.  We  have  Bible 
reading,  singing,  and  prayer  every  morning ;  this  is  one  of 
the  things  the  children  first  notice  when  they  come  to  our 
school,  for  they  don't  do  it  anywhere  else.  We  also  have 
a  Bible  class  where  we  teach  them  the  Sunday  school  les- 
son, and  have  them  memorize  verses  of  the  Bible. 

We  try  to  get  them  all  to  come  to  Sunday  school,  but 
there  are  some  who  won't  come,  and  that  is  because  their 
parents  won't  let  them.

Once  a  lady  told  me  she  would  take  her  daughter  out  of 
our  school  if  I  kept  asking  her  to  come  to  church.  She 
said  she  liked  for  her  to  be  in  this  school  very  much,  but 
that  she  did  not  wish  for  her  to  become  a  Protestant  and 
forsake  her  parents'  religion.  I  let  her  alone,  for  I  knew 
her  little  girl  was  learning  all  about  Christ  while  she  came 
to  school  every  day. 

I  had  a  good  opportunity  of  judging  how  many  of  our 
girls  had  faith  in  the  teachings  of  Romanism  a  few  days 
ago.  We  gave  the  school  a  vacation  during  Easter,  and 
aAer  the  holidays  a  few  girls  came  to  school  with  medals 
and  crosses  the  priest  had  blessed,  hung  around  their  necks. 
I  told  them  they  were  of  no  use  to  them  at  all,  and  asked 
them  why  tiiey  wore  them  ;  they  said  that  only  because  their 
mothers  made  them  do  it.  The  moral  condition  of  the 
school  is  fine,  I  think,  considering  the  way  some  of  the 
children  live  at  home  in  the  midst  of  lying,  swearing,  drink- 
ing, etc. 

We  have  done  some  visiting  in  their  homes,  and  their 
parents  always  listen  to  us  attentively,  and  if  we  give  them 
tracts  they  read  them  gladly.

MONTEMORELOS,  HEXICO. 

Teacher:  Miss  Zoila  Ramirez. 
I  hope  this  letter  will  find  you  well.  I  can  say  but  little 
to  you  about  the  school.  Some  of  the  girls  are  Catholics, 
but  are  not  hearty  in  their  beliefs.  They  willingly  listen 
to  Bible  teachings,  and  sometimes  go  to  our  Sunday  school. 
I  always  invite  them  every  week.  There  are  hopes  that 
they  will  become  Christians  by  the  mercy  of  the  Lord. 
Two  of  them,  Maria  and  Margarita,  used  to  stop  their  ears 
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when  I  taught  Bible  lessons,  but  I  talked  to  them  and 
advised  them  not  to  do  so,  and  after  a  while  they  also  gave 
answers  to  questions  addressed  to  the  class.  For  some 
time  they  have  not  stopped  their  ears,  and  Margarita  has 
l>een  to  our  Sunday  school. 

I  have  visited  all  the  homes  of  the  scholars,  and  am  well 
xeceived.     All  the  girls  are  good.     Some  of  them  have  been 
sick ;  I  went  to  see  them,  and  urged  them  to  come  to  Sun- 
day school  punctually  when  wel4.     Luz  Diaz  is  eleven  years 
old.     She  was  a  Presbyterian  scholar  for  some  time,  and 
now  comes  to  us.     She  knows  many  hymns  by  heart,  and 
she  often  wished  to  read  the  Bible  aloud  in  my  stead,  and  I 
let  her  do  so.     They  all  help  to  sing  the  hymns,  and  many 
know  a  part  of  several  hymns  by  heart.     All  of  them  repeat 
texts  at  Sunday  school.     Only  eight  of  them  can  read  well. 
The  eldest  is  only  thirteen.     Most  of  them  quite  small. 
Twelve  of  them  are  children  of  Baptists,  and  the  rest  come 
from  Catholic  homes.     On  an  average  eighteen  come  to 

Sunday  school.

FRENCH  niSSIONARY. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  blessed  year  for  me  in  many 
ways.  It  was  my  second  year  in  the  Master's  work  of 
presenting  His  work  to  those  who  until  then  had  been 
deprived  of  it.  I  can  truly  say  in  many  instances  it  was 
received  with  joy.  The  first  part  of  the  year  was  spent  in 
Waterbury,  Conn.  While  there  we  passed  through  hard 
and  trying  times.  At  one  time  it  seemed  necessary  to  go 
with  one  lady  to  see  her  priest.  The  Holy  Fathers,  as  they 
are  called  by  Catholics,  were  there  and  received  us.  These 
men's  mission  is  to  go  from  place  to  place  and  hold  special 
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services  in  which  they  urge  their  parishioners  to  be  faithful, 
and  threaten  punishments,  and  in   a   way   frighten  these 
poor  ignorant  people  so  that  they  hardly  dare  even  to  look 
at  a  Protestant,  much  less  talk  with  them  and  read  their 
books,   as    they   persist  in   calling  the  New  Testaments. 
These  Holy  Fathers,  as  I  said,  received  us  and  talked  with 
us  in  a  very  insulting  manner.     After  calling  me  the  child 
of  the  devil,  he  put  us  out  doors  and  shut  the  door  on  us. 
The  outcome  was  this  lady  was  so  disgusted  she  said  she 
would  have  nothing  more  to  do  with  the  Roman  church. 
In  June,  she  with  another  lady,  were  baptized  in  the  Bap- 
tist church,  by  Dr.  F.  A.  Parry. 

My  next  place  was  in  Gardner,  Mass.,  and  vicinity.  I 
had  a  pleasant  time  here.  In  one  instance,  especially,  I 
called  on  a  lady  and  presented  her  God*s  word.  She 
accepted  it.  I  talked  to  her ;  she  was  interested,  and  seemed 
happy  to  hear  me.  She  came  to  the  French  service  the 
following  Sabbath.  After  a  while  the  priest  heard  of  this 
familv,  and  missed  them  from  his  flock,  so  he  came  to  call 
on  them.  In  the  course  of  his  talk  he  asked  if  I  visited 
there.  On  being  told  I  did  he  asked  if  I  had  lefl  a  book. 
He  was  told  I  had,  and  he  said  he  wished  to  see  it.  The 
lady  got  it  for  him.  When  he  looked  at  it  he  said  it  was  a 
bad  book,  and  he  could  not  let  her  read  it,  so  he  pocketed 
the  Testament,  although  she  told  him  she  wanted  the  book ; 
it  was  not  hers  and  had  to  be  returned.  He  said  :  "  If  they 
want  the  book,  tell  them  to  come  after  it."  My  brother, 
who  is  a  missionary  here,  went  at  once  to  a  lawyer  and  told 
him  the  particulars.  He  sent  the  priest  a  letter  telling  him 
to  return  the  book  at  once  or  stand  the  consequences.  The 
book  was  returned.  A  reporter  called  on  the  priest  to 
inquire  into  the  case,  and  the  priest  said  he  did  not  take  the 
book  against  their  will,  and  the  reason  he  did  not  want 
them  to  keep  the  book  was  because  it  was  an  unauthorized 
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version,  and  not  fit  for  "  perusal."  And  I  should  like  to 
say  here  that  the  Testament  was  a  Douay  version,  which  is 
approved  by  the  Roman  Catholics  everywhere,  — is  in  fact 
the  principal  version  used  by  them  when  used  at  all,  which 
is  not  often,  as  they  are  such  strangers  to  anything  con- 
cerning it.  The  outcome  of  this  is  that  this  lady  with  her 
husband  are  today  consecrated  Christians,  anxious  to  tell 
others  of  their  new-found  joy,  and  they  will  both  be  bap- 
tized Easter  Sunday,  God  willing.  They  have  six  bright 
children.  We  feel  that  God  has  richly  blessed  the  work 
here.  May  the  Lord  continue  to  be  with  these  dear  French 
people  in  Gardner  and  everywhere  else. 

I  have  made  during  the  year  707  visits,  distributed  5,794 
pages  of  tracts  and  literature,  sold  nine  New  Testaments, 
and  loaned  16  New  Testaments,  sold  one  Bible. 

May  God  in  His  goodness  bless  the  eflbrts  made  to  bring 

these  His  children  to  Him.

One  minister  who  has  received  some  of  the  current  mag- 
azines writes : ''  I  wish  you  could  realize  what  a  treat  it  is 
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to  one  isolated,  as  we  are  here  in  this  desert  from  society, 
to  have  such  a  )>cep  at  the  outside  world  as  is  furnished  in 
such  literature." 

A  missionary,  realizing  the  benefit  this  work  may  prove 
to  the  souls  so  sadly  needing  the  bread  of  life,  has  recently 
sent  a  large  list  of  names  of  those  who  are  scattered  over  a 
territory  of  nineteen  hundred  square  miles,  many  of  whom 
are  far  removed  from  almost  all  church  influences; 
and  we  are  asked  to  send  such  reading  matter  to  these  as 
will  help  some  who  are  skeptics,  and  those  who  are  under 
Mormon  influence.  Also  to  send  Evidences  of  Christianity, 
something  against  Christian  Science,  and  Temperance  lit- 
erature. 

Ant)thor  writes  of  a  struggling  church  in  the  far  West, 
the  iiienihcrship  of  which  consists  of  five  women,  and  they 
are  working  nobly  to  build  a  house  of  worship  which,  when 
completed  this  summer,  will  furnish  room  for  a  Sunday 
school  for  which  papers  are  requested. 

Wo  hope  the  means  will  soon  be  furnished  for  supplying 

those  and  similar  needs.

CONSTITUTION  FOR  UNION  AUXILIARIES. 


The  following  constitution  is  used  in  many  Union  Societies, 
and  is  approved  by  the  Woman*s  American  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society,  510  Tremont  Temple,  Boston,  Mass. : 

Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  Baptist  Church. 

Art.  II.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  aid  The  Woman's 
Baptist  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  the  Woman's  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  in  the  work  presented  by  their 
respective  constitutions. 

Art.  III.  Any  one  who  contributes,  yearly,  more  or  less,  to  its 
work,  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Society.  Anyone  con- 
tributing one  dollar  per  year,  designated  to  Foreign  Missions,  will 
thereby  become  a  member  of  The  Woman's  Baptist  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society.  Any  one  contributing  a  like  sum  to  Home  Mis- 
sions will  thereby  become  a  member  of  The  Woman's  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society ;  any  one  contributing  the  sum  of 
$25  becomes  a  life  member  of  either  Society. 

.  Art.  IV.  Its  officers  shall  be  President,  Vice-President,  Secre- 
tary, Treasurer,  and  Solicitors,  performing  the  duties  usually 
assigned  to  such  officers. 

Art.  V.  All  moneys  raised  by  the  Society  shall  be  paid  over 
by  the  Treasurer  to  either  or  both  of  the  General  Societies  as  speci- 
fied by  the  contributors.  When  collections  are  taken,  or  gifts  are 
undesignated,  they  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  either  or  both 
of  the  General  Societies  by  vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regu- 
lar meeting,  notice  having  been  given  at  the  previous  meeting  that 
such  action  would  be  taken. 

Art.  VI.  This  Society  shall  hold  its  annual  and  regular 
monthly  meetings  at  such  time  as  shall  be  decided  upon  by  a 
majority  of  the  members.  A  special  meeting  may  be  held  at 
any  time,  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  SOCIETY. 


Artkle  I.  Thifc  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  It  shall  be  codperativc 
with  the  Americnn  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society. 

Art.  II.  Any  woman  can  become  an  annual  member  of  this 
Society  by  contributing  one  dollar  a  year  to  its  funds,  and  a  life 
member  bv  a  payment  of  twentv-five  dollars  at  anv  one  time. 

Art.  III.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  the  evangelization 
and  education  of  women  and  children  among  freed  people,  the 
Indians  and  immigrants.  The  work  shall  be  accomplished  by  the 
employment  of  teachers,  missionaries,  and  Bible  readers.  The 
Society  shall  extend  its  work  from  time  to  time,  into  such  portions 
of  North  America,  and  among  such  people,  as  shall  be  thought 
advisable. 

Art.  IV.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, one  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, and  Clerk,  also  an  Executive  Committee  of  fifteen,  elected 
in  classes  of  five  each,  to  serve  for  one,  two,  and  three  years 
respectively.  The  President,  Vice-President,  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, and  Treasurer,  shall  be  members  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, ex-ojficio.  Seven  members  shall  form  a  quorum.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  serve 
until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

Art.  V.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  shall  be  those  usually  performed 
bv  such  otVicers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  devise  the  means,  and  select  the  agents  for  the  accomplishment 
of  the  objects  of  this  Society,  and  to  make  full  report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings at  the  annual  meeting.  It  shall  have  power  to  appoint  its 
own  meetings,  elect  its  own  Chairman,  Clerk,  and  Auditor,  enact 
its  own  by-laws,  and  fill  all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  its  own 
body,  or  in  the  other  offices  of  the  Society  during  the  year. 

Art.  VI.  The  church  branches  of  each  State,  represented  bv 
the  Society,  shall  together  nominate  one  or  more  State  Vice-Presi- 
dents, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  State  Vice-President  to  have  a  general 
oversight  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  her  own  State,  and  to  report 
as  often  as  necessary  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  VII.  This  Society  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  VIII.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered,  or  amended,  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing* provided  notice  has  been  given  in  denominational  papers,  bv 
one  insertion  at  least,  two  weeks  previous  to  the  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  BOARD. 


Article  I.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  of  each  month.  This  order 
shall  be  held  subject  to  necessary  change,  as  deemed  advisable  hy 
the  Secretary.  A  special  meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time  by 
the  Secretary,  or  at  the  written  request  of  three  members. 

Art.  II.  Every  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  opened  by  the 
reading  of  Scripture  and  prayer. 

Art.  III.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  choose  annually  one  of 
its  members  to  serve  as  Chairman. 

Art.  IV.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  all  the  busi- 
ness transacted  by  the  Board ;  and  the  record  of  each  meeting  shall 
be  read  at  the  next  following  meeting,  and  when  approved  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Clerk.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  send 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  each 
meeting. 

Art.  V.  All  remarks  made  by  members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
addressed  to  the  Chair. 

Art.  VI.  No  motion  which  is  not  passed  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  record,  unless  ordered  by  the  Board. 

Art.  VII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Art.  VIII.  The  standing  committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  the 
Advisory,  Finance,  Publication,  Echoes^  and  Meetings  Committees. 

a.  The  work  of  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  to  consider 
all  matters  of  business  which  may  be  brought  before  them  by  the 
Secretary,  and  to  present  recommendation  thereon  to  the  Board. 

b.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of 
the  finances,  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  being  at  all  times  open  to 
their  inspection,  and  shall  present  recommendations  in  regard  to 
the  investment  of  funds. 

c.  The  Publication  Committee  shall  provide  for  the  printing  of 
new  leaflets  and  for  the  purchase  of  literature  from  other  societies. 
They  shall  also  prepare  for  the  Echoes  a  list  of  publications  adopted 
bv  the  committee. 

d.  The  Echoes  Committee  shall  have  a  general  oversight  of  the 
interest  of  the  Echoes^  with  special  reference  to  the  extension  of  its 
circulation. 

e.  The  Committee  on  Meetings  shall,  with  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  have  charge  of  the  public  meetings  of  the  Society. 
They  shall  arrange  for  the  programmes,  and  shall  represent  the 
Board  in  making  arrangements  with  the  entertaining  church  or 
churches. 

Art.  IX.  If  any  member  shall  be  absent  from  three  regular  meet- 
ings without  sending  any  message,  her  place  shall  be  considered 
vacant,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  elect  another  person. 

Art.  X.  These  By-Laws  may  be  added  to  or  amended  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present,  notice  of  the  proposed  addition  or  amendment  having  been 
given  at  a  previous  meeting. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  AUXILIARY   SOCIETIES. 


Article  I.     This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
auxiliary     to     the    Woman's    American    Baptist    Home    Mission 
Society. 

Art.  II.  Its  object  shall  be  to  cultivate  a  missionary  spirit  in 
this  church,  and  ai*d  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society  in  its  work  of  educating  and  Christianizing  the  dark  homes 
of  our  country. 

Art.  111.  Its  olTicers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer. 

Art.  IV.  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  shall 
be  those  usually  devolving  on  such  officers. 

Art.  V.  Any  woman  may  become  an  annual  member  of  this 
Society,  by  the  payment  of  one  dollar,  or  what  the  Lord  shall 
enable  her  to  ^ive.  By  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  dollar  to  this 
Society  she  becomes  an  annual  member  of  the  General  Society  ;  or 
by  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  any  one  time  may  become 
a  life  member. 

Art.  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and 
transmit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home 
Mission  Society  all  moneys  designated  to  this  object,  and  also 
report  the  value  of  all  boxes  of  clothing  prepared  by  this  branch. 

Art.  VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record  the 
transactions  of  the  Branch,  and  return  the  same  to  the  Associa- 
tional  Director. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR  niSSION  BANDS. 


Article.  I.     This  Society  shall  be  called  auxiliary 

to  the  Woman's  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society. 

Art.  II.  The  object  shall  be  to  create  an  interest  in  Home  Mis- 
sions in  the  minds  of  the  young. 

Art.  III.  Its  officers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President,  Sec- 
retary, and  Treasurer. 

Art.  IV.  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  shall 
be  to  preside  at  the  meetings  and  care  for  the  interests  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  V.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by 
signing  this  Pledge  for  Mission  Bands  : 

"  Wishing  to  do  all  the  good  we  can  for  needy  children  of  the 
Freedmen,  Indians,  Mormons,  etc.,  in  our  own  country,  we  promise 
to  hold  meetings  to  learn  all  we  can  about  them,  to  work  for  them, 
and,  if  possible,  to  give  one  cent  a  week  into  the  mission  box,  or 
give  what  we  can.*' 

Art.  VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  send  all 
moneys  so  designated  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  and  to  report  the  value  of  boxes  of 
clothing  prepared.
